JOURNAL  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

MONDAY,   OCTOBER    16,    1911. 

The  Commission  met  at  the  call  of  the  Chair  at  4  o'clock 
postmeridian. 

Present:  Commissioners  Gilbert,  Worcester,  Luzuriaga, 
Araneta,  Palma,  Sumulong,  Branagan,  and  Elliott.

Commissioner  Gilbert  in  the  chair. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  ASSEMBLY. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  appeared  and  delivered 
the  following  resolutions  of  the  Assembly : 

Assembly  Resolution  No.  97.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  House  to  join  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Commission  to  wait  upon  the  Governor- 
General  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  both  Houses  is  assembled 
and  that  the  Legislature  is  ready  to  receive  any  communication  that 
he  may  desire  to  make. 

Assembly  Resolution  No.  98.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Assembly  inform  the  Philippine  Commission  that  a  quorum  of  the 
Philippine  Assembly  is  assembled  and  that  the  House  is  ready  to 
proceed  to  business. 
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resolution. 
Commissioner  Elliott  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Commission  Resolution  No.  73.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  in- 
form the  Philippine  Assembly  that  a  quorum  of  the  Commission  is 
assembled  and  that  the  Commission  is  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Resolved  further,  That  in  conformity  with  the  request  of  the  As- 
sembly the  Chair  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  three  to  meet  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Assembly  for  the 
purpose  of  waiting  upon  the  Governor-General  and  notifying  him 
that  a  quorum  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  is  assembled  and 
ready  to  receive  any  communication  which  he  might  desire  to  make 
to  it. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  Commissioners  Luzu- 
riaga,  Palma,  and  Branagan  as  such  committee,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Commission  were  suspended  while  the  Vice- 
Governor,  on  behalf  of  the  Governor-General,  received  the 
committees  of  the  Legislature  and  delivered  to  them  the 
Governor-General's  message. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE   GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

The  Commission  reconvened  and  at  the  direction  of  the 
Chair  the  Secretary  read  the  message  of  the  Governor- 
General  as  follows: 

Manila,  October  16,  1911. 

Gentlemen:  Upon  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  second  reg- 
ular session  of  the  Second  Philippine  Legislature,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  customary  message  of  the  Chief  Executive,  containing 
a  brief  statement  of  existing  conditions  and  my  recommendations  as 
to  future  legislation. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  inform  the  Legislature  that  the  tranquility 
throughout  the  Philippine  Islands  noted  in  my  last  message  remains 
undisturbed.  The  recent  death  of  the  outlaw  Otoy,  the  last  pulajan 
chief  in  Samar,  has  brought  it  about  that  Scouts  which  have  been 
constantly  maintained  in  that  island  may  now  be  withdrawn  and  the 
central  district  of  the  island,  the  progress  of  which  has  been  somewhat 
retarded  by  the  presence  of  this  small  band  of  outlaws,  is  now  as 
free  from  disturbing  influence  as  is  any  other  portion  of  the  Islands» 

A  recent  shortage  in  the  rice  supply  of  the  Orient  and  an  un- 
expected and  very  sharp  rise  in  the  price  of  rice  at  the  time  threatened 
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to  menace  the  tranquillity  and  good  order  of  the  Islands.  Acting 
under  the  advice  of  a  committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice  was  chairman  and  having  representatives  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  business  community,  both  Filipino  and  American,  the 
Bureau  of  Supply  has  purchased  a  large  number  of  tons  of  rice  much 
of  which  otherwise  would  have  gone  to  China.  The  announcement 
of  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Government  resulted  in  an  immediate 
reduction  of  the  price  of  rice  to  within  reasonable  limits  throughout 
the  Islands  and  has  put  the  main  staple  food  of  the  Islands  within 
reach  of  everybody,  as  the  price  now  is  not  so  high  but  that  the 
people  generally  can  afford  to  take  it.  It  is  possible  that  this  pur- 
chase will  cause  the  Government  some  loss  but  the  end  sought  was 
so  desirable  that  the  undersigned  feels  confident  that  the  action  taken 
was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

A  second  year's  experience  with  the  Payne  Bill  has  demonstrated 
beyond  a  doubt  its  importance  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  each 
succeeding  year  will  prove  the  cumulative  value  which  the  freedom 
of  the  markets  of  the  United  States  is  to  the  Filipino.  The  increase 
in  the  price  of  sugar  and  tobacco,  the  constant  improvement  in  the 
market  for  copra  has  brought  it  about  that  at  the  time  of  writing 
many  provinces  are  really  prosperous  and  have  put  behind  them  the 
cry  of  hard  times  so  prevalent  a  few  years  ago.  This  is  especially  so 
in  Occidental  Negros,  Iloilo  and  Tayabas.  The  condition  of  the  hemp 
industry  is  not  so  satisfactory  and  the  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Government  should  make  a  very  careful  study  of  the  hemp 
situation  with  a  view  to  determining  the  cause  of  the  stagnation  of 
that  business  and  apply  such  remedy,  legislative  or  administrative, 
as  may  seem  necessary  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  inform  the  Legislature  that  the  effect  of 
the  construction  of  railroads  has  been  more  beneficial  even  than  had 
been  hoped.  The  Manila  Railroad  Company  during  the  year  has 
opened  up  its  lines  to  the  following  points:  Batangas,  on  the  Manila- 
Batangas  Line;  San  Pablo,  on  the  Luta-Lucena  Line;  Mojon,  on  the 
Calamba-Santa  Cruz  Line;  Santa  Cruz,  on  the  Noveleta-Naic  Line; 
and  Rosales,  on  the  Paniqui-Tayug  Line.  The  opening  up  of  these 
lines  has  had  an  almost  magical  effect  in  stimulating  industry  and 
fostering  production;  territory  in  which  crops  had  not  been  harvested 
for  years  is  now  being  cared  for,  and  particularly  in  the  provinces 
of  Batangas,  La  Laguna  and  Tayabas  the  advent  of.  the  railroad 
seems  to  have  made  the  difference  between  a  backward  and  a  pro- 
gressive situation. 

There  has  been  a  determined  and  systematic  effort  to  injure  the 
tobacco  industry  of  the  Philippine  Islands  in  the  United  States  and 
this  effort  has  met  with  a  partial  success  inasmuch  as  the  exports  to 
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the  United  States  have  fallen  from  f*9,2 74,990  in  last  year,  to 
^7,211,134  in  this  year.  It  is  believed  that  the  inherent  merit  of 
Philippine  tobacco  and  the  quality  of  its  cigars  and  cigarettes  thus 
sought  to  be  injured  artificially  will  win  back  whatever  has  been 
lost  and  that  the  tobacco  industry  will  grow  until  it  presently  reaches 
the  limits  set  by  law  for  importations  from  these  Islands  into  the 
United  States.  To  accomplish  this  result  it  would  be  extremely 
advantageous  if  the  tobacco  growers  and  manufacturers  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  would  organize  and  avail  themselves  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated by  the  last  Legislature  to  advertise  Philippine  products 
in  the  United  States.  As  yet  the  Government  and  the  merchants 
have  not  succeeded  in  creating  an  organization  properly  to  care  for 
the  expenditure  of  the  money  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature.  The  Merchants'  Association  however  is  actively  cooper- 
ating in  this  matter.  There  has  arisen  no  difficulty  or  difference 
of  opinion  and  it  is  probable  that  before  long  the  organization  will 
be  complete  and  the  new  publicity  business  will  be  under  way. 

I  beg  to  recommend  that  legislation  be  enacted  which  will  provide 
a  constant  fund  from  government  sources  to  be  added  to  the  fund 
voluntarily  contributed  by  the  merchants  in  order  that  this  most 
vital  work  may  be  carried  on  and  the  Islands  reap  the  benefits  which 
will  unquestionably  accrue. 

In  the  matter  of  revenues,  the  customs  receipts  noted  in  my  last 
message  to  have  fallen  off  W, 429,000  have  this  year  increased  by 
^835,000  over  the  previous  year — a  very  healthy  sign.  Up  to  date 
in  the  present  fiscal  year  the  falling  off  in  the  customs  collections 
has  been  immaterial  and  at  the  present  time  they  are  holding  their 
own  with  the  same  period  for  last  year.  On  the  other  hand  the 
internal  revenue  has  increased  f*l,192,946  during  the  year,  and  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  Insular  Government's 
share  of  internal-revenue  collections  exceeds  those  for  the  same  period 
of  last  year  by  1*86,000.  It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  the  customs 
receipts  will  continue  as  high  as  they  have  in  the  past  two  or  three 
years.  The  merchants  are  importing  more  and  more  from  the  free 
markets  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is  only  the  fact  that  increased 
prices  have  increased  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people  which  has 
held  the  customs  up  as  high  as  they  now  are. 

The  facts  regarding  the  economic  situation  generally  as  revealed 
both  by  a  careful  study  of  our  statistics  and  the  inspection  of  every 
province  in  the  Archipelago  do  not  justify  the  expressions  still  too 
frequently  heard  that  the  country  is  in  a  precarious  and  critical 
economic  condition.  Such  expressions  are  without  good  basis  of 
fact  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  will  recognize  at  least  the  expe- 
diency of  looking  on  the  brighter  side  and  of  claiming  their  finances 
are   strong  when   they   are.     It  is  hoped  that  the   Islands   will   be 
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presently  in  position  to  borrow  considerable  sums  of  money  for 
urgent  public  works  and  permanent  improvements,  and  the  Govern- 
ment will  stand  a  very  much  better  chance  of  getting  a  high  price 
for  its  securities  if  people  believe  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country  is  sound,  as  it  is. 

EVIDENCE  OF  COMMERCIAL  AND   FINANCIAL  ACTIVITY. 

The  increase  in  the  trade  with  the  United  States  in  the  last  three 
years  is  shown  by  the  following  figures:

Instead  of  falling  off,  the  importations  from  Europe  and  other 
countries  than  the  United  States  increased  the  first  year  since  the 
passage  of  the  Payne  Bill  from  «6,201,302  to  1*52,571,594  and  the 
second  year  from  5*52,571,594  to  1*60,060,598,  an  increase  of  over 
1*20,000,000  in  two  years;  the  internal-revenue  tax  of  one-third  of 
one  per  cent  on  business  transactions  increased  the  first  year  from 
«,263,755  to  «,524,403  and  the  second  year  from  1*1,524,403  to 
«,771,822.  This  shows  an  increase  in  business  of  1*232,000,000  in 
two  years,  or,  counting  also  exports  and  all  trade  with  the  United 
States,  a  total  increase  in  both  business  and  trade  of  1*320,000,000. 
While  this  is  by  no  means  what  it  is  hoped  will  come  later,  it  indi- 
cates a  marked  improvement  in  trade  and  better  times. 

FINANCES. 

The  surplus  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  1*3,870,458.52.  In 
my  last  message  I  stated  that  I  hoped  to  maintain  a  reserve  of 
1*4,000,000  more  or  less.  I  have,  however,  this  year  permitted  the 
reserve  to  fall  off  to  about  1*1,000,000.  This  has  been  done  because 
the  islands  were  in  urgent  need  of  public  works  and  it  has  been 
found  that  public  works  could  not  be  undertaken  until  plans  and 
studies  had  been  made  and  a  considerable  lapse  of  time  had  passed 
after  the  appropriation  was  made  before  expenditures  could  be  made; 
thus  we  have  a  sum  of  about  1*6,000,000  appropriated  but  not  yet 
spent.  Under  the  provisions  of  Act  1902,  the  power  is  given  to 
cancel  these  appropriations  and  return  to  the  treasury  any  amount 
which  is  deemed  to  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  reserve. 
It  thus  comes  about  that  during  the  present  fiscal  year  it  will  be 
necessary  to  spend  money  only  on  those  public  works  previously 
appropriated  for  and  allow  the  reserve  to  accumulate  or  find  some 
other  way  of  replenishing  the  reserve.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
gross    appropriations   for    public    works    payable    from    this   year's 
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revenue  reached  the  large  sum  of  f*6,227,000,  which  is  more  than 
has  been  available  or  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  be  available 
at  the  present  time.  The  only  safeguard  in  making  the  appropria- 
tion lay  in  the  fact  that  most  of  this  money  could  not  be  spent  until 
released  by  the  Governor-General.  It  is  thought  imperative  that  a 
large  amount  of  the  public  works  and  permanent  improvements  pro- 
jected, especially  the  continuation  of  the  construction  of  roads  and 
the  building  of  bridges  and  schools  in  the  provinces,  be  continued 
to  completion.  Delay  would  result  in  breaking  up  the  organization 
and  in  the  probable  loss  of  competent  and  valuable  men  whom  we 
might  not  be  able  to  obtain  at  a  later  time. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that,  in  the  opinion  of  good  judges, 
both  here  and  in  Washington,  the  gold-standard  fund  has  now  reached 
an  amount  larger  than  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  cur- 
rency, and  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed 
fixing  the  total  of  the  gold-standard  fund  at  35  per  cent  of  the  money 
of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  in  circulation  and  avail- 
able for  that  purpose,  which  would  make  the  fund,  at  the  present 
time,  about  ^18,000,000,  and  authorizing  the  deposit  of  accretions  in 
excess  of  such  amount  in  the  treasury  as  a  miscellaneous  receipt 
available  for  current  appropriation.  Fixing  the  sum  at  this  amount 
and  authorizing  the  deposit  of  the  excess  in  the  treasury  would 
result  in  increasing  the  available  cash  by  f*2,500,000.  This  will 
enable  the  Government  to  continue  work  on  roads,  schools,  buildings, 
bridges,  ports,  and  irrigation,  which  are  necessary  for  the  interests 
of  the  people,  and  at  the  same  time  to  maintain  a  proper  and  ade- 
quate reserve.  I  also  recommend  that  a  reasonable  percentage  of  the 
gold-standard  fund,  fixed  as  above,  be  maintained  in  the  treasury 
in  cash,  the  balance  being  made  available  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  For  loans  to  provinces  and  municipalities.  There  are  a  great 
many  improvements,  especially  markets,  for  which  there  is  an  im- 
mediate need  and  which  are  most  beneficial  to  the  people  and  have 
the  effect  of  increasing  the  revenues  of  the  municipalities  to  a  degree 
that  enables  them  to  repay  the  cost  of  such  markets  in  a  very  few 
years. 

2.  For  investment  in  securities  and  for  such  other  uses  as  the 
funds  of  the  Postal  Savings  Bank  can  be  put  to. 

3.  That  the  Governor-General  be  authorized  to  purchase  bonds  of 
companies  organized  by  proprietors  of  sugar  estates  in  provinces 
where  there  are  considerable  numbers  of  sugar  haciendas,  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  owners  thereof  in  building  sugar  centrals, 
under  terms  and  conditions  which  will  amply  secure  the  Government 
in  the  matter.

The  aggregate  amount  was  f*526,783.67  as  compared  with  1*427,623.55 
in  the  fiscal  year  1910.  Of  this  amount  f*20,000  was  transferred  to 
the  Philippine  Assembly,  f*40,000  to  the  Bureau  of  Science  for  the 
construction  of  an  aquarium,  f*175,000  to  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture 
for  the  rinderpest  campaign,  f*25,000  to  the  Philippines  Library  for 
the  purchase  of  Filipiniana,  and  practically  all  the  rest  for  public 
works. 

Under  authority  given  by  section  4  of  Act  No.  1989,  the  Secretaries 
of  the  various  Departments  have  authorized  the  use  for  permanent 
improvements  of  the  following  sums  appropriated  for  current  ex- 
penses :

As  shown  by  the  foregoing  statement,  the  estimated  Insular  revenue 
for  the  fiscal  year  1912  is  1*25,236,600.  The  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  estimates  that  the  receipts  of  his  office  during  the  year  will 
be  1*8,900,000,  an  increase  of  about  1*600,000  over  the  receipts  of 
last  year.  The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  estimates  the  receipts 
of  the  Bureau  of  Customs  at  1*15,500,000,  which  is  a  decrease  of 
«.,000,000  from  the  actual  receipts  of  last  year.  The  latter  estimate 
is  conservative  and  the  receipts,  if  they  continue  at  the  present  rate, 
will  exceed  this  amount. 

The  total  appropriations  for  current  expenses  for  the  present  fiscal 
year  amount  to  «9,468,000,  and  for  fixed  charges  «,400,000; 
«,250,000  of  the  fixed  charges  is  the  annual  contribution  of  the 
Insular  Government  toward  the  expenses  of  the  city  of  Manila.  The 
other  fixed  charges  are  interest  on  bonds  of  the  Insular  Government 
issued  for  public  works  and  permanent  improvements  and  guaranteed 
interest  on  bonds  issued  by  the  railroads. 

The  total  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1912  for  public  works 
and  permanent  improvements  amount  to  1*6,227,000,  all  of  which  are 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  current  revenues  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 
The  continuing  appropriations  for  permanent  improvements  are 
1*250,000  for  strong-material  schoolhouses,  1*750,000  for  irrigation 
systems,  and  1*500,000  for  roads  and  bridges.  Act  No.  2059,  which 
appropriated  1*4,354,000  for  Insular  permanent  improvements,  pro- 
vided that  none  of  the  appropriations  authorized  therein  should  be 
available  for  use  until  released  by  the  Governor-General.  Of  this 
amount  only  1*670,000  has  thus  far  been  released,  and  the  release  of 
further  amounts  will  be  contingent  on  and  governed  by  the  amount 
of  revenues  received.  Thus,  as  the  matter  now  stands,  unless  further 
releases  are  made,  the  Government  will  have  a  surplus  of  1*9 20, 039. 76. 
But  in  case  the  continuing  annual  appropriations  for  irrigation  and 
schools  are  not  spent  this  year,  the  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  year 
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should  be  about  ^2,000,000.  In  order  to  give  some  idea  of  the  rapidity 
with  which  public  works  are  now  being  constructed,  the  following 
data,  showing  the  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  1911  for  per- 
manent improvements,  will  be  of  interest:

It  would  be  most  unfortunate  to  stop  public  works  to  this  extent, 
and  the  suggested  legislation  releasing  f*2,500,000  of  the  gold-standard 
fund  is  urgently  recommended. 

The  Commission,  in  its  exclusive  capacity,  'has  passed  appropria- 
tion bills  for  current  expenses  of  f*l,288,200,  and  for  public  works 
and  permanent  improvements  f*3  72,400. 

BAGUIO. 

I  regret  to  inform  the  Legislature  that  two  very  heavy  storms 
have  done  a  great  damage  to  the  Benguet  Road  and  that  Baguio  has 
been  closed  to  wheel  transportation  for  several  months.  It  is  ex- 
pected to  reopen  the  road  by  temporary  construction  and  that  within 
two  years  the  railroad  will  have  completed  its  construction  to  Baguio 
and  that  the  advantages  of  the  summer  capital  will  be  more  easily 
available. 

HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Archipelago  during  the  past  year  have 
been  better  than  ever  before.  There  have  been  practically  no  epidemic 
diseases,  cholera  having  been  confined  to  one  case  in  La  Laguna 
Province,  twenty-seven  in  Union  Province,  and  one  case  in  Manila. 
Owing  to  the  largely  increased  number  of  inhabitants  who  have 
been  vaccinated,  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of  smallpox  during 
the  year  and  nearly  all  in  an  extremely  mild  form. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  inform  the  Legislature  that  the  General 
Hospital  is  now  fully  opened  in  successful  operation  and  giving 
general  satisfaction.  I  believe  Manila  can  congratulate  itself  in 
having  the  best  arranged  and  best  equipped  hospital  in  the  Orient. 

The  Southern  Islands  Hospital  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy  and 
it  is  expected  to  bring  to  the  Southern  Islands  the  advantages  which 
have  so  far  been  confined  to  those  who  are  able  to  attend  the  Philip- 
pine General  Hospital.  The  segregation  of  lepers  has  been  so  success- 
fully prosecuted  that  the  number  collected  each  year  is  much  reduced 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  are  now  largely  devoted 
to  making  the  Culion  leper  colony  more  comfortable  and  beautiful. 
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RINDERPEST. 

In  the  matter  of  rinderpest,  owing  to  the  very  active  and  cordial 
cooperation  of  Major-General  Bell,  the  Government  has  been  able  to 
maintain  an  effective  quarantine  and  has  practically  succeeded  in 
stamping  the  disease  out  of  the  great  province  of  Pangasinan,  after 
a  campaign  lasting  many  months  and  involving  the  use  of  a  great 
many  Scouts.  While  progress  can  be  noted  in  the  control  of  rinderpest 
and  especially  of  getting  record  of  cases  whenever  they  appear,  a 
great  deal  has  yet  to  be  done  and  the  Government  is  not  in  position 
to  reduce  its  forces  or  its  expenses  or  to  lessen  its  activities  in  this 
direction. 

DIRECTOR  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Vice-Governor  Gilbert,  during  his  stay  in  the  United  States,  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  the  services,  as  Director  of  Agriculture,  of  Mr. 
F.  W.  Taylor,  a  very  distinguished  gentleman,  who  has  made  a  reputa- 
tion in  agriculture,  and  it  is  hoped  that  under  his  wise  guidance 
great  stimulus  will  be  given  to  the  agricultural  work  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

SALES  AGENCY. 

The  Commission,  acting  in  its  exclusive  legislative  capacity,  has 
established  a  sales  agency  to  work  up  a  market  for  the  products 
of  the  schools  and  for  the  specialties  manufactured  by  the  non-Chris- 
tian tribes,  and  has  appropriated  the  sum  of  ^60,000  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  sales  agency  building  on  the  filled-in  land  near  the 
new  hotel  now  nearing  completion.  It  is  hoped  with  this  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  markets  of  the  world  for  those  things  made  in 
the  schools,  such  as  laces,  embroidery,  hats,  woodworking,  et-cetera, 
and  to  be  able  to  put  the  Bureau  of  Education  in  touch  with  those 
lines  of  practical  work  which  will  command  a  market  and  will  enable 
children,  upon  leaving  school,  to  earn  a  living  by  reason  of  the  things 
they  have  learned  in  the  school.  It  is  believed  that  this  service 
could  readily  be  extended  to  the  children  in  the  schools  throughout 
the  Archipelago  and  the  matter  is  recommended  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Legislature  with  a  recommendation  that  the  necessary  legisla- 
tion be  made  to  give  all  the  schools  of  the  Islands  participation  in 
these  benefits. 

NEW   LEGISLATION   RECOMMENDED. 

I  have  the  honor  to  repeat  my  recommendations  made  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  passage  of  a  law  regulating  the 
use  of  water  for  private  and  public  purposes,  and  the  terms  upon 
which  water  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation  may  be  taken  from  the 
public  streams  and  distributed  among  landowners.  A  bill  intended 
to  accomplish  this  purpose  was  presented  at  the  first  session  of  the 
Legislature  and  at  the  extraordinary  session  in  Baguio,  and  both 
times   failed   of   passage.     A    committee,   upon   which   three   distin- 
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guished  members  of  the  Assembly  worked  throughout  the  summer 
months  of  last  year,  prepared  a  plan  to  meet  the  objections  which 
arose  in  connection  with  the  first  two  bills,  but  the  resulting  bill 
failed  of  passage.  It  is  hoped  that  a  similar  bill  will  now  meet 
the  approval  of  the  Legislature. 

At  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  also  there  was  offered 
a  commercial  shipping  -bill,  to  define  the  status  of  seamen  and 
creating  the  office  of  shipping  commissioner.  It  is  believed  that 
this  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  shipping  interests,  and  the 
passage  of  this  bill  is  recommended. 

It  is  not  believed  advisable  that  concessions  or  charters  for  public- 
service  corporations  should  contain  provision  for  the  distribution  of 
the  percentage  paid  to  the  Government  in  lieu  of  taxes  between  the 
Insular,  provincial  and  municipal  treasuries,  .as  the  proportions 
would  be  different  in  different  charters  and  would  not  follow  any 
regular  rule.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  a  general  law  be 
enacted  providing  for  such  proportionment. 

By  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  the  punish- 
ment imposed  by  the  laws  in  force  in  the  Philippine  Islands  for 
falsification  of  a  public  document  is  declared  to  be  cruel  and  unusual. 
The  penalty  imposed  by  existing  law  for  this  crime  is  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  magnitude  of  the  crime  and  to  penalties  imposed  for 
other  similar  crimes.  It  is  recommended  that  an  amendment  be 
made  to  the  Penal  Code  modifying  the  penalty  in  these  cases,  as 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  may  have  the  result  of  liberating 
certain  persons  who  ought  to  undergo  punishment,  and  yet  who  can 
not  be  punished  to  the  extreme  now  provided  for  in  the  law.  This 
amendment  of  law  is  recommended  by  the  Code   Committee. 

Act  No.  817  provides  a  means  to  fight  locusts  and  gives  the  pro- 
vincial governors  the  necessary  authority  to  enforce  the  work  on 
the  part  of  the  community,  incurring  certain  expenses.  The  law, 
however,  provides  that  these  expenses  shall  be  defrayed  from  the 
Congressional  Relief  Fund,  which  has  now  been  exhausted,  a  fact 
which  renders  the  law  ineffective.  It  is  recommended  that  a  fund 
be  created  that  can  be  used  in  the  future  for  such  purposes. 

The  matter  of  control  of  labor  is  one  of  the  serious  problems 
which  confront  the  Philippine  Islands.  In  the  First  Legislature 
the  Assembly  passed  a  bill  which  was  calculated  to  remedy  the  pre- 
sent difficulty,  but  which  was  not  approved  by  the  Commission  on 
the  ground  of  doubt  as  to  its  constitutionality.  It  is  hoped  that 
some  Act  can  be  framed  which  will  penalize  failure  to  fulfill  the 
contract  for  the  performance  of  labor  for  which  money  has  been 
advanced,  providing  always  that  the  terms  have  been  just  and 
reasonable. 

The  Government,  and  incidentally  the  people,  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  are  continually  suffering  loss  of  their  good  employees.     Good

men  are  hard  to  get  and  hold,  as  they  are  always  sought  for  other 
positions,  and  the  service  which  can  attract  the  best  class  of  men 
and  hold  them  is  the  one  which  is  going  to  prosper  most.  In  the 
tropics  there  is  the  additional  risk  of  losing  the  health,  and  a  great 
many  valuable  American  employees  have  left  the  Philippine  service 
because  of  the  fact  that  they  feared,  after  twelve,  fifteen,  or  twenty 
years  of  faithful  service,  that  they  would  go  back  and  find  that  they 
were  unfitted  for  the  kind  of  work  which  remained  for  them  to  do 
at  home.  The  cost  of  living  here  is  such  that  very  few  people  are 
able  to  save  much  money  from  their  salaries,  and  the  result  is  that 
many  men  are  willing  to  accept  a  position  in  the  United  States  at 
a  lower  salary  and  with  less  responsible  work.  Could  those  who 
had  given  their  lives  to  the  service  of  the  Philippine  Islands  be 
assured  that  a  pension  would  be  given  to  them  on  retirement  it 
would  result  in  a  marked  economy  in  the  matter  of  holding  good 
men  in  the  service,  and  in  the  long  run  would  be  beneficial  to  the 
Islands  and  result  in  economies  and  saving  and  betterment  of  admin- 
istration in  excess  of  the  cost  of  paying  the  pensions  to  those  who 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
the  Legislature  pass  an  Act  providing  for  a  reasonable  pension 
which  would  be  proportioned  on  the  length  of  service  and  on  the 
salary  received. 

Except  in  the  non-Christian  provinces,  there  is  no  express  provi- 
sion of  law  prohibiting  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  While  the  law  provides  certain  methods  of 
punishing  the  practice  of  slavery,  as  for  example,  the  law  for  illegal 
detention,  yet  it  does  not  seem  right  that  an  enlightened  and  modern 
country  should  have  no  way  of  punishing  the  purchase  or  sale  of 
human  flesh.  It  is  recommended  that  this  be  remedied  by  appro- 
priate legislation  at  the  coming  session. 

Another  crying  evil  in  the  administration  of  justice  lies  in  the 
fact  that  witnesses  are  not  paid  for  the  time  they  are  taken  away 
from  their  work,  which  renders  it  not  only  a  difficult  matter  to 
obtain  justice,  but  also  makes  it  a  hardship  on  innocent  persons, 
who  are  compelled  to  leave  their  work  in  order  to  see  that  justice 
is  done.  It  is  customary  in  many  civilized  countries  to  pay  the  fees 
of  witnesses  during  the  time  they  are  engaged  in  a  case.  The  only 
reason  this  has  not  been  done  before  is  on  account  of  the  expense. 
It  will  take  an  increased  appropriation  for  the  Bureau  of  Justice, 
but  it  is  an  expense  which  the  Filipino  people  should  take  as  soon 
as  the  finances  will  justify  it. 

I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  providing 
for  a  method  of  a  general  cadastral  survey.  Such  a  law  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Islands.  By  Act 
No.  495  a  method  of  settling  titles  guaranteed  by  the  Government 
has  been  provided,  but  the  cost  of  registering  land  and  the  delays 
caused  by  faulty  and  improper  surveys  have  so  retarded  the  settle- 
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ment  of  land  titles  that  but  a  minimum  of  the  benefits  of  the 
"Torrens"  system  has  been  received.  Without  a  good  title  to  his 
land  the  small  land  holder  cannot  borrow  money  from  the  banks, 
and  especially  the  Agricultural  Bank,  without  which  he  cannot  buy 
carabao  and  the  necessary  machinery  for  cultivation.  A  bill  was 
prepared  by  a  competent  committee  of  experts  on  this  question 
and  introduced  at  the  last  session.  The  two  Houses  disagreed  on 
certain  important  points  of  this  law  and  the  bill  was  not  passed. 

The  necessity  of  an  habitual  criminal  act  has  been  urged  on 
the  undersigned  by  those  who  are  in  charge  of  the  prisons  of  the 
Islands.  In  passing  such  an  Act  we  should  be  but  following  the 
lead  of  other  enlightened  countries  and  taking  a  step  which  has  been 
found  to  work  most  successfully. 

In  the  Philippine  Islands  the  rates  for  loaning  money  have 
always  been  extremely  high.  It  is  customary  to  provide  by  law 
against  loans  of  money  at  exorbitant  rates  of  interest,  and  admin- 
istrative action  has  already  been  taken  to  prevent  the  loaning  of 
money  at  high  rates  of  interest  by  employees  of  the  Government. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  law  making  usury  a  punishable  offense 
would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  people  of  the  Islands,  and  in 
this  also  we  should  be  merely  following  in  the  footsteps  of  most 
civilized   countries. 

The  undersigned  desires  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture the  fact  that  machinery  which  is  attached  to  buildings  is  sub- 
ject to  the  land  tax.  This  has  a  bad  effect,  as  it  tends  to  discourage 
the  purchase  and  installation  of  machinery  throughout  the  Islands, 
which  is  necessary  to  bring  to  the  highest  point  of  development 
the  sugar  and  many  other  industries  on  which  the  welfare  of  the 
people  rests.  It  is  urged  that  the  law  be  amended  so  that  machinery 
will  be  exempted  from  this  tax. 

There  are  many  amendments  to  existing  legislation  which  will  be 
presented  by  the  Secretaries  of  Departments,  with  their  reasons. 
These  involve,  among  others,  sundry  changes  in  regard  to  the  min- 
ing, forestry,  customs,  internal  revenue,  sanitary  and  land  laws.

nesses, an  habitual  criminal  law,  a  law  making  usury  a 
punishable  offense,  and  a  law  to  prohibit  slavery  and  invol- 
untary servitude,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  legislation 
to  afford  all  schools  of  the  Islands  participation  in  the 
benefits  of  a  sales  agency  for  their  products,  legislation  to 
provide  a  fund  to  fight  locusts,  and  legislation  to  provide 
a  fund  for  advertising  Philippine  products,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  legislation 
regulating  the  use  of  water  for  private  and  public  purposes 
and  for  irrigation,  the  creation  of  the  office  of  shipping 
commissioner  and  defining  the  status  of  seamen,  and  legis- 
lation to  control  labor,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  legislation 
to  provide  for  a  cadastral  survey  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee  composed  of  the  Committees  on  Matters  Per- 
taining to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  legislation 
for  pensioning  civil  servants  and  as  to  the  taxing  of  ma- 
chinery attached  to  buildings  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Taxation  and  Revenue. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  the  distri- 
bution of  moneys  paid  by  public  service  corporations  in 
lieu  of  taxes  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  composed 
of  the  Committees  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  Justice  and  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police. 

That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  the  study  and 
encouragement  of  the  hemp  industry  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Committee 
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on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police.

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Sec- 
retary be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  have  printed  in  pamphlet  form 
five  thousand  copies  in  English  and  three  thousand  copies  in  Spanish 
of  the  message  of  the  Governor- General  to  the  Philippine  Legisla- 
ture, delivered  at  the  opening  of  the  second  session  of  the  Second 
Philippine  Legislature  on  Monday,  October  sixteenth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  one  thousand  or  more  copies  in  English  to  be 
furnished  the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  War  as  may  be  directed

fully returned  to  the  Philippine  Commission  with  a  message  trans- 
mitting this  resolution. 

Assembly  Resolution  No.  81.  Resolved,  That  Commission  Bill 
Numbered  Eighty-six,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for 
sundry  expenses  of  the  Insular  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
22 
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June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  other  designated 
periods/'  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  an  infringement  of  its  sole 
and  exclusive  privilege  of  originating  bills  for  taxation  and  appro- 
priation, and  that  said  bill  be  taken  from  the  table  and  respectfully 
returned  to  the  Philippine  Commission  with  a  message  transmitting 
this  resolution. 

Assembly  Resolution  No.  82.  Resolved,  That  Commission  Bill 
Numbered  Eighty-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  appropriating  funds  for 
sundry  expenses  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  for

REFERENCES  TO  COMMITTEES  OF  BILLS  POSTPONED

Commission  Bill  No.  25.  An  Act  regulating  the  regis- 
tration, branding,  conveyance,  and  slaughter  of  large  cattle ;

the  surrender  of  certificates  of  ownership,  and  so  forth, 
of  dead  cattle  and  those  transferred,  slaughtered,  lost,  and 
so  forth,  providing  penalties  for  non-compliance  with  its 
provisions  and  for  theft,  robbery,  and  so  forth,  of  large 
cattle ;  repealing  all  prior  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations 
inconsistent  with  its  provisions,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice. 

Commission  Bill  No.  35.  An  Act  to  fix  the  time  for 
making  annual  reports  for  officers  of  the  different  branches 
of  the  Government  and  to  make  the  fiscal  year  uniform  for 
all  branches  of  the  Government  and  coincident  with  the 
calendar  year. 
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Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
Bureaus  under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor- 
General. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  79.  An  Act  to  provide  Government 
scholarships  for  young  Filipinos  who  shall  have  completed 
any  professional  course  of  study  or  who  are  otherwise 
licensed  or  authorized  to  practice  scientific,  artistic  or  in- 
dustrial professions,  in  order  that  they  may  continue  their 
studies  in  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  America 
or  in  Europe,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  140.  An  Act  to  amend  section  thirty- 
four  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  forty-seven, 
entitled  "An  Act  regulating  the  registration,  branding,  con- 
veyance, and  slaughter  of  large  cattle,  and  providing  for 
the  disposition,  care,  custody,  and  sale  of  estrays  or  large 
cattle  captured  or  seized  by  the  Philippines  Constabulary 
or  other  peace  officers,  and  repealing  Act  Numbered  Six 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  and  so  much  of  Act  Numbered 
Eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  as  provides  for  the  dis- 
position, care,  custody,  or  sale  of  cattle,  carabaos,  horses, 
and  animals  of  the  bovine  family,  and  all  other  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act," 
by  exempting  the  owners  of  large  cattle  over  two  years  of 
age  who  voluntarily  present  the  same  for  branding  and 
registration  from  the  penalty  established  in  said  Act,  and 
repealing  in  such  case  section  forty  of  Act  Numbered  Six- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  145.  An  Act  to  amend  section  ten  of 
Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  forty-seven,  entitled 
"An  Act  regulating  the  registration,  branding,  conveyance, 
and  slaughter  of  large  cattle,  and  providing  for  the  dis- 
position, care,  custody,  and  sale  of  estrays  or  large  cattle 
captured  or  seized  by  the  Philippines  Constabulary  or  other 
peace  officers,  and  repealing  Act  Numbered  Six  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  and  so  much  of  Act  Numbered  Eight

Your  committee  does  not  believe 
that  a  reward  such  as  mentioned  herein  would  to  any  considerable 
extent  stimulate  research  work  in  other  countries  for  the  cure  for 
animal  disease,  and  in  this  country,  of  course,  the  Government  itself 
is  constantly  studying  the  subject  and  availing  itself  of  the  studies 
made  in  other  countries  by  means  of  the  reports  obtained  therefrom. 
While  it  is  true  that  a  specific  against  cattle  disease  would  be  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  Islands,  a  private  person  who  discovered 
such  specific  would  be  amply  rewarded  by  the  large  profits  he  could 
make  from  its  sale.

Attention  is  invited  to  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  of  December  3,  1910,  on  this  subject: 

"At  two  recent  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Works  I  have 
been  asked  to  recommend  in  regard  to  the  use  of  improved  roads  by 
carts  with  wheels  fixed  to  the  axle  and  by  sleds.  I  stated  that  the 
use  of  the  road  by  narrow  tired  carts,  or  carts  with  wheels  fixed  to  the 
axles,  was  so  destructive  that  it  could  not  be  considered.  In  regard 
to  the  sleds,  I  stated  that  the  damage  was  less,  but  from  the  point 
of  view  of  road  work  it  was  inadvisable  to  permit  their  use,  as  such 
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use  would  increase  the  cost  of  the  maintenance;  that,  as  Director 
of  Public  Works,  it  was  particularly  my  duty  to  point  out  this  fact, 
but  that  the  question  was  one  of  public  policy  to  be  determined 
whether  the  benefits  to  the  people  by  such  use  would  outweigh  the 
increased  cost  to  the  public  in  maintaining  the  road.  The  use  of 
narrow  tires  with  fixed  axles,  however,  was  so  destructive  to  the 
road  that  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to  maintain  them  if  their 
use  were  permitted." 

Your  committee  does  not  think  that  any  change  should  be  made  in 
the  present  law.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  248.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  October  17,  1911, 
a  communication  from  the  provincial  governor  of  Mindoro,  inclosing 
copy  of  a  petition  passed  by  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents 
of  that  province  for  the  restoration  of  the  cédula  tax  in  Mindoro, 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  in  the  public 
interest  to  have  the  tax  restored  in  these  provinces,  but  that  legisla- 
tion to  this  end  should  originate  in  the  lower  House. 

The  cédula  tax  was  abolished  in  Mindoro  and  Palawan  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Assemblymen  of  these  provinces.  The  prin- 
cipal reason  alleged  was  that  taxes  were  higher  in  the  special  govern- 
ment provinces  than  in  the  regularly  organized  provinces.  This  was 
true.  The  ordinary  man  in  the  special  government  provinces  for- 
merly had  to  pay  a  two-peso  public  improvement  tax  and  a  one-peso 
cédula  tax,  together  with  a  tax  of  one-half  of  1  per  cent  on  all  his 
property  in  excess  of  1*200  in  value ;  whereas,  in  a  regularly  organized 
province,  the  ordinary  individual  has  to  pay  only  a  two-peso  cédula 
tax  and  a  tax  on  his  land.  However,  there  is  some  reason  in  expect- 
ing the  people  in  the  special  government  provinces  to  pay  more  taxes 
as  the  Insular  Government  does  more  for  them  than  for  the  people 
in  the  regularly  organized  provinces. 

If  the  people  of  these  provinces  are  willing  to  pay  the  one-peso 
cédula  tax,  they  certainly  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  so 
as  the  money  is  badly  needed  in  order  to  provide  funds  for  running 
the  settlement  and  township  governments. 

A  petition  somewhat  similar  to  this  one  has  also  been  received 
from  the  people  in  the  Province  of  Palawan.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  October  17, 
1911,  a  petition  regarding  the  cédula  tax  in  the  provinces  of  Min- 
doro  and  Palawan,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

Your  Com,mittee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  has  transmitted*  a  somewhat  similar  petition  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Mindoro,  with  an  expression  of  opinion  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  people  of  Mindoro  are  willing  to  pay  the  additional  taxes 
they  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  so,  but  as  the  agitation 
for  a  reduction  of  taxes  in  Mindoro  and  Palawan  was  first  voiced 
in  the  lower  House,  it  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  be 
well  for  any  amendatory  legislation  deemed  necessary  to  originate 
there. 

Your  committee  recommends  specifically  that  the  request  em- 
bodied in  paragraph  one  of  the  inclosed  petition  be  denied.  The 
necessity  for  the  establishment  of  means  of  communication  in  the 
Province  of  Palawan  is  very  great.  The  funds  accruing  and  avail- 
able for  this  purpose  under  the  present  arrangement  are  extremely 
inadequate  and  should  not  be  reduced;  that  the  request  embodied 
in  paragraph  two  be  denied  for  the  same  reason;  and  that  the 
request  in  paragraph  three  be  complied  with  by  reimposing  the  cédula 
tax.

Your  committee  has  the  honor  to  invite  attention  to  the  accom- 
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panying  indorsement  of  the  Director  of  Lands  and  to  the  recom- 
mended disapproval  of  this  request.  It  is  not  apparent  to  your 
committee  that  the  desired  result  could  be  obtained  by  the  passing 
of  a  concurrent  resolution  of  both  Houses  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature, and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  would  not  be  wise 
in  any  event  to  impose  the  suggested  regulation  for  the  reason  that 
the  attitude  in  many  instances  adopted  toward  homesteaders  by 
municipal  officials  has  been  such  as  to  render  the  statement  of  such 
officials  relative  to  homestead  applications,  open  to  doubt.

The  indorsement  of  the  Director  of  Lands,  referred  to 
in  the  foregoing  report,  is  as  follows: 

The  attached  resolution  apparently  gives  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons why  same  should  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Legislature, 
but  the  experience  of  the  Bureau  of  Lands  has  been  to  the  effect 
that  under  no  circumstances  should  the  municipalities  be  given  any 
power  of  intervention  in  the  matter  of  the  administration  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  Many  municipal  officials 
are  land  owners,  and  it  is  to  their  interest  to  see  that  their  lands 
are  worked  by  the  poorer  classes,  and  nearly  every  homestead 
application  means  a  deduction  of  at  least  one  person  from  the 
available  labor  of  these  officials.  The  Bureau  has  specific  cases 
from  the  Province  of  llocos  Sur.  One  of  these  came  from  the  mu^ 
nicipality  of  San  Esteban.  Voluminous  protests  were  sent  in  by 
the  municipal  council  against  the  homestead  application.  Some 
of  these  protests  were  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Lands,  others  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Investigations  were  made,  and  even 
the  provincial  governor  was  drawn  into  the  opposition.  The  pro- 
tests were  on  the  ground  that,  first,  the  land  had  been  occupied 
for  a  long  period  of  years;  second,  to  allow  it  to  be  taken  up  under 
a  homestead  would  deprive  many  people  of  necessary  water  to 
irrigate  their  farms.  Investigation  showed  that  there  was  not  a 
shadow  of  foundation  for  any  protest.  The  land  was  not  occupied, 
never  had  been,  and  there  was  not  sufficient  water  to  irrigate  the 
homestead,  much  less  to  irrigate  any  other  land.  Numerous  in- 
vestigations have  been  made  in  llocos  Sur  relative  to  protests  filed 
on  the  ground  that  the  claimants  held  possessory  information.  In 
the  majority  of  these  cases  not  only  is  it  impossible  to  locate  the 
land  from  the  description  contained  in  the  documents,  but  even  the 
claimants  themselves  cannot  identify  the  land  supposed  to  be  covered 
by  their  titles.     In  every  case  where   a  claimant  can  identify  his 
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land  his  rights  have  been  preserved.  There  is  no  necessity  for  any 
law  suits  because  when  a  claimant  can  make  any  reasonable  show- 
ing as  to  rights  of  possession  he  can  perfect  his  title  in  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration;  and  if  he  has  not  the  means  to  do  that,  he 
has  the  right  to  homestead.  Section  70  of  the  Public  Land  Act 
very  fully  covers  the  matter  of  the  administration  of  the  public 
lands.  Any  complaints  presented  to  the  Bureau  of  Lands  will 
always  receive  a  full  and  fair  hearing  without  advice  from  municipal 
councils.

Mr.  President:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report, 
covering  the  work  performed  by  the  Joint  Committee  from   March 
eleventh  of  the  present  year,  the  date  of  its  organization,  to  the  14th 
of  this  month,  the  date  on  which  the  Committee  held  its  last  session. 

The  following  matters  were  acted  upon  by  the  committee  during 
the  period  mentioned: 

typhoons. 

Indorsement  by  Special  Agent  Shearer,  transmitting  a  resolution 
of  the  municipal  council  of  Llórente,  Samar,  petitioning  the  Governor- 
General  to  furnish  to  said  municipality,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Act  No.  495,  one  thousand  sacks  of  rice,  for  the  reason 
that  the  inhabitants  lack  food  as  a  consequence  of  the  typhoon  that 
occurred  there  on  October  31,  1910.     Denied  by  the  committee. 

Resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of  Rizal,  transmitting  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  municipal  council  of  Navotas,  of  July  25,  1911,  petitioning 
for  relief  in  the  sum  of  f*3,000  for  the  sufferers  from  the  last  typhoon. 
The  committee  resolved  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

cholera. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Brimbuela,  requesting  relief  in  the 
sum  of  f*300  for  the  maintenance  of  the  persons  under  quarantine  on 
Catanduanes  Island,  on  account  of  the  cholera  prevailing  there.  The 
committee  resolved  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

ERUPTION. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Tirona,  forwarding,  with  recom- 
mendation of  favorable  consideration,  resolution  No.  21  of  the  mu- 
nicipal council  of  Alfonso,  Cavite,  requesting  relief  for  the  sufferers 
from  the  eruption  of  Taal  Volcano.

FAMINE. 

Resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of  Capiz,  forwarding  resolutions 
Nos.  31  and  34  of  the  municipal  council  of  Jamindan,  requesting 
relief  in  the  sum  of  f*500  to  stay  the  famine  suffered  by  many  of 
the  inhabitants  as  a  consequence  of  the  destruction  caused  by  the 
last  typhoon  which  visited  that  municipality.  The  committee  resolved 
to  lay  this  petition  on  the  table. 

Indorsement  by  the  provincial  governor  of  Cebu,  forwarding  resolu- 
tion No.  46  of  the  municipal  council  of  Pilar,  Cebu,  recommending 
the  petition  for  relief  of  the  tenientes  de  barrio,  to  alleviate  the 
critical  situation  of  the  barrios  which  lack  means  of  subsistence. 
The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

Resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of  Misamis,  forwarding,  with 
favorable  recommendation,  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of 
Mambajao,  in  said  province,  requesting  500  sacks  of  rice,  in  the 
nature  of  relief,  for  distribution  to  the  poor  of  said  municipality,  in 
view  of  the  excessively  high  price  of  that  staple.  The  committee 
resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

Communication  from  the  municipal  secretary  of  San  Isidro,  Nueva 
Ecija,  forwarding  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  said 
municipality  to  the  committee,  through  the  Honorable  Isauro  Ga- 
baldon,  asking  for  relief  in  the  shape  of  500  cavans  of  rice,  to  be 
distributed,  in  exchange  for  labor  on  public  works,  among  the  poor 
who  are  threatened  by  famine,  in  view  of  the  loss  of  over  25  per 
cent  of  the  last  rice  crop,  through  lack  of  water.

Resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Pulilan,  Bulacan,  asking 
the  Joint  Committee  for  a  sufficient  sum  to  import  rice,  for  sale  at 
cost,  until  the  first  days  of  the  next  crop,  to  the  provinces  and 
municipalities.  The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the 
table. 

Resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Bulan,  Sorsogon,  petitioning 
that  certain  municipalities  of  said  province  be  furnished  with  rice, 
on  account  of  the  excessively  high  price  of  that  staple.  The  com- 
mittee resolved  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Rice  Committee. 

FIRE. 

Resolution  of  the  Joint  Committee,  allotting  1*2,000  to  each  of  the 
districts  of  Tondo  and  Pandacan,  for  distribution,  as  relief,  to  the 
sufferers  from  the  recent  fires  in  said  districts,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Municipal  Board. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Hagan,  forwarding,  with  favorable 
recommendation,  resolution  No.  70  of  the  provincial  board  of  Tarlac, 
requesting  the  sum  of  f*6,000  which,  together  with  the  sum  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  by  the  said  board,  is  to  be  expended  for  the 
purchase  of  rice,  bamboo,  and  nipa,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor 
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who  suffered  from  the  fire  that  occurred  in  said  province  on  January 
29,  1911.     The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

Communication  from  the  provincial  board  of  Iloilo,  forwarding, 
without  recommendation,  resolution  No.  14  of  the  convention  of  mu- 
nicipal presidents  of  said  province,  requesting  a  sufficient  sum  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferers  from  the  fire  that  occurred  on  December  17, 

1910,  in   the   municipality   of   San   Joaquin,    Iloilo.     The    committee 
resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Apacible,  forwarding,  with  favorable 
recommendation,  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  Balayan, 
Batangas,  requesting  the  sum  of  1*2,000  as  relief,  for  the  sufferers 
from  the  fire  that  occurred  in  the  barrio  of  Canlurangbayan,  of  said 
province  on  April  2,  1911.     The  committee  resolved  to  grant  1*300.

1911.  The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table.

The  committee  resolved 
to  grant  this  authority. 

Resolution  No.  63  of  the  municipal  council  of  Cauayan,  llocos  Sur, 
requesting  relief  for  the  sufferers  from  the  last  inundation  in  that 
municipality.  The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the 
table. 

LOCUSTS. 

Communication  from  Delegate  Samson,  transmitting,  with  favor- 
able recommendation,  the  following  telegram:  "Delegate  Samson, 
Manila.  Proboard  requests  you  to  secure  another  relief  one  thousand 
pesos  for  work  extermination  locusts.     Previous   allotment   already 
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expended.  Nothing  remains  Oas,  Polangui,  Libon  invading  large  area 
destroying  much  mature  rice.  Progov.  will  send  details  by  mail. 
Ramos."     The  committee  resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

RATS. 

Indorsement  from  Special  Agent  Shearer,  forwarding  a  resolution 
of  the  provincial  board  of  Ambos  Camarines,  recommending  favorable 
consideration  of  resolution  of  municipal  council  of  San  José,  in  said 
province,  requesting  the  sum  of  1*500  for  the  extermination  of  the 
rats  which  cause  much  destruction  to  the  crops.  The  committee 
resolved  to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

MATTERS   FORWARDED   BY   THE   SPEAKER. 

Telegram  from  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  recommending  that 
the  Joint  Committee  study  Assembly  Bill  No.  305,  entitled  "An  Act 
reestablishing  the  office  of  provincial  engineer,  amending  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  Act  and  its  amendments."

Communication  from  the  provincial  treasurer  of  Tayabas,  asking 
for  information  as  to  whether  certain  work  authorized  by  the  pro- 
vincial board  can  be  paid  for  with  the  balance  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated by  the  committee  as  relief  for  the  sufferers  from  the  inun- 
dation that  occurred  in  said  municipality.  The  committee  resolved 
to  request  the  immediate  return  of  said  balance  to  the  Insular  Treas- 
ury, to  the  credit  of  the  committee. 

Resolution  of  the  provincial  board  of  Tayabas,  forwarding  a 
communication  from  the  municipal  president  of  Baler,  stating  that 
the  provincial  treasurer  has  returned  the  pay  roll  of  the  laborers 
on  the  Baler-Pantabangan  Road,  with  the  information  that  the 
f*613  remaining  over  from  the  f*l,000  donated  to  said  municipality 
had  already  been  returned  to  the  Insular  Treasury,  by  request  of 
the  committee,  wherefore  the  board  asks  that  said  sum  be  again 
made  available  for  the  payment  of  the  laborers,  without  prejudice 
to  the  refund  of  the  balance  thereof.  The  committee  resolved  to 
grant  this  request. 

1  No  action  has  been  taken  on  this  subject,  the  designation  of  sub- 
committees not  having  been  definitively  approved. 
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Communication  from  the  municipal  president  of  Sampaloc,  Ta- 
yabas,  forwarding  a  resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  said 
municipality,  requesting  that  the  Joint  Committee  secure  from  the 
Philippine  Legislature  the  passage  of  an  Act  authorizing  a  reassess- 
ment of  real  estate  for  1912.  The  committee  resolved  that  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  both  Houses.

Commissioner  Branagan  then  moved  to  amend  the  title 
by  adding  after  the  words  "Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three"  the  words  "entitled  'An  Act  to  in- 
corporate the  city  of  Baguio,  and  for  other  purposes/  " 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  Commission  Bill  No.  123  be  enrolled  and 
printed  as  an  Act,  the  enactment  of  same  being  within  the 
exclusive  general  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission 
over  that  part  of  the  Philippine  Islands  inhabited  by  Moros 
and  other  non-Christian  tribes. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  648.  An  Act  establishing  and  defining  the 
legal  rate  of  interest,  and  declaring  the  effect  of  usury  upon  contracts, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  648  was  read  the  second  time  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  to  the  Com- 
mission  with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the 
following  amendment: 

Section  1,  page  1,  lines  1  to  5,  strike  out  the  words  "Interest  for 
any  legal  indebtedness  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  unless  a  different  rate  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  is  contracted  for  in  writing  as  provided  by  article  eleven 
hundred  and  eight  of  the  Civil  Code"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  "Interest  for  any  legal  indebtedness  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum  as  provided  by  article  eleven  hundred 
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and  eight  of  the  Civil  Code,  unless  a  different  rate  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions    of  this  Act  is  contracted  for  in  writing." 

Section  7,  page  3,  amend  to  read  as  follows:  "None  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  business  of  duly  licensed  pawn- 
brokers or  to  loans  made  by  building  and  loan  associations  to  their 
own  stockholders." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  then  moved  that  further  considera- 
tion of  the  bill  be  postponed  for  the  time  being,  and  that 
the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice  be  requested  to  prepare  and  bring  in 
a  bill  for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  pawnbrokers.

CONSIDERATION   OF    COMMITTEE   REPORT    NO.    149    REQUESTING 
CONGRESS  TO  REDUCE  THE  EXPORT  DUTY  ON  HEMP. 

The  following  report,  laid  on  the  table  on  January  30, 
1911,  and  now  taken  up  for  consideration  in  accordance 
with  Report  No.  259  of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertain- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  adopted  by 
the  Commission  on  November  3,  1911,  was  read: 

•   REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  149.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 
5,  1911,  Assembly  Joint  Resolution  No.  14,  requesting  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  through  the  Resident  Commissioners,  for  the 
enactment  of  a  law  to  amend  section  13  of  an  Act  of  Congress 
passed  August  5,  1909,  so  as  to  lower  the  export  duty  on  abacá  to 
5  cents  for  each  100  kilos  gross  weight,  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  resolution  in  the  following  form  be  adopted: 

"Whereas  abacá  is  the  chief  agricultural  product  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands;  and 

"Whereas  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  price  of  all 
classes  of  abacá  during  the  past  four  years  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  price  now  received  for  this  product  is  but  little  more  than  half 
that  received  four  years  ago,  leaving  very  little  profit  for  the  pro- 
ducers; and 

"Whereas  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Philippine  Legislature  that  the 
export  duty  of  seventy-five  cents  per  hundred  kilos  on  abacá  as 
compared  with  the  export  duty  on  copra  and  sugar  is  excessive;  and 

"Whereas  a  reduction  of  the  export  duty  on  abacá  would  unques- 
tionably have  the  effect  of  bringing  about  a  better  price  for  this 
commodity;  and 

"Whereas  the  loss  in  revenue  which  would  result  from  such  re- 
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duction  would  be  amply  compensated  by  the  increased  prosperity 
necessarily  following  the  increased  price  received  for  abacá:  Now, 
therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  As- 
sembly, That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  requested,  as  it 
is  hereby  requested,  through  the  Resident  Commissioners  in  Washing- 
ton, to  amend  section  thirteen  of  an  Act  of  Congress  passed  August 
fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  so  that  the  sum  of  five  cents  be 
collected  as  an  export  duty  upon  each  one  hundred  kilos  of  abacá 
exported  from  the  Philippines  to  any  foreign  country  whatsoever. 

"Resolved,  further,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted 
to  the  Resident  Commissioners  so  that  the  matter  of  the  amendment 
herein  requested  may  be  promptly  taken  up  by  them." 

Your  committee,  in  making  this  recommendation,  does  not  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  reduction  would  cause  a  falling 
off  in  the  revenues  of  the  Insular  Government.  The  net  amount  of 
export  duty  collected  on  abacá  during  the  fiscal  year  1910  amounted 
to  $383,979.  Had  the  export  duty  been  5  cents  per  hundred  kilos 
the  net  amount  collected  would  have  been  $25,598,  a  reduction  of 
$358,381.  Notwithstanding  this  we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  the 
reduction  of  this  export  duty,  as  it  is  in  fact  excessive  as  compared 
with  the  duty  paid  on  copra  and  sugar. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1910  the  average  price  per  ton  of  hemp 
exported  was  $102,  of  copra  $78,  and  of  sugar  $55,  while  the  export 
duty  on  copra  and  sugar  is  only  10  and  5  cents  per  hundred  kilos, 
respectively.  There  appear  no  grounds  whatever  for  so  great  a 
discrimination  against  abacá.  The  loss  in  revenue  would  be  suffi- 
ciently compensated  by  the  better  price  that  would  be  obtained  for 
this  commodity.  The  decreased  price  for  abacá  is  largely  owing  to 
the  competition  of  Mexican  sisal,  which  not  only  does  not  pay  any 
export  duty  but,  as  we  are  informed,  receives  an  export  bounty.

Your  committee  is  under  the  impression  that  the  Government 
once  before  endeavored  to  sell  carabaos  to  planters,  and  that  the 
scheme  did  not  meet  with  success.  Your  committee  is  of  opinion 
that  there  is  no  present  necessity  for  the  undertaking  of  the  buying 
and  selling  of  carabaos  to  farmers.  The  chances  of  great  loss  of 
money  in  connection  with  any  such  project  are  large.  The  Islands 
are  gradually  becoming  restocked  through  natural  channels. 

Courtesy  and  good  breeding  are  already  strongly  emphasized  In 
the  public  schools,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  necessity  for  a  law 
making  it  obligatory  to  teach  polite  manners.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  Octo- 
ber 26,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  587,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act 
Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  known  as  The  Internal 
Revenue  Act,  and  Acts  amendatory  thereof,  by  exempting  small 
manufacturers  of,  and  merchants  and  dealers  in,  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy, 
or  like  domestic  beverages  from  the  internal-revenue  tax,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  in  the  following  form: 

"Section  1.  Paragraph  one  of  section  sixty-eight  of  Act  Num- 
bered Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  'The  Internal  Rev- 
enue Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four/  as  amended,  is  hereby 
.further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '1.  Every  brewer  shall  pay  two  hundred  pesos.  Every  person 
who  manufactures  fermented  liquors  of  any  description  for  sale  or 
delivery  to  others,  except  small  manufacturers  of  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy, 
or  like  domestic  fermented  liquors,  shall  be  deemed  a  brewer.  Manu- 
facturers whose  daily  production  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  liters 
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of  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy,  or  like   domestic   fermented  liquors,   shall  be 
considered  small  manufacturers.' 

"Sec.  2.  Paragraph  seven  of  section  sixty-eight  of  said  Act,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

4i  '7.  Every  retail  dealer  in  fermented  liquors  shall  pay  forty 
pesos.  Every  person  who  for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or 
offers  for  sale  foreign  or  domestic  fermented  liquors  in  quantities 
of  two  decaliters  or  less  at  any  one  time  shall  be  regarded  as  a  retail 
dealer  in  fermented  liquors,  and  the  payment  of  a  license  tax  as  a 
wholesale  or  retail  liquor  dealer  or  the  payment  of  any  other  license 
tax  shall  not  relieve  any  person  who  sells  fermented  liquors  from 
the  payment  of  the  license  tax  imposed  in  this  paragraph:  Provided, 
That  every  retail  dealer  in  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy,  or  like  domestic  fer- 
mented liquors  shall  pay  twenty  pesos. ' 

"Sec.  3.  Paragraph  eight  of  section  sixty-eight  of  said  Act,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '8.  Every  wholesale  dealer  in  fermented  liquors  shall  pay  sixty 
pesos.  Every  person  who  for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or 
offers  for  sale  foreign  or  domestic  fermented  liquors  in  larger  quan- 
tities than  two  decaliters  at  any  one  time  shall  be  regarded  as  a 
wholesale  dealer  in  fermented  liquors:  Provided,  That  no  brewer 
who  has  given  the  required  bond  and  paid  the  license  tax  imposed 
in  paragraph  one  of  this  section,  and  who  sells  only  fermented  li- 
quors of  his  own  production  in  the  original  packages  at  the  place 
of  manufacture,  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  license  tax  imposed  in 
this  paragraph  on  account  of  such  sales.  Every  person  who  sells 
or  offers  to  sell,  for  himself  or  on  commission,  foreign  or  domestic 
distilled  spirits,  or  wines,  or  fermented  liquors  other  than  tuba,  bassi, 
tapuy  or  like  domestic  fermented  liquors  to  other  persons  for  the 
purpose  of  resale,  shall  likewise  be  deemed  to  be  a  wholesale  liquor 
dealer  or  wholesale  dealer  in  fermented  liquors,  as  the  case  may  be, 
irrespective  of  the  quantities  of  such  distilled  spirits,  wines  or 
fermented  liquors  sold  at  one  time.' 

"Sec.  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  January  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twelve."

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It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  height  of  the  season  in  May  and 
June,  Iloilo  polarized  approximately  five  times  as  many  sugars  as 
Manila  in  its  highest  month.  However,  Manila  polarizations  for 
sugar  exported  from  this  port,  are  coming  into  favor,  as  is  apparent 
from  the  rise  in  the  last  two  months — yet  much  of  this  sugar  re- 
presents one  firm  only. 

It  was  necessary  to  establish  a  sugar-testing  laboratory  in  Iloilo 
because  no  facilities  were  on  hand  in  that  important  center.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  establish  a  sugar-testing  laboratory  in  Manila 
because  such  a  laboratory  already  exists  in  the  Bureau  of  Science 
which  has  on  hand  the  facilities  for  sugar  analysis.  The  Bureau 
of  Science,  should  the  polarization  requests  continue  to  increase  as 
they  have  in  September  and  October,  would  need  to  purchase  an 
additional  polariscope  and  some  apparatus,  and  it  would  be  advis- 
able, if  this  increase  continues,  to  add  the  sum  of  1*1,200,  the 
minimum  provided  for  in  the  inclosed  Act,  to  the  salary  of  a 
chemist  in  the  Bureau  who  now  receives  1*2,800,  so  as  to  make  this 
position  one  of  1*4,000  and  enable  the  Bureau  of  Science  to  retain 
a  first-class  man  to  devote  as  much  as  is  necessary  of  his  time  to 
the  sugar  business. 

It  is  believed  that  the  sugar  laboratory  in  Iloilo  should  be  devel- 
oped and  encouraged,  because  it  is  situated  in  a  central  location 
where  other  necessary  work,  such  as  soil  analysis,  cane  analysis, 
etc.,  for  the  planters,  can  be  undertaken  advantageously  and  without 
the  loss  of  time  incident  to  sending  samples  to  Manila.  Sugar-cane 
•  samples  could  not  be  sent  to  Manila  because  of  changes  in  their 
composition.  The  Iloilo  laboratory  also  can  assist  sugar  planters 
in  their  mill0  by  teaching  them  improved  methods  so  as  to  obtain 
first-grade  white  sugar  where  they  now  obtain  third-grade,  and 
in  other  ways  to  assume  the  functions  of  a  sugar  laboratory  such 
as  exist  in  Hawaii,  Java,  and  other  places.  To  this  end  an  addition 
of  1*15,000  to  the  appropriation  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  has  been 
requested,  and  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  believes  that  this  sum 
to  assist  in  developing  the  sugar  industry  is  a  very  conservative 
one.  The  additions  to  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  in  Manila, 
except  the  1*1,200  mentioned  above,  have  been  taken  care  of  in  the 
appropriation  request  of  the  Bureau  of  Science. 

Sugar  in  the  Philippine  Islands  should  be  bought  and  sold  on 
polarization.  Its  purchase  and  sale  and  its  arbitrary  classification 
into  "Number  1,"  "Number  2,"  and  "Number  3,"  may  be  of  some 
interest  to  the  planter  and  merchant,  but  it  cannot  fix  the  price  to 
be  paid  nor  fix  their  acceptance  of  the  grades.  On  the  other  hand 
a  belief  is  growing  among  dealers  that  they  should  have  Govern- 
ment polarization  for  their  sugars.  This  is  shown  by  the  table 
given  above.  More  slowly  this  feeling  is  growing  among  the  planters. 
Eventually  when  all  recognize  that  buying  and  selling  on  polarization 
is  the  proper  way,  the  grading  will  fix  itself,  more  especially  when 
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"centrals"  are  adopted.  Meanwhile  the  arbitrary  fixing  of  the  grades 
of  sugar  by  the  Bureau  of  Science  will  not  affect  the  price  the 
merchant  is  willing  to  pay  or  the  grading  which  he  will  accept,  nor 
will  it  enable  the  planter  to  force  a  grading  on  the  buyer  which  the 
latter  is  not  willing  to  accept.  This  can  only  come  about  when  they 
are  mutually  willing  to  appeal  to  the  Bureau  of  Science  for  polariza- 
tions and  mutually  agree  to  accept  the  polarization  as  fixing  the 
price.

That  consideration  of  this  matter  be  postponed. 

During  the  last  session  your  committee  prepared  and  introduced 
into  the  Commission  a  bill  to  provide  the  payment  of  per  diems  and 
kilometerage  fees  to  poor  witnesses  in  criminal  cases  (C.  B.  No.  62) 
which  was  refused  passage  by  the  Commission.  A  second  bill  to  pro- 
vide  assistance   in   the   way   of   subsistence    and   lodging   was    then 
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submitted,  and  passed  by  the  Commission  (C.  B.  No.  63),  but  failed 
to  meet  the  approval  of  the  Assembly,  that  body  seeming  to  desire 
a  more  liberal  measure  by  providing  kilometerage  fees. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  payment  of  a  moderate  fee  would 
require  an  annual  appropriation  of  t*300,000.  The  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Governor-General  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  the  state 
of  the  finances,  and  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
not  be  advisable  to  so  greatly  increase  the  expense  of  government 
at  this  time.

The  duties  and  powers  of  municipal  councils  are  specifically  pre- 
scribed by  the  Municipal  Code,  as  amended,  and  among  these  duties 
and  powers  there  is  found  no  law  authorizing  or  permitting  them 
to  constitute  themselves  judges  or  critics  of  other  branches  of  the 
Government  or  the  officials  thereof. 

The  right  of  petition  is  fully  conceded  and  protected  and  the 
officers  of  any  municipality  as  individuals  have  the  right  to  express 
themselves  freely  on  any  subject  provided  they  keep  within  the  limits 
of  the  law  in  so  doing. 

It  is  not  believed  necessary  to  take  any  further  action  in  this 
matter  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  these  papers  be  filed.

That  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  is  identical  with  Assembly  Bill  No.  534  of  the  last  session, 
laid  on  the  table  by  the  Commission  in  accordance  with  a  report 
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rendered  by  this  committee  on  January  31,  1911,  the  following  com- 
ment from  which  is  quoted  for  the  information  of  the  Commission: 

"The  forfeiture  and  execution  of  bonds  given  by  defendants  in 
criminal  cases  brought  in  the  courts  of  justice  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  is  a  purely  judicial  matter,  and  to  authorize  the  Governor- 
General  to  annul  or  remit  in  whole  or  in  part  such  bonds  would  be 
contrary  to  the  theory  of  separation  of  powers  and  highly  inadvisable. 
"The  confiscated  money  referred  to  in  section  2  of  the  bill  forms 
a  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Insular  Treasury,  and  under  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  July  1,  1902,  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury 
except  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  by  law."

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was 
referred  on  November  18,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  795,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  gold-standard  fund,  created  under  Act 
Numbered  Nine  Hundred  and  thirty-eight,  authorizing  the  deposit 
of  the  excess  of  the  amount  so  fixed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  Treasury,  and  authorizing  the  investment  of  a  portion  of  the 
said  gold-standard  fund,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
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to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

The  amendment  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  sections  3,  4,  and  5 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  section  3. 

"Sec.  3.  Of  the  gold-standard  fund  as  fixed  in  section  one  of  this 
Act  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  may,  with  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Governor- General,  be  invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer  in  any 
of  the  following  ways,  all  other  provisions  of  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding : 

"(a)  In  loans  for  periods  not  exceeding  five  years  to  provinces 
and  municipalities  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  public  works,  partic- 
ularly those  of  a  revenue-producing  character. 

"(b)  In  any  way  in  which  the  funds  of  the  Postal  Savings  Bank 
may  be  invested,  under  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Fourteen 
hundred  and  ninety-three  as  amended. 

"(c)  In  loans  on  approved  security  to  any  railroad  corporation 
constructing  lines  in  the  Philippine  Islands  under  a  Government 
concession,  and  the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  which  corporation  is 
guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  such  amounts 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  sections  of '  railroads  of  not  less 
than  twenty  continuous  miles,  as  provided  in  section  four  of  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  February  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
five,  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  approved  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  entitled  "An  Act  temporarily  to  provide  for  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved 
March  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  "An  Act  tempo- 
rarily to  provide  revenue  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other 
purposes/'  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved  March  second,  nineteen 
hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  standard  of 
value  and  to  provide  for  a  coinage  system  in  the  Philippine  Islands," 
and  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  administration  of  civil  govern- 
ment in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes:'  Provided, 
That  the  Governor-General  shall  have  determined  the  expeditious 
completion  of  such  sections  to  be  to  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
the  Philippine  Islands." 

And  that  section  6  be  renumbered  section  4,  and  that  when  so 
amended  the  bill  be  passed.

than  twenty  continuous  miles,  as  provided  in  section  four  of  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  February  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
five,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  approved  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  entitled  'An  Act  temporarily  to  provide  for  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  for  other  purposes/  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  293.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Revenue,  to 
which  was  referred  on  October  16,  1911,  that  portion  of  the  message 
of  the  Governor-General  recommending  that  machinery,  be  exempted 
from  taxation,  and  to  which  was  referred  on  November  22,  1911, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  633,  to  the  same  purpose,  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  follow- 
ing recommendations,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting 
clause  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  and  when  so 
amended  that  the  bill  do  pass,  to  wit: 

"Section  1.  In  all  future  assessments  of  real  estate,  in  the  city 
of  Manila  and  in  provinces  organized  under  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment Act,  the  value  of  machinery,  as  defined  in  section  six  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  excluded,  and  such  machinery  shall  not  be  assessed  or 
taxed  as  part  of  the  improvements  on  or  to  real  property,  or  other- 
wise. 

"Sec.  2.  Assessments  now  in  force  in  provinces  organized  under 
the  Provincial  Government  Act,  when  such  assessments  include  the 
value  of  machinery,  shall  be  reduced  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
conditions  hereinafter  stated  and  not  otherwise. 

"Sec.  3.  Every  owner  of  machinery  now  assessed  and  taxed  as 
an  improvement  to  real  property,  in  order  to  secure  the  exemption 
of  such  machinery  from  further  such  taxation,  shall  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  provincial  board  of  tax  appeals  of  the  province  in 
which  such  assessment  was  made,  a  detailed,  itemized  statement  of 
such  machinery,  showing  the  declared  value  of  each  item,  the  total 
value  of  all  items,  and  the  assessed  value,  if  the  same  be  known. 

"Sec.  4.  The  provincial  board  of  tax  appeals  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  December  shall  consider  each  statement  prepared  as  set  forth 
in  the  last  preceding  section  and  theretofore  filed,  and  such  other 
evidence  as  it  may  deem  pertinent  and  relevant,  and  shall  deter- 
mine, decide  upon,  and  fix  the  true  value  of  such  machinery,  and 
shall  thereupon  authorize  a  corresponding  reduction  from  the  exist- 
ing assessment,  as  shown  by  the  land-tax  declarations  and  registers, 
of  the  land  and  improvements  to  which  such  machinery  belongs  or 
pertains. 
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"Sec.  5.  Reductions  in  assessments  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  become  effective  with  the  beginning  of  the  tax  year 
next  succeeding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  provincial  board  of  tax 
appeals  at  which  such  reductions  were  authorized. 

"Sec.  6.  The  word  'machinery'  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  embrace  all  machines,  mechanical  contrivances,  instruments, 
tools,  implements,  appliances,  apparatus,  and  paraphernalia  used  for 
industrial,  agricultural,  or  manufacturing  purposes,  whether  or  not 
attached  to  land  or  buildings. 

"Sec.  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and  shall 
have  prospective  effect  only." 

The  bill  passed  by  the  Assembly  exempts  only  agricultural  machin- 
ery, and  does  not  provide  for  any  reassessment  for  the  immediate 
relief  of  parties  whose  machinery  has  heretofore  been  paying  taxes 
as  part  of  the  real  estate  upon  which  situated. 

The  proposed  amendment  has  been  drawn  after  consultation  with 
the   Special  Agent  and  others  interested  in  provincial   affairs,   and 
is  believed  to  meet  the  recommendations  in  the   Governor- General's 
message  more  nearly  than  the  Assembly  bill.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  November  2,  1911,  the  resolution 
of  the  municipal  presidents  of  Rizal  requesting  that  a  law  be  enacted 
providing  for  the  reimbursement  of  traveling  expenses  of  councilors 
residing  in  remote  pueblos  forming  a  part  of  consolidated  munic- 
ipalities, for  each  session  of  the  council  attended  by  them,  has  exam- 
ined the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  petition  be  laid  on  the  table. 

If  every  municipality  had  sufficient  revenues  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses of  a  well-regulated  municipal  administration,  there  would 
be  no  question  as  to  the  justice  of  the  reimbursement  requested  and 
the  increased  expenditure  might  perhaps  be  provided  for  in  the  appro- 
priations in  each  case.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  still  the  possi- 
bility of  new  consolidations  of  municipalities  or  of  segregations  of 
towns  now  consolidated,  and  it  does  not  appear  reasonable  or  advis- 
able to  authorize  such  disbursement  of  funds. 

Such  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  October 
17,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  79,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  Govern- 
ment scholarships  for  young  Filipinos  who  shall  have  completed  any 
professional  course  of  study  or  who  are  otherwise  licensed  or  author- 
ized to  practice  scientific,  artistic,  or  industrial  professions,  in  order 
that  they  may  continue  their  studies  in  the  higher  educational  insti- 
tutions in  America  or  in  Europe,  and  for  other  purposes/'  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  Ten  permanent  Government  fellowships  are  hereby 
authorized  to  be  awarded  to  persons  who  have  completed  any  pro- 
fessional or  cultural  course  of  study  4>r  who  are  licensed  to  practice 
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any  technical,  scientific,  artistic,  industrial,  or  cultural  professions, 
in  order  that  they  may  continue  their  studies  in  the  universities  or 
other  educational  institutions  of  America  or  Europe.  As  vacancies 
occur  in  these  fellowships,  they  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

"Sec.  2.  An  appointee  under  this  Act  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  of  sound  physical  constitution  and  good  character, 
and  shall  have  studied  and  completed  some  technical,  scientific,  ar- 
tistic, industrial,  or  cultural  course  in  the  University  of  the  Phil- 
ippines, or  in  an  educational  institution  of  the  United  States  or 
an  educational  institution  in  the  Philippine  Islands  which  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Government  to  confer  degrees. 

"Sec.  3.  Five  of  these  fellowships  shall  be  assigned  to  qualified 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines 
below  the  rank  of  associate  professor,  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
a  permanent  faculty  of  Filipino  scholars  in  that  institution.  Five 
of  these  fellowships  shall  be  open  to  graduates  of  other  institutions 
recognized  by  the  Insular  Government.  Candidates  for  the  fellow- 
ships assigned  to  the  University  of  the  Philippines  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  university.  The  other  fellow- 
ships shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Governor-General  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction  after  an 
examination  has  been  held  to  determine  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidates  for  appointment. 

"Sec.  4.  Candidates  appointed  to  the  five  fellowships  from  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines  shall  be  granted 
leave  of  absence  without  pay  from  the  university,  and  shall  pursue 
their  studies  under  such  direction  as  the  Board  of  Regents  shall 
require.  They  shall  sign  a  contract  binding  themselves  to  return  to 
the  Philippines  upon  expiration  of  their  fellowship  appointments  and 
to  continue  their  duties  in  the  university  for  a  time  equal  to  their 
period  of  study  as  Government  students.  Appointees  to  other  fellow- 
ships shall  pursue  their  studies  under  such  direction  as  the  Secretary 
of  Public  Instruction  may  require.  They  shall  sign  a  contract  binding 
themselves  to  return  to  the  Philippines  when  their  fellowship  appoint- 
ments have  expired,  and  to  render  service  in  the  Bureaus  of  the 
Government  for  a  term  equal  to  their  period  of  study  as  Government 
students,  at  salaries  which  shall  not  be  less  than  those  paid  to  other 
employees  for  similar  work. 

"Sec.  5.  The  holders  of  fellowships  attending  educational  institu- 
tions in  America  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  superintendent 
of  Government  students  in  the  United  States,  for  their  protection, 
care,  and  welfare;  those  attending  educational  institutions  of  Europe 
will  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  diplomatic  representatives 
or  the  agents  authorized  or  commissioned  by  the  Philippine  Govern- 
ment, for  their  care,  protection,  and  safety. 
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"Sec.  6.  The  holders  of  fellowships  under  this  Act  shall  each 
receive  in  monthly  or  quarterly  installments,  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred pesos  a  year;  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  tuition  fees  and  to 
reimbursement  of  actual  and  necessary  expenses  for  travel  and  sub- 
sistence between  their  homes  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  their 
respective  places  of  study  in  America  or  Europe. 

"Sec.  7.  A  continuing  annual  appropriation  of  thirty  thousand 
pesos  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby  appro- 
priated, out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act." 

This  law  as  amended  has  received  the  indorsement  of  the  pres- 
ident and  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  Philippines.

Section  3,  page  2,  lines  7  to  9,  strike  out  the  words  "five  of  these 
fellowships  shall  be  open  to  graduates  of  other  institutions  recognized 
by  the  Insular  Government." 

Section  5,  page  3,  change  "control"  to  "supervision"  in  lines  4 
and  8;  line  8,  insert  after  the  word  "representatives"  the  words  "of 
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the  United  States;"  lines  8  and  9,  strike  out  the  words  "the  agents 
authorized  or  commissioned  by  the  Philippine  Government*'  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  agents  selected  and  authorized 
by  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction;"  and  in  line  10,  strike  out 
the  word  "safety"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "welfare." 

Section  7,  page  3,  line  19,  insert  after  the  word  "necessary"  the 
words  "beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen."

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  October 
27,  1911,  Commission  Bill  No.  118,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for 
the  proof  and  acknowledgment  of  instruments  without  the  Islands," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  do  pass  in  the  following  form : 

"Section  1.  An  instrument  or  document  acknowledged  and  authen- 
ticated in  any  State,  Territory,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  depend- 
ency of  the  United  States,  shall  be  considered  authentic  if  the  ac- 
knowledgment and  authentication  are  made  in  accordance  with  the 
following  requirements : 

"(a)  The  acknowledgment  shall  be  made  before  a  notary  public 
or  an  officer  duly  authorized  by  law  of  the  country  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  instruments  or  documents  in  the  place  where  the  act  is 
done.  The  notary  public  or  the  officer  taking  the  acknowledgment 
shall  certify  that  the  person  acknowledging  the  instrument  or  doc- 
ument is  known  to  him,  and  that  he  is  the  same  person  who  executed 
it,  and  acknowledged  that  the  same  is  his  free  act  and  deed.  The 
certificate  shall  be  made  under  his  official  seal,  if  he  is  by  law  re- 
quired to  keep  a  seal,  and  if  not,  his  certificate  shall  so  state. 

"(6)  The  certificate  of  the  notary  public  or  the  officer  taking  the 
acknowledgment  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  county  clerk  or  his 
deputy,  or  by  a  clerk  or  deputy  clerk  of  any  court  of  record  of  the 
county,  municipality,  or  judicial  district  wherein  the  acknowledg- 
ment is  taken,  or  by  the  secretary  of  state,  executive  secretary,  or 
other  similar  functionary  of  the  State,  Territory,  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, or  dependency  of  the  United  States,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
officer  making  the  authentication  shall  certify  under  the  seal  of  his 
office  or  court  that  the  person  who  took  the  acknowledgment  was  at 
the  time  duly  authorized  to  act  as  notary  public  or  that  he  was 
duly  exercising  the  functions  of  the  office  by  virtue  of  which  he 
assumed  to  act,  and  that  as  such  he  had  authority  under  the  law  to 
take  acknowledgment  of  instruments  or  documents  in  the  place  where 
the  acknowledgment  was  taken,  and  that  his  signature  and  seal,  if 
any,  are  genuine. 

"Sec.  2.  An  instrument  or  document  acknowledged  and  authen- 
ticated in  a  foreign  country  shall  be  considered  authentic  if  the  ac- 
knowledgment and  authentication  are  made  in  accordance  with  the 
following  requirements : 

"(a)  The  acknowledgment  shall  be  made  before  (1)  an  ambassa- 
dor, minister,  secretary  of  legation,  charge  d'affaires,  consul,  vice- 
consul,  or  consular  agent  of  the  United   States,  acting  within  the 
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country  or  place  to  which  he  is  accredited,  or  (2)  a  notary  public  or 
officer  duly  authorized  by  law  of  the  country  to  take  acknowledgments 
of  instruments  or  documents  in  the  place  where  the  act  is  done. 

"(b)  The  person  taking  the  acknowledgment  shall  certify  that 
the  person  acknowledging  the  instrument  or  document  is  known  to 
him,  and  that  he  is  the  same  person  who  executed  it,  and  acknowl- 
edged that  the  same  is  his  free  act  and  deed.  The  certificate  shall 
be  under  his  official  seal,  if  he  is  by  law  required  to  keep  a  seal, 
and  if  not,  his  certificate  shall  so  state.  In  case  the  acknowledg- 
ment is  made  before  a  notary  public  or  an  officer  mentioned  in  sub- 
division (2)  of  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  certificate  of  the  notary 
public  or  the  officer  taking  the  acknowledgment  shall  be  authenticated 
by  an  ambassador,  minister,  secretary  of  legation,  charge  d'affaires, 
consul,  vice-consul,  or  consular  agent  of  the  United  States,  acting 
within  the  country  or  place  to  which  he  is  accredited.  The  officer 
making  the  authentication  shall  certify  under  his  official  seal  that 
the  person  who  took  the  acknowledgment  was  at  the  time  duly  au- 
thorized to  act  as  notary  public  or  that  he  was  duly  exercising  the 
functions  of  the  office  by  virtue  of  which  he  assumed  to  act,  and 
that  as  such  he  had  authority  under  the  law  to  take  acknowledg- 
ment of  instruments  or  documents  in  the  place  where  the  acknowl- 
edgment was  taken,  and  that  his  signature  and  seal,  if  any,  are 
genuine. 

"Sec.  3.  Instruments  or  documents  acknowledged  and  authenti- 
cated in  substantial  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
before  the  same  takes  effect  shall  be  considered  authentic. 

"Sec.  4.  This  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  in  any  way  any 
of  the  provisions  contained  in  Chapter  X,  Part  I,  of  Act  Numbered 
One  hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  'An  Act  providing  a  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure in  Civil  Actions  and  Special  Proceedings  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.'  "

Commission  Bill  No.  139  was  read  the  first  time  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice  for  report  and  recom- 
mendation.

"(a)    Unhusked,  one  hundred  kilos,  eighty  cents. 

"(6)   Husked,  one  hundred  kilos,  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents. 

"(c)   Flour,  one  hundred  kilos,  two  dollars. 

"Provided,  That  the  Governor- General,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  may,  in  his  discretion,  con- 
tinue in  force  the  rates  of  duty  first  prescribed  in  this  paragraph, 
until  in  his  judgment,  conditions  in  the  Philippine  Islands  may  war- 
rant the  imposition  of  the  higher  rates  herein  prescribed;   and 

"Provided  further,  That  the  Governor-General,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  may  suspend  all 
duties  upon  rice  or  the  duties  upon  rice  for  consumption  in  par- 
ticular localities,  to  be  designated  by  him,  whenever  and  for  such 
period  as,  in  his  judgment,  local  conditions  require,  in  which  event 
rice  admitted  free  by  virtue  of  his  order  shall  be  distributed  under 
governmental  supervision  or  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as 
he  may  prescribe." 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  recommended  to  the  Governor- 
General  that  the  rates  of  duty  first  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  par- 
agraph (heretofore  continued  in  force  until  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve)  be  continued  in  force  until  December  thirty- 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve.

[Committee  Report  No.  299.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  November  3, 
1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  577,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  three 
of  Act  Numbered  Two  thousand  and  fifty-five,  by  providing  that 
residents  of  the  Provinces  of  Mindoro,  Palawan,  and  Batanes,  organ- 
ized under  'The  Special  Provincial  Government  Act/  Act  Numbered 
Thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment 
of  the  tax  established  by  section  nineteen  of  Act  Numbered  Thirteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  but  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  double 
cédula  tax,  and  repealing  section  four  of  Act  Numbered  Two  thou- 
sand and  fifty-five  and  all  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act,"  has  ex- 
amined the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  it  do  not  pass,  unless  the  Legislature  is  prepared  to  make 
appropriations   for   carrying  on   public  work   in   Batanes,   Mindoro, 
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and  Palawan.  While  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  townships  and 
settlements  in  question  are  poor  and  greatly  in  need  of  additional 
funds,  your  committee  can  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  law 
which  would  take  half  of  the  scanty  sum  at  present  collected  for 
public  works  in  these  provinces  and  turn  it  over  to  be  expended  for 
increased  salaries.  Your  committee  would  favor  the  reestablishment 
of  the  cédula  tax  in  these  provinces  if  desired  by  their  inhabitants, 
but  the  necessity  for  opening  up  lines  of  communication  in  each 
province  is  so  imperative  that  your  committee  disapproves  of  the 
depletion  of  the  scanty  funds  now  available  for  this  purpose.  As 
the  Legislature  already  appropriates  considerable  sums  annually  for 
the  support  of  the  provinces  in  question,  it  would  seem  that  the 
necessity  for  additional  funds  for  township  and  settlement  purposes 
should  be  met  in  these  provinces  in  the  same  way  that  it  is  met  in 
Agusan,  Nueva  Vizcaya,  and  the  Mountain  Province,  namely,  by  the 
imposition  of  the  cédula  tax.

the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  is  simply  a  statement  that  two  members  of  the  provincial 
board   of   Occidental    Negros    are    in   favor   of    a    certain    Assembly 
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bill  providing  against  the  sale  of  large  parcels  of  public  land,  or  of 
friar  land.     It  calls  for  no  action  and  should  apparently  be  filed. 

Your  committee,  however,  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Commission  to  the  fact  that  since  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  the  effect  that  tracts  of  vacant  friar  land  larger  than  16  hectares 
shall  not  be  leased  or  sold  to  individuals,  there  have  been  a  con- 
siderable number  of  persons,  practically  without  exception  Filipinos, 
who  have  sought  to  lease  or  purchase  larger  tracts  of  such  lands, 
and  have  complained  very  bitterly  because  of  the  restrictions  im- 
posed on  them  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

It  may  further  be  suggested  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  Occidental  Negros  that  land  holdings  to  be  acquired  in  the 
future  be  restricted,  as  they  do  not  wish  large  sugar  estates  started 
in  other  parts  of  the  Archipelago  in  competition  with  those  which 
they  already  have.

In  view  of  the  disinclination  which  Congress  has  displayed,  dur- 
ing a  long  period  of  years,  to  change  the  Public  Land  Act  in  any 
respect,  even  when  the  modifications  requested  were  obviously  of 
great  importance,  your  committee  is  not  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  worth  while  to  ask  for  congressional  legislation  relative  to  this 
matter.

[Committee  Report  No.  305.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  November 
27,  1911,  Commission  Bill  No.  140,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act 
Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  by  making  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Penal  Code  applicable  to  violation  of  the  Act,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  substitute  therefor 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section,  to  be  num- 
,  bered  thirteen,  the  present  sections  thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of 
said  Act  to  be  renumbered  accordingly: 

"  'Sec.  13.  The  judge  convicting  a  person  of  the  violation  of  any

of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  order  the  confiscation  of  the 
money,  articles,  instruments  or  appliances  used  in  gambling.  The 
articles,  instruments  or  appliances  shall  be  sold,  except  those  which 
are  valueless  or  of  illicit  commerce,  which  shall  be  destroyed.  The 
money  confiscated  and  the  products  of  the  sale  shall  be  accounted 
for,  accredited  and  disposed  of  as  fines  imposed  by  the  court:  Pro- 
vided,  however,  That  the  fines  and  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  accused 
shall  be  reduced  in  an  equivalent  amount.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  applicable  in  cases  of  conviction  of  the  violation  of 
municipal  ordinances  prohibiting  gambling.'  "

Commission  Bill  No.  140  was  thereupon  read  the  second 
time  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Jus- 
tice thereon,  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  amend- 
ment proposed  by  the  standing  committee  be  concurred  in 
with  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  13  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  13.  The  judge  convicting  a  person  of  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  order  the  confiscation  of  the  money, 
articles,  instruments,  appliances,  or  devices  used  in  gambling.  Arti- 
cles, instruments,  appliances,  and  devices  capable  of  being  used  ex- 
clusively for  gambling  shall  be  destroyed  under  the  order  of  the 
court.  Money  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  confiscated  articles 
which  are  capable  of  being  used  otherwise  than  for  gambling  pur- 
poses shall  be  accounted  for,  accredited,  and  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  proceeds  of  fines  imposed  by  the  court.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  applicable  in  cases  of  conviction  of  the 
violation  of  municipal   ordinances  prohibiting  gambling." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted,  and  the  bill  ordered  on  file  for  third 
reading. 
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[Committee  Report  No.  306.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  October  20, 
1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  586,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  a  sugar- 
testing  laboratory  in  the  city  of  Manila  and  fixing  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  sugar  chemist  in  charge  thereof,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  in  the  amended  form  herewith  trans- 
mitted. Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  incor- 
porate in  the  bill  provisions  corresponding  to  those  of  Act  No.  1896 
rather  than  to  provide  merely  that  the  terms  and  provisions  of  said 
Act  shall  apply.  If  the  former  procedure  is  followed  persons  in- 
terested can  gain  all  the  desired  information  by  reading  a  single  Act. 
Otherwise  they  would  be  compelled  to  secure  and  read  the  Act  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment  of  a  sugar-testing  laboratory  at  Iloilo 
in  order  to  find  out  what  they  want  to  know  about  the  sugar-testing 
laboratory  at  Manila. 

It  has  further  been  thought  best  to  modify  the  Act  so  that  it  will 
apply  to  all  such  sugar  as  may  be  brought  into  the  market  of  Ma- 
nila, rather  than  to  the  sugar  of  the  provinces  of  Luzon  alone. 

These  changes  in  the  Assembly  bill  have  been  made  after  consul- 
tation with  Doctor  Apacible,  the  author  of  the  bill  in  the  lower  House, 
and  have  his  approval.

The  following  is  the  form  in  which  the  bill  was  recom- 
mended for  passage  by  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertain- 
ing to  the  Department  of  the  Interior : 

An  Act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  sugar-testing  laboratory 
in  the  city  of  Manila,  authorizing  the  employment  of  a  sugar 
chemist  and  fixing  his  powers  and  duties. 

By  authority  of  the  United  States,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Philippine 
Legislature,  that: 

Section  1.  A  sugar-testing  laboratory  is  hereby  established  in 
the  Bureau  of  Science  at  Manila,  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  a 
sugar  chemist  who  shall  be  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Science. 
This  sugar  chemist  shall  fix  and  establish,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  standard  samples  of  sugar  number 
one,  number  two,  number  three,  superior  damp,  and  current  of  Ma- 
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nila,  which  shall  govern  as  hereinafter  provided  during  the  twelve 
months  immediately  following  the  fifteenth  of  December. 

Sec.  2.  The  sugar  chemist  who  shall  be  appointed  under  this  Act, 
shall  be  one  of  the  chemists  regularly  employed  in  the  Bureau  of 
Science  and  shall  receive  compensation  in  addition  to  his  regular 
salary  of  not  over  two  thousand  four  hundred,  nor  less  than  one 
thousand  two  hundred  pesos  per  annum,  the  provisions  of  existing 
law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  In  fixing  and  establishing  these  samples,  the  sugar  chemist 
shall  take  into  account  the  degrees  of  polarization,  the  color,  the 
hygrometric  state,  the  granulation  and  the  crystallization  of  the 
samples  of  each  of  the  several  classes  of  sugar  fixed  and  established 
by  the  merchants  of  Manila,  and  accepted  in  the  markets  where 
Philippine  sugar  is  sold,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  him.  Merchants 
may  send  portions  of  the  classified  samples  of  sugar  which  they 
receive  from  markets  in  which  Philippine  sugar  is  sold  to  aid  him 
in  correctly  fixing  and  establishing  standard  samples,  but  failure 
to  receive  such  samples  from  merchants  shall  not  operate  to  prevent 
the  sugar  chemist  from  fixing  and  establishing  standard  samples  of 
the  different  classes  of  sugar. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  sugar  chemist  to  cor- 
rectly classify  all  samples  of  sugar  that  may  be  delivered  to  the 
sugar-testing  laboratory  for  classification  by  any  person.  In  cases 
of  dispute  between  contracting  parties  with  respect  to  the  classifica- 
tion of  any  sugar,  any  one  of  them  may  send  to  the  sugar-testing 
laboratory  a  sample  of  the  said  sugar  for  its  classification.  The 
result  of  the  classification  made  by  the  sugar  chemist  shall  be  set 
forth  in  a  certified  report  which  shall  be  transmitted  in  each  case 
to  the  person  sending  the  sample.  A  suitable  portion  of  each  sample 
of  sugar,  the  classification  of  which  shall  have  been  thus  fixed,  shall 
be  deposited  in  a  glass  container  which  shall  be  closed  with  sealing 
wax,  on  which  shall  be  stamped  the  seal  of  the  Bureau  of  Science, 
and  shall  be  properly  marked  so  that  it  can  be  identified,  and  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  person  sending  the  sample. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  case  of  dispute  between  contracting  parties  as 
to  the  class  of  sugar,  a  classification  made  by  the  sugar  chemist, 
as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  Act,  shall  determine  the  classifica- 
tion of  the  sugar  in  question,  except  when  any  one  of  the  parties 
shall  impugn  the  classification  made  by  the  sugar  chemist  and  shall 
prove  that  it  is  incorrect. 

Sec.  6.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Science  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix 
charges  for  the  determination  of  the  degrees  of  polarization  of 
sugar,  and  for  the  determination  of  its  color,  its  hygrometric  state, 
its  granulation  and  its  crystallization:  Provided,  That  the  charges  so 
fixed  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  cost  to  the  Government  of  per- 
forming the  work. 
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Sec.  7.  The  sugar  chemist  may  make  analyses  of  sugar  canes,  of 
bagasse,  or  of  mill  juices,  or  other  similar  chemical  investigations 
for  private  persons.  The  scale  of  charges  for  all  such  work  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Science,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sec.  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

The  report  was  received. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  586  was  thereupon  read  the  second 
time  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  there- 
on, referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  amendment 
recommended  by  the  standing  committee  to  the  text  of  the 
bill  be  concurred  in  with  the  following  amendment: 

Section  1,  page  1,  lines  5  and  6,  strike  out  the  words  "standard 
samples  of  sugar  number  one,  number  two,  number  three,  superior 
damp,  and  current  of  Manila,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"standard  samples  of  classes  of  sugar  as  they  are  marketed  at 
Manila." 

Section  4,  page  2,  line  5,  strike  out  the  word  "to"  at  the  end  of  the 
line  and  insert  it  after  the  word  "correctly"  in  line  6. 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  to  amend  the  title  to 
read  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE. 

CONFERENCE  REPORT  NO.   26. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendment  of  the  Commission  to  Assembly  Bill  No. 
795,  entitled  "An  Act  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  gold-standard  fund, 
created  under  Act  Numbered  Nine  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  author- 
izing the  deposit  of  the  excess  of  the  amount  so  fixed  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  fund  of  the  Treasury,  and  authorizing  the  investment 
of  a  portion  of  the  said  gold-standard  fund,"  having  met,  after  full 
and  free  conference  have  agreed  to  recommend  and  do  recommend 
to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Assembly  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Commission  to  section  1. 

That  the  Commission  substitute  for  its  amendment  to  sections  3, 
4,  and  5,  the  following: 

"Sec  3.  Of  the  gold-standard  fund,  as  fixed  in  section  one  of  this 
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Act,  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  may,  with  the  prior  approval  of 
the  Governor-General,  be  invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer,  all  other 
provisions  of  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  in  loans  for  periods 
not  exceeding  ten  years  to  provinces  and  municipalities  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  public  works,  particularly  those  of  a  revenue-produc- 
ing character,  at  three  per  centum  interest  per  annum:  Provided, 
however,  That  one-half  of  such  fifty  per  centum  may  also,  with  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  be  invested  temporarily  by 
the  Insular  Treasurer  in  loans  on  approved  security  to  the  Manila 
Railroad  Company  to  complete  sections  of  railroad,  on  the  Lucena- 
Pagbilao,  Ragay  north  and  south,  Legaspi-Tabaco,  and  Legaspi- 
Nueva  Caceres  lines,  of  not  less  than  twenty  continuous  miles,  as 
provided  in  section  four  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  February 
sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  an  Act 
approved  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  "An  Act  tem- 
porarily to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil 
government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and 
to  amend  an  Act  approved  March  eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two, 
entitled  "An  Act  temporarily  to  provide  revenue  for  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  to  amend  an  Act  approved 
March  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
establish  a  standard  of  value  and  to  provide  for  a  coinage  system  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,"  and  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  admin- 
istration of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other 
purposes.'  The  interest  on  such  loans  shall  be  five  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  the  time  for  the  total  payment  thereof  shall  not  exceed 
six  months  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  bonds  of  the  corresponding 
twenty-mile  section,  and  in  no  case  shall  exceed  thirty  months  from 
the  date  of  the  loan. 

"Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Treasurer  at  the 
opening  of  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  to  submit  to  the 
Governor-General  a  report  containing  a  detailed  account  of  all  trans- 
actions during  the  preceding  year  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
Upon  approval  by  the  Governor- General  he  shall  transmit  a  copy 
of  the  same  to  each  House  of  the  Philippine  Legislature." 
And  that  as  so  amended  the  Assembly  concur  therein. 
That  section  6  be  renumbered  section  5.

[Committee  Report  No.  308.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  the  first  of  December,  1911,  the 
bill  (A.  B.  No.  809)  providing  for  the  repeal  of  Act  No.  1625,  with 
respect  to  the  municipality  of  San  Juan  del  Monte,  Rizal,  and  extend- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Code  and  amendments  thereto 
to  said  municipality,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz: 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  not  very  clear.  It  proposes  the  repeal 
of  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  1625,  in  as  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
municipality  of  San  Juan  del  Monte,  Rizal,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
provide  for  the  extension  to  said  municipality  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Code  and  amendments  thereto,  and  that  is  proposing 
two  things  that  are  incompatible.  Act  No.  1625  provides  for  the 
reorganization  of  the  pueblo  of  San  Juan  del  Monte  as  a  separate 
municipality  by  making  it  independent  of  the  municipality  of  San 
Felipe  Neri;  and  the  repeal  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  with 
respect  to  the  municipality  of  San  Juan  del  Monte  would  result  in 
making  the  said  separation  ineffective  and  in  the  reincorporation  of 
San  Juan  del  Monte  with  the  municipality  of  San  Felipe  Neri.  That 
being  so,  when  San  Juan  del  Monte  shall  again  have  been  consolidated 
with  San  Felipe  Neri,  the  provision  of  the  bill  regarding  the  exten- 
sion of  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Code  and  its  amendments  to  the 
municipality  of  San  Juan  del  Monte  would  be  of  no  use  as  by  that 
time  San  Juan  del  Monte  will  have  ceased  to  exist  as  an  independent 
municipality. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  only  point  of  the  bill  left  to  be 
considered  is  that  relating  to  the  reconsolidation  of  San  Juan  del 
Monte  with  San  Felipe  Neri,  and  as  the  determination  of  all  such 
questions  is  left  to  the  Governor- General  by  virtue  of  Act  No.  1748, 
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there  is  no  necessity  for  legislative  action  in  this  case.     Therefore, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  December  1,  1911,  Assembly  Bill 
No.  707,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  by  granting  a  donation  in  money,  to  be  paid 
from  provincial  funds,  to  families  of  unclassified  employees,  including 
laborers,  of  the  provincial  government,  injured  in  the  clear  line  of 
duty,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  accompanying  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amend- 
ment : 

On  page  1,  line  14,  strike  out  the  words  "their  families,"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  family  of  the  deceased  employee  or 
laborer,"  so  that  section  1  of  the  bill  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Paragraph  three  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered 
Nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  To  provide,  in  its  discretion,  for  the  payment  from  provincial 
funds  of  their  regular  compensation  during  the  period  of  their  dis- 
ability, not  exceeding  ninety  days,  to  unclassified  employees  of  the 
provincial  government,  including  laborers,  when  said  employees  or 
laborers  are  injured  in  the  clear  line  of  duty;  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  medical  attendance,  transportation,  and  hospital  fees  for 
such  injured  employees  or  laborers,  and  in  case  of  their  death  from 
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said  injuries,  their  reasonable  burial  expenses  may  likewise,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  provincial  board,  be  paid  from  provincial  funds; 
and  a  donation  in  money  may  be  granted  the  family  of  the  deceased 
employee  or  laborer  in  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ninety  days'  pay,  which 
shall  be  in  accord  with  his  efficiency  and  services  to  the  Govern- 
ment/ " 

The  portion  of  Act  No.  1979  which  it  is  intended  to  amend  author- 
izes provincial  boards  to  pay,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety  days, 
the  regular  compensation  of  unclassified  employees  and  laborers  in 
the  service  of  the  provincial  government,  when  said  employees  and 
laborers  are  incapacitated  for  work  by  injuries  received  in  the  clear 
line  of  duty;  but  in  case  such  employees  or  laborers  die  suddenly, 
as  a  result  of  such  injuries,  or  if  the  lapse  of  time  between  the 
injury  and  the  date  of  death  is  less  than  ninety  days,  it  would  either 
not  be  possible  to  pay  compensation  to  such  employees  or  laborers, 
or  their  families,  or  the  compensation  paid  would  necessarily  be 
inadequate,  as  it  would  have  to  consist  of  the  ordinary  compensation 
of  the  employee  or  laborer  for  the  short  time  at  the  expiration  of 
which  his  injury  caused  death,  since  Act  No.  1979,  as  it  stands, 
does  not  authorize  the  payment  of  the  compensation  above  men- 
tioned on  account  of  death,  but  for  incapacitation  for  work.  The 
consequence  is  that  employees  or  laborers  incapacitated  for  work  for 
a  longer  or  shorter  period  are  treated  more  liberally  than  those  who 
die  from  injuries  received  as  mentioned.  This  injustice  the  attached 
bill  endeavors  to  remedy  by  giving  the  employee  or  laborer  who  dies 
the  same  status  as  the  one  merely  incapacitated  for  work,  and  grant- 
ing to  the  family  of  the  former  a  donation  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ninety  days'  pay. 

The  purpose  of  the  amendment  suggested  by  your  committee  is 
to  make  it  evident  that  the  donation  mentioned  will  be  granted  only 
to  the  families  of  employees  or  laborers  who  died,  and  not  to  those 
of  employees  or  laborers  incapacitated  for  work  for  more  or  less 
time.

recommend  to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Commission  amend  the  first  section  of  its  amendment 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Paragraph  one  of  section  sixty-eight  of  Act  Num- 
bered Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  'The  Internal  Rev- 
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enue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four,'  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '1.  Every  brewer  shall  pay  two  hundred  pesos.  Every  person 
who  manufactures  fermented  liquors  of  any  description  for  sale 
or  delivery  to  others,  except  small  manufacturers  of  tuba,  bassi, 
tapuy,  or  like  domestic  fermented  liquors,  shall  be  deemed  a  brewer. 
Manufacturers  whose  daily  production  does  not  exceed  two  hundred 
liters  of  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy  or  like  domestic  fermented  liquors,  shall 
be   considered   small   manufacturers.' " 

And   that   as   so   amended   the   Assembly   concur   therein. 

That  the  Commission  agree  to  amend  section  2  of  its  amendment 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  Paragraph  seven  of  section  sixty-eight  of  said  Act, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  so   as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '7.  Every  retail  dealer  in  fermented  liquors  shall  pay  forty 
pesos.  Every  person  who  for  himself  or  on  commission  sells  or 
offers  for  sale  foreign  or  domestic  fermented  liquors  in  quanti- 
ties of  two  decaliters  or  less  at  any  one  time  shall  be  regarded  as 
a  retail  dealer  in  fermented  liquors,  and  the  payment  of  a  license 
tax  as  a  wholesale  or  retail  liquor  dealer  or  the  payment  of  any 
other  license  tax  shall  not  relieve  any  person  who  sells  fermented 
liquors  from  the  payment  of  the  license  tax  imposed  in  this  par- 
agraph: Provided,  That  every  retail  dealer  in  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy, 
or  like  domestic  fermented  liquors  shall  pay  ten  pesos/ " 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  Assembly  concur  therein. 

That  the  Commission  agree  to  insert  in  its  amendment  the  fol- 
lowing as  sections  4  and  5,  changing  the  present  section  4  to  6 : 

"Sec.  4.  The  second  paragraph  of  section  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '2.  All  license  taxes,  except  licenses  on  theaters,  museums, 
cockpits,  concert  halls,  pawnbrokers,  circuses,  billiard  rooms,  and 
retail  dealers  in  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy,  or  like  domestic  fermented 
liquors.'

"A  powerful  French  syndicate  will  organize  agricultural  bank 
according  to  Act  of  Congress  1907,  on  condition  that  American 
banks  will  cooperate.  Can  secure  cooperation  Boston  parties,  who 
insist  upon  following  conditions:  That  the  Government  will  trans- 
fer the  business  of  the  present  bank,  and  Legislature  will  give 
charter  with  full  power  authorized  by  Congress.  Ascertain  as  soon 
as  possible  if  it  is  possible.,, 

In  accordance  with  Mr.  Loewenstein's  request,  we  beg  to  inquire 
whether  the  Philippine  Government  would  favor  the  establishment 
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of  an  agricultural  bank  under  the  conditions  proposed  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  4, 
1907.  We  understand,  of  course,  that  legislative  action  will  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  this  or  any  other  plan  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  private  agricultural  bank,  but  apparently  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  Boston  capitalists  interested  in  the  matter  to  ascertain  before 
proceeding  further  whether  a  proposal  such  as  that  outlined  in  the 
above  cablegram  would  be  favorably  received.

REPORTS   OF   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  315.] 

Gentlemen:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  October  17,  1911,  Commission  Bill  No.  35,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  fix  the  time  for  making  annual  reports  for  officers  of  the  dif- 
ferent branches  of  the  Government  and  to  make  the  fiscal  year  uni- 
form for  all  branches  of  the  Government  and  coincident  with  the 
calendar  year/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  approved,  with  the  following  amendment:  that 
sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  proposed  bill  be  stricken  out  and  the 
following  substituted: 

"Section  1.  All  reports  and  statements  covering  the  fiscal  year 
heretofore  required  by  law  to  be  rendered  annually  by  any  officer 
of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  of  any  branch  thereof 
or  of  the  government  of  any  political  division  or  subdivision  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  shall  be  rendered  during  the  month  of  January 
of  each  year  and  shall  cover  the  twelve  months  ending  December  the 
thirty-first  immediately  preceding.  This  section  is  hereby  specif- 
ically made  to  apply  to  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

"Sec  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands or  of  any  branch  thereof  and  of  the  government  of  any  political 
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division  or  subdivision  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  shall  be  the  period 
beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January  and  ending  with  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  of  each  calendar  year. 

"Sec.  3.  Wherever  in  any  public  law  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
any  word  or  expression  is  used  which  hitherto  has  been  construed 
to  mean  or  to  refer  to  a  fiscal  year  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  construed  to  mean  or  to  refer  to 
a  fiscal  year  as  hereinbefore  defined,  when  applied  to  any  period  of 
twelve  months  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven;  and  wherever  the  words  'thirtieth  day  of  June' 
appear  as  denoting  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  words 
'thirty-first  day  of  December'  shall  be  considered  as  substituted  for 
the  same  purposes  of  construction. 

"Sec.  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Sec.  5.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve." 

This  bill  has  for  its  object:  (1),  To  make  the  Insular  fiscal  year 
coincident  with  the  calendar  year;  (2),  to  make  uniform  the  time 
for  rendering  annual  reports  of  officers  throughout  the  different 
branches  of  the  Government. 

The  reasons  for  the  proposed  change  are  apparent  when  it  is 
realized  that  at  the  present  time  the  municipal  and  provincial  fiscal 
years  are  coincident  with  the  calendar  year,  while  the  Insular  fiscal 
year  begins  July  first.  In  all  reports  of  the  general  government, 
therefore,  when  dealing  with  the  accounts  and  reports  of  municipal 
and  provincial  governments,  the  information  is  not  complete  for  the 
Insular  fiscal  year  but  deals  with  an  entirely  different  year  which 
has  ended  six  months  previously.  The  disadvantage  of  this  is 
plainly  shown  in  the  Auditor's  report.  It  would  appear  also  that 
such  a  change  would  be  particularly  desirable  for  the  reason  that 
there  would  be  ample  time  to  get  all  reports  in  printed  form  to 
Washington  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  Congress  in  December  of  the  same  year.  The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Legislature  is  in  October,  a  convenient  time  at  which 
to  make  appropriations  for  the  new  year  commencing  January  first. 
Another  matter  that  may  be  considered  in  this  connection  is  that 
the  higher  officers  of  the  Government  desire  to  take  their  leave 
ordinarily  between  March  and  October,  necessarily  leaving  the  prep- 
aration of  their  reports  to  their  subordinate  officers  one  year  out 
of  each  three  or  four. 

The  authorities  at  Washington  have  been  communicated  with  by 
the  undersigned  and  concur  in  the  proposed  change. 

The  objections  to  this  bill  deal  mostly  with  the  inconvenience  that 
might  be  caused  by  ending  the  present  fiscal  year  on  December  31, 
1911,  instead  of  June  30,  1912.  These  inconveniences  could  easily 
be  dealt  with  if  it  were  only  a  question  of  annual  reports  that  had 
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to  be  considered.  The  great  objection  that  may  be  urged  is  the 
possibility  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  before  an  appropriation  bill  is 
made  by  the  present  Legislature,  whose  session  ends  in  February, 
thus  bringing  about  a  condition,  for  a  month  or  so,  in  which  no 
appropriation  had  been  made  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Govern- 
ment. The  Auditor,  who  is  heartily  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change, 
has  fully  considered  this  possibility  and  believes  that  there  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  handling  this  situation.  Congress  has  made  provi- 
sion for  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  Government  where  the  Legis- 
lature fails  to  provide  for  the  same,  until  the  Legislature  shall 
properly  act.  The  Government  would  therefore  only  have  to  fall 
back  on  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1902,  section  7  of  which 
provides  that  the  Insular  Treasurer  may,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Governor-General,  make  payments  for  the  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  the  sums  appropriated  by  the 
last  Legislature  where  it  has  made  provision  by  specific  appropria- 
tion for  that  purpose.  When  the  appropriation  bill  is  passed,  say 
for  example  in  the  following  February,  it  will  be  easy  to  provide  that 
the  sums  appropriated  for  the  Government  are  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  January  first  and  that  such  sums  as  have  heretofore  been 
paid  out  for  government  purposes  under  the  authority  of  the  Act 
of  Congress  of  July  1,  1902,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amounts 
appropriated  by  the  appropriation  bill. 

In  making  the  proposed  change,  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  will  be  following  the  tendency  of  the  United  States  to  carry 
periods  of  reporting  and  accounting  so  that  the  fiscal  year  cor- 
responds with  the  calendar  year.  It  will  simplify  reports  to  a  very 
large  extent  and  will  finally  do  away  with  the  present  incongruity 
of  having  two  different  fiscal  years  in  the  same  government  and  the 
consequent   misunderstandings  that   will    always   arise.

Two  thousand  and  thirty-seven  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature/' referred  on  December  15,  1911,  to  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  was  recalled  from  said  committee  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  Justice  as  a  matter  more  properly  coming 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  latter  committee. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  ON  COMMISSION  BILL  NO.   35. 

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  continue  the  consideration  of  Commission 
Bill  No.  35,  entitled  "An  Act  to  fix  the  time  for  making  an- 
nual reports  for  officers  of  the  different  branches  of  the 
Government  and  to  make  the  fiscal  year  uniform  for  all 
branches  of  the  Government  and  coincident  with  the  cal- 
endar year."

and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  reports  rendered  in 
January  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  shall  cover  the  six  months 
beginning  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  be  passed. 
The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 
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On  motion  by  Commissioner  Elliott,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time.

REPORTS  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 
[Committee  Report  No.  319.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  De- 
cember 19,  1911,  a  communication  from  Messrs.  Bruce,  Lawrence, 
Ross  &  Block  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  private  agricul- 
tural bank,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back   to   the   Commission  with   the   following   recommendation,   viz: 

The  Philippine  Commission  as  well  as  the  experts,  Messrs.  Conant 
and  Kemmerer,  who  studied  the  question  of  establishing  an  agri- 
cultural bank  in  these  Islands,  were  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  bank 
should  not  be  a  Government  bank.  They  recommended  not  the  crea- 
tion or  establishment  of  an  agricultural  bank  by  the  Government 
but  that  authority  be  giv«n  to  private  individuals  to  do  so,  the  Gov- 
ernment to  guarantee  a  certain  interest  on  the  capital  invested.  In 
accordance  with  the  repeated  recommendations  of  the  Philippine 
Commission,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  on  March  4,  1907, 
passed  an   Act  entitled   "An   Act  to   provide  for  the  establishment 
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of  an  agricultural  bank  in  the  Philippine  Islands."  All  efforts,  how- 
ever, to  induce  American  capital  to  establish  a  bank  under  the  terms 
of  said  Act  were  unavailing.  The  Philippine  Legislature  then  passed 
Act  No.  1865  creating  the  present  Government  Agricultural  Bank, 
managed  by  Government  officials  and  having  a  capital  of  one  million 
pesos. 

The  amount  of  business  done  by  the  Agricultural  Bank  so  far 
has  been  small,  only  one-half  of  the  capital  having  been  utilized. 
It  may  be  said,  however,  that  it  has  been  a  success,  since,  contrary 
to  all  predictions,  there  has  been  not  only  no  danger  of  losing  the 
capital,  but  at  the  close  of  the  present  year  its  accounts  show  a  net 
profit  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  pesos.  Notwithstanding 
this,  I  see  no  objection  to  the  establishment  of  an  agricultural  bank 
by  a  private  company  under  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  Congress  above 
mentioned,  and  to  transferring  to  such  bank  all  the  business  of  the 
present  Agricultural  Bank,  with,  however,  the  following  limitations: 

First.  That  the  capital  of  the  bank,  the  interest  on  which  should 
be  guaranteed  by  the  Government,  be  limited,  at  first,  to  a  stated 
amount,  say  one  million  pesos,  which  should  be  increased  as  demands 
for  loans  increase. 

Second.  That  the  interest  on  loans  guaranteed  by  property  regis- 
tered under  Act  No.  496,  being  the  "Land  Registration  Act,"  shall  not 
exceed  8  per  cent  per  annum,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  established 
by  the  present  Agricultural  Bank. 

Third.  That  the  company  establishing  such  a  bank  shall  not  have 
an  exclusive  privilege. 

If  a  bank  of  this  character  is  to  be  established  it  should  be  done 
at  once.  It  might  be  that  after  the  present  bank  had  enlarged 
its  business  and  established  in  many  provinces  agencies  which  would 
in  a  measure  be  used  by  the  people  as  commercial  banks,  it  would 
not  be  advisable  to  transfer  its  business  to  a  private  bank.

[Committee  Report  No.  323.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on  Oc- 
tober 24,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  613,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing 
the  office  of  provincial  engineer,  amending  The  Provincial  Govern- 
ment Act  and  amendments  thereto,"  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill   be   indefinitely   postponed. 

This  bill  aims   at  the  complete  elimination  from  Insular   super- 
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vision  of  all  public  works  constructed  in  the  provinces.  Under  its 
provisions  the  preparation  of  all  plans,  the  type  of  construction 
to  be  employed  and  the  method  of  carrying  on  work  would  be  left 
entirely  with  the  provincial  engineer,  his  responsibility  being  to 
the  provincial  board  only.  This  would  defeat  the  present  Govern- 
ment policy  under  which  a  systematic  plan  for  the  construction 
of  public  works  is  made  possible.  It  would  result  in  thirty-one 
independent  construction  units  in  which  each  unit  would  have  ab- 
solute control  within  the  limits  of  its  territory,  which  would  be  a 
reversion  to  the  conditions  existing  when  the  old  Supervisor  Law 
was  in  effect.  It  would  mean  variance  in  engineering  standards, 
poor  discipline  in  the  field,  and  much  inferior  work. 

In  addition  to  the  results  obtained  under  the  present  organ- 
ization, which  in  itself  demonstrates  the  effectiveness  of  central 
supervision,  one  of  the  strongest  arguments  in  favor  of  such  super- 
vision lies  in  the  attitude  that  is  being  taken  by  numerous  State 
governments  in  the  United  States  at  the  present  time.  Where 
previously  road  betterment  and  maintenance  was  left  to  county 
and  road  district  organizations,  State  supervision  has  now  been 
adopted  by  practically  every  State  where  extensive  construction 
work  is  being  carried  on,  and  a  State  highway  commission  created 
with  highway  engineers  employed  for  the  supervision  of  all  road 
and  bridge  work.  The  amount  of  money  annually  expended  on 
road  and  bridge  work  in  many  of  these  States  is  less  than  the  ex- 
penditure  for   similar   work   in   the    Philippines. 

While  the  proposed  law  purports  to  provide  for  a  provincial  en- 
gineer, in  effect  it  creates  a  condition  under  which  no  engineer 
would  accept  employment.  The  mere  fact  that  engineers'  salaries 
might  be  decreased  or  the  position  declared  vacant,  at  the  option 
of  the  provincial  board,  would  prevent  an  engineer  from  accepting 
such  position,  even  at  the  maximum  salary  provided  for  in  the  Act. 
The  Bureau  is  able  to  hold  its  best  foremen  at  present  only  through 
the  inducement  of  offering  permanent  employment;  engineers,  with 
a  greater  demand  for  their  services  in  all  parts,  all  the  more  require 
such  inducement.  The  bill  practically  withdraws  from  the  civil 
service  engineering  and  skilled  labor  positions  and  in  turn  with 
ten  months'  services  requires  temporary  employees  to  be  provided 
with  a  civil-service  position. 

The  bill  also  contemplates  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  holding 
a  sufficient  number  of  engineers  in  reserve,  permitting  provincial 
boards,  by  resolution,  to  "request  the  services  of  one  or  more  en- 
gineers from  the  Bureau  of  Pubilc  Works"  without  making  provi- 
sion for  the  training  of  such  engineers,  the  cost  of  securing  such 
engineers,  and  the  payment  of  their  salaries  while  held  in  reserve. 
An  engineer's  services  in  a  provincial  position  only  become  of  real 
value   after  a  year  or  more  of  training  in  provincial   work.     The 
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proposed  law  would  provide  for  no  such  training.  At  present  as- 
sistant engineers  are  assigned  to  such  provinces  where,  under  the 
supervision  of  district  engineers,  they  will  best  develop  for  im- 
portant provincial  work.  So  far  as  possible  appointments  to  dis- 
trict positions  are  now  made  from  this  source. 

In  engineering,  men  specialize  on  road  construction,  structural 
steel  designing,  foundations,  concrete  designing,  field  engineering, 
etc.,  as  men  in  most  other  professions  specialize.  Engineers  avail- 
able for  provincial  assignment,  as  a  rule,  require  several  years' 
experience  before  developing  along  either  one  of  these  lines.  Pro- 
ficiency in  all  of  them  would  require  a  lifetime  of  experience  and 
then  such  cases  would  be  very  exceptional.  This  will  readily  explain 
why  better  results  obtain  from  central  supervision  under  which  a 
special  structural  steel  designer  prepares  all  steel  structure  plans, 
a  concrete  specialist  prepares  all  concrete  structure  plans,  and  the 
strongest  field  engineers  are  designated  for  field  supervision  work. 
Even  under  these  conditions  a  small  percentage  of  failures  will 
always  result  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  engineering  economy 
prohibits  allowing  safety  factors  in  such  proportion  as  would  secure 
work  against  all  possible  contingencies.  What  the  percentage  of 
loss  would  be  under  the  proposed  law  is  best  indicated  by  the  results 
obtained  under  the  old  Supervisor  Law,  and  before  the  passage  of 
Act  No.  1401. 

There  are  various  other  details  in  which  the  bill  is  defective,  but  in 
view  of  the  vital  objections  to  any  bill  of  this  character,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  refer  to  them. 

The  purposes  which  the  authors  of  the  bill  seek  to  bring  about 
have  been  realized  by  the  recent  administrative  reorganization  within 
the  Bureau  of  Public  Works,  which  will  result  in  the  decentrali- 
zation of  the  Bureau,  without  lowering  the  engineering  standards 
which  have  been  adopted.

There  appears  to  be  no  necessity  for  passing  this  resolution, 
as  all  the  information  desired  is  readily  accessible  to  anyone  who 
cares  to  ask  for  it.  The  committee,  of  which  the  undersigned  has 
the  honor  to  be  president,  has  pushed  the  work  of  preparation  as 
rapidly  as  seemed  necessary  and  desirable  under  the  circumstances. 
An  architect  was  brought  from  the  United  States,  who  has  been 
devoting  substantially  all  his  time  to  the  work  of  preparing  plans 
for  the  Capitol  buildings.  Some  months  since  the  basic  plans  for 
the  building  were  approved  by  the  committee,  and  Mr.  Parsons, 
the  Consulting  Architect,  took  them  to  the  United  States  for  con- 
sultation with  Mr.  Burnham.  Since  his  return  the  work  has  been 
going  forward.  About  a  month  ago  Mr.  Parsons  was  instructed 
to  have  the  plans  ready  for  submission  to  the  Legislature  at  the 
present  session,  not  later,  if  possible,  than  the  midle  of  January. 
It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Commission  do  not  concur 
in  the  proposed  joint  resolution.

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was 
referred  on  December  13,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  654,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  establish  a  credit  fund  for  agricultural  banks,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission   with    the    following   recommendation,   viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  is  to  create  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"credit  fund  for  agricultural  banks,"  to  be  loaned  out  in  sums  of 
f*500,000  at  4  per  cent  per  annum  to  any  person  or  corporation 
establishing  an  agricultural  bank  at  any  place  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  appropriating  annually  for  not  more  than  five  years 
the  sum  of  ^500,000  for  such  purpose.  Your  committee  sees  no 
necessity  for  such  legislation,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  already  established  an  agricultural  bank  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  Islands,  and  up  to  the 
present  time  about  one-half  of  this  bank's  capital  has  been  loaned 
out.  Moreover,  by  the  passage  of  this  bill  a  large  amount  of 
Government  funds  would  be  tied  up  in  case  no  person  or  corporation 
decided  to  establish  an  agricultural  bank.  A  bill  similar  to  the 
present  one,  except  that  it  limited  the  establishment  of  agricultural 
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banks  to  Manila,  Cebu,  and  Iloilo,  was  introduced  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  and  was  laid  on  the  table.     (See  Committee 
Report  No.  174,  p.  549,  Commission  Journal  No.  4.)

Every  person  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  Board  shall 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties."

"'(c)  To  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose 
of  property,  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of  the  municipality, 
provided  that  the  express  authorization  of  the  provincial  governor 
shall  be  necessary  to  alienate  or  constitute  any  lien  upon  any  real 
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property  of  the  municipality,  and,  with  the  prior  authorization  of 
the  Governor-General,  to  close  in  whole  or  in  part  any  municipal  road, 
street,  alley,  park,  or  square,  and  to  devote  the  same  to  any  municipal 
purpose,  including  those  mentioned  in  Act  Numbered  Eighteen  hun- 
dred and  one,  or  to  convey  the  same,  with  or  without  money  considera- 
tion, to  the  province  or  to  the  Insular  Government  for  governmental 
purposes:  Provided,  however,  That  no  road,  street,  alley,  park,  or 
square,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  closed  without  paying  due 
indemnity  to  any  person  prejudiced  thereby.'  "

ing salary  or  per  diem  from  the  Government  shall  serve  without 
additional  remuneration:  And  provided  further.  That  when  the  Phil- 
ippine Assembly  is  not  organized,  or  is  without  officers,  the  persons 
who  held  the  office  of  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Works  at  the  close  of  the 
preceding  session,  shall  continue  in  office  as  members  of  the  Irrigation 
Council  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

"The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  investigation  for  and  construction  of  irrigation 
systems  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  as  are  herein  prescribed.

payment  for  reimbursement." 

Section  30,  page  22,  line  22,  strike  out  the  words  "Irrigation 
Council  shall"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Secretary  of  Com- 
merce and  Police  may;"  and  in  lines  23  and  24,  strike  out  the  words

administration  and  operation  of  a  system  may  be  taken  over  prior 
to  the  complete  reimbursement  of  the  construction  expenses  by  the 
persons  interested  organizing  as  a  corporation  under  the  Corporation 
Act  and  furnishing  suitable  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Irriga- 
tion Council"  in  lines  2  to  15,  inclusive. 

Section  33,  strike  out  the  words  "Irrigation  Council"  in  lines  21 
and  29  of  page  24,  and  line  2  on  page  25,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Folice"  in  each  case.

Section  40,  page  26,  line  18,  before  the  word  "use"  insert  the 
word  "the;"  line  22,  strike  out  the  words  "for  the  irrigation  of  any 
land"  and  insert  in  lieu  therof  the  words  "beneficially  or  economically 
for  the  irrigation  of  any  land  to  which  the  right  of  use  of  the  same 
is  appurtenant;"  line  29,  strike  out  the  words  "Irrigation  Council" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Secretary  of  Commerce  and

owner.  The  use  or  taking  of  water  by  such  ditch  owner  after  such 
refusal  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  until  the  completion  of 
such  head  gate  or  measuring  device  and  the  approval  thereof  by  the 
said  Director  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act;"  lines 
26  and  27,  strike  out  the  words  "Irrigation  Council"  and  insert  in 
lieu  therof  the  words  "Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police."  * 

Section  45,  page  30,  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  "In  the 
course  of  the  surveys  and  investigations  of  any  system"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "In  the  performance  of  his  duties  under 
this  Act;"  and  in  lines  9  and  10,  strike  out  the  words  "with  the 
assistance  of  the  president  or  his  representative." 

Section  49,  page  31,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Section  52,  page  31,  line  30,  and  page  32,  lines  1  and  2,  strike 
out  the  words  "nor  of  the  irrigation  svstems  now  existing  on  the 
so-called  friar  lands  or  hereafter  especially  established  for  the  same." 

Section  53,  page  32,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Section  54,  page  32,  line  13,  strike  out  the  word  "incompatible" 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "inconsistent." 

Insert  a  new  section  numbered  53  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  53.  The  short  title  of  this  Act  shall  be  'The  Irrigation 
Act.'  " 

Section  55,  page  32,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  55.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this 
bill,  the  same  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage." 

The  Irrigation  bill  as  originally  drawn  imposed  upon  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  Police  the  duty  of  determining  under  proper  re- 
strictions whether  the  public  interest  requires  the  construction  of  a 
particular  irrigation  project  by  the  Government.  Upon  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  conference  committee  from  the  Assembly,  the  committee 
from  the  Commission  agreed  to  impose  this  duty  upon  an  Irrigation 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police, 
the  Director  of  Public  Works,  the  chairmen  of  two  committees  from 
the  Assembly,  and  an  additional  member  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor-General.  There  can  be  no  objection  to  such  a  council, 
if  properly  constituted,  as  it  could  serve  many  useful  purposes,  and 
share  with  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  the  responsibility 
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involved  in  entering  upon  large  and  expensive  projects.  It  was  con- 
ceded that  the  administrative  duties  involved  in  the  working  out  of 
the  law  must  be  imposed  on  the  head  of  the  Department,  instead  of 
upon  the  committee,  which  like  all  committees,  must  necessarily  be 
poorly  adapted  for  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

The  bill. which  has  now  been  passed  by  the  Assembly,  creates  an 
Irrigation  Council  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police,  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and  three  agriculturists  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Philippine  Assembly,  and  imposes 
upon  this  Council  the  administrative  duties  which  belong  properly 
to  the  head  of  the  Department,  who  is  charged  by  law  with  executive 
control  over  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works,  which  must  construct  all 
irrigation  projects. 

The  provision  is  subject  to  two  radical  defects.  First,  it  seeks 
to  impose  the  executive  duty  of  appointing  three  of  the  members 
upon  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  duty  which  being  purely  ex- 
ecutive, must  necessarily  be  performed  by  the  Governor-General. 
This  principle  is  so  important  that  it  should  not  in  any  case  be 
permitted  to  be  violated.  The  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  presides 
over  a  legislative  body,  and  can  not  without  violating  the  most 
elementary  principles  of  constitutional  law  be  charged  with  the 
executive  duties  which  belong  to  the  Chief  Executive. 

Another  objection  is  found  in  the  various  provisions  which  impose 
the  duty  of  supervision  and  management  upon  the  Irrigation  Council. 
Committees  can  never  properly  perform  administrative  work,  and  the 
injection  into  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Police 
of  a  committee  with  control  over  the  actions  of  one  of  the  Bureaus, 
thus  depriving  the  head  of  the  Department  of  the  control  imposed  by 
law,  is  not  in  the  interests  of  good  government. 

An  Irrigation  Council  may  properly  be  created  for  the  purpose 
of  advising  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  or  even  deter- 
mining the  primary  proposition  whether  the  construction  of  a  partic- 
ular project  shall  be  entered  upon,  but  it  should  not  be  permitted  to 
participate  in  the  administrative  work  of  the  Department,  which 
under  existing  law  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police,  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Governor- General. 

For  some  reason  which  is  not  understood,  the  Assembly  has  at- 
tempted to  repeal  that  part  of  Act  No.  1854  which  makes  a  per- 
manent appropriation  for  irrigation  work.  Should  the  Commis- 
sion agree  to  this,  it  would  *result  in  the  complete  disorganization 
of  the  irrigation  work,  and  leave  the  entire  work  adrift  without 
guide  or  compass.  In  the  nature  of  things  it  would  be  impossible 
for  any  serious  work  to  be  entered  upon  without  the  certainty  which 
comes  from  definite  knowledge  as  to  future  appropriations. 

Other  amendments  which  have  been  recommended  are  as  a  rule 
merely  verbal,  or  necessary  to  make  effective  the  two  general  pro- 
positions to  which  reference  has  been  made. 
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Paragraph  32  has  been  reinstated  as  it  stood  in  the  bill  when 
passed  by  the  Commission  at  the  last  session.

THIRD  READING  OF  BILL. 

Commission  Bill  No.  151.  An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Eighty- 
two,  known  as  the  Municipal  Code,  by  authorizing  municipal  councils 
to  close  municipal  roads,  streets,  alleys,  parks,  or  squares,  for 
governmental    purposes. 

Commission  Bill  No.  151  was  read  the  third  time. 
Commissioner  Elliott  moved  the  following  amendment : 

Section  1,  page  2,  line  1,  strike  out  the  words  "paying  due  indem- 
nity to"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "indemnifying." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "known  as"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "entitled." 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

REPORTS  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 
[Committee  Report  No.  331.] 

Mr.   President:  Your   Committee  on  Matters   Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  De- 
cember 11,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.   700,  entitled  "An  Act  amend- 
ing  section   two   of   Act   Numbered    Seventeen   hundred    and   eight, 
110355 — 20 
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by  providing  that  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  Ambos  Cama- 
rines shall  hold  regular  sessions  in  the  municipality  of  Tigaon, 
of  the  said  province,,,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  law  at  present  provides  that  regular  terms  of  court  shall 
be  held  at  Nueva  Caceres,  in  and  for  the  Province  of  Ambos  Cama- 
rines, commencing  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  January,  July,  and  De- 
cember of  each  year,  and  in  Albay,  in  and  for  the  Province  of 
Albay,  commencing  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February  and  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year. 

The  Assembly  bill,  without  amending  the  law  with  respect  to  the 
time  of  holding  the  regular  terms  of  court  in  the  Eighth  Judicial 
District,  provides  for  holding  a  regular  term  of  court  at  Tigaon 
beginning  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  February  and  September  of 
each  year  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  cases  arising  in  the  municipal- 
ities of  Sangay,  Tigaon,  Goa,  San  Jose,  Lagonoy,  and  Caramoan, 
which  municipalities  compose  what  is  commonly  known  as  the 
"Partido  de  Lagonoy,"  situated  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
province. 

Should  the  Assembly  Bill  be  passed,  the  judge  of  the  Eighth  Ju- 
dicial District  will  be  required  to  hold  regular  terms  of  court  begin- 
ning on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  at  both  Tigaon  and  at  Albay. 
He  would  also  be  required  to  hold  the  regular  term  at  Tigaon 
beginning  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  February  and  the  regular  term 
at  Albay  beginning  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  same  month.  This 
would  oblige  him  to  close  court  at  Tigaon  after  only  a  few  days 
work  there  in  order  to  arrive  at  Albay  in  time  to  open  court  at  that 
place. 

The  Judge  of  the  Eighth  Judicial  District,  to  whom  this  matter 
was  referred,  informs  your  committee  that  it  is  his  policy  to  hold 
a  special  term  of  court  at  least  once  a  year  in  Daet  for  the  purpose 
of  trying  cases  arising  in  the  municipalities  which  compose  the 
former  province  of  Camarines  Norte,  and  also  to  hold  a  special  term 
of  court  in  one  of  the  municipalities  composing  the  "Partido  de 
Lagonoy"  for  the  purpose  of  trying  cases  arising  within  the  said 
"partido."  He  states  that  in  his  opinion  it  would  be  better  to  leave 
the  law  as  it  is. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  can 
authorize  the  holding  of  special  terms  of  court  at  Tigaon  or  at 
some  other  place  within  the  said  "Partido  de  Lagonoy."  Such 
authorization  is  always  made  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  should  be  allowed 
to  remain  as  it  is  at  present,  as  the  needs  of  the  municipalities  dis- 
tant from  Nueva  Caceres  can  be  better  attended  to  than  by  pro- 
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viding  for  two  regular  terms  of  court  for  the  "Partido  de  Lagonoy." 
If  the  proposed  law  is  passed,  much  time  would  be  consumed  in 
travel  from  Nueva  Caceres  to  Tigaon  and  from  Tigaon  to  Albay, 
and  the  judge  would  probably  not  have  time  to  hold  the  special 
term  in  Daet  for  Camarines  Norte.

shall  be  counted  as  a  part  thereof." 

Insert  a  new  section  9  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  9.  In  addition  to  the  court  vacation  or  absence  allowed  in 
lieu  thereof,  no  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  enjoy  more  than 
three  months'  leave  of  absence  with  pay  every  three  years,  and  no 
single  period  of  absence  with  pay  shall  exceed  six  months."

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  to  amend  the  title  by 
striking  out  the  word  "treasurer"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "secretary-treasurer." 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  Commission  Bill  No.  152  be  enrolled  and 
printed  as  an  Act,  the  enactment  of  same  being  within  the 
exclusive  general  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission 
over  all  that  part  of  the  Philippine  Islands  inhabited  by 
Moros  or  other  non-Christian  tribes.

READING  OF  JOURNAL. 

The  Journal  of  Saturday,  January  6,  1912,  was  read  and 
approved. 

SPECIAL  ORDER,  IRRIGATION   BILL. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  611,  entitled  "The  Irrigation  Law," 
being  a  special  order  for  this  date  was  read  the  second  time 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  together  with 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police  thereon. 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  pass  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  Subject  to  existing  rights,  the  public  waters  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  may  be  appropriated  for  beneficial  use,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  Act. 

"Sec.  2.  The  power  to  grant  appropriations  of  public  waters  under 
this  Act  is  hereby  specifically  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police. 
314 
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"The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  investigations  for  and  construction  of  irrigation  systems 
by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  are  herein  prescribed. 

"The  Chief  Irrigation  Engineer  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  stated  in  his  appointment,  be  charged  with  those  of 
the  general  superintendent  of  irrigation  as  provided  in  Act  Numbered 
Eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

"Sec.  3.  Priority  of  appropriation  shall  give  the  better  right  as 
between  two  or  more  persons  using  the  public  waters.  In  determining 
the  priority,  the  nonuser  of  the  water  for  a  period  of  five  years 
shall  extinguish  any  claim  of  priority  unless  such  nonuser  shall 
have  been  caused  by  force  majeure.  When  the  waters  of  any  source 
of  supply  are  not  sufficient  for  the  service  of  all  those  desiring  the 
use  of  the  same,  and  when  priority  of  appropriation  can  not  be 
established  the  order  of  preference  shall  be  as  follows: 

"(a)    Domestic  purposes. 

"(b)  Agricultural  purposes  or  power  development  for  agricultural 
purposes. 

"(c)   Industrial  purposes. 

"(d)   Ponds  for  fisheries. 

"(e)    Mining  purposes  or  milling  connected  with  mining  purposes. 

"Sec.  4.  Any  controversy  between  the  persons  claiming  right 
to  use  of  water  of  any  public  stream  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  Commerce  and  Police  through  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  and  his  decision  thereon  shall  be  final  unless  appeal  therefrom 
be  taken  to  the  proper  court  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of 
the  notification  of  the  parties  of  said  decision.  In  case  of  such  appeal 
the  court  having  jurisdiction  shall  try  the  controversy  de  novo. 

"Sec.  5.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  as  soon  as  practicable 
prepare  for  such  stream  or  streams  in  the  Philippine  Islands  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  a  list  of  the 
appropriations  of  water  according  to  priority,  and  in  order  to  make 
such  list  he  shall  cause  a  public  notice  to  all  claimants  of  water 
rights  upon  such  streams  to  be  posted  at  the  usual  places  for  posting 
public  notices  in  each  municipality  affected  and  at  such  other  places 
as  he  may  deem  advisable  and  to  be  published  by  bandillos  for  three 
consecutive  days.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  in- 
formation that  it  is  desired  to  obtain  from  the  claimants,  the  date 
before  which  all  claims  must  be  received,  which  date  shall  be  at  least 
six  months  after  publication  of  such  notice,  the  conditions  under 
which  such  claims  must  be  presented,  and  any  further  facts  that  may 
be  deemed  necessary.  The  said  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  send 
by  registered  mail  to  each  person  known  to  have  a  claim  to  the  waters 
of  such  streams  a  blank  form,  on  which  said  claimant  shall  set 
forth  in  writing  all  the  particulars,  showing  the  amounts  and  dates 
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of  appropriations  to  the  use  of  water  of  said  stream  to  which  he 
lays  claim,  the  said  statement  to  include  the  following  data,  if  possible: 

"(a)   The  name  and  address  of  the  claimant. 

"(b)  The  nature  of  the  use  or  title  on  which  the  claim  for  an 
appropriation  is  based. 

"(c)   The  date  of  the  commencement  of  such  use. 

"Also  if  used  for  irrigation,  the  following : 

"(d)    The  date  of  beginning  of  survey. 

"(e)   The  date  of  beginning  of  construction. 

"(/)   The  date  when  completed. 

"(g)   The  date  of  beginning  and  completion  of  enlargements. 

"(h)  The  dimensions  of  the  ditch  as  originally  constructed  and 
as  enlarged. 

"(i)  The  amount  of  land  irrigated  in  the  first  year. 

"(/)  The  amount  in  subsequent  years,  with  the  date  of  irrigation 
and  the  amount  of  land  such  ditch  is  capable  of  irrigating. 

"(k)   The  character  of  the  soil  and  the  kind  of  crops  cultivated. 

"Also: 

"(I)  Such  other  facts  as  will  show  compliance  with  the  law  in 
acquiring  the  appropriation,  and  the  rank  of  the  priority  claimed. 

"Each  of  said  claimants  shall  be  required  to  certify  to  his  state- 
ments under  oath:  Provided,  however.  That  there  shall  be  no  charge 
for  such  oaths  when  administered  by  an  officer  of  the  Insular, 
provincial,  or  municipal  government. 

"Sec.  6.  The  blank  form  required  by  section  five  to  be  forwarded 
to  each  known  claimant  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  notice  that  the 
sworn  statement  therein  called  for  must  be  presented  within  thirty 
days  from  the  receipt  of  said  notice.  The  failure  of  any  claimant 
to  make  such  sworn  statement  within  the  time  fixed  in  the  notice 
shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  work  a 
forfeiture  of  the  claim:  Provided,  however,  That  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police  may,  for  sufficient  cause  in  his  discretion, 
extend  the  time  limit  within  which  the  statement  may  be  filed  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

"Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  to  make  an  examination  of  such  stream  and  the 
works  diverting  therefrom,  said  examination  to  include  the  measure- 
ments of  the  discharge  of  said  stream,  and  of  the  carrying  capacity 
of  the  various  ditches  and  canals  diverting  water  therefrom,  an 
examination  of  the  irrigated  lands,  and  an  approximate  measurement 
of  the  lands  irrigated  and  susceptible  of  irrigation  from  the  various 
ditches  and  canals,  which  said  observations  and  measurements  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  made  a  matter  of  official  record  in  his 
office;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to 
make  a  map  or  plat  showing,  with  substantial  accuracy,  the  course 
of  said  stream,  the  location  of  each  dam,  ditch,  or  canal  diverting 
water  therefrom,  and  the  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  lands  which 
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have  been  irrigated  or  which  are  susceptible  of  irrigation  from  the 
works  already  constructed. 

"Sec,  8.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  or  any  official  by  him 
thereunto  specifically  authorized,  in  the  investigations  made  to  de- 
termine the  priority  of  appropriation,  may  examine  witnesses  under 
oath,  and  for  this  purpose  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths 
to  witnesses  and  take  affidavits,  and  shall  not  be  obliged  to  follow 
strictly  the  ordinary  rules  of  evidence,  but  shall  proceed  to  hear 
them  fully  and  equitably  in  an  informal  manner. 

"Sec.  9.  Upon  approval  of  the  list  of  priorities  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police  shall  publish  the  said  approved  list  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  five.  This  notice  shall  show  for  each 
appropriation : 

"(a)   The  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  appropriator. 

"(b)   The   priority  number  of   such   appropriation. 

"(c)   The   amount   of   prior   appropriations. 

"(d)   The  amount  of  water  to  which  the  appropriator  is  entitled. 

"(e)  And  if  such  appropriations  be  for  irrigation,  a  description  of 
the  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  the  lands  to  which  said  water  is 
to  be  diverted. 

"It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
to  issue  to  each  appropriator  represented  in  such  list  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  setting  forth  the 
information  shown  in  items  (a),  (6),  (c),  (d),  and  (e)  of  this 
section  relating  to  his  appropriation. 

"Such  certificate  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  by  registered  mail,  to  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  province 
in  which  such  appropriation  shall  have  been  made,  and  on  the  same 
date  a  notice  of  such  transmittal  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  to  the  appropriator  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
register  of  deeds,  upon  receipt  of  the  recording  fee,  which  fee  shall 
be  three  pesos  and  be  paid  by  the  appropriator,  to  record  the  same 
in  a  book  specially  prepared  and  kept  for  that  purpose  and  there- 
upon immediately  transmit  the  same  to  the  appropriator.  If  the 
water  is  to  be  wholly  or  partially  used  in  another  province  than  that 
in  which  the  point  of  diversion  is  located,  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  shall  instruct  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  latter  to  transmit 
in  the  same  manner,  after  the  proper  procedure,  the  certified  copy 
to  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  province  where  the  water  is  to  be  used 
and  this  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  and  charged  with  the 
duties  above  mentioned: 

"Provided,  however,  That  if  such  recording  fee  shall  not  be  paid 
within  one  year  after  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  Director  of 
Public  Works,  the  claimant  shall  lose  all  right  to  the  priority  of 
appropriation  as  established  in  this  section. 

"Sec.  10.  If  any  person  shall  desire  to  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  as  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
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Commerce  and  Police,  such  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Court  of  First 
Instance  of  the  province  in  which  his  property  is  situated  to  have 
his  right  determined.  Such  action  must  be  brought  within  ninety 
days  after  the  recording  of  the  approved  list  of  priorities  and  shall 
be  tried  de  novo  and  as  speedily  as  possible. 

"Provided,  however,  That  the  final  decision  of  the  courts  in  these 
cases  shall  be  recorded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  hereof. 

"Sec.  11.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  apportion  the  waters 
of  any  stream  of  the  public  domain  to  the  appropriators  thereof 
according  to  their  respective  rights,  and  shall  give  notice  of  such 
apportionment  to  all  the  persons  interested,  by  registered  mail,  ac- 
cording to  the  list  of  priorities  approved  and  finally  recorded,  or,  as 
the  case  may  be,  as  corrected  by  the  judgment  of  some  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter. 

"Sec.  12.  Upon  the  final  approval  of  the  list  of  appropriations, 
according  to  priority,  provided  for  in  the  preceding  sections,  there 
may  be  formed,  at  the  desire  of  the  majority  of  all  the  appropriators 
in  any  system  in  which  three  or  more  persons  are  interested  an 
irrigators'  association,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  operating 
the  said  system.  The  presidente  or  presidentes  of  the  municipality 
or  municipalities  in  which  the  land  under  a  given  system  is  located 
shall,  at  the  request  of  three  or  more  of  the  appropriators  in  such 
system,  call  a  meeting  of  all  the  acknowledged  appropriators  in  said 
system,  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  the  said  association. 

"Such  association  when  duly  organized  shall  have  the  following 
powers : 

"(a)  To  appoint  a  caretaker,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
preservation  and  administration  of  the  general  system,  the  equitable 
apportionment  of  the  waters  cf  the  stream  according  to  the  recorded 
list  of  appropriations,  and  the  adjustment  of  controversies  between 
the  irrigators,  in  accordance  with  the  said  list,  from  whose  decision 
appeal  may  lie  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  within 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  regulations,  and  who 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  imposed,  and  have  the  powers  conferred 
upon  him  by  said  regulations.  His  decision  thereon  shall  be  final 
unless  an  appeal  be  taken  to  the  proper  court  within  ninety  days 
after  the  date  of  the  notification  of  the  parties  of  said  decision.  In 
case  of  such  appeal  the  court  having  jurisdiction  shall  try  the  con- 
troversy de  novo. 

"(b)  To  issue  the  regulations  necessary  for  the  proper  preserva- 
tion and  administration  of  the  general  system  and  for  the  adequate 
operation  of  the  association,  which  regulations  shall  be  previously 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  to  whom  they 
shall  be  submitted  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works  for  this 
purpose  as  soon  as  possible. 

"(c)    To  compel  the  members  of  the  association  to  contribute  in 
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proportion  to  the  benefits  derived,  to  the  cost  of  preservation,  im- 
provement, and  operation  of  the  general  system,  the  association 
being  authorized  to  exercise  this  power  in  the  manner  established 
in  the  regulations. 

"(d)  To  elect  annually,  on  the  date  fixed  by  the  regulations,  a 
president,  who  shall  represent  the  interests  of  the  association  and 
carry  into  execution  the  resolutions  of  the  same. 

"The  said  president  shall  be  the  ex  officio  treasurer  of  the  associa- 
tion and  shall  collect  from  each  member  the  assessment  or  assessments 
previously  fixed  for  the  preservation,  improvement,  and  operation  of 
the  system,  and  prior  to  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
he  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  fixed  by  the  regulations;  and 

"(e)  To  incorporate  in  accordance  with  Act  Numbered  Fourtean 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  entitled  'The  Corporation  Act/  and  its  amend- 
ments. 

"The  caretaker  shall  receive  the  emoluments  fixed  by  the  regula- 
tions, and  the  president  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation, 
unless  expressly  provided  for  by  the  regulations. 

"Sec.  13.  In  the  event  of  the  appropriators  not  organizing  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  section,  the 
system  shall  be  temporarily  administered  under  this  Act  as  follows: 

"(a)  By  the  municipal  council,  when  the  system  affects  one  mu- 
nicipality alone; 

"(6)  By  the  provincial  board,  when  it  affects  two  or  more  mu- 
nicipalities of  a  province; 

"(c)  By  the  Director  of  Public  Works  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  when  it  affects  two  or  more 
provinces. 

"The  regulations  issued  for  the  administration,  use  and  distri- 
bution of  waters  shall  be  previously  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police,  and  in  the  preparation  of  these  regulations 
all  the  persons  interested  shall  be  given  a  hearing. 

"The  caretaker  appointed  shall  in  all  cases  be  the  person  des- 
ignated or  recommended  by  the  majority  of  the  persons  interested, 
who  shall  at  the  same  time  fix  the  salary  to  be  received  by  him. 

"The  cost  of  this  service  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  crops,  in  the 
first  place,  and  in  the  second  place  upon  the  land  of  the  water 
users  and  ditch  owners,  in  accordance  with  the  distribution  thereof, 
as  shown  by  the  accounts  of  the  municipal  council,  the  provincial 
board,  or  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  which  distribution  shall  be 
based  upon  the  quantity  of  water  consumed  by  each  appropriator  or 
ditch  owner,  in  proportion  to  the  total  quantity  delivered  to  all: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  funds  necessary  to  defray  the  adminis- 
tration expenses  prior  to  the  expiration  of  each  agricultural  year 
(the  period  intervening  between  the  beginning  of  planting  and  the 
completion  of  the  harvesting  of  the  crops),  in  accordance  with  the 
appropriation,  shall  be  advanced  by  the  municipality  or  the  province 
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out  of  their  funds,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  out 
of  the  irrigation  fund,  and  shall  be  reimbursed  at  the  end  of  each 
year  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum:  And  provided 
further,  That  in  the  event  of  the  municipalities  or  provincial  boards 
being  without  funds  to  cover  these  expenses,  the  administration  of 
such  systems  shall  be  given  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  for  such 
time  as  the  funds  advanced  to  meet  such  expenses  are  paid  out  of 
money  alloted  for  such  purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police. 

"The  municipal  and  provincial  treasurers,  shall  in  the  performance 
of  their  official  duties,  collect  the  charges  for  administration  expenses 
for  each  period  upon  the  completion  of  each  harvest,  acting  in  this 
respect  as  representatives  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.  Such 
lien  shall  have  preference  over  all  other  liens  except  that  for  taxes 
on  the  land  and  any  mortgage  lien  in  favor  of  the  Philippine  Agri- 
cultural Bank,  and  such  preferred  lien  shall  not  be  removed  until 
all  charges  are  paid  or  the  property  is  sold  for  payment  thereof. 
Within  one  year  after  default  of  payment  on  an  installment  payable 
on  any  parcel  of  land,  the  municipal  president,  the  provincial 
governor  or  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of 
the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  district  in  which  the  land  is 
situated,  a  list  of  all  lands  upon  which  default  has  been  made.  The 
clerk  of  the  court  shall  thereupon  publish  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  publication  of  the  summons  in  a  civil  action,  a  list  of  the  lands 
so  filed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  accompanied  by  a  notice 
requiring  the  owners  to  file  an  answer  thereto  within  thirty  days 
after  the  completion  of  the  publication. 

"Upon  the  filing  of  an  answer  by  the  person  interested,  the  action 
in  respect  to  such  person  shall  proceed  to  judgment,  as  provided  for 
other  actions  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Upon  termination 
of  such  thirty  days,  judgment  shall  be  entered  against  such  persons 
as  have  not  answered,  and  their  lands,  or  the  portion  thereof  deemed 
necessary,  shall  be  sold,  after  ten  days'  public  notice,  at  public  auction 
by  the  sheriff  to  satisfy  such  preferred  lien. 

"Any  excess  over  the  amount  of  said  lien  and  the  cost  of  such 
procedure  shall  be  returned  to  the  interested  person,  who  shall  have 
one  year  thereafter  to  redeem  his  land  by  payment  of  the  amount 
of  the  judgment,  and  costs  with  interest  at  six  per  centum:  Provided, 
however,  That  in  the  event  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  being  so 
exceptionally  high  in  any  year  as  to  exceed  fifty  per  centum  of  the 
net  profits,  such  exceptional  cost  shall  be  distributed  in  an  equitable 
manner,  over  two  or  more,  but  not  more  than  five  years :  And  provided 
further,  That  in  the  cases  in  which  a  crop  is  unharvested  at  the  time 
of  the  execution  of  the  lien,  the  execution  shall  be  levied  first  on 
said  crop.  In  the  preparation  of  the  regulations  mentioned  in  this 
and  the  next  preceding  section,  that  customs  and  usages  of  each 
locality  shall  be  taken  into  consideration,  and  in  these  regulations 
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one  day  of  the  year  shall  be  fixed  for  a  meeting  of  all  the  persons 
interested  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  an  estimate  of  expenditures 
for  the  next  succeeding  year. 

"Sec.  14.  Any  person  hereafter  desiring  to  appropriate  any  public 
water  shall  previously  make  an  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

"This  application  shall  set  forth: 

"(a)    The  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  applicant. 

"(b)  The  source  from  which  said  appropriation  shall  be  made. 

"(c)    The  place  or  site  of  diversion. 

"(d)    The  approximate  amount  of  water  to  be  diverted. 

"(e)  A  description  of  the  proposed  works  for  the  use  of  the 
water. 

"(/)  The  date  on  which  the  work  is  to  be  begun  and  to  be 
completed. 

"(g)    The  purpose  or  object  of  the  appropriation. 

"(h)  If  for  irrigation,  a  description  of  the  land  to  be  irrigated 
and  the  area  thereof,  and  any  additional  facts  required  by  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police. 

"On  receipt  of  this  application,  which  shall  be  on  a  form  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  and  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  without  cost  to  the  applicant,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  make  a  record 
thereof  in  his  office,  and  to  carefully  examine  the  same  to  ascertain 
whether  it  sets  forth  all  facts  necessary  to  determine  the  nature  and 
the  amount  of  the  proposed  appropriation. 

"If  the  application  be  defective  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  to  point  out  the  defects  noted  and  return 
it  to  the  applicant  for  correction,  and  sixty  days  after  receipt 
thereof  by  said  applicant  shall  be  allowed  for  the  refiling  thereof. 
If  refiled,  corrected  in  proper  form,  within  such  time  the  application 
shall  take  priority  as  of  the  date  of  original  filing,  subject  to  com- 
pliance with  the  further  provisions  of  the  law  and  the  regulations 
thereunder:  Provided,  That  prior  to  the  approval  of  the  application 
the  applicant  shall  not  be  authorized  to  perform  any  work  for  the 
use  of  the  waters. 

"Sec.  15.  When  the  original  or  corrected  application  is  filed  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  shall,  within  thirty  days,  cause  to  be  published  in  English, 
and  when  advisable  in  Spanish  and  the  local  dialect,  once  a  week 
for  four  consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  designated  for  the 
publication  of  official  notices,  a  notice  showing: 

"(a)  The  name  of  the  applicant. 

"(6)   Date  of  filing  of  application. 

"(c)  The  information  required  in  section  fourteen  hereof  under 
(*),  (c),  (d),   <e),   (/),  and   (g). 

Such  notice  shall  also  be  posted  in  English,  Spanish,  and  the  local 
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dialect,  for  the  space  of  four  weeks  provided  in  the  next  preceding 
paragraph,  at  the  usual  place  for  posting  public  notices  in  the 
municipalities  affected  by  the  appropriation,  and  shall  besides  be 
published  once  a  week  by  bandillos  and  public  criers  in  the  local 
dialect. 

Provided,  That  any  person  interested  may  object  to  the  appro- 
priation within  the  time  limit  stated  in  the  notice  and  fixed  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  days 
nor  more  than  sixty  days,  beginning  with  the  last  day  of  the 
publication  in  the  newspaper  of  the  said  notice,  filing  with  the  said 
Director  of  Public  Works  a  written  protest  stating  reasons  for  the 
objection.  Upon  termination  of  the  period  set  for  the  filing  of 
protests,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  make  the  necessary  in- 
vestigations regarding  the  appropriation,  and  any  objections  that  may 
have  been  filed,  taking  testimony  if  necessary,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  eight  hereof,  and  shall  make  report  upon  the 
case  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  who  shall  take  action 
thereon,  after  reviewing  the  evidence  in  support  of  and  against  the 
appropriation.  The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  four  of  this  Act. 

"Provided,  however,  That  failure  or  omission  to  file  such  protest 
shall  not  work  to  the  detriment  of  prior  rights  to  the  appropriation 
or  use  of  water. 

"Sec.  16.  If  there  is  no  unappropriated  water  in  the  source  of 
supply,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  through  the  Director 
of  Public  Works,  shall  deny  the  application  in  writing,  a  record 
thereof  being  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and 
shall  return  the  application  so  denied  to  the  applicant,  who  shall  not 
prosecute  any  work  under  his  application.  If  the  applicant  shall 
perform  any  work  under  his  application  he  shall  be  guilty  of  and 
punished  for  a  misdemeanor. 

"If  the  source  of  supply  is  a  navigable  stream,  the  application 
must  be  referred  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  the  Director  of 
Navigation,  who  shall  return  the  application  with  his  recommendation 
thereon. 

"If  there  is  unappropriated  water  in  the  source  of  supply  named 
as  certified  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  appropriation 
is  not  detrimental  to  the  public,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police  shall  approve  the  application  and  set  a  date  prior  to  which 
work  of  diversion  and  appropriation  must  be  begun  and  a  date  prior 
to  which  such  work*  must  be  completed,  indorse  such  approval  upon 
the  application,  a  record  of  such  approval  and  indorsement  being 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and  shall  return 
the  application  so  indorsed  to  the  applicant,  who  shall,  on  receipt 
thereof,  be  authorized  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
tc  perfect  such  appropriations:  Provided,  however,  That  in  case  there 
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is  an  insufficient  supply  for  the  total  amount  of  water  applied  for, 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  may  approve  an  application  for  a  less 
amount  of  water. 

"Sec.  17.  After  the  approval  of  an  application  the  applicant  shall 
submit  in  duplicate  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  for  approval, 
the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  works  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
water  granted  by  the  said  approval.  No  work  shall  be  begun  until 
the  plans  for  the  same  have  been  approved,  and  no  work  shall  be  done 
at  any  time  except  in  accordance  with  the  said  plans.  The  Director 
of  Public  Works  shall  have  authority  to  examine  and  inspect  such 
works  during  construction  and  order  any  changes  or  alterations 
which  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  work,  or  the 
safeguarding  of  life,  property,  or  the  public  interest.  No  water 
shall  be  turned  into  such  works  until  the  approval  of  the  same  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  has  been  secured,  and  any  failure  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  laid  down  in  this  section  shall  be 
punishable  as  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act:  Provided,  however. 
That  applicants  for  small  appropriations  to  irrigate  land  not  in 
excess  of  sixteen  hectares  shall  not  be  required  to  submit  plans  and 
specifications  other  than  those  required  in  the  application. 

"Sec.  18.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  completed  work  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Works,  there  shall  be  issued  to  the  applicant  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  setting  forth  the 
name  of  the  applicant,  the  date,  source,  purpose,  and  amount  of  the 
appropriation,  and  if  for  irrigation,  a  description  of  the  land  to  be 
irrigated,  which  certificate  shall  within  one  year  after  its  issuance 
be  recorded  in  the  province  in  which  the  point  of  diversion  of  the 
appropriation  is,  as  well  as  in  the  province  or  provinces  where  the 
water  is  used,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  section  nine  for 
the  registration  of  certificates  of  appropriation.  The  priority  of  such 
new  appropriation  shall  date  from  the  filing  of  the  application  in  the 
office  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

"Sec.  19.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  authority  to 
inspect  all  works  for  the  diversion,  carriage,  storage,  apportioning, 
or  measurement  of  waters,  or  any  works  pertaining  to  the  use  of 
waters  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  to  make  and  enforce,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  such  regula- 
tions relating  thereto  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conserva- 
tion and  protection  of  the  public  interest. 

"Sec.  20.  If  any  appropriation  applied  for  in  accordance  with 
section  fourteen  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  developing  power,  the 
application  shall  state  in  addition  to  the  information  required  by 
said  section,  the  following: 

"(a)    The  point  of  restoration. 

"(6)   The  amount  of  power  it  is  proposed  to  develop. 

"(c)  The  probable  amount  of  power  available  at  mean  low  water 
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in  the  stream  from  which  the  water  is  to  be  taken  between  the 
points  of  diversion  and  restoration. 

"Appropriations  for  power  purposes  shall  be  divided  into  two 
classes,  which  shall  be  known  as  'small  developments'  and  'large 
developments/  according  to  whether  such  developments  be  of  less 
than  one  hundred  horsepower,  or  of  one  hundred  horsepower  or  over. 

"Sec.  21.  The  applicant  for  an  appropriation  for  a  small  develop- 
ment shall  have  one  year  from  the  date  of  approval  of  such  applica- 
tion by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  in  which  to  complete 
surveys  and  designs  and  to  begin  actual  construction,  and  the  con- 
struction of  such  projects  must  be  completed  within  three  years  from 
the  date  of  such  approval.  The  applicant  for  an  appropriation  for 
a  large  development  shall  have  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  such  application  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police  in  which  to  complete  surveys  and  designs  and  to  begin  actual 
construction,  and  the  construction  of  such  projects  must  be  completed 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  approval:  Provided,  however, 
That  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  may,  for  good  cause 
shown,  extend  the  time  for  the  completion  of  any  project  or  portions 
thereof  for  such  period  as  he  may  deem  just  and  equitable. 

"The  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
render  the  appropriation  null  and  void,  unless  such  failure  shall  be 
due  to  fortuitous  cause  or  force  majeure,  in  which  case  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  Police  may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  the  time  for 
completion  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

"Sec.  22.  The  appropriator  of  water  for  power  purposes  for  a 
small  development  shall  pay  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  an  annual  rental  of  twenty-five  centavos  per  horsepower  for 
the  first  ten  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January  after  the 
plant  is  ready  for  operation.  After  this  first  period,  the  rental  shall 
become  one  peso  per  horsepower  per  year. 

"The  appropriator  of  water  for  power  purposes  for  a  large  devel- 
opment shall  pay  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  an 
annual  rental  of  fifty  centavos  per  horsepower  for  the  first  ten  years, 
beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January  after  the  plant  is  ready  for 
operation.  At  the  end  of  the  first  ten  years  and  of  each  ten-year 
period  thereafter  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  shall  deter- 
mine the  rate  of  rental  which  shall  be  charged  for  the  succeeding 
ten  years:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  the  rental  rate  be  less 
than  one  peso  nor  more  than  two  pesos  per  horsepower  per  year. 

"The  amount  of  water  upon  which  rental  shall  be  charged  shall 
be  determined  as  follows:  The  normal  rated  water  capacity  of  the 
water  wheels  installed  expressed  in  second-liters  shall  be  multiplied 
by  the  difference  in  level  of  water  surface  in  forebay  and  tailrace 
expressed  in  meters,  and  the  product  divided  by  one  hundred,  the 
quotient  representing  the  developed  horsepower  on  the  basis  of  an 
efficiency  of  seventy-six  per  centum  for  the  plant. 
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"Sec.  23.  The  rental  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  and  shall  be 
collected  by  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  as  a  general  tax.  If 
at  any  time  payment  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  have 
become  due,  said  payment  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  right  of  use 
of  water  and  all  the  works,  lands,  buildings,  and  machinery  which 
constitute  the  property  appurtenant  thereto,  which  lien  shall  be 
enforced  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  thirteen  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  24.  If  it  be  found  possible  to  generate  power  in  connection 
with  any  irrigation  canal  or  system,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police  may  authorize  the  construction  and  operation  of  power  plants 
thereon  by  the  Government,  or  by  any  person,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  he  may  prescribe. 

"Sec.  25.  Upon  determination  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police  that  the  Government  construction  of  any  irrigation  project  is 
advisable,  he  shall,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  fifteen  hereof, 
give  public  notice  of: 

"(a)    The  land  irrigable  under  such  project. 

"(6)  The  approximate  annual  charge  per  hectare  on  said  land  to 
cover  the  cost  of  construction. 

"(c)  The  number  of  annual  installments,  which  in  no  case  shall 
be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty,  in  which  said  construction 
charge  shall  be  paid. 

"(d)  The  estimated  approximate  annual  cost  of  maintenance  and 
operation. 

"(e)  A  statement  that  protests  against  the  construction  of  the 
project  may  be  filed  with  the  Governor-General  within  ninety  days 
after  completion  of  publication. 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  a  map  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  municipal  secretary  of  each  municipality 
interested,  showing  the  land  to  be  affected  by  the  irrigation  project, 
which  map  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 

"The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  shall  publish  or  cause 
to  be  published  in  English  and,  when  advisable,  in  Spanish  and  the 
local  dialect,  in  the  newspapers  designated  for  the  publication  of 
official  notices,  the  notice  provided  for  in  this  section,  which  notice 
shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive  weeks.  Such 
notice  in  English,  Spanish,  and  the  local  dialect  shall  also  be  posted 
at  the  usual  places  for  posting  public  notices  in  each  municipality 
and  place  affected  by  said  project,  and  shall  besides  be  published  four 
times  during  said  period  by  means  of  bandillos  and  public  criers  in 
the  local  dialect. 

"Sec.  26.  The  owner  of  any  land  included  as  "irrigable"  in  the 
public  notice  referred  to  in  section  twenty-five  hereof  shall  be  allowed 
ninety  days  after  the  date  indicated  in  the  notice  of  the  said  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  and  Police  in  which  to  file  with  the  Governor- 
General,  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Secretary  of  Com- 
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merce  and  Police,  objections  to  the  construction  of  such  project,  to 
the  inclusion  of  his  land,  to  the  estimated  approximate  charge  or 
charges,  or  to  the  number  of  annual  installments.  The  Governor- 
General  shall  thereupon  refer  such  objections  to  the  provincial 
board  of  the  province  or  provinces  in  which  such  land  is  situated 
for  report  and  recommendation  after  hearing  the  persons  interested. 
The  Governor-General  shall,  with  the  said  report  and  recommendation 
in  view,  decide  whether  or  not  the  project  shall  be  constructed,  and 
what  changes,  if  any,  shall  be  made  in  the  conditions  as  stated  in  the 
public  notice.  The  decision  of  the  Governor-General  shall  be  final: 
Provided,  however.  That  no  project  shall  be  constructed  if  the  owners 
of  one-half  of  the  irrigable  land  or  three-fourths  of  the  owners  of  the 
irrigable  land  under  such  project  object  to  its  construction  within 
the  ninety-day  period  specified  above. 

"Sec.  27.  When  no  appeal  is  taken  to  the  Governor- General  as 
herein  authorized,  or  upon  appeal  the  Governor-General  has  decided 
that  the  project  shall  be  constructed,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police  shall  thereupon  authorize  the  construction  of  the  project 
in  accordance  with  the  procedure  provided  by  section  six  of  Act 
Numbered  Five  hundred  and  eighty-four  for  the  construction  of 
public  works. 

"Sec.  28.  If  the  persons  interested  in  the  construction  of  an 
irrigation  system  in  any  district  shall  determine  to  effect  such 
construction  themselves,  they  may  apply  for  aid  from  Government 
funds,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  conditions  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  in  order  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  Government  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act:  Provided,  however,  That  the  amount  of  Government 
funds  granted  for  such  purpose  shall  in  no  case  exceed  forty  per 
centum  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  project,  nor  shall  the  total  amount 
granted  for  any  one  project  exceed  fifty  thousand  pesos. 

"Inferior  land  not  included  within  the  designated  zone  of  irrigable 
lands  of  an  irrigation  system  shall  be  entitled  to  be  benefited  by 
the  additional  supply  of  water  or  overflow  of  said  system,  under  the 
obligation  to  pay  a  proportional  share  of  the  administration  charges, 
provided  that  the  other  rights  of  the  system  are  not  injured  thereby, 
and  the  necessary  concessions  may  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

"Sec.  29.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  any  project, 
or  sufficient  part  thereof,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  shall 
issue  a  second  public  notice,  which  shall  be  posted  and  published  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  section  fifteen  hereof.  This  notice  shall 
announce : 

"(a)   The  land  irrigable  under  such  project,  or  part  thereof. 

"(6)  The  annual  charge  which  shall  be  made  per  hectare  to  cover 
costs  of  construction  with  interest:  Provided,  however,  That  such 
charge  shall  be  uniform  for  each  year  and  calculated  on  the  basis 
that  it  will  repay  all  costs  of  construction  with  interest  at  four  per 
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centum  per  annum  on  the  sum  invested  in  a  period  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty  years. 

"(c)   The  conditions  of  payment  thereof. 

"(d)  The  time  at  which  such  payments  shall  be  made. 

"(e)  The  date  on  which  the  official  test  of  the  system  is  to  be 
made  in  the  presence  of  the  persons  interested. 

"The  construction  charge  which  shall  be  included  shall  be  such 
as  will  repay  the  actual  cost  of  construction  of  the  project  with 
interest  at  four  per  centum. 

"Any  installment  payable  remaining  unpaid  on  a  parcel  of  land 
at  the  date  specified  in  item  (d)  above,  shall  become  a  lien  against 
such  land.  Such  lien  shall  have  preference  and  be  collectible  as 
prescribed  in  section  thirteen  hereof. 

"Sec.  30.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  shortage  of  water  or  other  for- 
tuitous event,  a  failure  of  crops  shall  occur  on  lands  included  in  any 
irrigation  system  or  any  portion  of  such  system,  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police  may  extend  the  time  for  the  payment  of  the 
annual    installment    for    construction. 

"Sec.  31.  If  at  any  time  any  irrigation  works  or  portion  thereof 
constructed  by  the  Insular  Government  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  earthquake,  fire,  lightning, 
flood,  tornado,  typhoon,  hurricane,  war,  or  by  other  fortuitous  event 
or  force  majeure,  the  same  shall  be,  upon  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  repaired  or  reconstructed  from  the  insurance  fund  hereafter 
provided  for  in  this  section,  and  the  cost  of  such  reconstruction 
shall  not  be  charged  against  the  appropriators. 

"There  is  hereby  authorized  and  created  an  irrigation  insurance 
fund  which  shall  be  established  and  maintained  as  follows:  The 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  shall  each  year  instruct  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  to  add  to  the  amount  collectible  from  each 
owner  of  land  irrigated  by  any  such  irrigation  system  operated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  the  Philippine  Islands  an  addi- 
tional amount  not  to  exceed  two  per  centum  of  the  annual  payment 
for  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  due  from  the  said  land- 
owner, which  amount  shall  be  added  to  and  collected  as  a  portion  of 
the  regular  annual  payment,  and  shall  be  covered  into  the  Insular 
Treasury  and  set  aside  as  a  special  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  'irri- 
gation insurance  fund*/  which  fund  may  be  invested  and  reinvested 
by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  first,  in 
financial  transactions  with  relation  to  irrigation  proceedings,  and, 
second,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  other 
trust  funds  handled  by  the  Insular  Government  may  be  invested;  and 
the  said  fund,  together  with  the  accumulated  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  expended  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  this 
section  and  for  no  other  purpose:  Provided,  however,  That  whenever 
said  irrigation  fund  shall  exceed  two  hundred  thousand  pesos  there 
shall  be  no  further  collections  until  said  fund  shall  have  been  reduced 
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by  expenditure  as  authorized  herein  to  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  pesos. 

"Sec.  32.  The  irrigation  works  constructed  by  the  Government 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Government  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  landowners. 

"Sec  33.  In  the  case  provided  in  section  thirty-two,  in  which  the 
administration  of  an  irrigation  system  constructed  by  the  Government 
shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Government,  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  shall  administer  the  system  for  the  benefit  of  the  landowners 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police.  The  expense  of  operation  and 
administration  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  land  of  the  water  users  and 
shall  be  determined  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
thirteen  hereof.  Any  complaints,  arising  among  the  consumers  of 
water  derived  from  a  system,  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  from  whose 
decision  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  notification  of  the  decision  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works:  Provided,  however,  That  the  decision  of 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  shall  be  appealable  to  the 
Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  district  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  four  of  this  Act.  In  case  of  such  appeal 
the  court  shall  try  the  controversy  de  novo. 

"Sec.  34.  In  order  to  favor  the  construction,  development,  or 
maintenance  of  irrigation  systems,  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  may  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  and  acquire  any 
property  in  this  manner  and  for  such  purposes,  instituting  pro- 
ceedings in  accordance  with  existing  laws.  Upon  filing  condemna- 
tion proceedings  the  Government  shall  have  the  right  of  immediate 
entry  and  occupation  pending  the  determination  by  the  court  of  the 
amount  of  compensation  and  damages. 

"Sec.  35.  If  any  person  shall  construct  at  his  own  expense  works 
for  the  diversion  and  distribution  of  water  to  the  public  for  irrigation 
purposes,  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  such  person  for  such  service 
shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police:  Provided,  however,  That  such  rates  shall  not  be  changed 
of  tener  than  once  in  ten  years. 

"Sec.  36.  When  the  person  entitled  to  the  use  of  water  fails  to 
beneficially  use  all  or  any  part  of  the  water,  claimed  by  him,  for  a 
period  of  ñve  years  without  good  cause,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police  shall  declare  such  unused  water  reverted  to  the  public  and 
it  shall  thereafter  be  regarded  as  unappropriated  water. 

"Sec.  37.  The  Governor-General,  for  reasons  of  public  policy,  may 
from  time  to  time  by  proclamation  designate  as  exempt  from  appro- 
priation any  water  or  waters  in  the  Philippine  Islands  not  previously 
appropriated,   and    thereupon   the    same    shall    be   withdrawn    from 
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appropriation  for  any  use  whatsoever  under  this  Act  until  again 
made  subject  to  appropriation  by  a  similar  proclamation:  Provided, 
however,  That  said  proclamation  shall  not  apply  to  the  use  of  water 
for  domestic  purposes.  In  the  case  of  artesian  wells  sunk  for  public 
purposes  the  use  of  any  excess  of  water  over  the  amount  necessary 
for  domestic  use  may  be  granted  for  other  purposes,  by  the  province 
or  by  the  municipality,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  in  the  case  of  Insular  wells,  subject  to  rules  and 
regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Police. 

"Sec.  38.  The  standard  of  measurement  of  flow  of  water  shall  be 
the  liter  per  second  of  time;  the  standard  of  measurement  of  the 
volume  of  water  shall  be  the  hectare-meter,  being  the  amount  of 
water  required  to  cover  one  hectare  one  meter  in  depth.    . 

"Sec.  39.  Water  turned  into  any  natural  or  artificial  water 
course  or  reservoir  by  any  party  entitled  to  the  use  of  such  water 
may  be  reclaimed  below  and  diverted  therefrom  by  such  party, 
subject  to  existing  rights,  due  allowances  for  losses  being  made  as 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

"Sec.  40.  The  right  to  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes 
shall  remain  appurtenant  to  the  land  for  which  the  said  right  of 
use  is  established.  If,  however,  it  should  at  any  time  become  im- 
practicable to  use  all  or  any  part  of  said  water  beneficially  or 
economically  for  the  irrigation  of  any  land  to  which  the  right  of 
use  of  the  same  is  appurtenant,  the  appropriator  may  transfer  said 
right  to  other  land,  to  which  it  shall  become  appurtenant,  without 
losing  priority  of  right  heretofore  established :  Provided,  That  no  such 
transfer  shall  be  made  at  any  time  to  the  detriment  of  existing 
rights. 

"The  appropriator  desiring  such  transfer  shall  make  application 
for  the  same  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  Police  and  notice  of  such  application  shall  be 
published  as  provided  in  section  fifteen  hereof.  If  no  detriment  to 
existing  rights  shall  appear,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police 
shall  approve  said  transfer,  and  a  certificate  of  same  shall  be  issued 
in  favor  of  the  new  appropriator  and  recorded  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  nine  hereof. 

"Sec.  41.  The  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  any  official  by  him 
thereunto  specifically  authorized,  in  making  investigations  shall  be 
authorized  to  issue,  of  his  own  accord,  or  on  request  of  any  interested 
party,  subpoenas  and  subpoenas  duces  tecum  for  witnesses  in  any  case 
or  inquiry  pending  before  him  and  shall  make  the  investigation  in 
the  province  where  the  waters  covered  by  the  investigation  are 
situated :  Provided,  however,  That  in  the  event  of  the  witness  residing 
outside  of  the  province  in  which  the  investigation  is  held,  or  of  his 
being  unable  to  appear  before  the  said  Director  or  authorized  official, 
his  testimony  may  be  received  by  deposition,  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety,  before  the 
officers  authorized  by  said  Act  for  taking  depositions. 

"In  case  of  disobedience  to  any  of  the  subpoenas  mentioned  in  this 
section,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  authorized  official  may 
invoke  the  aid  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  province  in  which 
the  person  subpoenaed  resides  to  require  such  person  to  appear  and 
give  evidence  or  to  make  deposition.  Such  witnesses  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  and  traveling  expenses  as  witnesses  appearing 
before  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  in  civil  cases:  Provided,  however, 
That  witnesses  so  subpoenaed  and  cost  of  depositions  so  requested 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Insular  Government,  in  accordance  with  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Insular  Auditor. 

"Sec.  42.  Whenever  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  any  ditch  owner  shall  construct  and  maintain  a  substantial 
head  gate  at  the  point  where  the  water  is  diverted  and  shall  construct 
a  measuring  device,  all  in  accordance  with  designs  approved  by  the 
said  Director  of  Public  Works,  at  the  most  practicable  point  or 
points  for  measuring  and  apportioning  the  water,  as  determined  by 
the  same.  If  the  said  works  are  not  completed  within  ninety  days 
after  the  receipt  by  the  ditch  owner  of  the  order  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Works,  said  Director  may  extend  the  time  for  completion 
or  in  his  discretion,  refuse  to  deliver  water  to  such  owner.  The  use 
or  taking  of  water  by  such  ditch  owner  after  such  refusal  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  until  the  completion  of  such  head  gate  or 
measuring  device  and  the  approval  thereof  by  the  said  Director  shall 
constitute   a  misdemeanor  under  this   Act. 

"Such  devices  shall  be  so  arranged  that  they  can  be  locked,  and 
when  locked  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act  for  any 
unauthorized  person  to  disturb  or  change  the  same,  and  the  use  of 
water  through  such  devices  after  having  been  disturbed  or  changed 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  guilt  of  the  person  benefited 
by  such  interference,  disturbance,  or  change  in  and  of  the  said 
device. 

"Sec.  43.  No  appropriator  of  water  shall  make  use  of  the  same 
for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  it  was  appropriated,  nor 
make  any  change  in  the  place  of  diversion,  storage,  use,  or  restora- 
tion, nor  in  the  works  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  except 
upon  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  section  forty  hereof:  Provided,  however,  That 
no  such  change  shall  at  any  time  be  approved  when  the  same  shall 
act  to  the  detriment  of  existing  rights.  In  the  event  of  the  approval 
of  changes  in  the  works  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  water,  such 
changes  will  be  made  upon  approved  plans,  and  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hereof. 

"Any  failure  to  conform  to  the  requirements  laid  down  in  this 
section  shall  be  punishable  as  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act. 

"Sec.    44.  Any   person   who,   after   having   been   notified   by   the 
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Director  of  Public  Works  that  any  works  are  unsafe  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  are  used,  makes  use  thereof  for  the  storage,  diversion, 
or  carriage  of  waters,  until  the  receipt  of  a  notice  from  said 
Director  that  in  his  opinion  the  works  are  safe,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act. 

"If  such  works  are  deemed  a  menace  to  life  or  property,  any 
person  interested  may  call  on  the  proper  police  authorities  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  remove  the  danger. 

"Sec.  45.  Any  person  voluntarily  and  maliciously  interfering  with 
or  injuring  or  destroying  any  dam,  head  gate,  weir,  bench  mark, 
monument,  or  other  appliance  for  the  diversion,  carriage,  storage, 
apportioning,  or  measurement  of  water,  or  for  any  hydrographic  or 
topographic  survey,  or  obstructing  or  diverting  the  course  of  the 
waters  pertaining  to  any  system,  or  voluntarily  and  maliciously 
interfering  with  any  person  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  duties  con- 
nected therewith,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act, 
and  shall  also  be  liable  for  the  injury  or  damage  resulting  from 
such  unlawful  act:  Provided,  however,  That  if  the  damages  occasioned 
by  such  violation  shall  exceed  in  amount  six  hundred  pesos,  the  said 
violation  shall  constitute  a  crime  and  shall  be  punishable  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  three  of  title  thirteen  of  the  Penal  Code. 

"The  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  his  representative  duly  au- 
thorized thereto,  shall  have  power  to  arrest  any  person  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  deliver  him  to  the  nearest 
peace  officer  of  the  province.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person 
making  the  arrest  to  make  complaint  at  once  before  a  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof. 

"In  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  this  Act,  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  private  property,  doing  no  unneces- 
sary injury  thereto:  Provided,  however,  That  the  owner  of  such 
private  property  shall  be  indemnified  for  any  damage  so  caused  by  the 
Government. 

"Sec.  46.  The  use  of  Water  by  any  person  not  legally  entitled  to 
same  or  the  willful  waste  of  water,  including  that  from  Insular, 
provincial,  or  municipal  artesian  wells,  to  the  detriment  of  another 
or  the  public,  shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor  under  this  Act. 

"Sec.  47.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  declared 
herein  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  pesos,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

"Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  declared  to  be  a 
crime  shall  be  punished  as  such  under  the  provisions  of  the  Penal 
Code. 

"Sec.  48.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  receive  the  following 
fees,  to  be  collected  in  advance,  and  to  be  paid  by  him  into  the 
general  irrigation  appropriation  within  a  reasonable  time: 

"(a)  For  making  copy  of  any  document  recorded  or  filed  in  his 
office,  ten  centavos  for  each  one  hundred  words  or  fraction  thereof.

"(b)  For  certifying  to  copies  of  documents,  records,  or  maps, 
fifty  centavos  for  each  certificate. 

"(c)  For  blue-print  copy  of  any  map  or  drawing,  two  centavos 
per  square  decimeter  or  fraction  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  min- 
imum charge  for  any  such  copy  shall  be  twenty  centavos. 

"(d)  For  the  examination  and  inspection  of  plans  of  work,  at 
the  request  of  the  person  interested,  the  actual  cost  of  examination 
and  inspection,  which  shall  comprise  the  actual  and  necessary  ex- 
penses. 

"Sec.  49.  The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
in  order  to  give  full  force  and  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  50.  If  at  any  future  time  the  division  of  irrigation  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  to  any  other  Bureau, 
the  Governor-General  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  trans- 
fer from  the  Director  of  Public  Works  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
upon  him  imposed  and  conferred  to  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  to 
which  the  transfer  is  made. 

"Sec.  51.  No  taxes  or  charges  other  than  those  established  herein 
shall  be  imposed  for  the  use  of  public  waters  and  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  Government  under  this  Act. 

"Sec.  52.  Wherever  required  by  the  sense  of  the  context,  the 
word  "person"  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  person,  persons, 
association,  or  public  or  private  corporation,  and  the  words  "Director 
of  Public  Works"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  or  any  authorized  agent  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

"Sec.  53.  This  Act  shall  not  work  to  the  detriment  of  rights 
acquired  prior  to  its  passage. 

"Sec.  54.  The  existing  Ley  de  Aguas  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Civil  Code  in  the  matter  of  waters  and  all  other  existing  laws  deal- 
ing with  waters  and  irrigation  systems  shall  continue  in  force  in 
so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
and  all  laws,  Acts,  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Sec.  55.  The  short  title  of  this  Act  shall  be  'The  Irrigation 
Act.' 

"Sec.  56.  The  public  interest  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of 
this  Act,  the  same  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 

Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Elliott,  unanimously  carried, 
The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 

Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time 

by  title  only. 
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The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Elliott  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows: 

An  Act  to  provide  a  system  for  the  appropriation  of  public  waters, 
and  for  the  determining  of  existing  rights  thereto;  for  the  public 
registration  of  all  water  rights;  for  the  creation  and  use  of  water 
power;  for  investigations  for  and  the  construction,  maintenance, 
and  operation  of  irrigation  systems  by  the  Government  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands;  for  the  repayment  of  money  expended  therefor; 
for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  irrigation  sys- 
tems by  private  persons;  for  the  inspection  and  regulation  of  all 
works  pertaining  to  the  use  of  water;  and  providing  penalties  for 
its    violation;    and   for   other   purposes. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission.

An  Act  granting  to  the  government 
of  the  Moro  Province  title  to  the  area  in  the  harbor  of  Zamboanga 
reclaimed  by  that  Government. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Bill  No.  155  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Affairs  Pertaining  to  the  Moro  Province  for  report  and 
recommendation. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  335.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  De- 
cember 23,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  884,  entitled  "An  Act  facilitating 
the  adjudication  and  registration  of  titles  to  lands  in  the  Philippine 
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Islands  which  are  provided  with  títulos  reales  duly  issued  by  the 
Spanish  Government,  and  appropriating  twenty-five  thousand  pesos 
a  year  for  the  judiciary  to  take  the  place  of  the  fees  abolished  by 
this  Act,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back   to  the   Commission   with   the  following   recommendation,   viz : 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  provides  for  the  exemption  from  the  payment  of  Court 
of  Land  Registration  fees  in  cases  where  it  shall  be  proven  before 
the  31st  day  of  December,  1916,  that  the  Spanish  Government  had 
duly  issued  a  titulo  real  to  the  land  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application. 

The  object  of  the  bill,  as  stated  in  the  title,  is  to  facilitate  the 
adjudication  and  registration  of  titles  to  lands,  and  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  pesos  is  appropriated  annually  to  reimburse 
the  judiciary  appropriation  for  the  fees  abolished. 

Your  committee  sees  no  especial  reason  for  the  proposed  exemp- 
tion. If  the  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  facilitate  the  registration  of 
titles  by  means  of  exemption  from  the  payment  of  fees,  such  exemp- 
tion should  be  made  in  favor  of  those  who  by  reason  of  their  poverty 
are  unable  to  pay  such  fees.  This,  in  a  measure,  is  already  provided 
for  in  section  2  of  Act  No.  1937.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the 
better  way  to  facilitate  the  registration  of  titles  is  not  by  exemption 
from  the  payment  of  fees,  but  by  means  of  the  cadastral  law 
passed  by  the  Commission  and  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Assembly.

ASSEMBLY  RESOLUTIONS  FOR  THE   INFORMATION  OF  THE 
COMMISSION.

Assembly  Resolution  No.  139.  Whereas  the  Bureau  of  Quarantine 
Service  of  the  Insular  Government  is  maintained  entirely  with  funds 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  with  regard  to  salaries 
and  wages  as  well  as  to  contingent  expenses; 

Whereas  by  virtue  of  the  Reorganization  Act,  Numbered  Fourteen 
hundred  and  seven,  the  Bureau  of  Quarantine  Service  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  is  under  the  control  of  the  United  States  Public  Health 
and  Marine-Hospital  Service; 

Whereas  every  obligation  carries  with  it  a  right,  and  the  duty  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Quarantine  Service  incum- 
bent upon  the  Insular  Government  should  carry  with  it  the  right  of 
direct  control  over  the  same;  and 

Whereas  the  nature  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Bureau  of

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Quarantine  Service  requires  immediate  direction  and  intervention 
which  is  difficult  to  exercise  at  a  long  distance,  as  would  be  the 
direction  of  Philippine  services  from  the  United  States:  Now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  made  of  record  that  it  is  the 
sense  of  the  Assembly  that  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Quarantine  Service  should  be  transferred  to  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment. 

Resolved  further,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  furnished  to  the 
Philippine  Commission  and  the  Resident  Commissioners. 

Assembly  Resolution  No.  140.  Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby 
is,  made  a  matter  of  record  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Assembly  that 
the  enactment  of  a  Philippine  citizenship  law  by  the  Legislature  is 
of  urgent  necessity. 

Resolved  further,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  furnished  to 
the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Resident  Commissioners 
in  the  United  States.

COMMUNICATION. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication. 

Manila,  January  9,  1912. 
The  Honorable, 

the  Philippine  Commission,  Manila. 
Gentlemen:  We  are  in  possession  of  a  proposed  Commission  Bill 
No.  147,  which  has  been  read  a  first  and  second  time  in  the  Philippine 
Commission.     With  reference  to  said  proposed  Act,  we  respectfully 
beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  points: 

1.  That,  in  addition  to  other  taxes,  the  banks  operating  here  at 
present  pay  a  capital  tax  of  one-half  of  1  per  cent  per  annum  on 
their  capital  employed  in  the  Philippines.  (See  par.  2,  section  111, 
art.  10,  of  Act  1189  of  the  Philippine  Commission.) 

2.  The  banks  already  make  very  full  returns  once  every  three 
months  to  the  Insular  Treasurer  and  the  Attorney-General.  These 
returns,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  Government  examiners  have 
free  access  to  our  books  at  all  times,  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  for 
all  governmental  purposes  so  far  as  banks  are  concerned. 

It  seems  somewhat  unfair  that  the  ordinary  banks  should  be  called 
upon  to  pay  a  tax  from  which  insurance  or  building  and  loan  cor- 
porations are  exempted,  seeing  that  these  latter  are  direct  competitors 
in  the  loaning  of  money. 
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Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  we  would  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  ordinary  banking  corporations  be  also  exempted  from  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

squares,  streets,  and  alleys;"  line  11,  insert  after  the  word  "Board" 
the  following:  "Provided,  however,  That  the  assessment  shall  not 
exceed  one-half  of  such  cost  and  expenses:  And  provided  further, 
That  the  special  assessments  herein  authorized  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  increase  in  value  inuring  to  the  property  assessed;"  lines 
12  to  15,  strike  out  the  words  "To  assess  the  costs  and  expenses  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  extensions  of  all  sewers,  storm-water  drains,  and 
water  mains  upon  the  premises  particularly  benefited  by  such  exten- 
sions, said  premises  to  be  determined  by  the  Board;"  line  18,  strike 
out  the  word  "premises"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "land;" 
page  7,  line  6,  after  the  word  "method"  insert  the  words  "and 
amount;"  line  7,  after  the  words  "anything  else"  insert  the  words 
"in  the  ordinance;"  line  8,  strike  out  the  word  "reasonable"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "illegal;"  lines  12  and  13,  strike  out 
the  words  "be  final  as  to  all  questions  of  fact  but  upon  questions 
of  law  the  objector  may"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "be 
final  unless  the  objector." 

Insert  a  new  section  5  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  5.  Section  forty-seven  of  Act  Numbered  One' hundred  and 
eighty-three  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  47.  Rate  per  centum  of  annual  tax  and  method  of  pay- 
ment,— An  annual  tax  of  one  and  one-half  per  centum  on  the  assessed 
value  of  all  real  estate  in  the  city  subject  to  taxation  as  hereinbefore 
provided  is  hereby  levied.  All  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or

original  tax:  Provided,  That  at  the  option  of  the  taxpayer  the  pay- 
ment of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  the  tax  for  each  year  may 
be  postponed  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  such  year, 
but  if  he  fail  to  pay  the  one  per  centum  of  the  tax  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  then  the  tax  for  the  whole  year  shall  be 
delinquent,  and  the  penalty  shall  be  due  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
If  any  taxpayer,  having  paid  the  one  per  centum  of  the  taxes  due 
for  the  year  shall  fail  to  pay  the  remaining  half  per  centum  of 
the  tax  due  for  such  year  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  that  year,  the  penalty  to  be  collected  shall  be  fifteen  per 
centum  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  tax  then  due.  The  penalties 
thus  imposed  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  city  assessor  and  collector 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax.  It  shall  not  be  essential  to  the 
validity  of  tax  sales  of  real  estate  that  the  city  assessor  and  collector

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  October  17, 
1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  383,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  various 
sections  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  twenty  which  refers 
to  the  administration,  temporary  leasing  and  sale  of  certain  ha- 
ciendas and  parcels  of  land,  commonly  known  as  friar  lands,  as 
amended,  making  applicable  to  said  lands  the  limitations  set  forth 
in  the  Public  Land  Act  with  certain  exceptions,  granting  the  lessees 
the  right  to  be  heard  in  the  valuation  of  their  lands,  providing  for 
a  form  of  administration,  maintenance  and  improvement  of  irriga- 
tion systems  on  said  lands,  declaring  certain  lands  used  for  public 
purposes  by  municipalities  or  provinces  to  be  of  the  public  domain 
of  the  municipalities  or  provinces  therein  situated,  prescribing  the 
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procedure  for  settling  controversies  among  the  lessees  over  the  use 
of  the  waters  of  said  systems,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  was  originally  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters 
Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  during  the  absence  of 
your  present  Committee.  The  Governor-General,  who  was  then 
Acting  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  referred  it  back  with  the  recom- 
mendation "That  consideration  of  this  bill  be  postponed  until  the 
completion  of  the  investigation  by  Congress  of  the  administration  of 
friar  lands  in  the  Philippine  Islands."  On  December  18,  1911, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  893,  covering  substantially  the  same  ground  as 
is  covered  by  Assembly  Bill  No.  383,  was  passed.  It  is  'taken  for 
granted  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  893  represents  the  present  views 
of  the  lower  House  and  further  consideration  of  Assembly  Bill  No. 
383  is  therefore  unnecessary.

recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  resolutions  be  laid  on  the  table. 

At  the  time  these  joint  resolutions  were  originally  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  In- 
terior, the  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  delayed  action  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  whole  matter  of  the  sale  of  friar  lands  was  under 
investigation  by  a  Congressional  Committee. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  joint  resolutions  in  question  seems 
to  be  the  prevention  of  the  salé  of  friar  lands  in  large  tracts. 
There  is  at  present  in  force  an  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  these  lands  in  tracts  in  excess  of  sixteen  hectares 
in  extent,  to  which  limit  no  one  has  ever  objected.  Furthermore, 
practically  no  sales  of  friar  lands  are  being  made  at  the  present 
time,  owing  largely  to  the  failure  of  crops  during  the  present  year. 
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Your  committee  will  report  in  the  immediate  future  on  Assembly 
Bill  No.  893,  so  that  the  matter  can  be  finally  disposed  of  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature,  and  there  will  be  no 
necessity  for  delaying  sales  of  friar  lands  because  of  the  fact  that 
this  bill  is  pending.

more  than  one  installment  or  annual  rental  be  collected,"  has  exam- 
ined the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  in  the  amended  form  herewith  transmitted. 

Your  committee  feels  that  there  should  be  some  provision  of  law 
authorizing  the  Director  of  Lands  to  show  consideration  to  worthy 
purchasers  or  lessees  of  friar  lands,  who,  as  a  result  of  crop  failure 
due  to  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  unable  to  pay  when  due  rental  on 
their  holdings  or  installments  of  the  purchase  price  thereon,  as  the 
case  may  be,  but  Assembly  Bill  No.  874,  which  is  obviously  primarily 
intended  to  make  such  a  course  possible,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  open  to  several  serious  objections. 

(1)  The  provision  that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  one  install- 
ment of  purchase  price  or  more  than  one  annual  rental  be  collected, 
would  be  unwise  for  the  reason  that  in  case  of  a  crop  failure  a  pur- 
chaser or  lessee  would  have  a  right  to  the  postponement  of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  installment  of  purchase  price  due,  with  interest,  or  of 
his  rent,  as  the  case  might  be,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he 
might  have  abundant  available  funds  with  which  to  make  the  pay- 
ment. A  tenant  might  have  several  building  lots,  with  houses  con- 
structed thereon,  which  are  bringing  him  good  rents.  He  might  have 
a  fish  pond  and  a  tract  of  agricultural  land  as  well.  A  crop  failure 
would  bring  him  under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Act  and  would 
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free  him  from  the  necessity  of  making  a  payment  which  he  could 
perfectly  well  make. 

(2)  Act  No.  1847,  amending  section  11  of  the  Friar  Lands  Act, 
imposes  upon  the  Director  of  Lands  the  duty  of  collecting  all  pay- 
ments on  account  of  the  purchase  price,  together  with  interest,  at 
least  one  year  before  the  maturity  of  what  are  known  as  the  friar 
lands  bonds,  that  is,  on  or  before  February  1,  1933.  Existing  sales 
certificates  are  so  drawn  as  to  make  the  last  payment  collectible  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Crop  failures,  coupled 
with  the  provision  that  not  more  than  one  installment  of  purchase 
price  or  more  than  one  rental  shall  be  collected  in  any  given  year, 
would  render  it  impossible  to  make  the  total  collections  necessary  to 
redeem  the  bonds  when  due,  in  which  event  it  would  be  necessary  to 
either  appropriate  from  the  general  revenues  enough  to  make  up  the 
deficit  or  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  new  bonds,  and  this  too  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  a  bountiful  crop  following  a  crop  failure  might 
make  it  perfectly  feasible  for  purchasers  or  tenants  to  make  two 
payments  in  one  year. 

(3)  The  provision  that  the  Director  of  Lands  shall  collect  only 
one  rental  or  installment  during  a  single  year  is  open  to  serious 
objections  for  the  further  reason  that  many  purchasers  have  shown 
themselves  willing  and  anxious  to  pay  two  installments  yearly  in 
order  to  stop  the  interest  running  against  them  and  to  secure  title 
deeds  as  soon  as  possible.  Section  13  of  the  Friar  Lands  Act  confers 
this  right  upon  them  and  it  would  work  a  useless  and  needless  hard- 
ship upon  them  to  prevent  them  from  paying  their  balances  as  fast 
as  they  saw  fit. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  persons  who  have  deliberately  become  delin- 
quent in  the  payment  of  their  installments,  against  whom  suits  have 
been  instituted  to  recover  the  amounts  past  due,  such  a  provision  of 
law  would  prevent  the  Bureau  of  Lands  from  recovering  more  than 
one  delinquent  installment  during  the  course  of  any  year. 

For  instance,  there  is  a  delinquency  in  the  payment  of  the  first 
and  second  installments;  suit  is  instituted  to  recover  the  same;  some 
six  months  or  more  will  elapse  before  judgment  is  obtained  from 
the  Court  of  First  Instance,  by  which  time  another  installment,  or 
probably  two,  would  be  due,  while  the  Director  of  Lands  would  be 
restrained  from  making  a  collection  of  more  than  one  installment 
of  rental  per  year.  It  would  therefore  be  impossible  ever  to  bring 
the  account  up  to  date,  either  by  voluntary  settlement  or  otherwise. 

(5)  The  bill  provides  no  method  of  determining  whether  or  not 
a  given  tenant  has  lost  more  than  half  of  his  crop.  Certainly  the 
bare  statement  of  the  debtor  could  hardly  be  accepted  as  conclusive. 

Nevertheless  it  would  appear  to  be  reasonable  that  some  legis- 
lation should  be  passed  which  would  permit  the  Director  of  Lands 
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and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  postpone  friar  lands  collections 
when  the  making  of  such  collections  would  cause  suffering. 
The  passage  of  the  bill  as  amended  is  recommended.

The  following  is  the  form  in  which  the  bill  was  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  : 

Section  1.  Section  fourteen  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred 
and  twenty  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the 
following : 

"Provided,  That  when,  by  reason  of  fire,  flood,  drought,  or  other 
calamity  arising  in  consequence  of  the  act  of  God  or  of  the  public 
enemy,  the  crops  of  a  lessee  or  purchaser  shall  be  damaged  or  de- 
stroyed to  such  an  extent  that  the  ordinary  market  value  of  the 
harvest  for  the  year  in  which  such  calamity  occurs  shall  be  less  than 
one-half  of  the  value  of  an  average  annual  harvest,  the  Director  of 
Lands,  by  administrative  order,  may  suspend  the  collection  of  rental, 
or  the  installment  of  the  purchase  price,  or  interest  due  on  the  de- 
ferred payments,  or  both  installment  and  interest,  corresponding  to 
the  period  of  such  calamity,  if  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  his 
satisfaction  that  such  loss  has  actually  occurred  without  contributory 
negligence  on  the  part  of  said  lessee  or  purchaser,  and  that  the  latter 
has  no  sufficient  income  other  than  that  derived  from  the  sale  of  his 
crops  from  which  to  make  payment  of  the  rental  or  installment  and 
interest  due. 

"The  rental  or  installment  or  interest  so  suspended  may  be  col- 
lected at  the  next  period  of  payment  specified  in  the  contract  of  lease 
or  the  sale  certificate,  or  distributed  through  the  periods  remaining 
on  the  contract  of  lease  or  the  sale  certificate,  as  the  Director  of 
Lands  may  consider  just  and  reasonable." 

Sec.  2.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this 
bill,  the  same  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage,  in  accordance  with 
section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five 'of  the 
Philippine  Legislature. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  by  unanimous  consent, 
Assembly  Bill  No.  874  was  read  the  second  time  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  together  with 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  thereon. 
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It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  amendment 
of  the  standing  committee  be  concurred  in,  and  that  as  so 
amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted,  and  the  bill  ordered  on  file  for  third 
reading.

By  unanimous  consent  Assembly  Bill  No.  927  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police  for  report  and  recommendation. 

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE. 

CONFERENCE   REPORT    NO.    28. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendment  of  the  Commission  to  Assembly  Bill  No. 
79,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  Government  scholarships  for  young 
Filipinos  who  shall  have  completed  any  professional  course  of  study 
or  who  are  otherwise  licensed  or  authorized  to  practice  scientific, 
artistic,  or  industrial  professions,  in  order  that  they  may  continue 
their  studies  in  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  America  or 
in  Europe,  and  for  other  purposes,"  having  met,  after  full  and  free 
conference  have  agreed  to  recommend  and  do  recommend  to  their 
respective  Houses  as  follows: 

(1)  That  the  Commission  agree  to  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
Government  fellowships  provided  for  in  section  1  of  the  bill,  as 
amended  by  it,  so  that  there  shall  be  twenty  permanent  fellowships 
instead  of  only  ten.

(2)  That  the  Commission  likewise  agree  to  having  section  2  of 
the  amended  bill  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  An  appointee  under  this  Act  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  of  sound  physical  constitution  and  good  character, 
and  shall  have  studied  and  completed  some  professional,  technical, 
scientific,  artistic,  or  industrial  course  in  the  University  of  the 
Philippines  and  received  a  degree  therefrom,  or  in  some  other  edu- 
cational institution  of  standing  in  the  United  States,  Europe  or  the 
Philippine  Islands." 

(3)  That  the  Commission  agree  to  amend  section  6  of  its  amend- 
ment to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  6.  The  holders  of  fellowships  under  this  Act  shall  each 
receive,  in  monthly  or  quarterly  installments,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  pesos  a  year;  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  tuition  fees  and 
to  reimbursement  of  actual  and  necessary  expenses  for  travel  and 
subsistence  to  and  from  their  homes  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and 
their  respective  places  of  study  in  America  or  Europe,  and  for 
textbooks." 

(4)  That  the  Commission  agree  to  increase  the  continuing  annual 
appropriation  made  in  section  7  from  1*30,000  to  f*60,000;  and, 

(5)  That  as  so  amended  the  Assembly  concur  in  the  amendment 
of  the  Commission.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on 
December  23,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  662,  entitled  "An  Act  author- 
izing the  Director  of  Labor  to  commence  and  carry  on  civil  and 
criminal  actions  on  behalf  of  the  working  classes;  to  employ  the 
services  of  the  prosecuting  officers  of  the  Government  in  such  actions ; 
creating  the  position  of  law  clerk  in  the  Bureau  of  Labor,  fixing 
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the  salary  of  said  position  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

There  are  some  good  features  in  this  bill,  but  it  is  open  to  objections 
which  in  my  judgment  should  prevent  its  being  enacted  into  law. 
It  is  class  legislation,  which  will  tend  to  promote  litigation  and 
disturb  the  relations  between  employer  and  employee.  It  also  creates 
a  new  office,  and  will  require  an  additional  appropriation,  which  is 
not  advisable  at  present.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a  law  clerk  in 
the  Bureau  of  Labor. 

It  would  further  transfer  the  control  of  the  fiscals,  even  in  criminal 
cases,  from  the  court  and  the  Bureau  of  Justice  to  the  Director  of 
Labor,  thus  making  a  radical  and  undesirable  change  in  the  law.

transferred,  slaughtered,  lost,  and  so  forth;  providing  penalties  for 
noncompliance  with  its  provisions  and  for  theft,  robbery,  and  so  forth, 
of  large  cattle;  repealing  all  prior  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations 
inconsistent  with  its  provisions,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Add  at  the  end  of  section  4  the  following  proviso : 

"Provided,  however,  That  the  Governor-General  by  executive  order 
may  reduce  the  registration  fee  of  all  'large  cattle'  except  mules, 
from  one  peso  to  not  less  than  fifty  centavos  for  each  animal  registered, 
when  such  animal  has  been  spayed  or  castrated  and  may  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  municipal  revenues  sufficient  to  meet  the 
expense  of  such  registration,  increase  such  registration  fee  for  each 
entire  male  animal  so  registered,  except  mules,  from  one  peso  to  not 
more  than  two  pesos.,, 

Insert  the  following  as  new  sections  5  and  6  and  change  following 
section  numbers  accordingly: 

"Sec.  5.  In  addition  to  the  registration  of  ownership  hereinbefore

provided  for,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  live  stock  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  the  Director  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized 
to  establish  a  system  for  the  registration  of  domestic  animals  of 
superior  breeding  classes  and  to  issue  a  certificate  of  merit  for  each 
animal  so  registered,  and  to  promulgate  rules  and  regulations  there- 
for. He  may  charge  a  reasonable  fee  for  such  registration  and 
certificate:  Provided,  That  until  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  such  registration  shall  be  made  and  certificate  issued  free 
of  charge. 

"Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  charge  a  fee  for  breeding  service  of  any 
male  animal  unless  such  animal  is  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Director  of  Agri- 
culture.

The  Executive  Secretary  shall  cause 
copies  of  said  directory  to  be  delivered  to  all  senior  inspectors  of 
Philippine  Constabulary  in  provinces,  provincial  governors,  municipal 
treasurers  and  presidents  of  municipalities."

further,  That  all  'large  cattle'  before  being  removed  alive  from  the 
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port  of  entry  for  any  purpose  other  than  immediate  slaughter,  shall 
first  be  registered  in  accordance  with  section  four  of  this  Act." 

Section  10,  page  5,  line  6,  insert  the  words  "breeding  or"  after  the 
words  "work  or."

116,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  apportionment 
between  the  Insular,  provincial,  and  municipal  governments  of  taxes 
paid  by  the  grantees  of  franchises,  their  lessees,  successors  or  assigns, 
on  the  gross  earnings  or  receipts  from  the  business  covered  by  the 
law  granting  the  franchise  or  any  amendment  thereof,"  having  met, 
after  full  and  free  conference  have  agreed  to  recommend  and  do 
recommend  to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Commission  agree  to  amend  lines  8  to  11,  section  1,  page 
1,  to  read  as  follows: 

"Where  the  franchise  is  for  the  operation  of  a  steam  railroad  or 
marine  railway,  five-tenths  to  the  Insular  Government,  two-tenths 
to  the  province  or  provinces  concerned,  and  three-tenths  to  the  munic- 
ipality or  municipalities  concerned;"  and  that  the  Assembly  concur 
therein. 

That  the  Commission  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Assembly  to  line  14,  section  1,  page  1,  so  that  lines  12 
to  15  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Where  the  franchise  is  for  the  operation  of  an  interurban  electric 
or  tramway  line,  one-fifth  to  the  Insular  Government,  one-fifth  to 
the  province  or  provinces  concerned,  and  three-fifths  to  the  munic- 
ipality or  municipalities  concerned." 

That  the  Assembly  recede  from  its  amendment  to  lines  1,  2,  and  3 
of  section  1,  page  2,  so  that  the  paragraph  beginning  with  line  16 
of  page  1  and  ending  with  line  9  of  page  2  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Where  the  franchise  is  for  a  municipal  public  service  entirely 
within  the  limits  of  the  municipality,  one-fifth  to  the  Insular  Gov- 
ernment, one-fifth  to  the  province  and  three-fifths  to  the  municipality : 
Provided,  That  if,  under  the  franchise,  the  grantee,  his  lessees,  suc- 
cessors or  assigns  is  entitled  to,  and  does  in  fact,  transact  business 
in  any  other  municipality,  then  the  said  gross  earnings  tax  shall  be 
apportioned  between  the  municipalities  or  provinces  concerned  in 
proportion  to  the  gross  receipts  from  business  transacted  within  their 
respective  limits."

REPORT  OF   STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  351.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  De- 
cember 9,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  744,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend 
articles  four  hundred  and  forty-three  and  four  hundred  and  forty- 
six  of  the  Penal  Code,  relating  to  the  crimes  of  seduction  and  abduc- 
tion," has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  consideration  of  this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  amend  articles  443  and  446  of  the 
Penal  Code,  the  first  of  which  penalizes  the  crime  of  estupro,  and  the 
second  the  crime  of  rapto,  committed  with  the  woman's  consent,  by 
reducing  the  age  up  to  which  a  woman  is  protected  by  those  articles 
from  23  years,  as  now  fixed  in  both  cases,  to  18  in  the  case  of  estupro 
and  21  in  the  case  of  rapto. 
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Your  committee  referred  this  matter  to  the  Code  Committee  for 
comment  and  recommendation.  That  committee,  in  a  lucid  and  con- 
vincing report  signed  by  its  president,  to  which  attention  is  directed, 
is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  articles  in  question  should  remain 
unchanged.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  reasoning  of  the 
Code  Committee  against  the  proposed  change  is  sound  and  entitled 
to  great  weight. 

It  is  true  that  the  Legislature  has  by  Act  No.  1891  reduced  to  21 
the  age  of  majority  fixed  in  article  320  of  the  Civil  Code,  but  this 
can  not  be  argued  in  favor  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  for 
the  reason  that  there  was  left  in  force  the  article  immediately  follow- 
ing (No.  321),  which  provides  that  unmarried  daughters  under  the 
age  of  25  can  not  leave  the  parental  home  without  permission  of 
the  father  or  mother  in  whose  company  they  live,  unless  to  marry  or 
when  the  father  or  mother  has  contracted  another  marriage,  it  evi- 
dently being  deemed  that  a  woman  of  21,  although  capable  of  ex- 
ercising ordinary  civil  rights,  had  not  yet  acquired  that  maturity 
of  judgment  essential  for  her  protection  against  the  seductions  of 
unscrupulous  men.

An  Act  amending  Act  Nine  hundred 
and  twenty-six,  entitled  "The  Public  Land  Act,"  by  providing  that 
persons,  associations,  and  corporations  may  acquire  by  purchase  public 
lands  not  exceeding  sixteen  hectares  in  extent  for  purposes  of 
trade,  manufacture,  or  other  productive  industry,  and  that  provinces, 
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municipalities  or  other  municipal  corporations  may  acquire  by  pur- 
chase public  lands  for  cemetery  or  park  purposes  not  exceeding 
sixteen  hectares  in  extent,  and  for  other  purposes. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Bill  No.  160  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police  for  report  and  recommendation. 

COMMISSION  BILL   NO.    129   IN  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

The  Commission  proceeded  to  the  consideration  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  of  Commission  Bill  No.  129,  entitled 
"An  Act  expressly  conferring  upon,  and  confirming  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Philippine  Islands  the  control  and 
management  of  all  matters  affecting  the  personnel  and  the 
internal  operations  of  the  court ;  and  authorizing  the  court 
to  hold  sessions  throughout  the  period  designated  by  law 
for  the  annual  'court  vacation;'  and  providing  for  accrued 
leave  for  the  members  of  the  court  in  certain  cases/'  here- 
tofore postponed. 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  following  recommendation: 

That  the  amendment  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Jus- 
tice be  concurred  in  with  the  following  amendments : 

Section  3,  strike  out  the  words  at  the  end  thereof  "or  of  one  of 
the  associate  justices  whom  the  court,  by  resolution,  may  designate 
for  that  purpose  if  the  Chief  Justice  submits  the  matter  to  the 
court"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "or,  in  the  event  of  his 
death,  disability,  or  absence,  of  one  of  the  associate  justices  whom 
the  court,  by  resolution,  may  designate  for  that  purpose." 

Section  4,  insert  after  the  words  "approval  by  the  Chief  Justice 
or"  the  words  "in  the  event  of  his  death,  disability,  or  absence." 

Section  5,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  5.  The  designation  of  the  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  who 
shall  remain  on  duty  during  any  vacation  period  of  the  court  shall 
be  made  in  such  manner  as  the  court  by  resolution  shall  direct." 

Section  6,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  6.  The  right  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  leave 
of  absence  may  be  exercised  by  them  subject  only  to  approval  in 
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such  manner  as  the  court  by  resolution  may  direct:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  all  such  leaves  of  absence  shall  be  so  arranged  as  never 
to  deprive  the  court  of  a  quorum  during  its  regular  sessions." 

Section  7,  insert  after  the  words  "no  justice  shall  at  any  time 
have  to  his  credit"  the  words  "by  virtue  of  this  section ;"  and  strike 
out  the  words  "under  the  provisions  of  such  Act"  wherever  they 
occur,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "under  the  provisions 
of  that  Act." 

Section  8,  strike  out  all  down  to  and  including  the  words  "end 
of  the  next  calendar  year"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  8.  The  Supreme  Court  may  hold  regular  sessions  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  period  designated  by  law  for  its  annual  court 
vacation,  and  the  right  to  three  months'  leave  of  absence  as  prescribed 
in  section  six  shall  accrue  to  all  the  justices  of  the  court  oh  the  first 
day  of  April  of  any  year  in  which  the  court  adopts  a  resolution  so 
to  do:  Provided,  That  no  justice  of  the  court  shall  have  at  any  time 
to  his  credit,  more  than  the  leave  of  absence  allowed  in  lieu  of 
three  annual  court  vacations." 

Section  9,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Section  11,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Change  section  numbers  accordingly. 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted,  and  the  bill  ordered  on  file  for  third 
reading. 

Commissioner  Palma  returned  to  the  Session  Chamber 
during  the  consideration  of  the  bill  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

The  President  absent,  Commissioner  Gilbert  in  the  chair. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILL.

An  Act  amending  subsection  (b)  of 
section  eighteen  of  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and  seven,  by 
amending  paragraph  two  thereof  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the 
subsection  to  civilian  employees  of  the  United  States  and  to  provide 
for  the  withdrawal  by  the  Attorney-General  of  such  funds  of  de- 
ceased Americans  as  may  remain  on  deposit  in  the  Postal  Savings 
Bank  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  death  of  the  owner  thereof, 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  subsection  a  paragraph  conferring 
on  the  Attorney-General  authority  to  assume  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  property  and  personal  effects  of  such  Americans  as

may  become  insane  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Government 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  as  civilian  employees  of  the  United 
States.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3, 
1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  533,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  special 
classes  for  midwives  in  connection  with  the  classes  for  male  and 
female  nurses,  for  the  instruction  of  Filipino  women  in  the  practice 
of  obstetrics  and  puericulture,  and  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  classes  for  the  instruction  and  training  of  male  and 
female  nurses  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Health/  " 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission   with   the   following   recommendation,   viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  would  be  unwise  to  establish 
a  special  class  for  midwives  as  this  would  lead  to  a  continuance  of 
a  vocation  which  is  being  rapidly  made  needless  in  all  civilized 
countries  by  the  work  of  physicians  and  properly  trained  nurses. 
In  making  this  statement  your  committee,  of  course,  includes  the 
Philippine  Islands  among  the  civilized  countries  of  the  world. 
Graduates  of  the  Philippine  Medical  School  and  the  Philippine 
Training  School  for  nurses  are  becoming  available  in  constantly 
increasing  numbers.  It  is  believed  that  the  field  now  open  to  mid- 
wives  will  be  filled  quite  rapidly  by  the  two  classes  of  better  trained 
persons  above  mentioned.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  2, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  893,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  certain 
sections  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  twenty  relating  to 
the  administration,  temporary  lease,  and  sale  of  certain  haciendas 
and  lands,  commonly  known  as  friar  lands,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  first  amendment  provides  that  preference  shall  be  given  to  old 
tenants.  In  selling  or  leasing  this  land  preference  has  invariably 
been  given  to  persons  who  were  bona  fide  occupants  at  the  time 
the  Government  acquired  the  lands  and  where  disputes  have  arisen 
the  Bureau  of  Lands  has  allowed  the  matter  to  go  into  court  and  has 
abided  by  the  decision  of  the  court.  This  provision  is,  therefore, 
needless.  § 

The  second  amendment  in  the  Friar  Lands  Act  is  obviously  in- 
tended to  provide  against  the  sale  of  more  than  16  hectares  of  such 
land  to  an  individual  or  more  than  1,024  hectares  to  a  corporation, 
although  it  is  doubtful  if  this  end  is  accomplished  by  the  language 
of  the  Act.  Such  limitation  is  at  present  imposed  upon  friar  lands 
sales  by  an  executive  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Insular  Affairs  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
have  had  clearly  set  before  them  the  arguments  for  and  against  the 
application  of  such  limits  in  the  sale  of  vacant  friar  lands.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  has  recently  notified  Congress  of 
the  wish  of  the  present  Secretary  of  War  to  remove  the  limits 
imposed  by  the  order  of  his  predecessor.  It  is  therefore  apparent 
that  this  matter  is  in  a  fair  way  to  be  settled  by  Congress  and 
action  by  the  Philippine  Legislature  at  this  juncture  would  there- 
fore seem  to  your  committee  to  be  untimely.  Furthermore,  the 
provision  in  the  proposed  Act  relative  to  this  matter  is  unsatisfac- 
tory for  the  reason  that  no  provision  is  made  for  meeting  that  part 
of  the  bond  issue  used  to  cover  the  purchase  of  the  vacant  friar  lands, 
most  of  which  must  obviously  remain  unsold  when  the  bonds  become 
due  and  for  an  indefinite  time  thereafter  if  the  proposed  limitations 
are  imposed. 

The  total  cost  of  these  lands,  with  the  interest  thereon,  at  the 
time  the  bonds  become  due  would  amount  to  more  than  two-thirds 
of  the  original  cost  of  the  friar  lands  and  would,  of  course,  render 
the  retirement  of  the  bonds  utterly  impossible  without  a  very  large 
appropriation  from  Insular  funds.  It  is  not  believed,  if  this  ques- 
tion were  understood,  that  the  people  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
would  be  willing  to  be  taxed  to  raise  this  very  large  sum  in  order 
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to  keep  these  great  tracts  of  land  in  their  present  condition,  and 
this  would  be  the  direct  and  necessary  result  of  such  legislation. 

The  proposed  Act  provides  in  effect  for  the  setting  aside  of  all 
values  fixed  to  date  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  asses- 
sors to  fix  such  values.  There  would  be  involved  some  40,000  con- 
tracts for  lease  or  sale  by  the  Government  to  private  individuals, 
which  contracts  have  already  been  entered  into  and  which  would  be 
upset.  Many  purchasers  have  already  paid  in  full  for  their  land, 
and  paragraph  4  of  section  5  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  1,  1902, 
provides  that  no  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts  shall  be 
enacted.  Sales  and  the  payments  of  installments  of  purchase  price, 
and  interest  thereon,  would  necessarily  come  to  a  standstill  during 
the  very  long  period  involved  in  this  revaluation  work  and  the 
endless  appeals  which  are  provided  for  in  the  proposed  law,  but 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  would  continue  to  run  and  the  day  of 
final  settlement  would  continue  to  draw  nearer.  The  cost  to  the 
Government  involved  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  Act 
would  *run  into  millions  of  dollars.  The  single  item  of  interest 
on  the  bonds  during  one  year,  which  would  certainly  be  a  minimum 
period  in  which  to  make  revaluations,  would  be  ^600,000,  and  this 
is  only  one  of  numerous  items  to  be  considered.  Absolutely  no 
adequate  reason  is  known  to  your  committee  for  thus  increasing  the 
burdens  of  the  Filipino  people,  which  must  be  met  from  Insular 
funds  derived  from  taxation.  The  fact  that  tenants  generally  were 
satisfied  with  the  valuation  fixed  on  their  lands  is  abundantly  de- 
monstrated by  their  having  purchased  them. 

Section  6  contains  a  provision  which,  if  adopted,  would  make  a 
gift  of  all  lands  that  on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1898,  were  in  the 
possession  of  or  occupied  by  municipalities  or  provinces  where  such 
lands  are  situated,  or  by  other  persons  by  virtue  of  contracts  with 
such  municipalities  or  provinces,  or  which  may  have  been  used  as 
squares,  parks,  streets,  or  as  sites  occupied  by  public  buildings  such 
as  schools,  markets,  municipal  cemeteries,  municipal  or  provincial 
buildings,  or  for  any  other  purpose  of  a  public  character,  to  the 
municipalities  and  provinces  in  question.  At  about  this  time  the 
people  of  the  Philippine  Islands  were  in  insurrection  against  the 
Spanish  Government.  It  is  impossible  to  state,  without  an  investi- 
gation which  there  is  not  time  to  make,  what  friar  lands  were  at 
that  time  in  the  possession  of  or  occupied  by  municipalities  or  prov- 
inces, but  it  seems  probable  that  a  claim  for  occupation  could  be 
established  against  most  of  the  land  purchased.  It  happens  to  be 
known  to  your  committee  that  the  San  José  Estate  was  occupied 
at  or  about  this  time  by  organized  Filipino  forces  which  were  ex- 
porting cattle  and  are  presumed  by  your  committee  to  have  been 
administering  the  estate,  so  that  the  proposed  provision  of  law 
might  perhaps  lead  to  the  Government's  losing  all  of  the  receipts 
from  this  great  estate.     But  whether  the  area  affected  be  large  or 
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small  the  principle  involved  in  this  proposed  amendment  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  highly  objectionable,  for  the  reason  that 
if  the  lands  involved  were  presented  to  municipalities  and  provinces 
as  a  gift  the  beneficiaries  would  be  the  Provinces  of  Isabela,  Bu- 
lacan,  Rizal,  Cavite,  La  Laguna,  Mindoro,  Cebu,  and  a  very  limited 
number  of  their  municipalities  only,  and  the  people  of  the  remaining 
provinces  and  municipalities  of  the  Philippine  Islands  would  have 
to  pay  the  lion's  share  of  the  cost  involved  in  making  these  very 
valuable  and  expensive  gifts.  Your  committee  believes  that  the 
passage  of  such  an  obviously  unjust  measure  would  provoke  bitter 
opposition,  except  from  the  direct  beneficiaries,  as  soon  as  its  true 
import  became  generally  known. 

Pages  might  be  filled  with  important  and  detailed  objections  to 
the  proposed  Act  but  it  is  believed  that  abundant  cause  has  been  shown 
why  it  should  be  laid  on  the  table.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE — OUT  OF  ORDER. 

[Committee  Report  No.  354.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on 
January  12,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  927,  entitled  "An  Act  to  au- 
thorize a  continuing  annual  and  reimbursable  appropriation  to  meet 
the  obligations  of  the  Insular  Government  incurred  by  reason  of 
contracts  authorized  by  Act  Numbered  Thirteen  hundred  and  ten, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  sections  1  and  2  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  A  continuing  annual  appropriation  of  two  hundred 
thousand  pesos  is  hereby  made,  from  any  funds  in  the  Insular  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated  in  lieu  of  the  appropriation  of  two 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  pesos  made  in  Act  Numbered  Seventeen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  which  has  expired  by  virtue  of  said  Act,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  obligations  of  the  Insular  Government  incurred 
by  reason  of  contracts  authorized  by  Act  Numbered  Thirteen  hundred 
and  ten,  and  defined  by  resolutions  of  the  Philippine  Commission 
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dated  April  thirtieth,  May  fifteenth,  July  eleventh,  and  July  twenty- 
first,  ninteen  hundred  and  six,  and  August  fourteenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seven,  and  such  other  contracts  as  are  authorized  by 
this  Act:  Provided,  however,  That  this  appropriation  shall  terminate 
on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  modify  or  renew  the  aforesaid  contracts  when  necessary,  or 
to  enter  into  new  contracts  at  any  time  on  the  general  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Thirteen  hun- 
dred and  ten:  Provided,  however,  That: 

"(a)  Bids  therefor  need  not  be  advertised  for  in  the  United 
States ; 

"(b)  Such  contracts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor-General 
in  place  of  the  Philippine  Commission; 

"(c)  No  contract  shall  be  entered  into  or  renewed  for  a  period 
extending  beyond  July  twenty-sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen. 

"Provided  further,  however,  That  in  order  to  avoid  the  disarrange- 
ment of  the  present  system  of  transportation  during  the  period  from 
the  expiration  of  the  former  contracts  and  the  execution  of  new 
contracts  hereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  is  authorized  to  make  tem- 
porary arrangements  for  the  continuance  in  force  on  terms  approved 
by  him  of  such  of  the  former  contracts  as  he  may  deem  advisable, 
from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  former  contracts  until  the 
time  of  the  execution  of  the  new  contracts  contemplated  and  author- 
ized by  this  Act,  and  to  authorize  the  payment  during  that  time 
as  subsidies  for  services  rendered  of  an  amount  which  shall  not, 
however,  exceed  the  proportion  of  the  annual  appropriation  hereunder 
which  the  time  covered  by  such  temporary  contracts  forms  of  an 
entire  year. 

"Such  contracts  may  contain  a  provision  for  the  payment  of 
subsidies  from  this  appropriation  to  the  contracting  steamship  com- 
panies: Provided,  however,  That  the  total  subsidy  payments  called 
for  by  the  terms  of  the  contracts  entered  into  under  the  authority 
of  Act  Numbered  Thirteen  hundred  and  ten  and  the  resolutions 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  and  the  contracts  author- 
ized by  this  section,  shall  in  no  year  exceed  the  funds  available 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act."

duties,  and  of  a  donation  in  cash  to  the  families  of  such  unclassified 
employees  and  laborers  dying  from  injuries  resulting  from  labor 
accidents.

By  unanimous  consent  Assembly  Bill  No.  694  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
for  report  and  recommendation. 
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third  reading  of  bill. 

Commission  Bill  No.  129.  An  Act  expressly  conferring  upon  and 
confirming  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Philippine  Islands  the  control 
and  management  of  all  matters  affecting  the  personnel  and  the 
internal  operations  of  the  court;  and  authorizing  the  court  to  hold 
sessions  throughout  the  period  designated  by  law  for  the  annual 
"court  vacation ;"  and  providing  for  accrued  leave  for  the  members 
of  the  court  in  certain  cases.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 
2,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  824,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
distribution  and  application  of  internal-revenue  taxes  collected  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  from  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  pass  with  the  following  amendment : 

Insert  the  following  before  section  1: 

"Section  1.  The  following  shall  constitute  sections  one  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled 
'The  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four/  " 

Section  1,  page  1,  line  1,  strike  out  the  words  "section  1"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "section  148 ;"  line  3,  strike  out  the 
words  "have  been"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "are;"  line 
6,  strike  out  the  words  "and  billiard  halls"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "billiard  halls  and  retail  dealers  in  tuba,  bassi,  tapuy,  or 
like  domestic  fermented  liquors." 

Section  2,  pages  1  and  2,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  149.  Of  the  proceeds  of  the  poll  or  personal  cédula  tax 
one-half  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  provincial  government  and  the 
other  half  for  the  benefit  of  the  municipal  government  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  which  the  same  are  assessed  and  collected:  Provided, 
That  in  those  provinces  where  the  price  of  cédulas  shall  have  been 
increased  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment Act,  as  amended  by  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  the  additional  amount  collected  by  virtue  thereof  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  therein  specified." 

Section  3,  page  2,  line  7,  strike  out  the  words  "Sec.  3"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Sec.  150;"  line  8,  strike  out  the  words 
"ten  per  centum;"  lines  9  and  10,  strike  out  the  words  "under  the 
provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  seven  per  centum;"  line  11,  strike  out  the  words  "twenty  per 
centum"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "fourteen  per  centum;" 
lines  14  and  15,  strike  out  the  words  "as  provided  by  Act  Numbered 
Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  as  amended"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  Act;"  line  24, 
strike  out  the  words  "of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and  eigthy- 
nine,  as  amended"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  this  Act;" 
lines  25,  27  and  29,  strike  out  the  words  "ten  per  centum"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  in  each  case  the  words  "seven  per  centum;"  page  3, 
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line  15,  strike  out  the  words  "cities  of  Manila  and  Baguio"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "city  of  Manila ;"  line  16,  strike 
out  the  word  "apportionment"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"disbursement ;"  line  18,  strike  out  the  word  "audited"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "countersigned;"  line  20,  strike  out  the 
words  "twenty  per  centum"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"fourteen  per  centum;"  lines  26  to  31,  strike  out  the  words  "A?id 
provided  further,  That  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  the  Moro 
Province  and  the  municipalities  therein  shall  accrue  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Moro  Province  without  division  and  shall  constitute  a  part 
of  the  general  funds  of  the  Moro  Province  to  be  expended  in  the 
discretion  of  the  legislative  council  for  provincial,  district;"  and  on 
page  4,  line  1,  strike  out  the  words  "and  municipal  purposes." 

Section  4,  page  4,  change  number  to  2. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  an  Act  approved  on  August 
5,  1909,  provided  "that  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  all 
internal  revenues  collected  in  or  for  account  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
shall  accrue  intact  to  the  General  Government  thereof  and  be  paid 
into  the  Insular  Treasury,  and  shall  only  be  allotted  and  paid  out 
therefrom  in  accordance  with  future  Acts  of  the  Philippine  Legis- 
lature; subject,  however,  to  section  seven  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  'An  Act 
temporarily  to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil 
government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes:'  Pro- 
vided, That,  until  action  by  the  Philippine  Legislature  approved  by 
Congress,  internal  revenues  paid  into  the  Insular  Treasury  as  herein- 
before provided  shall  be  allotted  and  paid  out  by  the  Philippine 
Commission." 

In  pursuance  of  the  above,  the  Philippine  Commission  passed  Act 
No.  1964,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  apportionment  and 
disposition  of  internal-revenue  taxes  collected  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  on  and  after  August  sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine." 

The  apportionment  provided  in  said  Act  is  the  same  as  that 
provided  by  sections  148,  149,  and  150  of  Act  No.  1189,  entitled 
"The  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  Nineteen  hundred  and  four,"  with 
the  single  exception  that  in  Act  No.  1964  it  is  provided  that  the 
amount  of  internal  revenue  accruing  to  provincial  and  municipal 
governments  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  which  accrued  to  them 
during  the  fiscal  year  1909. 

Under  this  provision  the  share  received  both  by  the  provincial 
and  municipal  treasuries  of  the  internal-revenue  collections  during 
the  fiscal  years  1910  and  1911  was  limited  to  M,571,769.80,  the  same 
amount  that  they  had  during  the  fiscal  year  1909.  The  bill  as  passed 
by  the  Assembly  attempts  to  reestablish  the  provisions  of  sections 
148,  149,  and  150  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  of  1904  before  the 
same  was  repealed  by  Act  No.  1964  of  the  Philippine  Commission; 
that   is,   to   give   both   to   the   provincial    and   municipal   treasuries 
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20  per  cent  of  the  internal-revenue  taxes  accruing  to  the   Insular 
Treasury  without  the  limitation  fixed  in  Act  No.  1964. 

Assuming,  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  that  the  collections 
during  the  second  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1912  will  be  the  same  as 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  that  collections  for  the  year 
1913  will  be  the  same  as  for  the  year  1912,  if  the  proposed  Act  is 
passed  the  portion  of  the  internal-revenue  taxes  accruing  to  the 
Insular  Government  would  be  1*1,521,688.08  less  than  under  Act 
No.  1964.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  present  condition  of 
the  Insular  Treasury  will  not  permit  such  a  reduction  in  the  Insular 
revenues. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  if  the  portion  of  both  the 
provincial  and  municipal  governments  be  reduced  from  20  per  cent 
to  14  per  cent  without  the  limitation  now  fixed,  the  municipalities 
and  provinces  will  receive  somewhat  more  than  they  now  receive 
under  Act  No.  1964,  and  will  be  able  to  share  in  any  future  increases 
in  collections. 

Under  the  hypothesis  above,  and  giving  them  14  per  cent  of  such 
internal-revenue  collections,  their  share  will  be  1*1,618,864.68,  an 
increase  of  1*47,094.88  over  what  they  are  receiving  under  Act 
No.  1964. 

The  bill  as  amended  by  your  committee  reénacts  the  provisions 
of  section  150  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  by  reducing  the  share 
of  municipal  and  provincial  treasuries  in  the  internal-revenue  col- 
lections to  14  per  cent,  and  eliminating  therefrom  the  provisions 
relating  to  territory  over  which  the  Legislature  has  no  control.

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "distribution  and  application"  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "apportionment  and  dis- 
position. " 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission. 

COMMITTEE   OF   THE   WHOLE. 

The  Commission  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole  of  Commission  Bill  No.  147,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  require  certain  corporations  to  file  annual 
reports  with  the  Insular  Auditor,  and  to  pay  certain  fees 
therefor."

Manila/  by  changing  the  period  within  which  the  ordinances 
of  said  city  shall  be  published;  giving  to  the  Municipal 
Board  of  said  city  power:  To  provide  for  licensing  motor 
vehicles;  to  regulate  and  fix  the  location  of  explosion  en- 
gines ;  to  inspect  and  regulate  the  method  of  using  explosion 
engines,  and  to  charge  a  reasonable  inspection  fee  therefor  ; 
to  regulate  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles;  to  levy  taxes  on 
vehicles  and  horses  and  to  provide  the  method  of  collection 
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therefor;  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles, 
and  the  licensing  of  public  garages  and  operators  of  motor 
vehicles;  to  readjust  from  time  to  time  the  duties  and 
receipts  of  the  several  departments  of  the  city  government ; 
to  provide  for  special  assessments  in  making  public  im- 
provements; and  amending  sections  forty-six  and  forty- 
eight  of  said  Act  relative  to  assessment  of  real  property." 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose,  reported 
progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again.

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  Commission  Bill  No.  25, 
entitled  "An  Act  regulating  the  registration,  branding,  con- 
veyance, and  slaughter  of  large  cattle;  providing  for  the 
disposition,  care,  custody,  and  sale  of  estrays  and  large 
cattle  captured  or  seized;  providing  for  the  surrender  of 
certificates  of  ownership,  and  so  forth,  of  dead  cattle  and 
those  transferred,  slaughtered,  lost,  and  so  forth;  provid- 
ing penalties  for  noncompliance  with  its  provisions  and  for 
theft,  robbery,  and  so  forth,  of  large  cattle;  repealing  all 
prior  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with 
its  provisions,  and  for  other  purposes,"  made  a  special 
order  for  this  date.

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After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  following  recommendation: 

That  the  amendments  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
be  concurred  in  with  the  following  amendment:

Section  17  (a),  after  the  words  "post  immediately"  strike  out  the 
words  "in  Spanish  and  the  local  dialect;"  and  in  subsection  (c),  strike 
out  the  words  "highest  and  best  bidder"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "highest  bidder." 

Section  24,  insert  in  the  blank  space  therein  the  words  "January- 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen." 

Section  25,  amend  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  25.  Any  person  purchasing  or  selling  an  animal  required  by 
this  Act  to  be  registered  without  procuring  the  issuance  therefor  of  a 
certificate  of  transfer  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  purchasing  an 
animal  known  by  him  to  have  been  stolen,  or  any  person  who  secures 
the  return  of  a  lost  or  stolen  animal  to  its  owner  conditioned  upon 
the  payment  of  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  or  who  in 
any  way  aids  or  abets  any  person  or  persons  in  the  secreting  or  dis- 
position of  any  stolen  animal  or  who  knowingly  accepts  or  harbors 
any  stolen  animal  included  in  the  term  'large  cattle/  or  violates  the 
provisions  of  section  fifteen  of  this  Act  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than 
five  years." 

Section  26,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Section  27,  change  number  to  26,  and  insert  the  word  "twelve"  in 
the  blank  space  therein. 

Section  28,  change  number  to  27. 

Section  29,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 
The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted.

Commission  Bill  No.  131,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act 
Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled  'An  Act 
to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila/  by  changing  the  period 
within  which  the  ordinances  of  said  city  shall  be  published ; 
giving  to  the  Municipal  Board  of  said  city  power :  To  pro- 
vide for  licensing  motor  vehicles;  to  regulate  and  fix  the 
location  of  explosion  engines;  to  inspect  and  regulate  the 
method  of  using  explosion  engines,  and  to  charge  a  reason- 
able inspection  fee  therefor ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  motor 
vehicles;  to  levy  taxes  on  vehicles  and  horses  and  to  pro- 
vide the  method  of  collection  therefor;  to  provide  for  the 
registration  of  motor  vehicles,  and  the  licensing  of  public 
garages  and  operators  of  motor  vehicles;  to  readjust  from 
time  to  time  the  duties  and  receipts  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government;  to  provide  for  special  as- 
sessments in  making  public  improvements;  and  amending

to  agricultural  haciendas  under  certain  conditions,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  amendatory  provision  to  the  effect  that 
when  a  municipality,  township,  or  settlement  is  so  extremely  large 
and  its  barrios  are  so  remote  from  one  another  that  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  deprived,  on  account  of  their  distance  from  the  communal 
forest,  from  the  enjoyment  of  the  benefits  of  such  Act,  the  Director 
of  Forestry,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
shall,  upon  the  application  by  the  municipality,  township,  or  settle- 
ment, set  aside  two  suitable  tracts  of  forest  as  communal  forests,  it 
is  unnecessary  for  the  reason  that  under  existing  law  the  Director 
of  Forestry  already  has  authority  in  his  discretion  to  set  aside  two 
separate  tracts  of  woodland  as  communal  forests  and  indeed  has 
done  so  in  a  number  of  cases.  It  is  presumed  that  this  fact  has 
been  overlooked  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Director  of  Forestry 
would  still  have  to  exercise  his  discretion  as  to  whether  the  munici- 
pality, township  or  settlement  was  large  enough  to  necessitate  the 
setting  aside  of  two  communal  forests  in  order  that  the  interests  of 
those  people  might  be  properly  subserved.  It  is  therefore  obvious 
that  he  would  still  continue  to  exercise  his  discretion  as  he  does  at 
the  present  time  and  nothing  would  be  gained. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  highly  undesir- 
able to  extend  the  free  use  of  timber  to  so-called  "agricultural 
haciendas."  The  free  private  use  of  timber  is  now  abundantly  pro- 
vided for.  "Personal  use"  has  not  been  interpreted  to  cover  such 
buildings  as  factories,  sugar  mills,  houses  for  rent,  etc.,  and  your 
committee  is  not  of  the  opinion  that  the  free-use  privilege  should  be 
extended  to  cover  such  buildings. 

The  present  Free-use  Law  renders  the  proper  protection  of  the 
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public  forest  difficult  and  the  proposed  extension  would  render  such 
protection  almost  impossible.

property,"  appearing  on  the  calendar  for  consideration  on 
this  date,  consideration  was  postponed.

Government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,   viz: 

That  the  bill  pass,  with  the  following  amendment: 
Strike  out  sections  1  and  2  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  1.  Section  one  hundred   and  twenty  of  Act  Numbered 
Eleven    hundred    and    eighty-nine,    as    amended,    is    hereby   further 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  120.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  the  Philippine  Islands  over 
418 
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eighteen  years  of  age  and  under  sixty  years  of  age,  except  persons 
falling  within  the  classes  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  annually  pay 
a  poll  or  cédula  personal  tax  by  purchasing  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration as  hereinafter  provided. 

"  'Persons  comprised  within  any  of  the  following  classes  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  this  tax: 

"  '1.  Members  of  the  non-Christian  tribes  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law: 

"'2.  Commissioned  officers  of  the  United  States  Army  or  Navy; 

"  '3.  Enlisted  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  of  the  United  States 
Army  or  Navy; 

"  '4.  Civilian  employees  of  the  military  or  naval  branches  of  the 
United  States  Government  who  have  come  to  the  Philippine  Islands 
under  orders  of,  or  by  virtue  of  contracts  of  employment  with  the 
Government  of  the  United  States; 

"  '5.  Diplomatic  and  consular  representatives  and  officials  of 
foreign  powers; 

"'6.  Paupers; 

"'7.  Insane  persons; 

"  '8.  Imbeciles ; 

"  '9.  Persons  serving  a  sentence  of  more  than  one  year  in  a  public 
prison ; 

"  '10.  Persons  who  are  required  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion nineteen   of  Act   Numbered   Thirteen  hundred   and   ninety-six. 

"  'Provided,  That  persons  included  in  subparagraphs  numbered 
two,  three,  four  and  five  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  the  exemption 
herein  provided  for  if  they  remain  in  the  Philippine  Islands  longer 
than  twenty  days  after  they  have  ceased  to  belong  to  any  of  the 
classes  contemplated,  and  are  otherwise  subject  to  the  payment 
of  the  poll  or  cédula  personal  tax. 

"  'Provided  further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  provincial  treas- 
urers to  issue  certificates  of  registration  to  males  eighteen  years 
of  age  and  under  or  sixty  years  of  age  and  over,  to  females  of 
any  age,  and  to  all  other  persons  specifically  exempted,  who  may 
request  such  certificates  and  pay  the  price  imposed  in  the  next 
succeeding  section.' 

"Sec.  2.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  Act  Numbered 
Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  121.  Certificates  of  registration  shall  be  sold  by  all  pro- 
vincial treasurers,  or  their  authorized  deputies,  on  and  after  the 
second  day  of  January  and  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May  of  each 
year,  at  the  uniform  price  of  one  peso,  and  on  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  next  following,  at  the  uniform  price  of 
two  pesos.  This  tax  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delinquent  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  May:  Provided,  That  any  person  not  resident  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May,  of  any  year,  but 
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who  enters  and  resides  in  the  Islands  on  or  after  that  date  and 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding,  shall  pay  only  one 
peso  for  a  certificate  of  registration  upon  application  made  within 
twenty  days  after  his  arrival  in  the  Islands,  and  any  resident  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  who,  from  the  first  day  of  January  until  the  last 
day  of  April,  of  any  year,  belongs  continuously  to  any  of  the  classes 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  this  tax  by  the  provisions  of  section 
one  hundred  and  twenty  hereof,  but  who  ceases  to  belong  to  any 
class  so  exempted  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  May  and  before  the 
first  day  of  July  next  succeeding,  shall  pay  only  one  peso  for  a 
certificate  of  registration  upon  application  made  within  twenty 
days  after  the  date  when  he  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  such  exempt 
class:  And  provided  further,  That  any  person  not  resident  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  of  any  year,  but 
who  enters  and  resides  in  the  Islands  on  or  after  said  date,  and  any 
person  who,  from  the  first  day  of  January  until  the  first  day  of 
July  of  any  year,  belongs  continuously  to  any  of  the  classes 
exempted  from  this  tax  by  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred 
and  twenty  hereof,  but  who  ceases,  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
to  belong  to  any  such  exempt  class,  shall  not  be  subject  to  this  tax 
for  the  remainder  of  such  calendar  year. 

"  'And  provided  further,  That  in  those  provinces  wherein  the 
price  of  cédulas  shall  have  been  increased  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Provincial  Government  Act,  as  amended,  such  price  shall  be 
as  fixed  by  the  provincial  board  under  the  authority  of  the  last 
named  Act,  the  resolution  of  the  provincial  board  so  increasing 
the  price  of  cédulas  must  be  adopted  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January 
of  the  calendar  year  for  which  it  is  made  effective,  and  no  penalty 
for  delinquency  in  the  payment  of  the  cédula  tax  shall  be  collected 
until  after  the  last  day  of  April. * 

"Sec.  3.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  Act  Numbered 
Eleven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  122.  Any  person  liable  to  the  tax  imposed  herein  who  has 
not  purchased  a  certificate  of  registration  and  who  is  delinquent 
in  such  purchase,  who  shall,  on  demand  of  the  provincial  treasurer, 
fail  or  refuse  to  purchase  such  certificate,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
collection  of  this  tax  by  either  of  the  two  following  methods:  First, 
the  provincial  treasurer  may  enforce  the  collection  of  the  tax  by 
the  seizure  of  any  personal  property  of  the  taxpayer  and  the  sale 
of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  for  the  sale  of 
personal  property  in  the  collection  of  taxes  under  the  Municipal 
Code,  and  no  exemption  shall  be  allowed  in  favor  of  a  person 
liable  to  pay  such  tax;  second,  the  provincial  treasurer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  enforce  the  collection  of  the  tax  and  the  penalty, 
after  the  same  shall  remain  delinquent  for  fifteen  days,  by  causing 
the   delinquent   to   be   prosecuted   before   the   justice   of   the   peace 
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of  the  municipality  in  which  the  delinquent  shall  reside,  for  such 
delinquency,  and  upon  conviction  the  person  so  delinquent  shall  be 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  ten  days  for  each  such  delinquency, 
and  such  imprisonment  shall  be  deemed  a  satisfaction  of  the  tax  and 
penalty  and  shall  entitle  the  person  so  convicted,  at  the  expiration  of 
his  imprisonment,  to  the  cédula  or  certificate  of  registration  as 
though  the  tax  had  been  paid  in  money. 

"  'Persons  so  convicted  shall  be  required  to  labor  for  the  period 
of  imprisonment,  either  for  the  province  or  the  municipality,  upon 
public  works  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  provincial 
board/  "

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 
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Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows :

RECONSIDERATION  OF  ASSEMBLY   BILL   NO.    885. 

Commissioner  Elliott  having  voted  with  the  majority  on 
the  passage  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  885,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  amend  sections  fifty-four  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
of  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  known 
as  the  Corporation  Law,"  on  January  18,  1912,  moved  that 
the  vote  whereby  said  bill  was  passed  be  reconsidered. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and,  being  put  to  a  vote,  was 
unanimously  carried. 

Commissioner  Elliott  moved  the  following  amendment. 

Insert  a  new  section  3  to  read  as  follows,  changing  the 
present  section  3  to  4 : 

"Sec.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  'foreign  company'  shall  be 
understood  to  mean  every  company  not  organized  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  under  the  laws  thereof." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  the  following  amendment: 

Section  2,  page  5,  line  7,  add  after  the  word  "paragraph"  the 
following:  "Provided,  however,  That  insurance  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  any  State  of  the  United  States  may  deposit  with 
the  Insular  Treasurer  in  lieu  of  the  money  or  securities  in  said 
paragraph  required,  a  certificate  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
State  where  organized,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  that  said  company  has  on  deposit  in  such  State  at  least 
five  hundred  thousand  pesos  in  cash  or  securities." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  the  passage  of  the  bill  as 
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amended,  the  roll  was  called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously 
passed  and  the  title  read  and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission. 

INTRODUCTION   OF  BILL. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  introduced  the  following  bill : 

Commission  Bill  No.  165.  An  Act  authorizing  the  Governor- 
General  to  sell  the  real  property  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  known  as  the  "ice  plant"  for  a  sum  not  less  than  two  million 
pesos,  to  give  to  the  purchaser  a  good  and  sufficient  title  to  said 
property,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Commission  Bill  No.  165  was  read  the  first  time  and 
referred  to  a  select  committee  consisting  of  Commissioners 
Araneta,  Palma,  and  Branagan  for  report  and  recommen- 
dation at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 

At  this  point  the  President  left  the  Session  Chamber  and 
Commissioner  Gilbert  took  the  chair.

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert, 

Consideration  of  Commission  Bill  No.  131,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila/  by 
changing  the  period  within  which  the  ordinances  of  said 
city  shall  be  published;  giving  to  the  Municipal  Board  of 
said  city  power:  To  provide  for  licensing  motor  vehicles; 
to  regulate  and  fix  the  location  of  explosion  engines;  to 
inspect  and  regulate  the  method  of  using  explosion  engines, 
and  to  charge  a  reasonable  inspection  fee  therefor ;  to  reg- 
ulate the  speed  of  motor  vehicles ;  to  levy  taxes  on  vehicles 
and  horses  and  to  provide  the  method  of  collection  therefor ; 
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to  provide  for  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles,  and  the 
licensing  of  public  garages  and  operators  of  motor  vehicles ;

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  ON   THE  APPROPRIATION  BILL. 

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  consideration  of 
Commission  Bill  No.  132,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  sundry  expenses  of  the  Insular  Government  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  and  other  designated  periods,"  particularly  that 
part  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor,  the  Offices  of  the 
Consulting  Architect  and  Supervising  Railway  Expert,  the 
Bureau  of  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  and  the  Bureau  of 
Constabulary,  the  Director  of  Constabulary  being  present 
during  the  consideration  of  the  estimates  for  his  Bureau.

for  which  appointments  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  auxiliary  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  are  made  shall  be  determined  by  resolution  of 
the  Commission: 

"Now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  and 
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of  an  auxiliary  justice  of  the  peace  at  the  barrio  of  Batan,  munic- 
ipality of  Rapu-Rapu,  Province  of  Albay,  is  hereby  authorized  in 
accordance  with  section  sixty-seven  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  as  amended  by  Acts  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and 
fifty,  Sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  and  Two  thousand  and 
forty-one." 

The  resolution  was  adopted.

Mr.  President:  Your  Select  Committee  of  one,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  13,  1912,  Commission  Bill  No.  16i,  entitled 
"An  Act  amending  subsection  (6)  of  section  eighteen  of  Act  Num- 
bered Fourteen  hundred  and  seven,  by  amending  paragraph  two 
thereof  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  subsection  to  civilian  em- 
ployees of  the  United  States  and  to  provide  for  the  withdrawal  by 
the  Attorney-General  of  such  funds  as  may  remain  in  the  Postal 
Savings  Bank  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  death  of  the  owner 
thereof,  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  subsection  a  paragraph 
conferring  on  the  Attorney-General  authority  to  assume  the  control 
and  management  of  the  property  and  personal  effects  of  such  Amer- 
icans as  may  become  insane  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
Government  of  Philippine  Islands  or  as  civilian  employees  of  the 
United  States,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  amendments  proposed  to  the  existing  law  seem  to  be  necessary 
and  seek  to  cover  defects  appearing  in  the  administration  of  said 
law.

able inspection  fee  therefor ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  motor 
vehicles ;  to  levy  taxes  on  vehicles  and  horses  and  to  provide 
the  method  of  collection  therefor;  to  provide  for  the  regis- 
tration of  motor  vehicles,  and  the  licensing  of  public  garages 
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and  operators  of  motor  vehicles;  to  readjust  from  time  to 
time  the  duties  and  receipts  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  city  government;  to  provide  for  special  assessments  in 
making  public  improvements ;  and  amending  sections  forty- 
six  and  forty-eight  of  said  Act  relative  to  assessment  of 
real  property,"  made  a  special  order  for  this  date.

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  369.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  December 
18,  1911,  Assembly  Bill  No.  655,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act 
Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Philippine  Commis- 
sion, enacted  October  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  entitled 
'An  Act  to  confirm  certain  rights  and  franchises  of  the  Banco 
Español-Filipino  and  to  amend  its  statutes,'  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  certain  obsolete  provisions  of  Act  Seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety  and  to  avoid  future  confusion  in  the  interpretation  of 
said  Act,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  corporate  powers 
of  the  said  Banco  Español-Filipino,"  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz.** 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  of  the  preamble. 

Strike  out  all  of  sections  1,  2,  and  3,  and  insert  in  lieu' thereof  the 
following : 

"Section  1.  The  following  articles  of  the  articles  of  incorporation 
of  the  Banco  Español-Filipino,  now  known  as  the  Bank  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  embodied  in  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety,  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Article  V. 

"  'The  bank  is  authorized  to  engage  in  the  following  classes  of 
transactions : 

"  '1.  Discounting  bills  of  exchange  whose  maturity  does  not  exceed 
six  months,  and  commercial  promissory  notes  whose  maturity  does 
not  exceed  one  year. 
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"  '2.  Making  collections  of  drafts  and  other  current  negotiable 
paper,  and  advancing  money  thereon. 

"  '3.  Receiving  deposits  and  opening  current  accounts  in  currency 
or  upon  the  deposit  of  public,  provincial,  municipal,  industrial,  agri- 
cultural or  railway  securities  issued  by  legally  constituted  cor- 
porations. 

"  '4.  Receiving  and  caring  for  money  deposited  in  trust,  arising 
from  legacies,  voluntary  and  other  trusts,  and  judicial  decrees,  or 
in  any  other  manner. 

" '  5.  Receiving  in  the  same  manner  as  under  paragraph  four, 
gold  and  silver  bars,  jewelry  with  or  without  precious  stones,  and 
stocks  and  bonds  and  other  securities  issued  by  corporations. 

"  '6.  Negotiating  or  drawing  bills  of  exchange,  whether  domestic 
or  foreign. 

"  '7.  Dealing  in  gold  and  silver. 

"  '8.  Making  loans  upon  the  security  of  deposit  with  the  bank, 
as  collateral,  of  precious  metals,  articles  of  commerce,  products  of 
the  country,  negotiable  securities,  and  industrial  and  commercial 
bills  which  are  easily  and  safely  realized  upon  at  any  time:  Provided, 
That  all  such  loans  shall  be  made  under  regulations  established  by 
the  board  of  directors.  Such  collateral  securities  shall  be  accepted 
only  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  their  market  or 
appraised  value,  except  that  when  the  person  or  legal  entity  to 
which  a  loan  is  to  be  made  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of 
directors,  sufficiently  solvent,  apart  from  the  collateral  furnished, 
loans  may  be  made  to  the  amount  of  ninety  per  centum  of  the  market 
value  of  said  collateral  security,  provided  that  said  security  is  easily 
convertible  into  cash  and  the  person  to  whom  the  advance  is  made 
is  a  client  of  the  bank;  but  said  person  shall,  upon  the  demand  of 
the  bank,  pay  in  cash  or  deposit  first-class  securities  to  cover  any 
depreciation  in  the  market  value  of  the  securities  furnished. 

"  '9.  Making  loans  on  bills  of  lading,  when  invoices  and  insurance 
policies  satisfactory  to  the  bank  are  attached  thereto:  Provided, 
That  the  amount  of  such  loan  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  the 
current  market  value  of  the  articles  covered  by  such  bills  of  lading. 

"  '10.  Granting  current  credit  accounts  in  favor  of  clients  who  have 
been  approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  such  accounts  paying  to 
the  bank  a  commission  upon  the  sums  upon  which  they  are  entitled 
to  draw,  in  addition  to  the  interest  upon  amounts  actually  used. 

"  '11.  Buying  and  selling  or  otherwise  negotiating  securities,  and 
borrowing  money  upon  securities  owned  by  the  bank. 

"'12.  Making  loans  upon  real  estate;  but  the  amount  invested  at 
any  one  time  in  such  loans,  or  in  any  loans  upon  real  estate  security, 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  per  centum  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  the 
bank,  and  if  such  investments  are  now  in  excess  of  that  sum,  they 
shall  be  reduced  as  rapidly  as  the  interests  of  the  bank  are  deemed 
to  justify  under  the  direction  of  the  Insular  Treasurer. 
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"  '13.  Making  loans  upon  vessels  which  are  insured  and  free  from 
encumbrance,  provided  such  loans  do  not  exceed  half  the  value  of 
the  ship  nor  run  for  more  than  one  year.  Such  loans  shall  not 
exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  the  bank. 

"  '14.  Making  loans  to  individuals,  firms,  and  corporations  estab- 
lished in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  of  directors,  are  of  undoubted  solvency,  provided  such  loans 
shall  not  exceed  ninety  days  in  duration. 

"  'No  loans  shall  be  made  by  the  bank  directly  or  indirectly  to 
any  director  or  officer  thereof  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
directors  of  the  bank,  and  any  officer  or  director  of  the  bank  author- 
izing, receiving  or  making  any  such  loan  without  the  authority 
prescribed  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  five 
years  and  not  more  than  ten  years,  and  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  thousand  pesos  and  not  more  than  twenty  thousand  pesos. 

"  '15.  Undertaking  on  commission  the  purchase  and  sale  of  secur- 
ities, and  such  other  banking  operations,  under  regulations  estab- 
lished by  the  board  of  directors,  as  may  be  within  the  incidental 
powers  of  a  bank;  but  no  powers  shall  be  exercised  which  are  not 
expressly  granted  by  this  Act,  if  such  exercise  is  prohibited  by  the 
Governor-General  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"  '16.  Preparing,  issuing,  and  circulating  bank  notes  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

"  '17.  Engaging  in  the  safe-deposit  business.' 

"  'Article  VII. 

"  'All  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  discounted  by  the  bank  must 
bear  at  least  two  signatures  of  known  solvency,  and  must  comply 
in  other  respects  with  the  provisions  of  the  existing  laws,  except 
that  such  transactions  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  president  of 
the  bank,  be  for  a  longer  period  than  ninety  days,  and  one  signature 
may  be  dispensed  with  when  loans  are  made  one  negotiable  securities, 
as  provided  by  paragraph  eight  of  Article  V. 

"  'Warrants  or  drafts  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  or  of  the  United  States  may  be  accepted  without  the  signa- 
tures and  conditions  required  in  the  case  of  private  parties.' 

"  'Article  XXI. 

"  'The  shares  of  the  Bank  may  be  transferred  by  endorsement  on 
each  share,  or  title  to  shares,  duly  signed  by  the  person  making. the 
transfer  before  an  authorized  public  official,  or  in  the  presence  of 
a  mercantile  broker.  The  filing  with  the  president  of  the  bank  of 
said  shares,  or  titles  to  shares,  indorsed  as  above  provided,  when 
made  by  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  indorsement  has  been  made 
shall  be  proof  of  the  right  to  their  inscription  in  the  books  of  the 
bank  and  the  rights  of  said  person  as  a  stockholder.' 
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"  'Article  XXIII. 

"  'Stock  of  the  bank  may  be  held  by  persons  and  corporations 
without  regard  to  domicile,  and  officers  and  directors  may  be  chosen 
without  regard  to  nationality,  except  that  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  directors  shall  be  made  up  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  or  of 
the  Philippine  Islands;  but  money  in  current  account  and  securities 
and  other  articles  of  value  deposited  in  the  bank  which  are  the 
property  of  foreigners,  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment,  confisca- 
tion or  seizure  because  of  war  between  their  respective  nations, 
except  as  such  processes  would  lie  in  the  ordinary  course  of  law 
against  citizens  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Philippine  Islands.' 

"  'Article  XXV. 

"  'All  outstanding  circulating  notes  of  the  bank  issued  after  Jan- 
uary first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  shall  constitute  a  preferred 
lien  upon  the  assets  of  the  bank  except  as  to  such  securities  as  have 
been  specifically  deposited  under  special  agreements  with  public 
officials  for  the  safe-keeping  of  public  moneys;  and  any  bonds  or 
other  securities  deposited  with  the  Insular  Treasurer,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  for  the  security  of  the  circulating  notes  of  the  bank, 
shall  be  held  exclusively  for  that  purpose  until  such  notes  shall  be 
redeemed;  but  the  Insular  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  bank  powers 
of  attorney  to  receive  and  appropriate  to  its  own  use  the  interest 
and  dividends  on  such  securities  in  the  custody  of  said  Insular  Treas- 
urer; but  such  powers  shall  become  inoperative  whenever  the  bank 
shall  fail  to  redeem  its  circulating  notes,  and  said  Insular  Treasurer, 
under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Governor-General,  may  permit 
or  require  an  exchange  to  be  made  of  any  of  the  securities  in  his 
custody.' 

"  'Article  XLIV. 

"  'The  duties  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  as  follows: 

'"1.  To  supervise  the  issue  and  transfer  of  certificates  of  stock, 
and  establish  regulations  therefor. 

"  '2.  To  determine  from  time  to  time  the  number  and  amount  of 
circulating  notes  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

"  '3.  To  fix  the  rate  of  discounts  and  loans. 

"  '4.  To  appoint  agents  and  correspondents  and  to  designate  the 
points  where  they  are  to  be  stationed. 

"  '5.  To  authorize  the  establishment  of  branch  banks  at  such 
points  as  will  serve  the  public  interest  and  that  of  the  bank,  in 
accordance  with  Article  V  of  these  statutes. 

"  '6.  To  ratify,  if  satisfactory  to  it,  all  transactions  between  the 
bank  and  the  Government. 

"  '7.  To  take  care  that  in  all  the  offices  of  the  bank  the  statutes, 
by-laws,  orders,  and  resolutions  in  force  are  strictly  observed. 
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"  '8.  To  examine  and  consider,  at  each  regular  meeting,  the  trans- 
actions of  the  officers  of  the  bank  and  the  operations  of  the  bank. 

"  '9.  To  appoint,  on  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  bank, 
bookkeepers  and  minor  employees  of  the  bank,  and  of  its  branches. 

"  '10.  To  remove  or  suspend  employees  of  the  bank,  with  or  without 
the  recommendation  of  the  officers. 

"  '11.  To  draw  up  the  annual  report  concerning  the  operations  of 
the  bank,  which  shall  be  read  at  the  general  assembly  of  the  stock- 
holders. 

"  '12.  To  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  submitted  by  the  officers 
and  to  approve  the  general  balance  sheet. 

"  '13.  To  declare  semiannually,  in  accordance  with  such  balance 
sheet  the  dividend  to  be  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

"  '14.  To  examine  into  and  take  under  advisement  recommendations 
made  by  stockholders  in  general  assembly  for  the  welfare  of  the 
bank,  and  to  present  the  same,  with  their  report  thereon,  to  the 
next  general  assembly. 

"  '15.  To  make  of  its  own  motion  to  said  general  assembly  all 
suggestions  which  it  deems  proper  for  the  advantage  of  the  bank/ 

'"Article  L. 

"  'The  powers  of  the  president  of  the  bank  shall  be: 

"  '1.  To  direct  all  the  operations  of  the  bank  and  to  give  orders 
and  instructions  to  all  the  employees  thereof  who  are  to  take  part 
in  said  operations. 

"  '2.  To  execute  all  contracts  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the  bank, 
and  to  perform  all  other  duties  customarily  incident  to  his  office. 

"  '3.  To  authenticate  by  his  signature  all  administrative  acts  and 
obligations  and  documents  issued  by  the  bank. 

"  '4.  To  consider  and  pass  upon  applications  for  discounts  and 
loans. 

"  '5.  To  institute  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  bank,  all 
judicial  proceedings  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  collection  of  debts 
due  to  the  bank  and  for  the  preservation  of  its  rights. 

"  '6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  board  of  directors  in  regard 
to  transactions  not  provided  for  by  these  statutes. 

"  '7.  To  recommend  to  the  board  of  directors  the  appointment  of 
all  subordinate  employees  and  servants  of  the  bank. 

"  '8.  To  supervise  and  direct  the  conduct  of  the  employees  of  the 
bank  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  to  temporarily  suspend 
for  just  cause  those  who  are  delinquent  therein,  with  the  exception 
of  those  elected  by  the  general  assembly  of  stockholders  and  by  the 
board  of  directors,  who  can  only  be  suspended  by  the  latter. 

"'9.  To  call  the  regular  general  assemblies  of  the  stockholders 
and  such  extraordinary  general  assemblies  as  may  be  requested  by 
not  less  than  five  members  of  the  board  of  directors. 
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"  '10.  To  convene  the  board  of  directors  in  extraordinary  session 
whenever  he  deems  it  necessary,  either  upon  his  own  motion  or  at 
the  request  of  any  three  members  of  said  board. 

"  '11.  To  preside  at  general  assemblies  of  the  stockholders  and 
meetings  of  the  board  of  directors,  with  a  vote. 

"  '12,  To  make  visits  of  inspection  to  the  offices  of  the  bank,  and 
to  address  to  the  board  of  directors  such  recommendations  as  he  may 
deem  proper  concerning  its  condition. 

"  '13.  To  verify  the  monthly  balance  sheet  and  to  sign  his  approval 
of  the  same  in  the  records  of  the  bank. 

"  '14.  To  sign  stock  certificates  and  to  certify  by  his  signature 
notes  issued  payable  to  bearer. 

"  '15.  To  examine  the  report  to  be  made  to  the  general  assembly 
relative  to  the  condition  of  the  bank,  and  to  approve  the  same  before 
it  is  read  to  the  meeting,  satisfying  himself  in  advance  of  the  cor- 
rectness of  its  contents. ' 

"  'Article  LXIII. 

"'The  bank  shall  be  dissolved  (1)  upon  the  expiration  of  its  legal 
term  unless  legally  extended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  (2)  upon  the  loss  of  one-half  of  the  capital  subscribed,  in 
which  case  the  board  of  directors  shall  immediately  call,  within  as 
short  a  period  as  possible,  an  extraordinary  general  assembly  of  the 
stockholders  to  report  the  condition  of  the  bank. 

"  'The  general  assembly  of  the  stockholders  may  direct  that  the 
bank  shall  continue,  in  which  case  it  may  determine  the  necessary 
steps  to  be  taken  to  fix  the  status  of  the  bank,  provided  those  present 
and  voting  represent  two-thirds  of  the  capital/ 

"  'Article  LXVI. 

"  'Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  held  to  prevent  the  exercise  by 
the  Governor-General  and  the  Insular  Treasurer  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  Acts  Numbered  Fifty-two  and  Five  hundred 
and  fifty-six  of  the  Philippine  Commission  or  such  amendments  of 
said  Acts  as  may  have  been  enacted  or  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted.' 

"Sec.  2.  Wherever  in  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Bank 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  the  words  'general  board  of  directors'  or 
'general  board'  appear,  the  word  'general'  is  hereby  stricken  out. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  filing  with  the 
Executive  Secretary  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Bank  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  of  the  written  acceptance  by  the  bank  of  the 
provisions  hereof." 

The  Assembly  bill  amends  in  important  particulars  certain  of  the 
articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Banco  Español-Filipino,  now  known 
as  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  The  principal  and  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  the  most  vital  amendment  is  the  one 
extending  the  privilege  granted  to  the  bank  of  issuing  notes.     The 
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Banco  Español-Filipino  was  given  by  the  Spanish  Government  the 
exclusive  privilege  of  issuing  notes  to  the  amount  of  three  times  its 
capital,  exclusive  of  the  reserve  which  it  was  required  to  maintain. 
Immediately  upon  the  termination  of  the  Spanish  regime  in  these 
Islands  the  question  arose  as  to  whether  this  privilege  subsisted 
under  the  American  sovereignty.  The  Banco  Español-Filipino  con- 
tended that  this  privilege  remained  intact  notwithstanding  the  change 
of  sovereignty,  while  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  main- 
tained, on  the  contrary,  that  the  privilege  ceased,  for  the  reason  that 
such  note-issuing  franchise  was  an  exercise  of  sovereign  power  which 
was  not  transmitted  or  guaranteed  by  the  treaty  of  Paris.  Finally 
this  question,  together  with  others  then  pending  between  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  was 
settled  by  a  compromise,  the  terms  of  which  are  set  'out  in  an 
agreement  dated  June  8,  1907,  signed  by  Archbishop  Harty,  Arch- 
bishop of  Manila,  representing  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  representing  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

At  the  time  this  agreement  was  signed  the  Banco  Español- 
Filipino  had  a  capital  of  1*1,500,000,  and  claimed  to  have  in  addition 
a  reserve  fund  of  1*900,000.  By  this  agreement  the  bank  was  author- 
ized to  issue  circulating  notes  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  1*2,400,000, 
representing  its  paid-up  capital  and  surplus,  as  ascertained  by  the 
Governor-General,  and  to  increase  its  circulating  notes  in  equal  pro- 
portion with  the  increase  of  its  capital.  The  bank  was  also  author- 
ized to  issue  notes  to  an  additional  amount  not  exceeding  1*600,000 
upon  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands  of  bonds 
of  the  United  States,  bonds  or  certificates  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  bonds  of  the  city  of  Manila,  stocks  or  bonds  of 
railways  or  mortgage  banks  upon  which  interest  or  principal  has 
been  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or 
other  securities  acceptable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
the  percentage  of  circulation  to  be  allowed  upon  the  face  value  or 
market  value  of  each  of  said  class  of  securities  to  be  determined  by 
said  Treasurer.  It  was  agreed,  however,  that  in  case  of  an  increase 
of  the  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  and  surplus  of  the  bank  from 
1*2,400,000  to  «,000,000,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
should  deliver  to  the  bank  the  securities  deposited  with  him  to  cover 
such  additional  circulating  notes.  It  was  also  stipulated  that  the 
total  circulating  notes  which  the  bank  would  be  entitled  to  issue 
should  never  exceed  1*9,000,000,  representing  an  equal  amount  of 
the  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  of  the  bank.  This  stipulation 
was  substantially  incorporated  in  Article  XXIV  of  the  articles  of 
incorporation  of  the  bank,  as  provided  in  Act  1790  of  the  Philippine 
Commission.  It  was  provided  explicitly  in  said  articles  that  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  issue  of  notes  to  the  extent  of  the  paid-up 
and  unimpaired  capital  of  the  bank  and  the  value  of  the  surplus  as 
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ascertained  by  the  Governor-General,  such  surplus  should  be  formally 
treated  as  part  of  the  capital  of  the  bank,  and  shares  of  stock  issued 
therefor  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto. 

Under  its  present  charter  the  privilige  of  the  bank  is  to  issue 
notes  in  an  amount  equal  to  its  capital;  its  capital  having  been 
increased  to  1*3,000,000,  it  is  not  entitled  to  issue  notes  guaranteed 
by  bonds  or  other  securities,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
bank  may  increase  its  capital  to  ^10,000,000,  it  has,  nevertheless,  no 
right  to  issue  notes  in  excess  of  1*9,000,000  pesos. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  franchise  of  the  bank  is 
limited  to  the  issuing  of  notes  in  amount  equal  to  its  capital,  not 
including  its  reserve  fund. 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  the  bank  has  the  right  to  issue 
notes  against  its  reserve  fund  was  discussed  by  the  undersigned  as 
Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  in  an  indorsement  to  the  Governor- 
General  under  date  of  August  29,  1910,  to  which  attention  is  invited. 
In  that  indorsement  the  undersigned  held  the  opinion  that  the  bank 
can  not  issue  notes  against  its  reserve  fund.  The  most  that  could 
be  conceded  to  the  bank  is  the  right  to  issue  notes  against  its  reserve 
fund  to  the  extent  of  1*900,000,  the  amount  it  claimed  to  have  at 
the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  agreement. 

The  Assembly  bill  amends  Article  XXIV  of  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  the  bank  by  allowing  the  bank  to  issue  notes  against  its 
capital  without  the  1*9,000,000  limitation  mentioned  above,  as  well 
as  against  its  reserve  fund,  so  that  the  bank  would  be  entitled  to 
issue  notes  to  the  extent  of  1*12,500,000.  The  bill  also  allows  the 
bank  the  privilege  of  issuing  additional  circulating  notes  without 
any  limit  whatever  up  to  90  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  bonds  or 
other  securities  above  mentioned,  as  well  as  interest-bearing  first- 
mortgage  bonds  of  any  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  operating  sugar  mills  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  required  by  the  Governor- 
General. 

Your  committee  believes  that  this  privilege  of  the  bank  should  not 
be  extended.  This  privilege  was  granted  merely  as  a  compromise, 
and  is  entirely  contrary  to  the  laws  in  the  United  States  governing 
the  issuance  of  notes.  Even  the  Government  of  these  Islands  has 
not  the  privilege  which  the  Banco  Español-Filipino  now  enjoys.  The 
Government  is  required  to  maintain  intact  in  the  Treasury  the 
money  represented  by  its  certificates  in  circulation,  and  is  not  author- 
ized to  issue  notes  guaranteed  by  bonds  or  other  securities. 

The  amendment  second  in  importance  is  the  one  empowering  the 
Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  do  a  surety  business  and  to  carry 
on  operations  properly  belonging  to  a  trust  corporation.  Act  No. 
1459,  known  as  The  Corporation  Law,  sets  out  as  the  business  of 
banking  corporations  the  making  of  loans,  the  maintenance  of  a  note 
circulation,  and  the  purchase,  sale  or  collection  of  bills  of  exchange 
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or  other  kinds  of  negotiable  paper.  Under  this  law  the  acting  as 
surety  or  as  trustee  forms  no  part  of  the  business  of  a  banking  cor- 
poration. 

Under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  neither  as  included  in  its 
powers  nor  incidental  to  them,  is  it  part  of  a  bank's  business  to 
lend  its  credit.  A  national  bank  can  not  lend  its  credit,  nor  has  it 
power  on  deposit  of  collateral  security  to  guarantee  the  obligations 
of  a  person  making  a  deposit.  Lending  credit  is  the  exact  opposite 
of  lending  money,  which  is  the  real  business  of  a  bank,  for  while 
the  latter  creates  a  liability  in  favor  of  the  bank  the  former  gives 
rise  to  a  liability  of  the  bank  to  another.  To  permit  the  bank  to  do 
a  surety  business  would  be  to  weaken  the  lien  which  the  circulating 
notes  constitute  upon  the  assets  of  the  bank  and  the  reserve  which 
under  the  law  the  bank  is  required  to  have  to  guarantee'  such  notes 
and  its  deposits.  By  engaging  in  the  surety  business  the  bank  would 
contract  obligations  the  fulfillment  of  which  might  seriously  affect 
the  bank's  capital.  It  is  essential  that  the  liabilities  of  a  bank  of 
issue  and  discount  should  be  certain,  and  the  business  of  acting  as 
surety  on  bonds  by  its  very  nature  produces  an  uncertainty  in  the 
liabilities  of  the  guarantor. 

Although  your  committee  sees  no  such  serious  objection  to  author- 
izing the  bank  to  do  business  as  a  trust  corporation,  it  believes  that 
it  would  not  be  well  for  a  bank  of  issue  and  discount  to  engage  in 
such  business.  The  statutes,  following  the  general  business  prac- 
tices, have  always  recognized  different  kinds  of  banking,  each  having 
its  own  special  field.  If  a  bank  of  issue  and  discount  is  authorized 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  trust  corporation,  to  my  mind  the 
money  received  by  the  bank  as  a  result  of  its  operations  as  a  trust 
corporation  should  be  held  separate  and  distinct  from  the  reserve 
which  the  bank  is  required  to  keep  for  the  purpose  of  guaranteeing 
its  circulating  notes  and  deposits,  or  at  least  in  fixing  the  amount 
of  such  reserve  not  only  should  the  bank's  deposits  but  also  its  obliga- 
tions as  a  trust  company  be  taken  into  account.  The  Assembly  bill 
has  no  provision  of  this  nature. 

The  third  amendment  proposed  is  that  the  limit  of  the  amount 
invested  by  the  bank  at  any  one  time  in  loans  on  real  estate  be 
fixed  at  30  per  cent  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  the  bank,  instead  of 
20  per  cent  as  now  fixed  by  its  charter.  With  respect  to  this  your 
Committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  under  the  present  corpora- 
tion law  banks  are  not  permitted  to  loan  money  on  real  estate,  and 
the  only  real  estate  mortgages  they  are  permitted  to  accept  are 
those  given  as  security  for  debts  previously  contracted,  and  they 
are  required  to  dispose  of  such  real  estate  within  a  period  of  five 
years.  The  privilege  given  to  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
to  make  loans  on  real  estate  is  a  special  privilege  which  is  not  enjoyed 
by  national  banks  in  the  United  States.  Due  to  the  nature  of  the 
business  of  a  bank  of  issue  and  discount,  such  a  bank  should  only 
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make  short-time  loans,  and  money  loaned  on  real  estate  security  is 
as  a  general  rule  loaned  on  long  time  and  is  not  easily  collected  if 
the  debtor  fails  to  meet  his  obligation.  For  this  reason  your  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  no  amendment  of  the  bank's  charter  in 
this  respect  should  be  made. 

For  the  same  reason  it  is  not  considered  advisable  to  adopt  the 
Assembly  amendment  abolishing  the  present  provision  that  loans 
made  by  the  bank  shall  not  exceed  ninety  days'  duration.  In  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  banks  are  expressly  prohibited  from  making 
a  loan  or  discount  except  it  is  to  be  paid  on  demand,  and  every 
loan  or  discount  otherwise  made  is  expressly  void  and  the  bank 
forfeits  $500  for  each  offense.  (Morse  on  Banks  and  Banking, 
p.  155.) 

Another  proposed  amendment  is  to  consider  the  reserve  fund 
which  the  bank  is  required  to  maintain  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
bank's  paid-in  capital  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Act  except  where 
elsewhere  herein  it  is  specially  provided  otherwise.  This  is  a  result 
of  the  amendment  heretofore  discussed  permitting  the  bank  to  issue 
notes  against  its  reserve  fund.  It  would  also  have  the  effect  of 
extending  the  present  limit  of  loans  which  the  bank  may  make  on 
real  estate,  since  in  the  computation  of  such  limit  not  only  twenty 
per  cent  of  the  bank's  capital  should  be  counted,  as  the  law  stands 
now,  but  also  the  reserve  fund.  The  same  reasons  heretofore  set 
out  against  extending  the  privilege  of  the  bank  to  issue  notes  against 
its  reserve  fund  and  increasing  the  limit  of  loans  on  real  estate 
hold  good  against  this  proposed  amendment. 

The  bank's  articles  of  incorporation  are  also  sought  to  be  amended 
by  providing  that  loans  may  be  made  on  real  estate  to  the  amount 
of  sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  thereof,  instead  of  forty  per  cent  as 
at  present.  Your  committee,  while  it  has  no  serious  objection  to 
this,  believes,  however,  that  since  section  one  hundred  and  five  of 
Act  Fourteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  known  as  the  Corporation  Law, 
provides  that  savings  and  mortgage  banks  shall  not  loan  on  real 
estate  to  exceed  forty  per  centum  of  the  actual  cash  market  value 
thereof,  the  limit  should  not  be  extended  in  the  case  of  the  Bank  of 
the  Philippine  Islands,  which  is  a  bank  of  issue  and  discount. 

Another  of  the  amendments  proposed  is  to  authorize  the  bank  to 
dispose  of  its  collateral  security  at  either  private  sale  or  at  public 
auction.  The  law  at  present  requires  such  sales  to  be  made  always 
at  public  auction.  By  permitting  such  securities  to  be  sold  at  private 
sale  opportunity  would  be  given  to  sell  the  same  at  less  than  the 
market  value,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  owners.  For  this  reason  your 
Committee  believes  this  amendment  should  not  be  adopted. 

Under  its  present  charter  the  directors  of  the  bank  are  elected 
annually.  The  Assembly  bill  changes  this  provision  by  providing 
that  directors  shall  serve  for  four  years.  The  Corporation  Law 
provides   that   directors  of  corporations   shall   be  elected   annually. 
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The  same  rule  obtains  generally  in  the  United  States.  Your  com- 
mittee believes  that  the  interests  of  the  bank's  shareholders  will  be 
better  safeguarded  by  having  the  directors  elected  each  year  than  by 
having  their  term  of  office  extended  to  four  years.  If  a  director 
merits  the  confidence  of  the  shareholders  he  can  be  reelected  indefi- 
nitely, there  being  no  restriction  to  the  contrary.  A  director,  without 
giving  grounds  for  removal,  might  in  his  work  become  unsatisfactory 
to  the  shareholders  and  no  longer  merit  their  confidence.  If  his 
tenure  of  office  should  be  four  years  there  would  be  no  way  of  making 
a  change  before  that  time. 

The  Assembly  bill  eliminates  the  provision  of  Article  LII,  that 
in  the  case  of  any  judicial  proceedings  other  than  the  collection  of 
obligations  to  the  bank  the  officers  must  obtain  the  approval  of 
the  general  board  of  directors  before  acting  thereon.  Your  com- 
mittee considers  this  a  wise  provision  and  one  which  protects  the 
interests  of  the  stockholders. 

The  remaining  amendments  contained  in  the  Assembly  bill  are  of 
no  especial  importance,  and  your  committee  accepts  them  and  incor- 
porates them  in  the  bill  herewith,  except  a  few  which  are  considered 
unnecessary,  and  others  which  appear  to  have  no  reason  for  their 
being.

Hord  and  Hartigan  with  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  with  the  request  that  they  be  prepared  to  dis- 
cuss seriatim  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  committee, 
and  that  in  the  meantime  consideration  of  the  bill  be  post- 
poned.

By  unanimous  consent  Assembly  Bill  No.  902  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Police  for  report  and  recommendation. 

January  19,  1912. 
Mr.  President:  I  have  been  directed  to  inform  your  honorable 
body  that  the  Assembly  on  January  19,  1912,  passed  the  following 
Assembly  Bill  No.  966,  in  which  it  requests  the  concurrence  of  the 
Commission:  An  Act  further  amending  section  twelve  of  Act  Num- 
bered One  hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  a  Code 
of  Procedure  in  Civil  Actions  and  Special  Proceedings  in  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,"  as  amended,  by  providing  for  the  continuation  of 
the  Spanish  language  as  the  official  language  of  the  courts  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for 
other  purposes.

Section  2,  page  2,  line  13,  strike  out  the  words  "not  exceeding  one 
thousand  pesos"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "not  exceeding 
two  thousand  pesos;"  line  15,  strike  out  the  words  "not  exceeding

be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  pesos,  or  be  imprisoned 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"  'Every  merchant,  manufacturer,  or  common  carrier  subject  to 
the  payment  of  a  percentage  tax  on  the  gross  receipts  from  sales 
or  services,  who  fails  or  refuses  to  make  a  true  and  complete  return 
of  the  amount  of  such  receipts  or  earnings  or  who  fails  to  pay  the 
full  and  entire  amount  of  taxes  due  on  such  receipts  or  earnings 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  the  tax  due,  for  the  first  offense 
be  fined  administratively  in  a  sum  equal  to  five  times  the  amount  of 
the  tax  due  and  unpaid  and  every  such  merchant,  manufacturer, 
or  common  carrier  detected  in  the  commission  of  a  second  similar 
offense  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the 
tax  due  and  unpaid  plus  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pesos,  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.'  "

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  371.] 

Gentlemen:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred 
on  January  23,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  904,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
prohibit  certain  cruel  practices  on  horses,  and  for  other  purposes," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed. 

The   practice   of  mutilating   horses   by   docking    (cutting   off   the 
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muscle  and  bone  of  their  tails)  seems  to  be  growing  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  I  am  informed  by  reliable  horse  dealers  that  horses 
bring  better  prices  in  the  Islands  if  their  tails  are  removed  than  they 
do  if  they  are  not.  It  seems  to  be  due  to  a  belief  among  wealthy 
individuals  that  this  is  a  more  fashionable  way  to  have  their  horses. 
The  torment  of  the  animal  is  something  that  has  not  received  con- 
sideration. Flies,  as  is  well  known,  breed  especially  well  about  stables. 
The  skin  in  the  hind  parts  and  under  the  belly  is  tender  and  the  tail 
is  the  only  weapon  the  horse  has  to  protect  himself  from  the  pest. 
One  can  go  into  any  stable  and  see  the  difference  between  docked 
horses  and  those  who  have  their  tails;  the  former  are  stamping  and 
twitching  and  being  almost  driven  to  madness  and  sometimes  bleeding, 
while  the  latter  are  seen  peacefully  keeping  their  tormentors  away. 

In  order  to  meet  the  demand  of  certain  individuals  for  docked 
horses  the  Australian  importers  have  been  docking  their  horses  on 
the  high  sea  as  docking  is  against  the  law  in  Australia  now,  and  the 
result  is  that  whole  shiploads  of  docked  horses  have  been  coming  into 
the  Islands,  and  people  who  want  horses  with  tails  are  unable  to 
secure  them,  the  result  being  that  the  prevalence  of  these  mutilated 
horses  is  greatly  increased  and  they  are  becoming  an  extremely 
common  sight  even  in  livery  stable  rigs.  The  dealers  inform  me 
that  they  very  much  prefer  not  to  have  to  dock  their  horses  because 
it  means  a  loss  to  them  of  several  animals  in  each  shipment  as  a 
result  of  the  operation.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  372.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  December  9,  1911}  Assembly 
Bill  No.  768,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  section  four  of  Act  Num- 
bered Two  thousand  and  forty-five,  providing  the  manner  of  filling 
vacancies  in  the  offices  of  municipal  vice-president  and  councilor/' 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  amend  section  4  of  Act  No.  2045  so 
that  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  municipal  vice-president  and  municipal 
councilor  that  under  said  law  are  filled  by  persons  appointed  by 
the  provincial  board,  shall  in  future  be  filled  in  the  following  manner : 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  vice-president,  by  the  councilor  who  ob- 
tained, next  to  the  vice-president,  the  largest  number  of  votes  at 
the  last  general  election;  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  councilor,  by 
the  person  who  received,  at  the  last  general  election,  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  to  the  number  received  by  the  councilor  elected 
who  received  the  least  number  of  votes  among  the  councilors  elected. 

The  annexed  bill  contains  other  secondary  provisions,  but  those 
mentioned  express  its  main  purpose. 

It  is  possible  that  this  bill  was  inspired  by  the  desire  to  prevent 
provincial  boards  from  making  a  bad  use,  for  political  or  personal 
ends,  of  the  power  granted  them  by  present  legislation  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  the  offices  of  vice-president  and  councilor,  and  it  is  still 
more  probable  that  the  chief  object  of  this  bill  is  to  maintain  and 
safeguard  the  representative  character  of  municipal  councilors,  by 
filling  vacancies  in  that  office  with  persons  who  received  a  certain 
number  of  votes  at  the  last  general  elections.  But,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  if  the  amendments  proposed  in  the  annexed  bill 
are  approved,  the  result  in  practice,  will  be  that  the  will  of  the 
people  instead  of  being  respected  will  be  frustrated,  as  under  the 
proposed  change,  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  vice-president  will  be 
filled,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  by  a  candidate  of  the  minority  who 
almost  always  belongs  to  the  opposition  as  regards  the  party  of  the 
successful  candidate;  and  in  vacancies  in  the  office  of  councilor,  they 
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will  be  filled  by  candidates  at  the  last  general  election  who,  on  account 
of  the  insignificant  number  of  votes  received  by  them,  might  be 
considered  as  persons  who  have  been  the  object  of  the  expression 
bf  the  disapproval,  rather  than  of  the  confidence,  of  the  great  ma- 
jority of  their  fellow  townsmen. 

Such  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee.

Gentlemen  :  In  the  month  of  August,  1911,  the  price  of  rice  began 
to  show  a  distinct  upward  tendency  due  to  rumors  of  a  probable 
shortage  in  the  Saigon  and  Rangoon  markets,  and  rose  rapidly 
during  the  first  part  of  September  until  it  reached  a  maximum  of 
f*8.70  per  cavan  of  56  kilos  in  Manila,  for  large  lots  of  Saigon 
quality  No.  2  white,  and  correspondingly  higher  prices  in  the  prov- 
inces. This  situation — rice  being  the  chief  food  staple  of  a  large 
part  of  the  people  of  these  Islands — obviously  constituted  an  emer- 
gency demanding  attention,  which  was  given  by  the  Executive. 

The  causes  of  the  remarkable  rise  of  more  than  50  per  cent  in 
the  price  of  rice  above  the  highest  previous  quotation  since  1907, 
was  found  to  be  the  prospective  exhaustion  of  stocks  for  export 
at  Saigon  and  Rangoon,  the  chief  sources  of  foreign  supply  of  rice 
for  the  Philippines  and  other  rice  importing  countries  in  the  Orient, 
due  to  short  crops  in  Indo-China  and  Burma,  and  an  unusual  demand 
from  China  and  Japan  for  rice  for  importation  due  to  crop  shortages 
in  these  countries  also. 

For  some  weeks  preceding  this  extraordinary  rise  in  the  price  of 
rice,  representations  had  been  made  to  the  Governor- General  by  the 
representatives  of  private  interests,  by  the  Philippine  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  by  Government  officials,  recommending  that  the  Chief 
Executive  exercise  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  which 
authorizes  the  Executive  to  suspend  the  customs  duties  on  imported 
rice,  and  the  distribution  of  such  rice  under  Government  direction 
and  control,  but  does  not  authorize  the  Government  to  undertake  to 
fix  the  price  at  which  such  rice  shall  be  sold.  From  a  careful  study 
of  the  situation  as  presented  by  data  obtained  from  the  various 
sources  available  to  the  Government,  including  reports  by  consular 
representatives  of  the  Federal  Government  throughout  the  Orient,  it 
was  apparent  that  in  view  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  Saigon  and 
Rangoon  markets,  but  little  rice  remained  available  for  importation 
into  the  Philippines  from  the  usual  sources.  It  was,  therefore, 
apparent  that  the  suspension  of  the  duty  could  only  affect  a  quantity 
of  rice  that  was  comparatively  neglible,  and  could  not  prove  a  factor 
of  any  importance  in  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  abnormal  prices, 
or  of  adequate  supply. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  local  situation  might  not  become  so  acute 
but  that  intervention  by  the  Government  might  remain  in  abeyance 
until  the  beginning  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature  and  the  matter 
might  be  considered  and  the  course  to  be  followed  be  determined  by 
that  branch  of  the  Government.     However,  in  September  it  became 
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apparent  that  intervention  by  the  Government  could  not  be  so  delayed 
and  I  appointed  a  committee  as  set  forth  by  the  following  order:

The  committee  will  report  its  findings  to  me  with  all  convenient 
speed,  and  make  recommendations  as  to  the  measures  that,  in  its 
opinion,  this  Government  should  take  in  order  to  prevent  distress  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,  through  the  lack  of  this  article  of  prime 
necessity.

The  committee  met  immediately  and  spared  neither  effort  nor 
time  in  the  successful  accomplishment  of  its  duties.  Its  recom- 
mendations to  the  Chief  Executive  have  been  approved  and  carried 
into  effect.  Copy  of  the  committee's  report  of  December  9  setting 
forth  action  taken  during  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  its 
work  to  that  date  is  hereto  appended.1  The  amount  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  rice  is  5*1,620,828.33  and  the  quantity  purchased 
11,460,621  kilos  or  204,654  cavans  of  56  kilos  each.  Inasmuch  as 
the  Government  stocks  of  rice  at  the  present  time  are  necessarily 
large  in  order  that  they  may  not  be  exhausted  before  the  new  crops 
from  Saigon  and  Rangoon  become  available,  it  is  impracticable  now 
to  state  with  even  approximate  precision  the  probable  total  net 
expense  to  the  Government  of  its  intervention  in  the  rice  market. 
The  demand  is  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  quantity  which  may  be 
released  daily  from  the  Government  stocks  and  there  seems  no 
probability  of  serious  loss  by  reason  of  rice  remaining  on  hand 
in  the  Government  warehouses  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  sufficient 
new  crop  to  meet  the  demand.  The  amounts  represented  by  the 
differences  between  the  cost  of  the  rice  to  the  Government  and  the 
rates  at  which  it  has  been  and  will  be  sold  obviously  are  small 
compared  with  the  aggregate  saving  to  rice  consumers  by  reason  of 
the  reduction  of  from  ^2  to  ^6  per  cavan  of  56  kilos  in  prices  on 
all  rice  purchased  by  consumers  practically  since  the  beginning  of 
Government  intervention. 

1  This  report  is  on  file  in  the  Executive  Bureau. 
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On  October  19  the  Legislature  by  Act  No.  2076  took  cognizance 
of  the  situation  and  in  effect  confirmed  the  course  adopted  by  the 
Chief  Executive. 

The  plan  adopted  in  the  dispatch  of  the  Government  stocks  of 
rice,  having  in  mind  primarily  the  control  of  prices,  contemplates 
average  daily  sales  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  which  will  insure 
the  dominant  intervention  of  the  Government  in  control  of  the 
situation  until  February  14,  1912,  the  Government  price  being  fixed  at 
T6  per  cavan  of  56  kilos.  Pending  further  action  by  the  Legis- 
lature or  other  sufficient  reason  for  change  this  plan  continues  in 
force. 

On  January  4,  1912,  the  Legislature  by  Joint  Resolution  No.  4, 
provided  for  a  select  joint  committee  of  both  branches  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  investigate  the  present  situation  regarding  food  staples 
and  to  make  not  later  than  January  25,  1912,  such  recommendations 
to  the  Legislature  as  may  be  conducive  to  adequate  present  remedial 
results  and  to  securing  the  adoption  of  measures  tending  perma- 
nently to  ward  off  or  to  relieve  the  consequences  of  similar  conditions. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  duty  of  the  Government  and  of  all  in- 
terested in  the  economic  welfare  of  these  Islands  is  to  discover 
and  apply  remedial  measures  which  not  only  will  meet  the  present 
situation  but  insure  the  economic  well-being  of  the  rice-growing 
districts,  of  agriculturists  in  general,  and  of  the  Islands  as  a  whole. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  Executive,  among  measures  which  are  worthy 
of  adoption  as  certain  to  produce  positive  and  beneficial  results  are 
the  diversification  of  crops,  particularly  the  planting  of  maize  and 
other  customary  foodstuffs  as  well  as  rice  by  the  small  farmer  as 
well  as  by  the  large  planter;  the  generalization  among  the  agri- 
cultural classes  of  household  industries,  requiring  little  if  any 
capital,  in  which  the  labor  of  all  the  members  of  a  family  may 
engage  during  those  portions  of  the  year  when  field  work  does  not 
require  their  undivided  attention  and  without  abandoning  their  homes 
in  the  villages  and  removal  to  the  large  centers  of  population;  and 
water  control  both  for  protection  against  floods  and  its  utilization  to 
insure  the  practicability  of  planting  and  the  development  and  maturity 
of  crops.  Legislation  calculated  to  accomplish  these  recommendations 
could  not  fail  to  have  a  beneficial  result  in  promoting  the  welfare 
of  the  Filipino  people.

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  continue  consideration  of  Commission  Bill 
No.  131,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One 
hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  city  of  Manila/  by  changing  the  period  within  which 
the  ordinances  of  said  city  shall  be  published;  giving  to 
the  Municipal  Board  of  said  city  power:  To  provide  for 
licensing  motor  vehicles;  to  regulate  and  fix  the  location 
of  explosion  engines;  to  inspect  and  regulate  the  method 
of  using  explosion  engines,  and  to  charge  a  reasonable 
inspection  fee  therefor ;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  motor  vehi- 
cles; to  levy  taxes  on  vehicles  and  horses  and  to  provide 
the  method  of  collection  therefor ;  to  provide  for  the  regis- 
tration of  motor  vehicles,  and  the  licensing  of  public  garages 
and  operators  of  motor  vehicles;  to  readjust  from  time  to 
time  the  duties  and  receipts  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  city  government;  to  provide  for  special  assessments  in 
making  public  improvements ;  and  amending  sections  forty- 
six  and  forty-eight  of  said  Act  relative  to  assessment  of 
real  property,"  made  a  special  order  for  this  date. 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  re- 
ported with  the  recommendation  that  the  amendments  rec- 
ommended by  the  select  committee  be  adopted,  with  the 
exception  of  subsection  (oo)  of  section  17,  and  that  the  bill 
be  recommitted  to  the  select  committee  for  further  consid- 
eration of  said  subsection. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

REPORTS   OF   STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  375.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  23, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  894,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
administration,  maintenance,  and  improvement  of  irrigation  systems 
appurtenant  to  the  so-called  friar  lands,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  policy  of  having  irrigation  works  on  friar  estates  remain  the 
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property  of  the  Insular  Government  was  deliberately  entered  upon 
after  mature  consideration,  this  subject  being  covered  by  section  19 
of  the  Friar  Lands  Act.  Your  committee  knows  of  no  reason  why 
this  policy  should  be  reversed  at  this  time  and  there  would  be 
serious  objections  to  such  a  course. 

The  values  of  all  individual  holdings  on  irrigated  friar  estates  have 
been  fixed,  a  very  large  number  of  such  holdings  have  already  been 
sold,  and  practically  all  irrigated  lands  have  been  sold.  In  fix- 
ing the  value  of  these  lands  no  allowance  was  made  for  the  estimated 
amounts  paid  by  the  Insular  Government  for  the  irrigation  systems. 

It  has  been  the  expectation  that  the  collecting  of  water  rents 
would  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  these  systems  as  well  as  the 
cost  itself  prior  to  the  time  when  the  bonds  fall  due.  Under  the 
proposed  arrangement  one  of  two  things  would  be  necessary.  Either 
the  lands  on  these  estates  would  have  to  be  revalued  and  the  cost 
of  the  irrigation  systems  added  thereto,  or  an  appropriation  would 
have  to  be  made  at  the  proper  time  from  Insular  revenues  to  pay 
the  cost  of  these  irrigation  systems,  with  interest  thereon,  and  thus 
make  it  possible  to  retire  the  bonds  thereon  when  due. 

While  it  would  doubtless  be  convenient  for  a  number  of  munic- 
ipalities to  be  presented  with  these  irrigation  systems  without  cost, 
to  be  able  to  secure  appropriations  from  the  Insular  Government 
for  their  repair  as  the  proposed  Act  evidently  contemplates,  and 
to  collect  fees  for  the  use  of  water  and  thus  increase  the  municipal 
revenues,  it  is  believed  by  your  committee  that  when  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  remaining  municipalities  in  these  Islands  grasped 
the  fact  that  they  were  being  taxed  in  order  to  confer  upon  the  few 
municipalities  in  question  such  very  desirable  privileges,  a  storm 
of  protests  would  be  aroused.  Numerous  other  difficulties  which 
would  arise,  should  the  proposed  Act  become  a  law,  could  be 
pointed  out,  but  it  is  believed  the  ones  above  enumerated  are  suf- 
ficient.

the  notice.  If  the  plaintiff  shall  fail  to  file  the  complaint  within  the 
above-mentioned  period,  the  court  shall  dismiss  the  case  if  the  appeal 
was  taken  by  the  defendant,  or  dismiss  the  appeal  if  it  was  taken 
by  the  plaintiff,  and  in  such  case  the  dismissal  of  the  appeal  shall 
revive  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court."

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  November 
13,  1911,  Commission  Bill  No.  133,  entitled  "An  Act  providing'  for 
the  confinement  of  insane  persons  in  Government  hospitals  or  other 
institutions  for  the  insane,  and  creating  a  board  to  inquire  into  the 
mental  condition  of  persons  alleged  to  be  insane,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  accompanying  bill  be  passed. 

The  accompanying  bill  embodies  certain  changes  agreed  upon  by 
the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  and  the  Director  of  Health  in 
conference,  the  only  departures  being  shown  in  the  usual  manner  by 
capitalizing  new  matter  and  inclosing  in  parentheses  words  omitted. 

The  reason  for  providing  that  the  insane  may  be  committed  by 
the  municipal  court  in  the  city  of  Manila  is  that  this  procedure  will 
involve  far  less  delay  and  loss  of  time  on  the  part  of  officers  and 
employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Health,  than  would  be  the  case  if  com- 
mitment were  made  by  a  judge  of  a  Court  of  First  Instance  of  that 
city. 

Practically  all  of  the  insane  persons  now  being  taken  charge  of 
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by  the  Government  are  so  violently  deranged  as  to  leave  no  room 
for  discussion  as  to  their  mental  condition,  and  objection  to  their  com- 
mitment is  practically  unknown.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  following  bill  accom- 
panying the  same  was  taken  up. 

Commission  Bill  No.  169.  An  Act  providing  for  the  confinement 
of  insane  persons  in  Government  hospitals  or  other  institutions  for 
the  insane,  and  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  physicians  to 
inquire  into  the  mental  condition  of  persons  alleged  to  be  insane, 
when  the  evidence  presented  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  court,  or  when 
there  exists  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  condition  of  any  patient 
confined  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane. 

Commission  Bill  No.  169  was  read  the  first  and  second 
times  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the 
following  amendments: 

Section  4,  page  2,  line  18,  strike  out  the  words  "proper  provincial ;" 
lines  19  and  20,  strike  out  the  words  "in  the  provinces  or  to  the 
municipal  court  in  the  city  of  Manila,  as  the  case  may  be"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  the  district  wherein  the  person 
alleged  to  be  insane  is  found;"  and  in  lines  25  and  26,  strike  out  the 
words  "or  of  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Manila,  as  the  case 
may  be." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Branagan,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only* 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the  title 
read  and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 
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committee  of  the  whole  on  the  appropriation  bill. 

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  consideration  of 
Commission  Bill  No.  132,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  sundry  expenses  of  the  Insular  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  and  other  designated  periods,"  particularly 
that  part  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  the  Director 
of  Agriculture  being  present  during  the  consideration  of 
his  Bureau. 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose,  reported 
progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  accepted. 

Pending  further  consideration  of  the  bill, 

EXECUTIVE   SESSION. 

The  Commission  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  execu- 
tive business. 

After  the  consideration  of  executive  business,  the  Com- 
mission returned  to  regular  session.

REPORTS  OP  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  378.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  Jan- 
uary 15,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  940,  entitled  "An  Act  creating  the 
office  of  shipping  commissioner,  defining  his  duties,  regulating  the 
shipment  and  discharge  of  seamen  in  domestic  vessels  and  the  ad- 
judication of  wage  disputes  in  certain  cases,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  pass  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  office  of  shipping  commissioner  is  hereby  created. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and 
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Justice,  to  appoint,  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law,  a  shipping  com- 
missioner for  each  port  of  entry  and  coastwise  port  which,  in  his 
judgment,  may  require  the  same;  to  determine  the  number  of  clerks 
assigned  to  the  assistance  of  such  commissioners,  and  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  commissioners  and  clerks  within  the  limitation 
prescribed  in  section  twenty-five  hereof.  But  no  official  or  employee 
who  acts  as  commissioner  or  clerk  or  performs  the  duties  of  a  commis- 
sioner or  clerk  shall  receive  any  extra  compensation  thereof. 

"Sec.  3.  Until  a  shipping  commissioner  shall  have  been  appointed 
at  any  port  of  entry,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  business  of  a  ship- 
ping commissioner  as  herein  defined  shall  be  conducted  by  the  col- 
lector or  deputy  collector  of  customs  of  such  port;  and  in  respect  of 
such  business  such  custom  house  shall  be  deemed  a  shipping  office, 
and  the  collector  or  deputy  collector  of  customs  to  whom  «such  business 
shall  be  committed  shall,  for  all  purposes,  "be  deemed  a  shipping  com- 
missioner within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  4.  The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  shall  secure,  assign,  and 
furnish  suitable  offices  and  rooms  for  the  shipment  and  discharge  of 
seamen,  to  be  known  as  shipping  offices. 

"Sec.  5.  Each  shipping  commissioner  except  a  collector  or  deputy 
collector  of  customs  acting  as  such,  shall  give  a  bond,  satisfactory  to 
the  Insular  Auditor,  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
and  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

"Sec.  6.  Each  shipping  commissioner  shall  be  provided  with  a 
seal  with  which  he  shall  authenticate  all  his  official  acts,  on  which 
seal  shall  appear  the  name  of  the  port  or  district  for  which  he  is 
commissioned.  Any  instrument  purporting  to  be  the  official  act  of 
a  shipping  commissioner,  and  purporting  to  be  under  the  seal  and 
signature  of  such  shipping  commissioner,  shall  be  received  in  any 
court  of  law  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  official  character  of 
such  instrument  and  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  therein  set  forth. 

"Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shipping  commissioner: 

"(1)  To  afford  facilities  for  engaging  seamen  by  keeping  a  reg- 
ister of  their  names,  characters  and  previous  service. 

"(2)  To  superintend  their  engagement  and  discharge  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  Insular  Collector  of 
Customs. 

"(3)  To  provide  means  for  securing  the  presence  on  board  at  the 
proper  times  of  seamen  who  are  so  engaged. 

"(4)   To  facilitate  the  making  of  apprenticeships  to  the  sea  service. 

"(5)  To  render  full,  exact,  and  itemized  monthly  accounts  of  their 
receipts  and  expenditures  to  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs. 

"(6)  To  perform  such  other  duties  relating  to  merchant  seamen 
or  merchant  ships  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  required  by  law 
or  regulations. 
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"Except  as  hereinafter  expressly  provided,  an  appeal  shall  lie  from 
every  decision  of  a  shipping  commissioner  or  person  acting  as  such 
to  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  whose  decision  upon  any  such 
appeal  shall  be  final  and  shall  not  be  reviewed  nor  questioned  in  any 
court  of  law. 

"Sec.  8.  The  shipping  commissioner  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity, subject  to  appeal  to  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  to  refuse 
to  ship  on  any  vessel  any  seaman  guilty  of  desertion,  cruelty,  theft, 
assaults  upon  passengers  or  members  of  the  ship's  complement,  mu- 
tiny, habitual  chronic  drunkenness,  or  any  other  offense  of  such  a 
character  as,  in  his  judgment,  makes  it  unsafe  for  such  person  to 
be  employed  on  board  ship.  Such  refusal  shall,  if  no  appeal  be 
taken  within  three  days,  or,  if  affirmed  on  appeal,  be  entered  in  the 
libreta  of  the  seaman  with  a  statement  of  the  grounds  therefor. 
Restoration  to  rights  of  shipment  thereafter  shall  only  be  by  express 
permission  of  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs. 

"Sec.  9.  Should  any  vessel  licensed  to  engage  in  the  coastwise  trade 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  receive  on  board  any  member  of  the  ship's 
complement  without  regularly  shipping  him  before  a  shipping  com- 
missioner, the  said  vessel  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hun- 
dred pesos  for  each  and  every  person  so  received  on  board,  which 
shall  be  collected  by  the  collector  of  any  port  at  which  the  vessel 
may  be  found  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  three  hundred  and 
thirteen  of  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  as  amended 
by  Acts  Numbered  Eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  Fourteen  hundred 
and  ñve,  and  Fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-six.  One  half  of  this 
sum  shall  be  paid  into  the  Insular  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  fund 
created  by  section  fourteen  hereof,  and  the  other  half  shall  be  paid 
to  the  seaman  or  such  other  person  as  shall  first  give  information 
thereof  to  the  shipping  commissioner:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  taking  on  board  a  vessel  of 
a  seaman  at  any  coastwise  port  at  which  there  is  no  shipping  office, 
to  serve  until  such  vessel  shall  first  reach  a  port  at  which  a  shipping 
office  is  maintained.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Collector 
of  Customs  to  arrange  for  the  shipment  and  discharge  of  seamen 
from  Philippine  vessels  in  foreign  ports  before  the  American  Con- 
sular officer  thereat. 

"Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  discharge  any  seaman  from  any 
vessel  licensed  to  engage  in  the  coastwise  trade  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  except  in  the  presence  and  with  the  consent  of  a  shipping 
commissioner;  and  any  member  of  a  ship's  complement,  whether 
regularly  signed  on  or  not,  otherwise  discharged  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  all  wages  which  have  been  earned  by  him  while  employed 
upon  said  ship,  without  deduction  on  account  of  payments  previously 
made. 

"Sbc.  11.  The  shipping  commissioner  shall  collect  from  each  vessel 
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upon  which  a  man  is  shipped  a  fee  of  one  peso  on  account  of  each 
officer  so  shipped,  and  a  like  fee  of  fifty  centavos  on  account  of  each 
other  person  so  shipped.  In  case  of  reshipment  in  the  same  vessel, 
there  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioner  on  account  of  ^ach  seaman 
so  reshipped  a  fee  of  twenty  centavos.  No  vessel  shall  clear  from 
any  port  of  entry  while  any  shipment  or  reshipment  fee  is  due  and 
unpaid.  There  shall  also  be  paid  by  each  officer  and  seaman,  upon 
original  registry,  the  sum  of  one  peso,  and  yearly  thereafter  the 
sum  of  fifty  centavos.  Payment  of  these  fees  shall  in  every  case  be 
evidenced  by  the  affixing  and  cancellation  of  customs  "official  fee" 
stamps,  on  the  libreta  of  the  particular  seaman. 

"Sec.  12.  Every  shipping  commissioner,  and  every  clerk  or  em- 
ployee in  any  shipping  office,  or  person  acting  as  such  commissioner, 
clerk,  or  employee,  who  demands  or  receives  any  gift  or  "remuneration 
whatever,  excepting  the  lawful  fees,  fines,  and  deposits  receivable  by 
him  under  this  Act,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  hiring,  supplying, 
or  registering  any  seaman,  or  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  his  official 
conduct  in  any  other  manner,  shall,  upon  conviction  of  every  such 
offense,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  pesos, 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs 
to  set  aside  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  net  proceeds  arising  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  a  special  fund  for  the  relief  of  shipwrecked 
and  distressed  seamen,  which  shall  be  maintained  as  nearly  as  may 
be  at  five  thousand  pesos.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Col- 
lector of  Customs  to  arrange  with  American  consuls  or  other  persons 
to  act  as  agents  for  the  disbursement  of  this  fund  at  foreign  ports. 
No  payment  shall  be  made  from  this  special  fund  except  with  the 
express  approval  of  the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs.  Any  wrecked 
and  distressed  seamen  who  are  citizens  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  on 
whatever  vessel  employed,  and  seamen  of  any  nationality  employed 
upon  vessels  licensed  and  documented  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  but 
not  deserters  from  such  vessels,  shall  be  entitled  to  relief  out  of  this 
fund. 

"Sec.  14.  The  collections  and  receipts  made  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  Act,  except  fines  imposed  by  the  court,  are  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  carrying  it  into  effect,  but  no  other  funds 
of  the  Government  shall  be  available  for  such  purpose. 

"Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shipping  commissioner  to 
adjudicate  controversies  between  seamen,  officers,  agents  and  con- 
signees; and  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  in  a  summary  manner 
the  amount  of  wages  due  any  member  of  a  ship's  complement  upon 
discharge.  Should  he,  as  the  result  of  an  investigation  made  by  him, 
find  that  the  ship  is  indebted  to  the  seaman,  he  shall  determine  the 
amount  thereof  and  notify  the  master  or  other  representative  of  the 
ship,  and  the  seaman. 
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"Sec.  16.  If  the  seaman  is  dissatisfied  with  the  shipping  commis- 
sioner's finding  as  to  the  amount  of  wages  due,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  master  to  deposit  with  the  shipping  commissioner  the  full 
amount  of  the  seaman's  claim  from  which  the  sum  admitted  by  the 
master  to  be  due,  shall  be  paid  at  once  to  the  seaman.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  hold  the  balance  as  a  deposit,  and  the  seaman  shall 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  making  of  the  deposit  file  a  complaint 
in  the  court  of  first  instance  of  the  judicial  district  in  which  the 
commissioner  holding  the  deposit  has  his  office,  against  such  com- 
missioner for  the  recovery  of  said  deposit.  The  case  shall  be  tried 
as  an  ordinary  civil  proceeding. 

"Sec.  17.  If  the  master  is  dissatisfied  with  the  commissioner's 
finding  as  to  the  amount  of  wages  due  a  seaman,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  master  to  deposit  the  full  amount  of  the  seaman's  claim, 
which  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  shipping  commissioner  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  preceding  section.  The  commissioner  shall 
hold  the  sum  which  is  in  dispute  until  the  controversy  is  settled, 
and  the  master  shall  within  fifteen  days  after  making  the  deposit 
bring  suit  in  the  nearest  Court  of  First  Instance  against  the  ship- 
ping commissioner  for  the  recovery  thereof.  The  expense  for  de- 
fending such  suit  shall  be  a  proper  charge  against  the  appropriation 
made  by  section  fourteen  of  this  Act.  If  the  seaman  fails  to  file 
complaint  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  hereof,  or  if  the  master 
fails  to  bring  suit  as  provided  in  this  section,  within  fifteen  days, 
his  claim  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  and  the  deposit  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  party  who  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  shipping  commis- 
sioner, entitled  thereto. 

"Sec.  18.  No  clearance  shall  be  granted  to  any  vessel  while  a 
wage  dispute  of  the  sort  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections  is 
pending,  unless  the  master  shall  deposit  the  full  amount  of  the  sum 
demanded  with  the  commissioner  as  above  provided. 

"Sec.  19.  Any  seaman  who  after  a  hearing  before  the  commis- 
sioner is  found  guilty  of  desertion,  insubordination  or  violation  of  the 
good  discipline  of  the  ship,  or  a  violation  of  the  regulations  author- 
ized by  this  Act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred pesos  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months  for  each 
offense.  The  Government  shall  have  a  first  lien  upon  any  wages  due 
to  officers  and  seamen  for  the  full  satisfaction  of  fines  imposed  by 
virtue  of  this  Act.  The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  shall  prescribe  rules 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  lien.  No  seaman  duly  convicted  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  thereafter  be  shipped  on  any  vessel 
without  special  authority  therefor  from  the  Insular  Collector  of 
Customs. 

"Sec.  20.  If  any  seaman  shall  die  while  a  member  of  the  com- 
plement of  any  vessel  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  master  of  the  ship  on  which  he  is  serving,  within  twenty-four 
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hours  thereafter,  or  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arrival  of 
such  ship  at  a  port  where  there  is  a  shipping  commissioner,  to  turn 
over  to  such  shipping  commissioner  all  the  property  of  every  descrip- 
tion belonging  to  the  deceased  and  on  board  the  vessel,  and  the  amount 
in  cash  of  all  wages  to  which  the  seaman  was  entitled  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

"Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shipping  commissioner  to  turn 
over  without  delay  all  such  money,  property,  and  papers  so  received 
to  the  Attorney- General  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  who  shall  admin- 
ister the  estate,  performing  the  duties  and  rendering  the  services 
provided  by  section  eighteen  (6)  of  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred 
and  seven,  entitled  'The  Reorganization  Act/  in  the  case  of  deceased 
civilian  employees:  Providedt  however,  That  if  the  estate  is  of  less 
than  two  hundred  pesos  in  value,  the  shipping  commissioner  shall 
perform  the  duties  therein  enjoined  upon  the  Attorney-General,  and 
all  his  actions  in  connection  therewith  shall  have  the  same  legal  force 
and  validity  as  though  performed  by  the  Attorney-General  in  the  case 
of  a  deceased  civilian  employee;  And  provided  further.  That  no  estate 
valued  at  more  than  one  thousand  pesos  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Attorney-General  under  this  Act. 

"Sec.  22.  The  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  shall  have  control  over 
the  business  in  all  shipping  offices.  He  shall  have  authority,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  pre- 
scribe the  form  and  substance  of  uniform  shipping  articles  and  to 
compel  their  use.  He  shall  also  promulgate  regulations,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  covering  the 
shipment,  discharge,  and  registry  of  seamen,  provide  for  the  issue 
and  use  of  libretas  or  personal  description  books,  and  to  this  end 
may  demand  photographs  and  other  means  of  identifying  the  seamen 
registered.  He  shall  also  define  the  conditions  under  which  unregis- 
tered officers  and  men  may  be  shipped,  and  the  manner  of  taking 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  shipping  commissioner,  and  shall  have 
general  power  to  prescribe,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Finance  and  Justice,  all  such  other  rules  and  regulations  of  what- 
soever name  and  nature,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true 
intent  and  purpose  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  23.  This  Act  shall  apply  to  all  vessels  licensed  to  engage  in 
the  coastwise  trade  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  to  all  vessels  docu- 
mented in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  engaged  in  foreign  trade.  It 
shall  not  apply  to  vessels  licensed  for  and  engaged  exclusively  in  the 
lighterage  or  harbor  business. 

"Sec.  24.  The  word  "seaman"  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  include 
officer,  unless  the  contrary  appears  from  the  context. 

"Sec.  25.  The  total  salaries  and  expenses,  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary, including  a  reasonable  allowance  for  office  supplies  and 
rent,  paid  under  this  Act,  shall  not  exceed  in  any  fiscal  year  the  gross 
revenue   accruing  to   the   Government   from   the   sources   of   income 
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herein  provided:  Provided,  That  at  least  one-half  of  all  the  fees 
received  under  this  Act  during  the  first  year  of  its  operation  shall  be 
paid  into  the  fund  created  by  section  thirteen  hereof." 

As  amended  by  your  committee  the  bill  is  substantially  the  same 
as  Commission  Bill  No.  150,  referred  to  this  committee  on  January 
4,  1912,  for  report  and  recommendation. 

The  bill  of  the  Commission  places  the  control  of  the  office  of  ship- 
ping commissioner  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector  of  Customs,  while 
the  bill  of  the  Assembly  establishes  the  position  within  the  Bureau 
of  Labor.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  this  office  should 
be  part  of  the  Bureau  of  Customs,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  Act 
No.  355,  known  as  the  "Customs  Administrative  Act,"  section  3  of 
which  defines  as  one  of  the  duties  of  the  customs  service  "the  shipping, 
protection,  and  care  of  merchant  seamen."

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  380.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on 
January  2,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  660,  entitled  "An  Act  providing 
that  thirty  per  centum  of  the  amount  collected  annually  for  road 
funds  be  employed  exclusively  in  the  repair  of  roads  within  munic- 
ipalities and  that  said  funds  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  municipal 
councils,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  /to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Act  No.  1932  already  provides  for  the  expennditure  of  30  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  the  cédula  tax  collected  in  each  municipality.  At 
present  this  money  is  considered  accumulative  and  is  allowed  to 
accumulate  until  there  are  sufficient  funds  to  do  economical  work. 
The  present  system  allows  a  systematic  planning  of  road  and  bridge 
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work  in  all  the  provinces  which  will  insure  first-class  roads  to 
each  municipality  in  from  five  to  ten  years.  The  results  show  for 
themselves. 

This  Act  will  not  only  destroy  the  systematic  planning  of  work 
but  will  divide  the  road  and  bridge  funds  each  year  in  each  prov- 
ince into  twenty  or  thirty  small  projects  under  the  supervision  of 
inexperienced  men;  it  will  materially  hamper  the  usefulness  of  the 
district  engineer.  In  no  case  will  it  give  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  on  any  municipal  project  to  do  economical  work  even  under 
an  experienced  man,  should  there  happen  to  be  one. 

After  a  first-class  road  has  once  been  constructed  more  than 
30  per  cent  of  the  cédula  tax  for  the  municipality  will  ordinarily 
be  required  for  maintenance  alone.  Maintenance  usually  extends 
through  a  continuous  line  of  municipalities  and  to  be  effective  at 
all  must  be  under  general  supervision;  it  would  not  be  practicable 
to  limit  it  to  municipal  divisions. 

The  proposed  Act  is  ostensibly  in  the  interests  of  the  municipal- 
ities whose  cédula  tax  is  still  on  the  accumulative  list.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  the  result  would  be  entirely  to  the  contrary.  The  pres- 
ent policy  having  now  been  pursued  for  a  number  of  years  the 
most  important  municipalities  have  now  reaped  the  benefit  of  this 
policy  and  any  serious  change  at  the  present  time  would  result  in 
relieving  them  from  assisting  and  extending  road  and  bridge  im- 
provements to  other  municipalities. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Act  are  considered 
impracticable  and  largely  detrimental  to  those  municipalities  to 
which   road   and  bridge   development  has  not  yet   been   extended.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 
2,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  681,  entitled  "An  Act  prohibiting  the 
entry  or  introduction,  under  certain  conditions,  of  every  kind  of 
large  cattle  into  the  Island  of  Catanduanes,  Province  of  Albay,  and 
establishing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  Act,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Your  committee   believes  that  the  principle   underlying  this  bill 
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is  incorrect.  Quarantines  are  by  nature  restrictive,  and  almost 
invariably  work  hardships  on  at  least  a  portion  of  the  people.  They 
should,  therefore,  be  ordered  only  when  they  are  quite  necessary, 
and  for  as  short  a  period  of  time  as  is  possible.  This  is  particu- 
larly true  in  the  case  of  local  quarantines  which  hamper  the  move- 
ments of  animals  between  contiguous  localities.  Such  quarantines 
should  be  the  subject  of  regulations,  not  of  laws.  They  can  in  this 
manner  be  adapted  to  changing  conditions  from  time  to  time  and 
immediately  removed  when  the  need  therefor  no  longer  exists. 
Your  committee  during  the  time  of  the  last  session  of  this  Legis- 
lature introduced  a  bill  which  was  passed  by  the  Commission  au- 
thorizing the  Director  of  Agriculture,  under  certain  conditions  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Public.  Instruction, 
to  declare  local  quarantines.  This  bill  was  tabled  by  the  Assembly. 
Your  committee  will,  probably  during  the  next  Legislature,  again 
introduce  a  quarantine  bill  differing  in  some  respects  from  the  other, 
and  if  this  bill  is  approved  by  the  Legislature  the  Director  of  Agri- 
culture will  have  authority  to  do  what  the  bill,  which  is  the  subject 
of  this  report,  intends.

[Committee  Report  No.  382.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred on  January  16,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  929,  entitled  "An 
Act  authorizing  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila  and  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Works  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  com- 
pensation and  other  expenses  to  their  respective  unclassified  em- 
ployees and  laborers  injured  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
of  a  donation  in  cash  to  the  families  of  such  unclassified  employees 
and  laborers  dying  from  injuries  resulting  from  labor  accidents/' 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the   bill   pass   with   the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section    1.  Section    twenty-five    (d)    of    Act    Numbered    Sixteen 
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hundred  and  ninety-eight,  known  as  the  Revised  Civil  Service  Act 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"'Sec.  25.  (d).  When  an  officer  or  employee  in  the  civil  service, 
Insular  or  provincial,  or  of  the  city  of  Manila,  permanent  or  tem- 
porary, is  wounded  or  injured  in  the  performance  of  duty,  the 
Governor-General  or  proper  head  of  Department  may  direct  that 
absence  during  the  period  of  disability  caused  by  such  wound  or 
injury  shall  be  on  full  pay  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months: 
Provided,  That  if  the  officer  or  employee  is  entitled  to  the  vacation 
leave  provided  in  section  twenty-four  of  this  Act,  absence  for  this 
reason  shall  be  charged  first  against  such  vacation  leave:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  Governor-General  or  proper  head  of 
Department  may,  in  his  discretion,  authorize  payment  of  medical 
attendance,  necessary  transportation,  subsistence,  and  hospital  fees 
for  all  Insular  officers,  employees,  and  laborers,  and  the  Municipal 
Board  of  the  city  of  Manila  may  also  in  its  discretion,  authorize  the 
payment  of  such  expenses  for  all  officers,  employees,  and  laborers 
of  the  city  of  Manila,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  appointed, 
and  whatever  their  rate  of  compensation,  pay,  or  wages,  who  have 
been  wounded  or  injured  in  the  performance  of  their  duty:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  Governor-General  or  proper  head  of 
Department  or  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila,  as  the 
case  may  be,  may  authorize  payment  of  reasonable  burial  expenses 
and  of  three  months'  salary  or  wages  to  the  widow  or  dependent 
child  or  children  of  any  officer,  employee,  or  laborer  who  is  killed 
or  dies  from  wounds  or  injuries  received  while  in  line  of  duty: 
And  provided  further,  That  payments  made  under  this  paragraph 
shall  not  be  made  from  the  appropriation  for  general  purposes  when 
the  Bureau  or  Office  concerned  has  an  available  appropriation  for 
contingent  expenses  or  public  works,  as  the  case  may  be,  from 
which  such  payments  can  be  made,  nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this 
section  be  construed  to  cover  sickness  as  distinguished  from  phys- 
ical wounds:  Provided,  however,  That  when  such  sickness  is  the 
direct  and  immediate  result  of  the  performance  of  some  Act  in  the 
line  of  duty,  the  Governor-General  or  proper  head  of  Department 
may  in  his  discretion  authorize  the  payment  of  necessary  hospital 
fees/  "

sum  not  less  than  two  million  pesos,  to  give  to  the  purchaser  a  good 
and  sufficient  title  to  said  property,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Page  1,  lines  1  and  2,  strike  out  the  words  "of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  hereinafter   called   the   Governor-General." 

Page  1,  lines  7  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  "lands  and  buildings 
occupied  by  the  United  States  for  military  purposes/'  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "approach  to  the  Colgante  Bridge." 

Page  1,  line  12,  after  the  words  "Governor- General,"  insert  the 
words  "before  selling  the  plant." 

Page  2,  line  17,  after  the  words  "rate  of"  insert  the  word  "six." 

Page  3,  line  7,  after  the  word  "necessary,"  insert  the  words 
"minimum  space  to  be  rented  to  the  public  for  storage  and." 

Page  3,  line  9,  after  the  word  "plant,"  insert  the  words  "and 
meats,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  other  foods  stored  therein." 

Special  circumstances  made  it  advisable  for  the  Government  to 
establish  and  operate  an  ice  plant  in  Manila.  These  circumstances 
have  now  disappeared,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  if  the 
Government  can  advantageously  sell  the  plant,  no  good  reason 
exists  in  favor  of  the  Government's  retaining  this  property.  The 
sale  as  proposed  in  this  bill  your  committee  believes  to  be  an  ad- 
vantageous one  for  the  Government.  The  bill  contains,  moreover, 
certain  restrictions  which  will  prevent  the  purchasing  company  from 
unduly  raising  the  price  of  ice  or  water,  or  of  meats  or  other  foods 
stored  therein.

are  now  used  in  the  operation  of  what  is  known  as  the  Insular  Cold 
Storage  and  Ice  Plant,  hereinafter  called  the  plant,  except  the  land 
whereon  the  same  is  located,  hereinafter  called  the  land,  and  to  lease 
the  land  to  the  buyer  of  the  plant  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ninety- 
nine  years  under  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth."

lines  28  to  32,  strike  out  the  words  "and  in  the  land  and  building 
and  other  improvements  being  a  part  thereof  and  in  all  the  property, 
machinery,  apparatus,  vehicles,  animals,  equipment,  and  supplies  in 
and  about  the  said  plant,  but  not  such  property,  animals,  vehicles, 
and  equipment  not  kept"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "ex- 
cepting such  property,  animals,  vehicles,  and  equipment  as  are  not 
kept."

REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  388.] 

Gentlemen:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  20,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  960,  entitled  "An 
Act  amending  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  entitled  'An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Philippine  civil 
service/  "  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

At  th*  time  of  the  passage  of  the  original  Civil  Service  Act 
employees  then  in  Government  service  were  allowed  to  retain  their 
positions  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  them  did  not  and  could  not 
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qualify  in  the  examinations  required  of  new  appointees.  Thus  men 
appointed  in  the  early  days  when  the  machinery  for  ascertaining  the 
best  qualified  by  competitive  civil-service  examinations  was  not  in 
operation,  were  allowed  to  retain  their  positions  while  other  better 
qualified  men  were  unable  to  secure  appointment.  For  those  em- 
ployees who  entered  the  service  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  original 
Civil  Service  Act,  as  well  as  for  all  other  members  of  the  service, 
promotion  is  not  allowable  to  any  higher  position  until  the  examination 
prescribed  for  that  position  shall  have  been  passed. 

Section  3  (i)  of  Act  No.  1698  requires  competitive  or  noncompetitive 
promotion  examinations  whenever  practicable.  Persons  who  entered 
the  classified  service  without  examination  may  be  promoted  on  simply 
passing  noncompetitively  the  examination  required  for  original  ap- 
pointment to  the  position  to  which  promotion  is  proposed.  This  gives 
the  employee  who  was  appointed  without  examination  a  great  ad- 
vantage over  persons  not  in  the  service,  as  by  simply  obtaining  70 
per  cent  on  the  examination  he  may  receive  the  appointment  even 
though  persons  not  in  the  service  should  obtain  very  much  higher 
ratings  in  the  examination.  In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  no 
person  should  receive  promotion  to  any  position  who  cannot  pass 
noncompetitively  the  examination  which  would  be  required  of  persons 
outside  of  the  service  to  obtain  appointment.  Mere  length  of  service 
should  not  permit  the  promotion  of  persons  who  are  so  poorly  equipped 
as  to  be  unable  to  pass  noncompetitively  the  required  examination. 

The  proposed  amendment  applies  only  to  persons  receiving  less 
than  1*2,000  per  annum.  If  passed,  employees  receiving  more  than 
f*2,000  per  annum,  who  are  also  ineligible  for  promotion  by  reason  of 
inability  to  qualify,  would  undoubtedly  consider  that  an  injustice  was 
done  them  and  would  urge  similar  legislation  in  their  behalf. 

A  person  who  enters  the  classified  service  as  a  result  of  a  low-grade 
examination  is  not  eligible  for  promotion  beyond  the  salary  limit 
prescribed  for  the  examination  taken  by  him  until  he  passes  a  higher 
examination.  Under  the  proposed  amendment  a  second  person, 
receiving  the  same  salary  as  the  first,  who  had  entered  the  service 
without  any  examination,  would  be  eligible  for  promotion  to  the  next 
higher  class  even  though  he  might  not  be  able  to  pass  the  higher  grade 
examination,  or  even  the  low  grade  examination  which  was  taken  by 
the  first  person.  It  is  difficult  to  see  why  the  second  person  should 
be  given  by  law  any  greater  consideration  than  the  first  one  who 
entered  the  classified  service  as  a  result  of  competitive  examination 
and  not  by  merely  being  blanketed  into  the  service. 

The  present  law  leaves  the  subject  of  promotions  to  be  regulated 
by  civil-service  rules  proposed  by  the  Director  of  Civil  Service  and 
approved  by  the  Governor- General.     It  is  believed  that  the  matter 
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should  be  so  left  and  should  not  be  disturbed  by  legislation  limiting 
the  proper  control  of  the  Executive  over  promotions  in  the  service.

of  reception  to  the  committee  of  the  United  States  Congress  which 
is  to  visit  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  exam- 
ined the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission 
with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 
Strike  out  all  of  section  1  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
"Section  1.  The  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pesos,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in 
the  Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  reception  and  entertainment,  at  Manila  and  in 
the  provinces,  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  United  States 
Congress  who  are  to  visit  the  Philippine  Islands  to  study  conditions 
in  the  country  and  prepare  and  make  recommendations  to  Congress, 
and  for  the  payment  of  any  expenses  relating  to  the  coming  of 
said  committee." 

Your  committee,  however,  calls  the  especial  attention  of  the  Com- 
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mission  to  section  2,  which  creates  a  reception  committee  so  large 
as  to  be  cumbersome.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 
[Committee  Report  No.  390.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  17,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  866,  entitled  "An 
Act  authorizing  and  directing  the  Insular  Treasurer,  in  represen- 
tation of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  bring  suit 
to  recover,  and,  at  the  proper  time,  receive  and  receipt  for  funds 
belonging  to  the  subscription  opened  for  the  relief  of  those  damaged 
by  the  earthquake  of  June  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  to  distribute  said  funds  in  accordance  with  the  allotments  made 
by  the  central  relief  board  appointed  at  that  time,  and  for  other 
purposes/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Page  2,  line  20,  strike  out  the  words  "the  heirs  of  said  persons," 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "certain  of  the  persons  and 
the  heirs  of  others." 

This  bill  is  substantially  the  same  as  Commission  Bill  No.  23, 
which  was  passed  by  the  Commission  on  February  11,  1908,  and 
sent  on  that  date  to  the  Assembly  for  its  concurrence.  Afterwards, 
on  the  15th  of  February,  the  President  of  the  Commission  stated 
that  it  had  been  suggested  to  him  that  it  might  be  possible  to  settle 
administratively  the  question  of  the  collection  from  the  Monte  de 
Piedad  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  subscription  for  the  relief  of 
those  damaged  by  the  earthquake  of  1863  and  that  no  law  should 
be  passed  authorizing  the  bringing  of  a  suit  until  an  opportunity 
had  been  given  for  the  administrative  disposition  of  the  matter. 
He  therefore  asked  and  was  granted  unanimous  consent  to  have 
the  bill  recalled  from  the  Assembly  pending  a  motion  to  reconsider 
the  vote  whereby  said  bill  was  passed.  The  Secretary  was  accord- 
ingly directed  to  request  the  return  of  the  bill  from  the  Assembly. 
In  response  to  this  request  the  Assembly  returned  the  bill  to  the 
Commission,  no  action  being  thereafter  taken  by  the   Commission. 
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This  bill  seeks  to  dispose  of  the  claims  presented  to  this  Govern- 
ment by  various  interested  parties  demanding  that  certain  money 
belonging  to  the  subscription  fund  raised  for  the  relief  of  those 
damaged  by  the  earthquake  of  June  3,  1863,  deposited  in  the  Monte 
de  Piedad  by  the  Spanish  Government,,  be  demanded  by  the  Govern- 
ment from  said  institution  and  distributed  among  the  persons  entitled 
thereto.  There  is  no  possibility  of  being  able  to  settle  this  question 
administratively,  as  the  representatives  of  the  Monte  de  Piedad 
refuse  to  return  the  money  in  question,  alleging  as  grounds  for 
their  action  that  the  Spanish  Government  made  a  donation  of  this 
money  to  that  institution.  The  question,  in  the  opinion  of  this  com- 
mittee, should  be  determined  by  the  courts,  and  it  is  to  this  end  that 
the  present  bill  is  introduced.

COMMITTEE    OF    THE    WHOLE    ON    COMMISSION    BILL    NO.    160, 
AMENDING   PUBLIC    LAND   ACT. 

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  considering  Commission  Bill 
No.  160,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Nine 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  entitled  the  Tublic  Land  Act/ 
by  providing  that  persons,  associations,  and  corporations 
may  acquire  by  purchase  public  lands  not  exceeding  six- 
teen hectares  in  extent  for  purposes  of  trade,  manufacture, 
or  other  productive  industry,  and  that  provinces,  munic- 
ipalities, or  other  municipal  corporations  may  acquire  by 
purchase  public  lands  for  cemetery  or  park  purposes  not  ex- 
ceeding sixteen  hectares  in  extent,  and  for  other  purposes. " 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  be  passed  with  the 
following  amendment: 

Section  1,  page  2,  lines  1  and  8,  strike  out  the  words  "forestry 
lands"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  in  each  case  the  words  "forest  or 
foreshore  lands;"  lines  21  to  29,  inclusive,  strike  out  the  words  "and 
the  water  frontage  which  may  be  acquired  under  such  an  application 
shall  be  such  as  the  Director  of  Lands  may  deem  reasonable,  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police:  And  provided 
further,  That  where  any  land  purchased  for  trade,  manufacture  or 
other  productive  industry  is  used  for  landing  or  wharf  purposes,  if 
the  public  is  charged  a  toll  for  the  use  of  such  wharf  or  landing, 
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such  toll  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
merce and  Police." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  by  in- 
serting the  word  "certain"  before  the  words  "public  land" 
in  the  third  and  seventh  lines  thereof. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

INTRODUCTION   OF  BILL.

Commission  Bill  No.  173.  An  Act  amending  section  eight  of 
Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  Philippine 
Commission  by  authorizing  the  city  council  of  Baguio  to  construct, 
acquire  and  maintain  a  public  lighting  system,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

Commission  Bill  No.  173  was  read  the  first  and  second 
times. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Elliott,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed  and  the  title 
read  and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  Commission  Bill  No.  173  be  enrolled  and 
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printed  as  an  Act,  the  enactment  of  same  being  within  the 
exclusive  general  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission 
over  that  part  of  the  Philippine  Islands  inhabited  by  Moros 
or  other  non-Christian  tribes. 

REPORTS   OF  STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  391.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  to  which  was  referred  on  December  23,  1911,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  737,  amending  Act  No.  82  by  changing  the  scale  of  salaries 
for  the  municipal  officers,  has  examined  the  same,  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  the  attached  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  amend  section  22  of  the  Municipal 
Code  so  as  to  increase  the  maximum  salaries  at  present  allowed  for 
the  municipal  officers,  in  order  to  make  it  possible  to  raise  said 
salaries  beyond  the  present  limit.  At  present  the  salaries  of  the 
municipal  officers  are  fixed,  within  the  limits  established  by  law,  by 
resolution  of  the  municipal  council,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
provincial  treasurer.  From  the  decision  of  the  provincial  treasurer 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  provincial  board,  whose  decision  in 
the  matter  is  final.  Your  committee  believes  that  the  limits  estab- 
lished by  existing  legislation  give  sufficient  elasticity  to  the  scale 
of  salaries  of  the  municipal  officers  and  permit  of  the  granting  of 
the  necessary  increases  in  cases  in  which  the  same  are  justified. 

Moreover,  the  scale  of  salaries  established  in  section  22  of  the 
Municipal  Code  has  already  been  the  object  of  so  many  modifica- 
tions that  the  majority  of  the  municipal  officers  are  no  longer  subject, 
so  far  as  their  respective  salaries  are  concerned,  to  the  limit  fixed 
by  said  general  scale.  The  salaries  of  the  municipal  secretaries 
and  treasurers  may  be  increased,  without  any  limit,  by  the  provincial 
board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Secretary,  by  virtue 
of  subsection  (e),  section  2  of  Act  No.  1482.  Under  the  provisions 
of  Act  No.  1979,  the  salaries  of  the  municipal  presidents  of  the 
capitals  of  provinces  and  subprovinces  may  be  increased  by  resolution 
of  the  municipal  council,  approved  by  the  Governor- General,  to  a  sum 
not  exceeding  over  50  per  cent  of  the  sum  authorized  by  the  existing 
scale  of  salaries. 

For  these  reasons,  and  it  being  the  belief  of  your  committee  that 
the  present  financial  situation  of  the  municipalities  does  not  permit 
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of  the  increased  expenditure  involved  by  the  passage  of  the  attached 
bill,  it  is  recommended  that  said  bill  be  laid  on  the  table.

[Committee  Report  No.  392.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  to  which  was  referred  on  December  16,  1911,  resolution 
No.  146  of  the  convention  of  municipal  presidents  of  the  Province 
of  Antique,  recommending  the  passage  of  legislation  authorizing 
certain  municipalities  of  the  said  province  to  fix  the  date  of  their 
respective  fiestas,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  1909, 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  request  contained  in  said  resolution  be  denied.  • 

The  time  within  which  the  municipalities  could  fix  or  alter  the 
dates  of  their  fiestas,  in  accordance  with  Act  No.  1909,  expired  on 
October  1,  1909.  This  time  was  subsequently  extended  until  Decem- 
ber 31,  1911,  by  Act  No.  2054.  Both  these  periods  having  expired 
without  the  municipalities  of  the  Province  of  Antique  having  taken 
advantage  of  them,  any  change  which  it  may  be  desired  to  make  at 
present  in  the  dates  of  municipal  fiestas  can — unless  the  Legislature 
grants  a  further  extension  of  time — be  made,  according  to  said  Acts 
Nos.  1909  and  2054,  only  by  the  passage  of  a  special  Act  for  each 
municipality,  fixing  the  date  of  the  municipal  fiesta  in  each  case. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  however,  that  neither  should 
a  further  extension  of  time  be  granted  by  the  Legislature,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  one  already  granted,  nor  should  special  Acts  be  passed 
in  cases  like  the  one  on  hand,  because  other  municipalities  would 
come  and  ask  for  a  similar  concession,  and  it  would  be  unjust  not 
to  grant  to  all  what  has  been  granted  to  some. 

The  result  of  the  denial  of  the  petition  of  the  convention  of  munic- 
ipal presidents  of  Antique  would  be  that  cockfighting  could  not  be 
authorized  by  the  municipalities  concerned  upon  the  celebration  of 
their  local  fiestas.  Paragraph  (j)  of  section  40  of  the  Municipal 
Code  confers  upon  the  municipal  councils  the  authority  to  prohibit 
cockfighting.  Considering  that  the  municipal  councils  mentioned 
in  the  petition  allowed  the  time  granted  by  Acts  Nos.  1909  and  2054 
to  expire  without  fixing  the  dates  of  their  municipal  fiestas,  it  is 
to  be  presumed  that  said  councils  decided  to  prohibit  cockfights,  this 
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being  the  result  of  their  failure  to  fix  a  date  for  the  celebration  of 
their  respective  municipal  fiestas.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  conven- 
tion of  municipal  presidents  of  Antique  was  voicing  the  sentiments  *óf 
the  municipal  councils  interested  when  it  adopted  the  resolution  here 
discussed,  and  this  is  another  reason  why  the  request  contained  in 
said  resolution  should  be  denied.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  January  19,  1912,  the  resolution 
of  the  municipal  treasurers  of  the  Province  of  La  Union,  of  December 
31,  1911,  requesting  that  an  Act  be  passed  granting  officials  of  their 
class  accrued  and  vacation  leave  and  an  increase  in  their  compensa- 
tions, has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  this  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  requests  contained  in  this  resolution  are  two:  The  first  is 
that  the  municipal  treasurers  be  granted  leave  privileges,  and  the 
second  that  their  salaries  be  increased.  Both  petitions  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  well  worthy  of  attention,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  municipal  treasurers  have  many  duties  to  perform, 
have  to  have  special  knowledge  in  the  matter  of  accounting,  and  have 
a  great  deal  of  responsibility  by  reason  of  their  office.  However,  the 
revenues  of  the  municipalities  and  provinces  of  these  Islands  are  very 
limited  in  comparison  with  their  general  expenses,  and  on  the  other 
hand  the  Municipal  Code  makes  very  clear  provision  with  regard  to 
absences  of  the  municipal  treasurers,  and  the  passage  of  legislation 
like  that  requested  by  the  treasurers  of  the  municipalities  of  La 
Union  is  therefore  not  possible  for  the  present,  notwithstanding  the 
justice  of  the  resolution  mentioned.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 
[Committee  Report  No.  394.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  24,  1912,  Commission  Bill  No.  131,  amending  the 
Charter  of  Manila,  for  further  consideration  of  subsection   (oo)    of 
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section  3  thereof,  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz: 

That  subsection  (oo)  of  section  3  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"(oo)  To  assess  the  costs  and  expenses  of  laying  out,  opening, 
straightening,  widening,  extending  and  grading,  paving,  curbing 
or  otherwise  improving  public  streets,  alleys,  parks  and  plazas,  includ- 
ing the  cost  of  the  necessary  land,  and  of  building  sidewalks  in  the 
following  manner  and  subject  to  the  following  restrictions: 

"1.  When  the  Municipal  Board  determines  that  certain  of  the 
above  mentioned  improvements  shall  be  made,  it  shall,  after  con- 
sidering the  nature  of  the  improvement,  the  territory  in  which  the 
same  is  to  be  made,  its  extent  and  the  probable  benefit  to  be  derived 
therefrom  by  the  persons  whose  land  abuts  upon  the  proposed  im- 
provement, or  by  those  owning  the  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  such 
improvement,  pass  a  resolution  describing  in  terms  of  reasonable 
accuracy  such  improvement,  and  stating  its  extent  and  where  the 
same  is  to  be  located,  declaring  an  assessment  district  and  delimit- 
ing the  same  by  metes  and  bounds;  fixing  a  rate  per  centum 
according  to  which,  based  upon  the  then  existing  valuation  of  each 
parcel  of  real  property  within  said  district  as  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  assessor  and  collector  of  the  city  of  Manila,  a  special  assess- 
ment shall  be  laid,  computed  and  levied  upon  each  parcel  of  real 
property  within  the  district  so  fixed  and  delimited  in  proportion 
to  and  in  no  case  greater  than  the  increase  in  value  of  each  parcel 
of  property,  to  defray  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  contemplated,  the  remainder  of  the  costs  of  such  im- 
provement to  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Manila,  and  determining  the 
number  of  annual  installments,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five, 
in  which  such  special  assessment  shall  be  paid.  The  Board  shall 
not  be  required  to  fix  one  uniform  rate  per  centum  for  all  real  prop- 
erty in  such  entire  district,  but  may  fix  different  rates  for  real 
property  in  different  parts  or  sections  of  the  district  so  fixed  by 
it  according  as  the  real  property  in  different  parts  of  said  districts 
will  derive  greater  or  less  benefit  from  such  contemplated  improve- 
ment. 

"2.  The  Municipal  Board  shall  cause  such  resolution  to  be  pub- 
lished once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  two  daily  news- 
papers published  in  the  city  of  Manila,  one  in  the  English  and  one 
in  the  Spanish  language.  Such  announcement  so  published  shall 
also  contain  a  list  of  the  owners  of  the  parcels  of  real  property 
affected  by  the  assessment. 

"3.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  the  last  publication 
of  the  announcement  aforesaid  the  owners  of  the  land  included  in 
the  assessment  district,  may  file  with  the  Municipal  Board  a  protest 
against  the  improvement  proposed,  or  a  protest  against  such  special 
assessment  upon  one  of  the  following  grounds:   That  his  parcel  of 
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land  should  be  excluded  from  the  assessment  district;  that  some 
other  parcel  of  land  should  be  included  in  the  assessment  district; 
that  the  assessment  was  not  made  according  to  the  rules  or 
restrictions  provided  in  paragraph  one  of  this  sub-section;  that  the 
number  of  installments  should  be  increased.  The  signers  of  the 
protests  shall  set  out  their  address  in  the  same. 

"4.  The  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Board  shall  be  final  in  all 
respects,  if  within  said  period  no  protest  is  filed,  and  shall  also  be 
final  as  to  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  improvement  proposed 
shall  be  carried  out,  if  within  said  period  no  protest  is  filed  against 
the  improvement  proposed,  signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
owners  of  the  land  included  within  the  assessment  district,  said 
two-thirds  of  the  owners  being  the  owners  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  entire  extent  of  the  land  so  affected. 

"5.  In  case  protests  are  filed,  the  Municipal  Board  shall  fix  a 
date  for  the  hearing  of  such  protests,  and  shall  give  reasonable 
notice  to  all  protestants  who  have  given  their  address,  and  also  to 
all  owners  of  lands  affected  by  any  protest  or  protests,  and  shall, 
moreover,  cause  to  be  published  in  two  consecutive  issues  of  two 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Manila,  one  in  the  English 
and  one  in  the  Spanish  language,  a  notice  of  the  date  on  which  the 
hearing  is  to  begin.  After  due  hearing  the  Board  shall  determine 
the  matter,  either  confirming  its  decision  or  modifying  the  same  in 
whole  or  in  part. 

"6.  The  Municipal  Board  shall  give  notice  of  its  decision  to  all 
parties  interested  who  have  given  their  address,  and  shall,  more- 
over, cause  its  decision  to  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  conse- 
cutive weeks  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of 
Manila,  one  in  the  English  and  one  in  the  Spanish  language.  Such 
announcement  so  published  shall  also  contain  a  list  of  the  owners 
of  the  parcels  of  real  estate  affected  by  the  assessment. 

"7.  Any  person  affected  by  such  decision  may,  within  the  period 
of  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  the  last  publication  of  the 
announcement  aforesaid,  file  with  the  Municipal  Board  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Municipal  Board  to  the  Public  Improve- 
ment Board  hereinafter  provided,  basing  such  appeal  on  any  of 
the  grounds  set  out  in  paragraph  three  of  this  section.  The 
Governor-General  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  board  consisting 
of  five  residents  of  the  city  of  Manila,  citizens  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  be  known  as  the  Public  Improve- 
ment  Board,  who  shall   serve  without  pay. 

"8.  The  decision  of  the  Municipal  Board  shall  be  final  except 
with  respect  to  a  special  assessment  against  lands  whose  owners 
have  appealed  from  its  decision,  if  within  said  period  no  appeal 
is  filed  against  the  improvement  proposed,  signed  by  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  land  included   in   the   assessment  dis- 
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trict,   said  two-thirds  of  the  owners  being  the  owners   of   at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  extent  of  the  land  so  affected. 

"9.  In  case  appeal  is  taken  as  set  out  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, the  Municipal  Board  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  Public 
Improvement  Board,  with  all  extracts  from  the  journal  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Board  relating  to  the  improvement  proposed  and  the  appeal 
presented.  The  Public  Improvement  Board  upon  receipt  of  the 
paper  shall  fix  a  date  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  presented, 
giving  reasonable  notice  thereof  to  the  appellants,  and  shall,  more- 
over, cause  a  notice  of  the  date  on  which  the  hearing  of  such 
appeal  is  to  begin  to  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Manila, 
one  in  the  English  and  one  in  the  Spanish  language.  The  Mu- 
nicipal Board  shall  be  represented  and  heard  in  the  hearing  of  such 
appeals.  The  Public  Improvement  Board  shall  examine  de  novo 
all  the  questions  involved  in  the  appeals  presented,  and  its  decision 
thereon  shall  be  final:  Provided,  however,  That  it  shall  not  have 
power  to  change  the  assessment  on  the  parcels  of  land  whose  owners 
did  not  present  an  appeal. 

"10.  All  sums  and  amounts  due  from  any  owner  or  owners  as 
a  result  of  any  action  taken  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
in  this  subsection  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  such  times  as  may 
by  ordinance  of  the  Municipal  Board  be  prescribed  and  shall  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  with  regard  to  the 
annual  tax  on  the  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Manila  by  this  Act, 
and  all  such  sums  and  amounts  shall  from  the  date  on  which  they 
were  assessed  constitute  liens  on  the  property  against  which  the 
same  were  assessed  and  shall  take  precedence  over  any  and  all 
other  liens  which  may  exist  upon  such  property  excepting  only 
such  as  may  have  attached  as  a  result  of  the  non-payment  of  the 
annual  tax  levied  upon  and  assessed  against  such  property  under 
the  provisions  of  section  forty-seven  of  this  Act. 

"To  order  the  draining,  filling  or  cleaning  of  land  declared  un- 
sanitary by  the  Director  of  Health,  and  in  case  the  owner  of  such 
land  refuses  to  obey  the  order,  to  do  the  work  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owner,  and  to  collect  such  cost  and  expense  from 
the  owner.  The  amount  due  on  this  account  shall  constitute  a  lien 
on  the  property  to  date  from  the  day  on  which  such  amount  is  due, 
and  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other  liens  except  annual  tax 
liens,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in 
this  Act  with  regard  to  the  annual  tax  on  real  estate."

That  the  amendment  recommended  by  the  select  committee  in 
Reports  Nos.  340  and  394  be  concurred  in  with  the  following 
amendment : 

"In  the  first  line  of  subsection  (oo)  of  section  3,  insert  after  the 
word  'assess'  the  words  'a  part  of;'  and  in  the  fifth  line  insert  the 
word   'acquiring'  before  the  words   'the  necessary  land.' 

"In  the  third  line  of  paragraph  1,  insert  after  the  word  'made' 
the  words  'and  that  a  part  of  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  same 
are  to  be  assessed  against  the  property  benefited.' 

"In  paragraph  3,  strike  out  the  words  'upon  one  of  the  following 
grounds:  That  his  parcel  of  land  should  be  excluded  from  the 
assessment  district;  that  some  other  parcel  of  land  should  be 
included  in  the  assessment  district;  that  the  assessment  was  not 
made  according  to  the  rules  or  restrictions  provided  in  paragraph 
one  of  this  subsection;  that  the  number  of  installments  should 
be  increased.' 

"In  paragraph  4,  strike  out  the  words  'owners  of  the  land  included 
within  the  assessment  district,  said  two-thirds  of  the  owners  being 
the  owners  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  entire  extent  of  the  land 
so  affected,'  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  'persons  who  are  the 
owners  of  the  land  included  within  the  assessment  district,  and  also 
by  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  land  affected.' 

"In  paragraph  5,  strike  out  the  words  'in  case'  at  the  beginning 
thereof  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  'when;'  and  strike  out 
the  word  'moreover'  before  the  words  'cause  to  be  published.' 

"In  paragraph  6,  strike  out  the  word  'moreover'  before  the  words 
'cause  its  decision.' 

"Paragraph  7,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '7.  The  Governor-General  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a 
board  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city  of  Manila,  citizens  of 
the  United  States  or  of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  be  known  as  the 
Special  Assessment  Board,  who  shall  hold  office  until  January  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  after  which  date  the  term  of  office 
of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  two  years.  In  case  a  vacancy 
should  occur  on  such  board  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor-General 
for  the  unexpired  term.  If  any  member  of  the  board  should  be 
interested  in  any  manner  in  any  proposed  assessment,  he  shall  not 
serve  with  the  board  in  that  case,  but  another  member  to  act  in  his 
place  in  said  case  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor-General.  The 
members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without  pay.' 
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"Paragraph  8,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"  '8.  The  decision  of  the  Municipal  Board  shall  be  final  if  within 
twenty  days  after  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  announcements 
mentioned  in  paragraph  six  of  this  subsection  no  appeal  is  filed 
against  the  improvement  proposed,  or  against  the  assessment,  signed 
by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  persons  who  are  the  owners  of  the 
land  included  in  the  assessment  district,  and  also  by  the  owners  of 
two-thirds  of  the  land  so  affected/ 

"In  paragraph  10,  strike  out  the  word  'moreover'  before  the  words 
'cause  a  notice/ 

"Give  to  the  last  paragraph  of  said  amendment  the  designation 

'(PP)'. 

"Strike  out  the  words  'Public  Improvement  Board*  wherever  they 

occur,    and    insert   in    lieu    thereof   the    words    'Special    Assessment 

Board/  " 

That  the  bill  be  further  amended  as  follows: 

Section  3,  page  5,  line  16,  strike  out  "(pp)"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  "  (qq) ;"  line  19,  after  the  word  "vehicles"  insert  the  words 
"motor  vehicles;"  line  21,  after  the  word  "vehicles''  insert  the  words 
"motor  vehicles;"  lines  25  and  26,  strike  out  the  words  "operating 
motor  vehicles"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "operating  or 
driving  motor  or  other  vehicles." 

Section  4,  page  8,  lines  28  to  30,  strike  out  the  words  "having 
made  an  assessment  at  the  close  of  the  period  ending  December 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Branagan,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows: 

An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila,"  by  changing 
the  period  within  which  the  ordinances  of  said  city  shall  be  pub- 
lished and  take  effect,  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Municipal  Board 
in  certain  respects,  providing  for  special  assessments  for  public  im- 
provements, amending  sections  forty-six  and  forty-eight  of  said  Act 
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relative  to  assessment  of  real  property,  and  reducing  the  rate  of  the 
annual  tax  on  real  estate  from  two  per  centum  to  one  and  one-half 
per  centum. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

EXPLANATION   OF  VOTE. 

Commissioner  Elliott.  In  voting  in  the  affirmative,  I 
wish  to  state  that  I  do  so  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  many  parts  of  the  bill  which  I  would  like  to  see  enacted. 
My  objection  is  to  the  fundamental  principle  underlying 
the  part  of  the  bill  relative  to  special  assessment;  that  is, 
the  imposition  of  such  an  assessment  without  the  property 
owner  having  anything  substantial  to  say  on  the  question. 
But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Commission  has  adopted 
the  other  view,  I  somewhat  against  my  best  judgment  vote, 
"Aye"  on  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

At  this  point  the  President  left  the  Session  Chamber 
and  Commissioner  Gilbert  took  the  chair. 

third  reading  of  bill. 

Commission  Bill  No.  165.  An  Act  authorizing  the  Governor- 
General  to  sell  the  real  property  of  the  Government  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  known  as  the  "Ice  Plant"  for  a  sum  not  less  than 
two  million  pesos,  to  give  to  the  purchaser  a  good  and  sufficient 
title  to  said  property  and  for  other  purposes. 

Commission  Bill  No.  165  was  read  the  third  time. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  strike  out  in  section  1, 
page  1,  line  4,  the  words  "River  Pasig"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "Pasig  River ;"  and  in  line  5,  strike  out 
the  words  "Bridge  of  Santa  Cruz"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "Santa  Cruz  bridge." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
"Colgante  Bridge"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"suspension  bridge  across  the  Pasig  River." 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
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called  and  the  bill  was  passed,   Commissioner  Branagan 
voting  in  the  negative. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows : 

An  Act  authorizing  the  Governor-General  to  sell  the  buildings 
and  other  property  known  as  the  Insular  Cold  Storage  and  Ice 
Plant  and  to  lease  the  land  on  which  the  same  is  situated,  appropriat- 
ing the  money  received  therefor,  and  amending  section  nine  of  Act 
Numbered  Three  hundred  and  fifteen,  as  amended,  by  authorizing 
the  fixing  of  the  price  of  ice,  distilled  water  and  cold  storage  produced 
in  said  plant. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  bill  as  passed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  VOTE. 

Commissioner  Branagan.  I  believe  in  Government  owner- 
ship of  public  utilities  and  fear  that,  if  the  ice  plant  is 
disposed  of,  the  same  conditions  would  arise  which  prompted 
the  Government  in  the  first  place  to  build  this  plant.  I 
therefore  voted  "No." 

EXECUTIVE  SESSION. 

The  Commission  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  execu- 
tive business. 

After  the  consideration  of  executive  business,  the  Com- 
mission returned  to  regular  session.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  402.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on 
January  6,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  319,  entitled  "An  Act  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  a  school  for  foremen  of  public  works,"  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

It  is  recommended  that  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

I  am  informed  that  courses  of  study  similar  to  those  required 
by  this  bill  are  already  offered  in  the  trade  schools  of  the  Bureau 
of  Education.  If  such  is  not  the  case,  they  can  easily  be  arranged 
for  without  the  formality  of  legislation. 

It  does  not  seem  advisable  to  provide  a  legal  title  for  persons 
who  have  completed  such  studies,  nor  is  the  designation  "foreman" 
a  particularly  happy  descriptive  title.  A  good  foreman  must  have, 
in  addition  to  the  necessary  technical  training,  the  ability  to  handle 
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men  and  get  results,  something  which  can  be  acquired  by  actual 
practice  only.  Nor  would  it  do  to  give  preference  in  appointment 
to  such  positions  to  men  who  have  had  no  practical  experience,  or 
no  more  than  can  be  acquired  by  six  months'  practice. 

While  the   object   sought  to  be  obtained   is   a  commendable   one, 
and  the  Commission  should  do  all  in  its  power  to  assist  in  the  exten- 
sion of  technical  and  engineering  training,  it*  is  not  believed  that 
this  bill  will  accomplish  the  end  in  view.

[Committee  Report  No.  404.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  16, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  694,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections 
thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred 
and   forty-eight,   known   as   'The   Forest   Act,' "   has   examined   the 
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same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Section  13  of  the  Forest  Act,  as  it  is  proposed  to  amend  it  would 
include  a  number  of  matters  which  should  either  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Forestry,  or  should,  and  can,  be  covered 
by  administrative  regulations. 

The  most  important  of  the  proposed  amendments  provides: 

"That  the  granting  of  an  ordinary  license  shall  be  no  bar  to  the 
granting  of  another  license  of  the  same  kind,  in  such  way  that  two  or 
more  ordinary  licenses  may  and  shall  be  granted  for  one  forest  or 
forest  zone  when  the  quantity  of  timber  or  forest  products  in  such 
zone  are  so  abundant  that  each  licensee  shall  have,  according  to 
his  means,  sufficient  material  for  his  development  to  last  one  year." 

The  corresponding  provision  of  the  present  law  reads,  "the  selection 
of  timber  and  the  granting  of  exclusive  territory  whenever  prac- 
ticable shall  be  required."  The  wisdom  of  this  provision  has  been 
abundantly  shown  by  the  practical  experience  of  the  Bureau  of 
Forestry.  It  is  possible,  under  existing  provisions  of  law,  to  grant 
two  ordinary  licenses  for  one  forest  tract,  and  this  has  been  done 
in  a  few  cases  with  the  invariable  result  that  trouble  has  arisen 
between  the  two  licensees,  or  their  agents,  resulting  in  lost  efficiency, 
disputes,  and  personal  enmities,  as  well  as  greatly  complicating 
Bureau  of  Forestry  administration. 

With  two  licensees  operating  in  one  tract  it  is  difficult  to  prove 
which  may  have  infringed  the  Forest  Act  or  rules,  and  the  energies 
of  the  Bureau  force  are  frittered  away  in  investigations  which  would 
be  needless,  and  in  settling  disputes  which  would  not  arise,  if  exclusive 
licenses  were  granted. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to 
make  such  conditions  the  rule,  as  they  would  be  under  the  proposed 
amendment,  rather  than  the  exception,  as  at  present. 

The  Act  as  amended  provides  that  no  exclusive  license  shall  be 
granted  except  for  exploitation  by  means  of  steam  machinery,  or 
other  equivalent  motive  power.  Such  a  provision  of  law  would  work 
a  hardship  upon  many  small  licensees  who  would  lose  timber  by 
theft  from  the  areas  which  they  were  working  if  not  protected  by 
exclusive  licenses.  It  would  be  impossible  for  the  Government  to 
protect  them,  and  the  Government  would  suffer  the  loss  of  a  revenue 
corresponding  to  the  timber  stolen.  Under  an  exclusive  license  the 
licensee  can  take  possession  of  timber  illegally  cut  by  others  in  his 
area,  and  thus  protect  himself  to  a  large  degree. 

The  provision  to  the  effect  that  if  an  exclusive  license  is  granted, 
an  ordinary  license  which  may  be  in  force  over  the  same  area,  or 
part  of  it,  becomes  at  once  invalid  would  work  a  needless  hardship. 
At  present  when  an  exclusive  license  is  granted  for  a  certain  ter- 
ritory, the  outstanding  ordinary  licenses,  if  any,  continue  until  the

expiration  of  the   time  for  which   they   were  granted,  thus   giving 
licensees  an  opportunity  to  close  up  their  work  without  financial  loss. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  section  14  of  the  Forest  Act  limiting 
the  period  of  an  exclusive  license  to  ten  years  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  disastrously  affect  the  legitimate  development 
of  business  and  the  introduction  of  capital  into  these  Islands. 

Large  capital  must  be  invested  in  order  that  timber  growing  on 
any  considerable  tract  of  forest  land  may  be  cut  and  milled  at  a 
profit  Expensive  machinery  must  be  installed.  Logging  railways 
must  be  built.  No  good  business  man  would  incur  this  expense 
unless  certain  of  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  recoup  himself  and 
make  a  fair  profit  on  his  investment. 

The  amendment  providing  for  a  reduction  of  the  license  area  if 
it  should  be  found  that  it  contains  twice  the  timber  which  the  licensee 
can  take  advantage  of  if  there  should  be  any  other  applicant  for  the 
area,  is  needless.  The  Director  of  Forestry  has  such  authority  under 
existing  law,  and  exercises  it  when  circumstances  make  such  a  course 
advisable. 

Section  3  of  the  amendatory  Act  modifies  section  15  of  the  Forest 
Act  by  introducing  numerous  detailed  provisions  which  should,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  be  covered  by  administrative  regu- 
lations, rather  than  by  legislation,  and  if  enacted  into  law  would 
make  the  process  of  obtaining  a  license  unnecessarily  slow  and 
burdensome. 

The  provision  for  the  appeal  by  any  person  deeming  himself  ag- 
grieved by  the  decision  of  the  Director  of  Forestry  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  his  prov- 
ince, would,  if  enacted  into  law,  impose  upon  such  a  court  adminis- 
trative functions.  Such  an  arrangement  seems  to  your  committee 
both  unprecedented  and  uncalled  for.

trying.

READING  OF   JOURNAL. 

The  Journal  of  Tuesday,  January  30,  1912,  was  read  and 
approved. 

At  this  point  the  President  left  the  Session  Chamber  and 
Commissioner  Gilbert  took  the  chair. 

INTRODUCTION   OF   BILLS. 

Commissioner  Elliott  introduced  the  following  bill : 

Commission  Bill  No.  176.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One 
hundred  and  ninety  providing  a  Code  of  Procedure  for  Civil  Actions 
and  Special  Proceedings  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Bill  No.  176  was 
read  the  first  time  by  title  only. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  on 
the  table  in  view  of  the  short  time  remaining  of  the  pre- 
sent session. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Elliott  introduced  the  following  bill: 

Commission  Bill  No.  177.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  Eleven 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  known  as  "The  Internal  Revenue  Law  of 
Nineteen  hundred  and  four/'  so  as  to  require  every  person  engaged 
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in  any  business,  trade,  or  occupation,  subject  by  the  provisions  of  said 
Act  to  a  license  or  occupation  tax,  to  register  with  the  provincial 
treasurer  on  the  date  on  which  he  engages  in  such  business,  trade 
or  occupation,  his  name,  residence,  name  of  business,  trade,  or  occu- 
pation, and  place  where  same  is  to  be  carried  on;  and  to  require  all 
merchants,  manufacturers,  and  common  carriers,  subject  to  any  of 
the  taxes  imposed  by  article  XVI  of  said  Act,  with  certain  exceptions, 
to  keep  regular  commercial  accounts,  and  for  other  purposes. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Bill  No.  177  was 
read  the  first  time  by  title  only. 

Commissioner  Worcester  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  on 
the  table  in  view  of  the  short  time  remaining  of  the  present 
session. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  introduced  the  following  bill: 

Commission  Bill  No.  178.  An  Act  to  authorize  a  continuing  annual 
appropriation  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos,  for  four 
years,  for  the  University  of  the  Philippines,  and  for  other  purposes. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Commission  Bill  No.  178  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  ordered  on  file  for  second 
reading. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  ON   THE  APPROPRIATION   BILL. 

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  consideration  of 
Commission  Bill  No.  132,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appro- 
priations for  sundry  expenses  of  the  Insular  Government  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  and  other  designated  periods,"  particularly  that 
part  relating  to  the  Philippine  Assembly,  Bureau  of  Navi- 
gation, the  Supreme  Court,  the  Provinces  of  Palawan,  Min- 
doro,  and  Batanes,  and  miscellaneous  items. 

After  some  consideration,  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendments : 

Section  3,  pages  2  and  3,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 
"Sec.  3.  For  salary  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  at  sixteen 
thousand  pesos  per  annum;  per  diems  of  thirty  pesos  each  during 
ninety  days  for  Delegates;  Secretary  of  the  Assembly,  six  thousand 
pesos  per  annum:  Provided,  That  when  a  Delegate  is  selected  for 
this  office  he  shall  receive  two  thousand  pesos  per  annum  while  holding 
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said  office  in  addition  to  his  per  diems  as  Delegate;  private  secretary 
to  the  Speaker,  four  thousand  eight  hundred  pesos  per  annum;  per 
diems  of  thirty  pesos  each  for  each  day  upon  which  such  Committee 
meets  to  Delegates  who  are  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Legislature,  whose  number  shall  be  fixed  by  the  President  of  the 
Commission  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  which  shall  sit 
during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  for  the  same  purpose  as  the 
committee  authorized  by  section  ten  of  Act  Numbered  Eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  for  salaries  and  compensations  of  subor- 
dinate personnel,  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  Secretary,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  the  provisions  of 
existing  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided,  however, 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  may  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  but  only  to 
act  during  said  recess,  unless  the  Assembly  provides  otherwise; 
salaries  and  wages  of  officers  and  employees  of  other  departments 
of  the  Government  who,  at  the  request  of  the  Assembly  or  of  the 
Speaker,  and  with  consent  of  their  respective  chiefs  shall  have  ren- 
dered or  shall  render  services  to  the  Assembly  in  addition  to  their 
regular  duties;  for  such  accrued  leaves  as  may  be  granted  to  officers 
and  employees  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly,  whether 
their  compensation  be  on  an  annual  rate  or  on  a  per  diem  rate,  in 
accordance  with  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  of  retroactive  effect  and  as  of  October 
sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven;  for  traveling  expenses  of 
Delegates  and  per  diems  for  traveling  expenses  of  subordinate  em- 
ployees while  traveling  on  official  business;  rent  of  buildings;  fur- 
niture; equipment,  including  uniforms  for  officers,  pages,  and  mes- 
sengers of  the  Assembly;  stationery;  printing  and  binding;  postage, 
cablegrams,  and  telegrams,  including  those  that  the  Assembly  or  the 
Speaker  thereof  shall  address  to  or  receive  from  either  of  the  two 
Resident  Commissioners  in  the  United  States;  purchase  of  books  for 
the  library  and  installation  of  the  library;  electric  current  and 
telephones;  repairs  to  buildings  and  furniture;  transportation  of 
officers  and  employees,  and  transportation  and  carriage  of  property; 
incidental  expenses;  in  all,  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos." 

Section  6,  page  4,  line  22,  strike  out  the  words  "six  clerks,  Class 
E"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "five  clerks,  Class  E;"  line 
23,  strike  out  the  words  "nine  clerks,  Class  H"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "ten  clerks,  Class  H." 

Change  the  total  for  the  Executive  Bureau  to  five  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  thousand  ñve  hundred  and  twenty  pesos. 

Section  8,  page  7,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  8.  For  salaries,  wages,  and  other  expenses,  as  follows: 
Director  of  Civil  Service,  at  eight  thousand  pesos  per  annum; 
Assistant  Director,  at  seven  thousand  pesos  per  annum ;  one  examiner, 
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class  one;  two  examiners,  class  three;  one  examiner,  class  four;  one 
examiner,  class  five;  one  examiner,  class  six;  one  examiner,  class 
seven;  one  examiner  class  eight;  one  clerk,  Class  A;  two  clerks, 
Class  B;  two  clerks,  Class  C;  three  clerks  Class  D;  two  clerks,  Class 
F;  six  clerks,  Class  G;  two  clerks,  Class  H;  one  clerk,  Class  I; 
one  clerk,  Class  J ;  one  messenger,  Class  J ;  one  messenger  at  three 
hundred  and  sixty  pesos  per  annum;  two  messengers,  at  two  hundred 
and  forty  pesos  per  annum  each;  temporary  employees,  accrued 
leaves,  salary  allowances  to  employees  appointed  outside  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  and  for  contingent  expenses,  including  the  purchase 
and  repair  of  office  equipment,  furniture,  and  books ;  purchase  of 
office  supplies;  transportation  of  officers,  employees,  and  supplies; 
hire  of  transportation  from  the  city  of  Manila;  street  car  tickets; 
per  diems  or  allowances  in  lieu  thereof;  cablegrams,  postage,  and 
telegrams;  printing  and  binding;  care  and  maintenance  of  office 
buildings;  rent  of  telephones;  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  cablegrams 
sent  at  the  request  of  other  branches  of  the  Government  shall  be 
borne  by  the  office  making  such  request;  in  all,  seventy-seven  thousand 
pesos." 

Section  9,  page  20,  insert  before  the  total  the  following: 

"All  hospitals  in  the  Philippine  Islands  which  are  established  by 
the  authority  of  the  Philippine  Government  and  the  cost  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  which  is  defrayed  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  appropriations  or  revenues  of  the  Insular  Government,  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Health,  and  the  rules  governing  the 
admission  of  patients,  the  number  of  charity  patients  to  be  admitted, 
charges  for  hospital  service  and  hospital  administration,  shall  be 
made  by  the  Director  of  Health  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  provided,  that  the  Director  of  Health  is 
hereby  authorized  to  furnish  the  care  of  Government  patients  as 
now  required  of  him  by  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and  seven, 
at  such  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  as  he 
may  deem  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  patient  and  of  the 
Government:  Provided,  That  the  Southern  Islands  Hospitals  at  Cebu 
and  the  Sibul  Springs  Sanitarium  shall  be  divisions  of  the  Bureau 
of  Health.  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  are  to  be  considered 
as  permanent  legislation  until  specifically  repealed," 

Amend  the  total  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  to  read  "one  million 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand  pesos." 

Section  11,  amend  to  read  as  follows:

one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  justices  of  the  peace  in  third-class 
municipalities,  at  seven  hundred  and  twenty  pesos  per  annum  each; 
four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  justices  of  the  peace  in  fourth-class 
municipalities,  at  six  hundred  pesos  per  annum  each;  nine  justices 
of  the  peace  in  municipalities  in  the  Province  of  Mindoro,  at  six 
hundred  pesos  per  annum  each;  one  justice  of  the  peace  in  Tagudin, 
subprovince  of  Amburayan,  Mountain  Province,  at  six  hundred  pesos 
per  annum. 

"Miscellaneous : 

"For  the  hire  of  special  interpreters  and  other  emergency  em- 
ployees under  approval  of  the   Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice; 
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accrued  leaves  of  absence;  salaries  for  such  positions  of  justice  of 
the  peace  as  may  be  brought  into  existence  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  through  the  creation  of  new 
municipalities. 

"Contingent  expenses: 

"For  contingent  expenses,  including  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
office  equipment,  furniture,  and  supplies;  per  diems  of  officers  and 
employees  when  traveling  on  official  business;  all  per  diems  of  judges 
of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  and  of  the  Court  of  Land  Regis- 
tration; transportation  of  officers,  employees,  and  supplies,  including 
the  traveling  expenses  of  Justices  of  the  peace  as  provided  by  section 
thirty-three  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven; 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  holding  of  justice  of  the 
peace  examinations  as  provided  for  in  section  nine  of  Act  Numbered 
Two  thousand  and  forty-one;  cablegrams,  postage,  and  telegrams; 
printing  and  binding;  expenses  incurred  under  section  ten  of  Act 
Numbered  Thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and  the  per  diems  of 
clerks  of  court  under  section  five  of  said  Act,  being  hereby  authorized, 
the  provisions  of  existing  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding; 
payment  of  rent  for  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  Court  of  Land 
Registration  in  the  city  of  Manila ;  advertising  not  otherwise  provided 
for;  payment  of  reasonable  charges  authorized  by  the  Attorney- 
General  for  chemical  or  medical  examinations  when  in  his  opinion 
the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  of  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  and  sections  thirty-seven  and  forty-one  of  Act 
Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  are  insufficient  to  secure 
the  proper  administration  of  justice,  or  for  other  technical  or  pro- 
fessional services  necessarily  incident  to  criminal  proceedings  con- 
ducted in  Courts  of  First  Instance  or  of  justices  of  the  peace; 
payment  to  witnesses  summoned  to  testify  in  Courts  of  First  Instance 
on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  such  fees,  traveling  expenses,  and 
other  allowances  as  may  be  authorized  by  law;  and  other  incidental 
expenses:  Provided,  That  the  judiciary  appropriation  shall  be  reim- 
bursed from  funds  appropriated  for  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Executive  Bureau  at  the  rate  of  twelve  thousand  pesos  per 
annum  for  services  rendered  by  the  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  editing  and  publishing  the  Official  Gazette  and  compiling  the  laws 
of  the  Philippine  Legislature:  And  provided  further,  That  the  Bureau 
of  Justice  shall  be  charged  with  the  disbursement  of  appropriations 
for  the  judiciary,  and  the  cost  of  supplies  and  traveling  expenses  of 
justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  a  charge  against  said  appropriations, 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law;  in  all,  one  million  one  hundred  and 
eighty  thousand  six  hundred  pesos." 

Section  33,  page  92,  lines  26  and  27,  strike  out  the  words  "pro-

Section  34,  page  93,  lines  23  and  24,  strike  out  the  words  "pro- 
vincial governor,  at  three  thousand  six  hundred  pesos  per  annum"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "provincial  governor,  at  four  thousand 
pesos  per  annum." 

Change  the  total  for  the  Province  of  Batanes  to  seventeen  thousand 
nine  hundred  pesos. 

Section  39,  page  95,  lines  15  and  16,  strike  out  the  word  "Federal" 
before  the  word  "courts." 

Section  40,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Change  the  total  of  the  bill  to  eighteen  million  three  hundred  and 
two  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  pesos. 

Section  46,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

Insert  new  section  to  follow  present  section  forty-seven  to  read 
as  follows: 

"Sec.  45.  In  the  event  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature 
to  make  provision  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Works  in  the  Public  Works  Bill  providing  for  permanent  improve- 
ments for  the  ensuing  year,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  same  appro- 
priation which  was  made  for  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  in  Act 
Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  shall  be  held  to  be 
reenacted  effective  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen." 

Renumber  sections  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted  and  the  bill  ordered  on  file  for  third 
reading.

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  recommitted  on 
January  30,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  655,  entitled  "An  Act  amending 
Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  Philippine 
Commission,  enacted  October  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
entitled  'An  Act  to  confirm  certain  rights  and  franchises  of  the 
Banco  Español-Filipino  and  to  amend  its  statutes/  for  the  purpose 
of  eliminating  certain  obsolete  provisions  of  Act  Seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety  and  to  avoid  future  confusion  in  the  interpretation  of 
said  Act,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  corporate  powers

of  the  said  Banco  Español-Filipino,"  has  again  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  further  amendment: 

Insert  the  following  paragraphs  as  part  of  Article  V : 

"18.  Acting  as  trustee  on  any  mortgage  or  bond  issued  by  any 
municipality,  body  politic,  or  corporation,  and  accepting  and  executing 
any  other  municipal  or  corporate  trust  not  inconsistent  with  law. 

"19.  Acting  under  the  order  or  appointment  of  any  court  of  record 
as  guardian,  receiver,  trustee,  or  depository  of  the  estate  of  any 
minor,  insane  person,  idiot,  habitual  drunkard,  or  other  incompetent 
or  irresponsible  person,  and  as  receiver  and  depository  of  any  moneys 
paid  into  court  by  parties  to  any  legal  proceedings  and  of  property 
of  any  kind  which  may  be  brought  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  by  proper  legal  proceedings. 

"20.  Acting  as  the  executor  of  any  last  will  or  testament  when 
it  is  named  in  the  last  will  and  testament  as  the  executor  thereof. 

"21.  Acting  under  appointment  of  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  person,  with 
the  will  annexed,  or  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased 
person  when  there  is  no  will  and  when  in  either  case  there  is  no 
person  qualified,  competent,  willing,  able,  and  entitled  to  accept  such 
administration. 

"22.  Acting  as  agent  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  or  countersigning 
the  bond  or  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association,  municipality 
or  other  public  authority,  and  receiving  and  managing  any  sinking 
fund  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

"23.  Accepting  and  executing  any  legal  trust  confided  to  it  by 
any  court  of  record  or  by  any  person  or  corporation  for  the  holding, 
management,  and  administration  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  and 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof. 

"No  bond  or  other  security  shall  be  required  from  the  bank  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  its  duties  as  trustee,  executor,  adminis- 
trator, guardian,  receiver,  or  depositor,  and  the  capital  of  the  bank 
shall  be  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  trust  duties 
of  the  same :  Provided,  however.  That  claims  on  the  bank  as  executor 
of  the  will  of  any  deceased  person  or  as  administrator  with  or  without 
the  will  annexed  of  any  deceased  person  or  as  guardian,  receiver, 
trustee  or  depository  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  order  or  appointment 
of  any  court  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  claims  except  as 
provided  in  Article  XXV  of  this  Act. 

"The  authority  conferred  upon  the  Bank  under  paragraphs  18, 
19,  20,  21,  22  and  23  of  this  Article  shall  be  subject  to  amendment, 
alteration  or  repeal  by  the  Philippine  Legislature;  and  the  bank 
shall  keep  separate  books  and  accounts  for  the  transactions  had 
and  money  received  under  said  paragraphs ;  and  the  money  so  received 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  capital  of  the  Bank 
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and  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  legal  reserve  which  the 
Bank  is  required  to  have  under  Article  XXXI." 

Insert  the  following  between  Articles  VII  and  XXXI: 

"Article  XV. 

"The  bank  may  order  the  sale  of  collateral  security  in  its  custody, 
consisting  of  securities  or  merchandise,  or  any  other  thing,  three 
days  after  having  called  upon  the  debtor,  by  written  notice,  to  increase 
the  amount  of  such  security,  if  in  the  meantime  he  has  failed  to 
comply  with  such  request,  or  after  the  maturity  of  a  loan  if  the 
loan  has  not  been  paid.  These  sales  may  be  made  at  private  sale 
with  the  written  consent  of  the  debtor,  or  at  public  auction,  with 
the  assistance  of  a  notary  or  exchange  agent  or  broker,  and  without 
the  requirement  of  any  judicial  order  or  process;  and  in  order  to 
avoid  delay  or  difficulty  in  the  disposal  of  such  collateral  security, 
and  that  the  bank  may  accomplish  the  sale  without  interference  on 
the  part  of  the  debtor,  it  shall  set  forth  in  the  note  or  evidence  of 
indebtedness  that  the  collateral  security  given  is  to  be  considered  as 
transferred  to  the  bank  without  any  further  formality  by  the  fact 
of  delivery,  under  the  conditions  set  forth  therein. 

"All  such  securities  registered  in  the  name  of  the  owner  shall 
be  transferred  in  due  form  to  the  bank,  which  shall  issue  therefor 
a  receipt  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  delivery  and  the  purposes 
for  which  such  transfer  has  been  made. 

"If  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  securities  do  not  cover  the 
full  amount  of  the  loan,  together  with  interest  and  other  charges 
thereon,  the  bank  may  proceed  against  the  debtor  for  the  difference, 
but  any  amount  exceeding  the  full  indebtedness  to  the  bank  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  debtor. 

"Parties  obtaining  loans  on  bills  of  lading  must  increase  the 
amount  of  security  with  the  bank  whenever  a  fall  of  ten  per  centum 
takes  place  in  the  market  value  of  the  merchandise,  and  if  upon 
maturity  of  the  loan  the  amount  has  not  been  paid,  or  the  vessel  has 
not  arrived  with  the  merchandise  constituting  such  security,  the 
bank  may,  at  its  option,  proceed  against  the  debtor,  or  await  the 
arrival  of  the  vessel,  in  order  to  make  a  sale  of  such  merchandise, 
with  the  understanding  that  if  the  bank  shall  elect  the  former  remedy, 
such  action  shall  not  impair  the  right  of  the  bank  to  proceed  against 
the  security  itself  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem 
proper."

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  407.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 
27,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  615,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  that 
credit  be  allowed  for  imprisonment  while  awaiting  trial  and  sentence," 
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has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 
That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

A  bill  similar  to  the  present  one  was  passed  by  the  Assembly  at 
the  second  session  of  the  First  Philippine  Legislature,  and  was  by 
the  Commission  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  This  committee  reported 
recommending  that  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table,  which  report  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Commission.  For  the  reasons  set  out 
in  said  report  on  page  460  of  the  Journal  of  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission, second  session  First  Philippine  Legislature,  to  which  refer- 
ence is  made,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  similar  action 
should  be  taken  with  reference  to  the  present  bill.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  17, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  953,  entitled  "An  Act  creating  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  excessive  infant  mortality  in  the 
Philippines  and  the  measures  which  should  be  adopted  to  combat  it, 
and  appropriating  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  pesos  or  such  part 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  purpose,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  pass  in  its  amended  form  attached  hereto. 

The  bill  as  drafted  provides  that  one  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  shall  be  elected  as  its  secretary.  It  further  provides 
that  the  Director  of  Health  shall  furnish  such  subordinate  personnel, 
stationery,  and  offices  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  committee.  The 
office  force  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  is  burdened  with  work  and  it 
would  seem  that  a  committee  of  this  sort  would  require  fairly  constant 
clerical  assistance  and  should  have  a  secretary  who  is  at  the  same 
time  a  stenographer  and  typewriter. 

Paragraph  (d)  of  the  original  draft  in  Spanish,  on  page  2, 
proves  to  have  been  mistranslated.  The  original  bill  provides  that 
at  least  one  member  of  the  committee  must  have  practiced  his 
profession  in  the  provinces  for  three  or  more  years.  This  provision 
does   not   seem  to  your   committee  wise  for   the   reason   that  it   is 
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desirable  to  secure  the  ablest  physicians  available  for  this  important 
work,  and  it  may  be  that  such  men  have  confined  their  practice  to 
the   city  of   Manila. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  will  very  gladly  instruct  the  Director 
of  Health  to  furnish  this  committee,  themselves  or  through  their 
subordinates,  all  possible  aid.  The  provision  that  the  Director  of 
Health,  personally  or  through  physicians  subject  to  his  office,  shall 
render  such  aid  as  might  be  required  by  the  committee,  might  lead 
to  complications  by  the  committee  calling  for  such  aid  at  inopportune 
times  when  the  Director  of  Health  or  the  physicians  subject  to  his 
office  are  engaged  in  important  work  which  could  not  for  the  moment 
be  abandoned. 

The  accompanying  draft  of  bill  contains  the  amendments  suggested.

An  Act  creating  a  committee  to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  exces- 
sive infant  mortality  in  the  Philippines  and  the  measures  which 
should  be  adopted  to  combat  it,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  pesos  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
for  said  purpose. 

By  authority  of  the  United  States,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Philippine 
Legislature,  that: 

Section  1.  A  committee  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor- General  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Philippine 
Commission,  is  hereby  created  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
causes  of  the  excessive  infant  mortality  in  the  Philippines  and  the 
methods  which  should  be  adopted  to  combat  it.  The  committee  shall 
be  immediately  organized  and  elect  a  chairman  from  among  its 
members,  and  each  member  shall  receive  as  compensation  twenty  pesos 
for  each  day  of  session  actually  attended  by  him:  Provided,  however, 
That  if  a  Government  officer  is  appointed  on  said  committee  he  shall 
not  receive  the  per  diems  provided  for  by  this  Act. 

Sec  2.  To  be  appointed  a  member  of  this  committee  it  shall  be 
necessary: 

(a)  To  be  a  citizen  of  the  Philippines  or  of  the  United  States; 

(6)  To  be  a  doctor  or  licentiate  of  medicine  and  surgery  of  some 
properly  accredited  medical  college ; 

(c)  To  have  practiced  the  medical  profession  in  the  Philippines 
for  five  years  at  least  or  have  been  employed  during  the  same  time 
in  the  Bureau  of  Health,  Medical  School,  or  Bureau  of  Science. 
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Sec.  3.  The  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  secretary 
who  shall  be  a  typewriter  and  stenographer.  The  Director  of  Health 
shall  furnish  such  additional  subordinate  personnel,  stationery,  and 
offices  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  committee  hereby  created.  The 
committee  shall  present  to  the  Third  Legislature,  on  or  before  its  first 
regular  session,  a  detailed  report  of  its  work  and  of  its  conclusions 
and  recommendations  in  connection  therewith.  On  the  same  date 
the  committee  shall  dissolve  and  be  relieved  of  its  functions. 

Sec.  4.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  pesos,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  the  per 
diems  and  any  other  necessary  expenses  for  carrying  out  the  purpose 
of  this  Act. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  Assembly  Bill  No.  953  was 
read  the  second  time,  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  thereon,  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  amendment 
recommended  by  the  standing  committee  be  concurred  in 
with  the  following  further  amendment: 

Strike  out  the  word  "Philippines"  wherever  it  occurs  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Philippine  Islands." 

Section  1,  page  1,  line  5,  strike  out  the  word  "combat"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "decrease." 

Section  3,  page  2,  line  7,  before  the  word  "stationery"  insert  the 
words  "and  such." 

Section  4,  page  2,  line  20,  after  the  word  "appropriated"  insert 
the  words  "to  be  expended  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Worcester,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 
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Commissioner  Worcester  moved  that  the  title  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

An  Act  creating  a  committee  to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  exces- 
sive infant  mortality  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  measures 
which  should  be  adopted  to  decrease  it,  and  appropriating  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  pesos  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
for  said  purpose. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission. 

[Committee  Report  No.  409.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  to  which  was  referred  on  December  22,  1911,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  717,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Seventeen 
hundred  and  thirty-nine,  by  extending  the  provisions  thereof  to  em- 
ployees of  municipal  treasurers  who  are  deputies  of  the  provincial 
treasurers/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  above  quoted  be  passed  with  the  amendments  here- 
inafter suggested  by  your  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  new 
draft  attached  hereto. 

The  purpose  of  this  Assembly  Bill  is  to  amend  sections  1,  6,  and 
8  of  Act  No.  1739  in  the  sense  that  the  positions  of  employees  in 
the  offices  of  municipal  treasurers  who  are  deputies  of  the  provincial 
treasurers  shall  ipso  facto  be  included  in  the  class  of  bonded  positions, 
in  accordance  with  existing  provisions  of  law  regarding  fidelity  bonds, 
beginning  with  the  date  of  their  appointment  or  designation.  The 
bill  the  passage  whereof  is  recommended  by  your  committee  provides 
for  the  application  of  the  existing  provisions  of  law  regarding 
fidelity  bonds  to  the  employees  of  the  municipal  treasurers,  whether 
these  be  deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurers  or  not,  but  the 
provisions  of  the  bill  as  submitted  by  your  committee  shall  not  be 
applied  to  said  employees  ex  officio,  as  provided  in  the  Assembly 
Bill,  but  only  by  request  of  the  municipal  treasurer  concerned  to  the 
Insular  Treasurer,  sent  through  and  approved  by  the  provincial 
treasurer  and  the  Insular  Auditor.  It  has  been  deemed  wise  to  leave 
it  to  the  municipal  treasurers  whether  or  not  the  employees  in  their 
offices  should  be  bonded,  for  two  reasons:  In  the  first  place,  because 
the  salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  municipal  treasurers  are  in 
many  cases  so  small  that  the  payment  of  premiums  on  bonds  would 
be  onerous  for  them,  and  in  the  second  place,  because  the  employees 
mentioned  handle  funds  only  in  the  discretion  of  the  municipal 
treasurer  under  whose  orders  they  are  working,  when  on  account  of 
special  circumstances,  such  as  the  great  area  of  the  territory  covered 
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by  the  municipality,  the  municipal  treasurer  is  compelled  to  utilize 
their  services  for  the  collection  of  taxes.  The  amendment  proposed 
by  your  committee  applies  to  the  employees  of  the  municipal  treasurer 
of  Baguio,  but  not  to  those  of  the  municipality  of  Manila  who,  unlike 
the  employees  in  other  municipalities,  are  ex  officio  bonded  officers 
when  the  nature  of  their  official  duties  makes  it  necessary  for  them 
to  have  funds  or  property  in  their  custody. 

It  has  been  deemed  wise,  further,  to  make  use  of  this  opportunity 
for  introducing  other  changes  in  the  existing  legislation  governing 
fidelity  bonds,  and  the  changes  proposed  are  so  many,  and  so  numerous 
existing  provisions  of  law  would  have  had  to  be  amended,  that  it  has 
appeared  the  best  to  draft  a  new  law,  repealing  Acts  Nos.  1739  and 
1901  which  comprise  the  fundamental  provisions  of  the  existing 
legislation  relative  to  fidelity  bonds. 

The  purposes  of  the  most  important  of  these  changes  are  as 
follows : 

(a)  Make  the  position  of  municipal  treasurer  of  Baguio  ipso  facto 
a  bonded  position,  beginning  with  the  appointment  of  the  person 
filling  it; 

(6)  Increase  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium 
fund;  and 

(c)  Provide  that  the  expenses  caused  by  the  administration  of 
said  fund  be  defrayed  by  the  same. 

The  other  changes  made  are  of  secondary  importance,  their  pur- 
pose being  to  explain  existing  provisions  of  law  which  are  not  very 
clear,  or  adapt  such  provisions  to  the  fundamental  idea  of  the  prin- 
cipal changes  above  mentioned.

The  following  is  the  form  in  which  the  bill  is  recom- 
mended by  the  committee : 

An  Act  to  enlarge  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium 
fund,  to  provide  that  the  operation  of  the  same  be  defrayed  by 
it,  and  to  repeal  Acts  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  and  Nineteen  hundred  and  one. 

By  authority  of  the  United  States,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Philippine 
Legislature,  that: 

Section  1.  The  permanent  reimbursable  appropriation  created 
by  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  known  as  the 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund  shall  hereafter  be  available  for  the 
following  uses  and  purposes: 

(a)  To  replace  losses,  shortages,  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
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of  all  Insular  and  provincial  officers  and  employees  and  officers  and 
employees  of  the  city  of  Manila  who  are  accountable  for  public 
funds  or  public  property, ,  unless  such  officers  and  employees  have 
been  relieved  under  the  provisions  of  existing  law; 

(b)  To  replace  losses,  shortages,  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  treasurers  of  all  municipal  corporations,  who  are  at  the  same  time 
deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  unless  such  officers  have  been 
relieved  in  like  manner; 

(c)  To  replace  losses,  shortages,  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  all  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations  not  deputies  of  the  pro- 
vincial treasurer,  unless  such  officers  have  been  relieved  in  like 
manner; 

(d)  To  replace  losses,  shortages,  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  employees  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations,  whether  such 
treasurers  are  or  are  not  deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  provided 
that  such  employees  have  been  bonded  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  have  not  been  relieved  under  the  provisions  of  existing  law; 

(e)  To  repay  losses  to  such  persons  as  have  suffered  losses  in 
money  or  property  intrusted  to  any  officer  or  employee  bonded  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  when  such  money  or  property  was  so 
intrusted  to,  or  received  by  such  officer  or  employee  in  the  regular 
course  of  his  official  duty,  in  accordance  with  law  or  authoritative 
regulations,  and  the  amount  of  the  loss  and  the  liability  of  the 
officer  or  employee  has  been  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  fourteen  of  this  Act; 

(/)  To  pay  all  fees  and  costs  accruing  as  a  result,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  taken  against  any  bonded 
officer  or  employee,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  who  has  suffered 
losses  in  the  public  funds  or  public  property  for  which  he  is  account- 
able, or  who  has  defaulted,  or  in  whose  accounts  of  public  funds  or 
public  property  shortages  may  be  discovered  which  have  arisen  from 
whatever  cause,  or  who  has  suffered  losses  or  shortages  or  has  com- 
mitted defalcations  in  money  or  property  belonging  to  any  person 
who  has  intrusted  the  same  to  such  officer  or  employee  as  provided 
in  subsection  (e)  hereof; 

(g)  To  pay  the  salaries  and  wages  of  such  persons  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
to  defray  all  the  expenses  which  may  arise  or  be  necessary  in  and 
to  the  proper  administration  of  the  fund  and  to  give  effect  to  the 
ends  and  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  All  sums  and  moneys  paid  by  any  and  all  officers  and  em- 
ployees who  have  been  bonded  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to 
replace  sums  or  moneys  paid  out  of  this  fund  on  their  behalf  or  on 
account  of  losses,  shortages  or  defalcations  incurred  by  them;  all 
payments  required  from  provinces  or  municipal  corporations,  and 
from  officers  and  employees  bonded  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
on  account  of  premiums ;  all  sums  paid  as,  or  on  account  of  premiums 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  out  of  funds  or  appropriations  of 
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Insular  Offices  or  Bureaus;  all  sums,  fees  and  costs  recovered  for 
and  on  account  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  through  legal  or 
judicial  proceedings;  all  interest,  repayments  of  loans,  and  other 
accretions  on  the  money  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund;  and  all 
sums,  funds,  and  moneys  due  to  the  said  fund  on  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  shall  be  merged  in,  accrue  to  and  become  a 
part  of  said  fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor-General  shall  fix,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
change,  the  annual  rate  of  premium  chargeable  for  insurance  of  the 
fidelity  of  officers  and  employees  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 
Two-thirds  of  the  premium  computed  at  the  rate  so  fixed  shall  be 
paid  to  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  on  behalf  of  every  Insular 
officer  or  employee,  out  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Bureau  or  Office 
of  which  he  is  such  officer  or  employee,  and  in  the  case  of  provincial 
officers  or  employees,  and  officers  and  employees  of  the  city  of  Manila, 
and  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations,  and  the  employees 
in  the  offices  of  such  treasurers,  two-thirds  of  said  premium  shall  be 
paid  by  the  province  to  which  the  particular  bonded  position  may 
belong  or  by  the  city  of  Manila,  or  by  the  proper  municipal  corpora- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  and  one-third  of  such  premium  shall  in  all 
cases  not  exempted  under  sections  four  and  eleven  of  this  Act  be  paid 
out  of  the  personal  funds  of  the  officer  or  employee  whose  fidelity 
is  insured  in  said  fund.  The  Insular  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  full 
amount  of  premiums  from  the  various  Bureaus,  Offices,  provinces,  the 
city  of  Manila,  and  municipal  corporations,  and  these  in  turn  shall 
collect  from  their  respective  bonded  officers  and  employees  their 
proper  share  of  premiums. 

Sec.  4.  The  Philippine  Commission  may,  by  resolution,  exempt 
any  accountable  officer  or  employee  from  the  payment  of  his  part 
of  the  bond  premium,  and  any  officer  or  employee  now  exempted  from 
such  payment  shall  continue  to  be  so  exempted  unless  and  until  the 
Philippine  Commission,  by  resolution,  shall  otherwise  determine. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Treasurer  to  prepare 
and  keep  an  exact  and  accurate  record  of  bonded  positions  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  detail  as  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of 
Finance  and  Justice,  and  to  make  such  changes  in  said  record  from 
time  to  time  as  changing  facts  and  conditions  may  require. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  an  appointment  or  designation  is  made  to  any 
bonded  Insular  or  provincial  position,  or  to  a  bonded  position  under 
the  city  of  Manila,  or  to  the  dual  office  of  deputy  proyincial 
treasurer  and  treasurer  of  a  municipal  corporation,  or  to  the  office 
of  treasurer  of  a  municipal  corporation,  the  person  so  appointed  or 
designated  shall  ipso  facto  be  deemed  to  be  a  bonded  officer  or  em- 
ployee within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  his  liability  as  such  shall 
begin  on  the  day  on  which  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  such  position;  and  his  liability  for  the  payment  of  his  share  of 
the  premium,  and  the  liability  of  the  Insular  Bureau  or  Office,  the 
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province,  the  city  of  Manila,  or  the  municipal  corporation,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  its  share  of  the  bond  premium  of  such  person  shall 
begin  on  such  day.  No  formal  application  on  the  part  of  any  person 
occupying  a  bonded  position  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  make  him 
such  bonded  officer  or  employee,  but  the  fact  of  his  acceptance  of  the 
position  and  of  his  entrance  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such 
position  shall  be  deemed  to  carry  with  it  his  consent  to  be  placed 
upon  the  schedule  of  bonded  officers  and  employees,  and  to  the  assump- 
tion of  all  duties,  premium  charges,  liabilities,  and  penalties  by  law 
attached  to  such  position. 

Sec.  7.  All  premiums  shall  be  due  and  payable  semiannually  in 
advance,  and  no  refund  of  premiums  so  paid  shall  be  made  from 
the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund;  but  refund  of  unearned  premiums 
shall  be  made  to  the  officer  or  employee  who  has  paid  the  same  (a) 
upon  retirement  from  the  service,  by  his  successor,  or  (b)  in  case 
there  is  no  successor,  and  in  all  cases  where  by  reason  of  illness  or 
other  cause  an  acting  officer  or  agent  is  appointed  and  bonded,  from 
the  appropriations  or  funds  of  the  Bureau,  Office,  province,  or  munic- 
ipal corporation  concerned,  the  intent  of  this  law  being  that  two  bonds 
shall  not  exist  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  time. 

Sec.  8.  The  chief  of  the  Bureau  or  Office  to  which  any  bonded 
position,  now  in  existence  or  hereafter  created,  may  pertain,  shall  at 
once,  and  without  delay,  notify  the  Insular  Treasurer  of  the  appoint- 
ment or  designation  of  any  person  to  fill  or  discharge  the  duties 
of  such  position.  In  the  provinces  this  duty  shall  be  performed  by 
the  provincial  treasurers,  in  Manila  by  the  secretary  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Board,  and  in  the  case  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations 
by  the  officer  making  the  appointment.  Such  notification  shall  con- 
tain the  title  or  designation  of  the  position,  the  name  of  the  person 
appointed  or  designated,  the  name  of  the  person  relieved,  the  finan- 
cial or  property  accountability  pertaining  to  the  position  and  the 
maximum  of  public  funds,  or  the  total  value  of  the  public  property 
likely  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  incumbent  at  any  one  time,  the 
salary  attached  to  the  position,  the  amount  of  the  bond  required  of 
the  position  by  law  or  authoritative  regulation,  if  any,  and  if  not, 
a  recommendation  as  to  the  amount,  the  date  of  the  relief  of  the 
preceding  incumbent  from  the  duties  of  such  position,  and  the  date 
on  which  the  person  appointed  or  designated  assumes  charge.  Such 
notification  shall  also  state  the  opinion  of  the  appointing  officer  of 
the  business  and  moral  qualifications  of  the  person  appointed  or 
designated  for  the  position  in  question  and  any  such  other  informa- 
tion in  the  possession  of  the  appointing  officer  as  may  have  a  bearing 
upon  the  amount  of  the  bond  to  be  required  or  as  may  be  asked  for 
by  the  Insular  Treasurer.  Upon  receipt  of  this  information  the 
Insular  Treasurer  shall  place  the  name  of  such  person  upon  the 
record  provided  for  in  section  five  of  this  Act:  Provided,  however, 
That  the  Insular  Treasurer,  if  in  his  judgment  the  character,  asso- 
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ciations,  or  habits  of  the  insured  person  do  not  constitute  such  person 
a  safe  and  conservative  risk,  may  report  the  facts  to  the  Governor- 
General  for  proper  action. 

Sec.  9.  When  an  official  is  acting  in  the  dual  capacity  of  deputy 
of  the  provincial  treasurer  and  treasurer  of  a  municipal  corporation 
notification  thereof,  as  prescribed  in  section  eight  of  this  Act,  shall 
at  once  and  without  delay  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular  Treasurer  by 
the  provincial  treasurer  whose  deputy  such  official  is.  In  such  case 
one-half  of  the  premium  payable  from  public  funds  shall  be  paid 
by  the  province  and  the  other  half  by  the  municipality.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  subject  to  the  supervision  of 
the  Insular  Auditor,  to  collect  from  the  various  municipal  corpora- 
tions in  his  province,  the  treasurers  of  which  are  his  deputies  and 
from  the  individuals  who  are  his  deputies,  the  amounts  respectively 
due  as  bond  premiums,  and  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Insular 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  10.  When  it  is  desired  to  insure  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium 
fund,  the  fidelity  of  any  employee  in  the  office  of  a  treasurer  of  a 
municipal  corporation,  except  in  the  city  of  Manila,  the  treasurer 
of  such  municipal  corporation  shall  make  an  application  on  behalf 
of  such  employee  giving  all  the  information  described  in  section  eight 
of  this  Act.  Such  application  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular 
Treasurer  through  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  Insular  Auditor 
each  of  whom  shall  either  approve  the  application  or  set  forth  his 
reasons  why  he  disapproves  the  same.  Unless  such  application 
receives  the  approval  of  both  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  Insular 
Auditor  the  name  of  the  employee  shall  not  be  entered  upon  the 
schedule  prescribed  in  section  five  of  this  Act. 

If,  however,  the  approval  of  the  two  officers  aforesaid  has  been 
given,  the  name  of  such  employee  shall  be  entered  upon  the  schedule 
aforesaid,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  sections  three,  six,  seven, 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of  this  Act  shall  apply  in  so 
far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  section. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  any  official,  employee,  or  agent  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  proper  authority  temporarily  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  head  of  a  Bureau  or  Office  or  of  any  subordinate  office  or 
the  duties  of  any  position  or  any  employment  under  any  Office, 
Bureau,  or  province  in  accordance  with  section  fifteen  of  Act  Num- 
bered Sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  all  fidelity  and  premium 
charges  which  shall  be  due  or  accrue  on  account  of  such  temporary 
designation  shall  be  paid  wholly  from  the  appropriation  or  funds 
of  the  Department,  Bureau,  Office,  province,  or  municipal  corporation, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  services  are  rendered. 

Sec.  12.  All  persons  whose  names  are  listed  on  the  record  required 
in  section  five  of  this  Act  to  be  made  and  kept  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  bonded  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the  benefit 
of  whom  it  may  concern  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties 
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now  or  hereafter  imposed  by  law  upon  the  positions  occupied  by 
them,  and  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  all  public  funds  and  public 
property  coming  into  their  possession,  custody,  or  control  by  appro- 
priation, collection,  transfer,  or  in  any  other  manner,  and  for  the 
lawful  payment,  disbursement,  expenditure,  delivery,  or  transfer  of 
all  public  funds  or  public  property  in  their  hands,  possession,  or 
custody  or  under  their  control  as  accountable  or  responsible  officers, 
and  for  the  faithful  accounting,  payment  and  delivery  of  funds  and 
property  not  public  coming  lawfully  into  their  hands  by  reason  of 
their  official  duties. 

Sec.  13.  Every  person  whose  name  is  or  has  been  listed  on  the 
schedule  provided  for  in  section  five  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  or  to  have  been  a  "bonded  officer"  or  a  "bonded  employee" 
within  the  meaning  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  five, 
entitled  "An  Act  forbidding,  under  penalty,  bonded  officers  or  bonded 
employees,  or  former  bonded  officers  or  bonded  employees,  of  the 
Insular  Government,  or  of  any  provincial  or  municipal  government 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  the  city  of  Manila,  from  leaving  or 
attempting  to  leave  the  Philippine  Islands  without  first  securing  a 
certificate  from  the  Insular  Auditor,  and  repealing  Act  Numbered 
Eleven  hundred  and  sixty-one,"  and  within  the  meaning  of  every 
other  Act  fixing  the  responsibility,  accountability,  liability,  duties, 
or  penalties  of  officers  or  employees  required  to  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  and  the  accounting  for  public 
funds  or  public  property. 

Sec.  14.  The  Insular  Auditor  shall  fix  the  amount  for  which  the 
various  positions  contemplated  in  this  Act  shall  be  bonded.  The 
Auditor  shall  determine  the  exact  amount  of  losses,  shortages,  and 
defalcations  which  may  be  found  in  the  accounts  of  any  bonded 
officers,  employees,  or  agents,  whether  of  money  or  property,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  in  order  to  replace  such  losses,  shortages,  or 
defalcations,  and  the  account  or  accounts  of  the  Bureau,  Office, 
province,  or  municipal  corporation  to  which,  or  the  private  individual 
to  whom  such  sums  shall  be  paid  from  the  Fidelity  Bond  Premium 
Fund.  When  the  Auditor  has  determined  such  amount  he  shall 
certify  the  same  to  the  Insular  Treasurer,  who  shall  thereupon  issue 
a  warrant  or  inter-Bureau  voucher  therefor. 

Sec.  15.  The  powers  and  duties  vested  in  the  Insular  Auditor  by 
the  Accounting  Act  are  hereby  extended  in  their  entirety  to  the 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 

Sec.  16.  The  moneys  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  may  be 
invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  in  any  or  all  of  the  ways  in  which  the  funds  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Postal  Savings  Bank  may  be  invested  by  the  Postal  Savings 
Bank  Investment  Board  under  authority  of  section  eighteen  of  Act 
Numbered   Fourteen   hundred   and  ninety-three,    as    amended. 
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Sec.  17.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
sheriffs  of  provinces  or  to  provincial  governors  acting  as  sheriffs. 

Sec.  18.  Section  twenty-three  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  23.  The  governor  of  the  province,  or,  if  he  declines  to  act 
as  sheriff,  any  person  lawfully  appointed  to  the  position  of  sheriff, 
shall,  before  being  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  sheriff  or  officer 
of  the  court,  execute  a  bond,  with  not  less  than  three  sureties,  run- 
ning to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  for  the  benefit 
of  whom  it  may  concern,  in  such  penal  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Insular  Auditor.  The  sureties  on  said  bond  shall  qualify  under  oath 
before  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance,  or,  in  his  absence, 
before  the  clerk  of  the  court.  The  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  himself  and  his  deputies 
as  sheriff  and  officer  of  the  court,  and  for  the  payment  to  the  Gov- 
ernment or  the  persons  entitled  thereto  of  all  sums  of  money  that 
shall  come  into  his  or  their  hands  officially. .  Its  form  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Auditor,  who  shall  approve  and  forward  it  to  the 
Insular  Treasurer  for  file.  The  bond  shall  bear  an  indorsement  of 
the  provincial  treasurer  stating  that  after  due  investigation,  and  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the  sureties  collectively  own 
real  property  in  double  the  amount  of  the  bond  free  from  incum- 
brances and  over  and  above  any  liabilities  owing  by  them.  The 
bond  shall  thereupon  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular  Treasurer  and  be 
kept  on  file  in  his  office.  The  bond  shall  be  available  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Government  and  of  any  .person  in  interest.  Until  the  bond 
has  been  approved  by  the  Auditor  the  officer  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  fees  for  services  performed,  but  the  Auditor's  approval  shall 
be  effective  as  of  the  date  of  the  bond.  The  governor  or  sheriff  may 
require  each  deputy  appointed  by  him  to  execute  a  sufficient  indemnity 
for  his  protection  against  any  wrongdoing  on  the  part  of  such  deputy." 

Sec.  19.  Acts  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and 
Nineteen  hundred  and  one  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted.

REPORT  OF   SELECT   COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  410.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  22,  1912,  Commission  Bill  No.  167,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  regulate  the  pawnbroking  business,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

In  section  2,  page  2,  lines  11  and  12,  strike  out  the  words  "a 
sum  equivalent  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  to  be  invested  in  the 
business,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  sum  of  one 
thousand  pesos." 

Section  2,  page  2,  lines  4,  5,  and  6,  strike  out  the  words  "and 
a  fireproof  vault  in  which  to  keep  jewelry  and  articles  of  gold, 
silver,  or  other  precious  metals  or  stones." 

In  section  12,  page  5,  lines  12  to  14,  strike  out  the  words  "after 
which  time  any  such  remainder  shall  be  covered  into  the  treasury 
of  the  municipality  where  the  business  is  carried  on." 

Strike  out  section  13  in  its  entirety. 

Change  the  number  of  section  14  to  section  13. 

Change  the  number  of  section  15  to  section  14. 

A  careful  study  of  this  bill  and  of  the  general  situation  has 
convinced  your  committee  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  attempt  to 
regulate  the  interest  which  may  be  received  by  licensed  pawnbrokers. 
While  it  is  true  that  excessive  interest  is  sometimes  charged,  with 
the  result  that  indigent,  improvident,  and  unfortunate  persons  suffer 
hardship,  it  seems  that  the  remedy  is  not  to  be  found  in  estab- 
lishing a  statutory  rate  of  interest.  The  amounts  loaned  by  pawn- 
brokers in  the  city  of  Manila  are  extremely  small,  averaging  prob- 
ably about  1*40  or  ^50  each.  The  average  may  by  an  occasional 
large  loan  be  brought  higher  than  this  amount,  but  an  inspection  of 
the  books  of  a  number  of  pawnbrokers  shows  that  probably  four- 
fifths  of  all  the  loans  are  in  amounts  ranging  from  WO  to  ^50. 
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Many  run  as  low  as  1*1,  and  even  50  centavos.  It  is  manifest  that 
the  compensation  received  for  loans  of  such  amounts  can  not  be 
properly  measured  in  terms  of  interest.  What  is  paid  is  in  fact 
compensation  for  services,  storage,  care,  etc.  An  examination  has 
been  made  of  the  charters  of  a  number  of  American  cities,  including 
San  Francisco,  St.  Louis,  Minneapolis,  St.  Joseph,  Pittsburg,  Balti- 
more, St.  Paul,  Kansas  City,  Denver,  Chicago,  Louisville,  Philadel- 
phia, and  Bangor,  and  it  appears  that  with  the  exception  of  Phila- 
delphia and  St.  Joseph  no  attempt  is  made  to  regulate  the  interest 
charge.  The  rate  permitted  in  Philadelphia,  5  per  cent  per  month, 
is  as  high  as  is  ordinarily  paid  where  competition  is  permitted 
to  have  full   sway. 

There  is  another  fact  which  may  well  be  taken  into  consideration. 
The  smaller  loans  are  mostly  made  by  what  may  be  called  small 
dealers,  to  people  who  are  not  able  to  offer  security  of  the  character 
required  by  the  large  pawnbroking  establishments.  The  petty 
business  which  they  transact  would  be  entirely  destroyed  by  any 
attempt  to  fix  rates  at  what  the  Legislature  would  consider  reason- 
able. It  is  not  believed  that  public  policy  requires  legislation  which 
would  produce  such  results. 

There  seems  no  necessity  for  requiring  a  bond  of  more  than 
f*l,000  in  each  case.  Such  is  the  requirement  of  the  municipal 
charter  of  the  city  of  Manila,  and  it  has  apparently  been  found 
sufficient  to  accomplish  the  purposes  designed. 

Your  committee  is  not  able  to  see  any  reason  why  the  surplus  from 
the  sales  of  pawned  articles  not  called  for  after  three  years  should 
be  turned  into  the  public  treasury.  It  therefore  recommends  that 
that  part  of  this  bill  be  stricken  out. 

With  the  amendments  suggested  the  bill  proposed  will  be  a  regula- 
tive measure,  and  as  such  will  accomplish  all  the  purposes  which  legis- 
lation may  accomplish'  in  connection  with  a  licensed  business  of  this 
kind.

for  the  settlement  and  adjudication  of  land  titles." 

The  bill  (C.  B.  No.  124),  with  amendment  certified  thereon,  is 
transmitted  herewith.

The  amendment  is  as  follows : 

Strike  out  everything  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  Whenever  the  municipal  council  or  the  landowners  in 
a  municipality  organized  under  Act  Numbered  Eighty-two,  whose 
lands  represent  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  total  assessed  value  of  all 
lands  in  such  municipality  shall  petition  in  writing  the  judge  of  first 
instance  of  the  province  to  which  such  municipality  belongs,  to  settle 
and  adjudicate  the  titles  to  all  lands  lying  within  such  municipality, 
the  judge  of  first  instance  shall  so  certify  to  the  Governor-General, 
who  if  he  deems  it  that  the  public  interests  require  that  the  titles  to 
the  lands  situated  therein  be  settled  and  adjudicated  at  the  same  time, 
on  account  of  the  title  thereto  being  disputable,  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Registration,  by  direction  of  said  Governor-General, 
shall  order  a  survey  and  plan  of  all  such  land  or  lands  to  be  made  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  the  Governor- General  shall  also  direct  the 
Attorney-General  to  file  the  petition  hereinafter  mentioned. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Attorney-General,  on  receipt  of  such  order  of  the 
Governor-General,  shall  file  in  the  Court  of  First  Instance  in  the 
province  where  such  lands  are  situated  a  petition  against  the  holders, 
claimants,  possessors,  or  occupants  of  such  lands  or  any  part  thereof, 
stating  in  substance  that  the  public  interests  require  that  the  titles  to 
such  land  or  lands  be  settled  and  adjudicated,  and  praying  that  such 
titles  be  so  settled  and  adjudicated:  Provided,  That  the  decision  of 
the  Court  of  First  Instance  setting  aside  the  claim  of  any  adverse 
claimant  under  this  Act  shall  not  prevent  him  at  any  subsequent 
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time  from  petitioning  for  the  registration  and  entry  in  his  name  of 
the  land  claimed  by  him  so  long  as  such  land  has  not  been  adjudicated 
to  another  private  person,  nor  shall  such  decision  be  a  reason  for 
depriving  such  adverse  claimant  of  the  possession  of  such  land. 

"Sec.  3.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  the 
Philippine  Archipelago  is  divided  into  two  zones: 

"The  first  zone  shall  consist  of  the  provinces,  municipalities,  town- 
ships, and  settlements  under  the  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Legislature  throughout  the  entire  Island  of  Luzon. 

"The  second  group  shall  consist  of  all  provinces,  municipalities, 
townships,  and  settlements  under  the  legislative  jurisdiction  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature  which  are  not  included  in  the  first  zone. 

"The  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Registration  shall  assign  ten 
surveyors  especially  and  exclusively  for  the  work  of  surveying  in  the 
first  zone,  and  fifteen  surveyors  for  the  second  zone. 

"Sec.  4.  The  petition  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  land  in 
question  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  thereof  prepared  by  the 
surveyors  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Registration  or  by  private  surveyors 
if  it  be  so  agreed  upon  between  the  holders,  claimants,  possessors  or 
occupants  of  the  land  affected  by  such  petition  and  the  Attorney- 
General.  The  Court  of  First  Instance  may,  however,  in  its  discretion, 
accept  any  plan  made  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  in 
force  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  this  Act.  The  plan  may  contain 
such  other  data  as  may  serve  to  furnish  full  notice  to  the  occupants 
of  the  land  and  to  all  persons  who  may  claim  any  right  or  interest 
therein.  If  the  land  contains  two  or  more  parcels  held  or  occupied 
by  different  persons  the  plans  shall  indicate  the  boundaries  or  limits 
of  the  various  parcels  as  correctly  as  may  be.  The  parcels  shall  be 
known  as  'lots'  and  shall  on  the  plans  filed  in  the  case  be  given 
separate  numbers  by  the  Court  of  First  Instance,  which  numbers  shall 
be  known  as  'cadastral  numbers/  The  lots  situated  within  each 
municipality,  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  as  far  as  possible, 
beginning  with  the  number  'one'  and  only  one  series  of  numbers  shall 
be  used  for  that  purpose  in  each  municipality.  After  final  decree  has 
been  entered  for  the  registration  of  a  lot  its  cadastral  number  shall 
not  be  changed  except  by  order  of  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Registration  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  judge  of  first  instance. 
Future  subdivisions  of  any  lot  shall  be  designated  by  said  Director 
with  the  approval  of  said  judge  by  a  letter  or  letters  of  the  alphabet 
added  to  the  cadastral  number  of  the  lot  to  which  the  respective 
subdivisions  pertain.  The  letter  with  which  a  subdivision  is  designated 
shall  be  known  as  its  cadastral  letter. 

"Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  petition  and  the  accompanying 
plan  the  Court  of  First  Instance  shall  cause  notice  of  the  filing  of 
said  petition  to  be  published  twice  in  successive  issues  of  the  Official 
Gazette,  in  both  the  English  and  the  Spanish  languages.     The  notice 
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shall  be  issued  by  order  of  the  proper  Court,  attested  by  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Lands  ex-officio  clerk  of  such  Court,  and  shall  be  in 
f:rm  substantially  as  follows:

"Sec.  6.  The  day  of  trial  fixed  in  such  notice  shall  not  be  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue.  The  court 
shall  also,  within  seven  days  after  the  publication  of  said  notice  in 
the  Official  Gazette  as  hereinbefore  provided,  cause  a  copy  of  the 
notice  in  Spanish  to  be  mailed  by  registered  mail  by  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Registration  to  every  person  named  therein  whose 
address  is  known.  The  court  shall  also  cause  an  attested  copy  of  the 
notice  to  be  posted  in  Spanish,  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the 
chief  municipal  building  of  the  pueblo  in  which  the  land  or  a  portion 
thereof  is  situated,  by  the  sheriff  of  the  province  or  city,  or  by  his 
deputy,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the  court, 
fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  day  fixed  in  the  notice  and  service 
by  the  sheriff  or  the  affidavit  of  the  person  designated  by  the  court 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  service.  A  copy  of  the  notice 
shall  also  be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  president  of  the  municipal 
council,  or  to  the  municipal  board,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  munici- 
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pality  or  city  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  and  to  the  provincial  board 
of  the  province.  The  court  may  also  cause  other  and  further  notice 
of  the  petition  to  be  given  in  such  manner  and  to  such  persons  as  it 
may  deem  proper.  The  certificate  of  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Registration  or  of  the  clerk  of  the  court,  that  he  has  served  the 
notice  as  ordered  by  the  court,  by  publishing  it  and  mailing  it,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  service  of  same. 

"Sec.  7.  Any  person  claiming  any  interest  in  any  part  of  the  land, 
whether  named  in  the  notice  or  not,  shall  appear  in  the  court  by 
himself,  or  by  some  person  in  his  behalf,  and  shall  present  an  answer 
on  or  before  the  day  of  the  trial,  or  within  such  further  time  as  may 
be  allowed  by  the  court.  The  answer  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
the  claimant  or  by  some  person  in  his  behalf  and  shall  state  whether 
the  claimant  is  married  or  unmarried  and,  if  married,  the  name  of  the 
husband  or  wife  and  the  date  of  the  marriage.  The  answer,  for  the 
filing  of  which,  together  with  the  documents  thereto  annexed,  no  fee 
shall  be  charged,  shall  also  contain : 

(a)   The  age  of  the  claimant. 

(6)    The  cadastral  number  of  the  lot  or  lots  claimed. 

(c)  The  name  of  the  barrio  and  municipality,  township  or  settle- 
ment in  which  the  lots  are  situated. 

(d)  The  names  of  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  lots  as  far  as  known 
to  the  claimant. 

(e)  If  the  claimant  is  in  possession  of  the  lots  claimed  and  can 
show  no  express  grant  of  the  land  by  the  Government  to  him  or  to 
his  predecessors  in  interest  the  answer  shall  state  the  length  of  time 
he  has  held  such  possession  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been 
acquired,  and  shall  also  state  the  length  of  time,  as  far  as  known, 
during  which  his  predecessors,  if  any,  held  possession. 

(/)  If  the  claimant  is  not  in  possession  or  occupation  of  the  land 
the  answer  shall  fully  set  forth  the  interest  claimed  by  him  and  the 
time  and  manner  of  its  acquisition. 

(g)  If  the  lots  have  been  assessed  for  taxation,  their  last  assessed 
value. 

(h)  The  incumbrances,  if  any,  affecting  the  lots  and  the  names  of 
adverse  claimants  as  far  as  known. 

"Sec.  8,  The  provincial  governor  of  the  province  affected  or  the 
president  of  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  proper  court  detail  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  province  or  of  the  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  assist 
the  defendants  in  any  action  brought  under  this  Act  in  the  preparation 
of  their  pleadings  and  evidence,  without  cost  to  them,  and  without 
prejudice  to  their  right  to  employ  other  counsel  if  they  so  desire: 
Provided,  That  in  default  of  such  officer  or  employee,  the  provincial 
governor  or  the  president  of  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of 
Manila,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  with  the  approval  of  the  provincial 
board  or  of  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila,  tempo- 
rarily employ  a  practicing  lawyer  in  the  locality  or  province,  if  any 
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there  be,  and  said  lawyer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  per  diems,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  provincial  board  or  of  the  Municipal  Board  of 
the  city  of  Manila,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  not  to  exceed  thirty  pesos, 
for  the  time  that  he  is  actually  employed  in  the  work  above  committed 
to  him  as  may  be  alleged  by  such  lawyer  and  certified  to  by  such  court, 
unless  in  lieu  of  per  diems  both  parties  agree  by  contract  upon  a 
lump  sum  for  all  the  work. 

"The  expenses  occasioned  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  paid:  one-third  by  the  Insular  Government  out  of  the  funds 
of  thi  Bureau  of  Justice,  one-third  by  the  province,  and  one-third  by 
the  municipality  in  case  of  lands  situated  within  a  province,  and  by 
the  Insular  Government  and  the  city  of  Manila,  in  equal  parts,  in  case 
such  lands  are  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  said  city. 

"Sec.  9.  The  trial  of  the  case  may  occur  at  any  convenient  place 
within  the  province  in  which  the  land  is  situated  or  at  such  other 
place  as  the  proper  judge  of  first  instance,  for  reasons  stated  in 
writing  and  filed  with  the  record  of  the  case,  may  designate,  and  shall 
be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  trials  and  proceedings 
under  Act  Numbered  Four  hundred  and  ninety-six  and  its  amend- 
ments. Orders  of  default  and  confession  shall  also  be  entered  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  ordinary  cases  in  the  same  court  and  shall  have 
the  same  effect.  All  conflicting  interests  shall  be  adjudicated  by  the 
proper  court  of  first  instance  and  decrees  awarded  in  favor  of  the 
person  or  persons  entitled  to  the  land  or  the  various  parts  thereof  and 
such  decrees,  when  final,  shall  be  the  basis  for  an  original  certificate 
of  title  in  favor  of  said  persons,  which  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
certificates  of  title  granted  on  application  for  registration  of  land 
under  the  Land  Registration  Act,  and  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided  all  of  the  provisions  of  said  Land  Registration  Act,  as  now 
amended,  and  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended,  shall  be  applicable  to 
proceedings  under  this  Act,  and  to  the  titles  and  certificates  of  title 
granted  or  issued  hereunder. 

"Sec.  10.  Whenever  in  an  action  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  a  new  trial  is  ordered  the  court  shall  specify  the  lot  or  lots 
with  reference  to  which  the  new  trial  is  ordered,  and  the  case  shall 
remain  closed  as  to  all  other  lots,  if  any,  included  in  the  action. 

"Sec.  11.  In  the  event  of  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  from  any 
decision  or  order  of  the  proper  Court  of  First  Instance  in  an  action 
brought  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  only  the  lot  or  lots  claimed 
by  the  appellant  shall  be  affected  thereby.  The  decision  of  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  shall  be  final  as  to  all  remaining  lots,  if  any, 
included  in  the  action,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  the 
filing  of  a  bill  of  exceptions  final  decree  for  such  remaining  lots  may 
be  entered  and  certificates  of  title  therefor  issued. 

"Sec.  12.  Except  as  otherwise  ordered  by  the  proper  court,  a 
separate  certificate  of  title  shall  be  entered  and  a  corresponding 
duplicate  certificate  issued  for  each  separate  parcel  or  holding  of 
land  included  in  the  petition. 
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"Sec.  13.  After  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  registration  of  any 
lot,  the  designation  of  the  lot  by  its  cadastral  number,  together  with 
the  name  of  the  municipality,  and  province  in  which  the  lot  is 
situated,  shall  be  a  sufficient  description  of  said  lot  for  all  purposes. 
The  cadastral  letter  of  a  subdivision  of  a  lot  added  to  the  cadastral 
number  of  that  lot  shall,  together  with  the  name  of  the  municipality 
and  province,  be  a  sufficient  description  of  such  subdivision.  In  deeds 
of  conveyance  or  other  documents  evidencing  the  transfer  of  title  to 
land,  or  creating  incumbrances  thereon,  the  cadastral  number  shall 
be  written  in  words  and  figures. 

"Sec.  14.  In  all  proceedings  under  this  Act  the  fees  of  the  several 
registers  of  deeds  for  the  making  and  entering  of  a  certificate  of  title, 
including  the  issue  of  one  certificate,  and  for  the  registration  of  same, 
including  the  entering,  indexing,  filing  and  attesting  thereof,  shall  be 
as  follows  and  no  other  fees  shall  be  lawful : 

"When  the  value  of  the  property  does  not  exceed  fifty  pesos,  fifty 
centavos. 

"When  the  value  of  the  property  exceeds  fifty  pesos  but  does  not 
exceed  two  hundred  pesos,  one  peso. 

"When  the  value  of  the  property  exceeds  two  hundred  pesos  but 
does  not  exceed  five  hundred  pesos,  two  pesos. 

"When  the  value  of  the  property  exceeds  five  hundred  pesos,  six 
pesos. 

"The  fees  for  the  insurance  fund  in  accordance  with  the  Land 
Registration  Act  shall  also  be  collected. 

"For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  value  of  the  property  shall  be 
its  last  assessed  value  or  such  other  value  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  court. 

"The  fees  authorized  under  this  section  shall  become  due  and 
payable  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  first  annual 
installment  of  costs  provided  for  in  section  nineteen  of  this  Act  and 
may  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  said  installment. 

"Sec.  15.  One-tenth  of  the  cost  of  the  survey  and  monumenting  and 
the  registration  proceedings  had  under  this  Act  shall  be  borne  by  the 
Insular  Government,  one-tenth  each  shall  be  paid  by  the  province  and 
municipality  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  The  court  shall  in  its 
final  decision,  or  by  subsequent  order,  designate  the  amounts  to  be 
paid  by  the  Insular  Government,  the  province  and  municipality 
respectively  and  shall  tax  and  apportion  the  remaining  seven-tenths 
of  the  cost  of  the  survey,  monumenting  and  registration  proceedings 
against  the  various  lots  and  the  owners  thereof;  and  the  clerk  of  the 
court  shall  transmit  to  the  provincial  treasurer  of  the  province  in 
which  the  land  is  situated  a  statement  of  such  taxation  and  apportion- 
ment, specifying  the  amounts  taxed  against  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
as  aforesaid.  Such  amounts  shall  be  considered  a  special  assessment 
of  taxes  against  the  respective  parcels,  shall  constitute  a  first  lien 
upon  the  land  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  provincial  treasurer  in  five 
equal  annual  installments.     The  first  installment  shall  become  due 
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and  payable  at  the  same  time  as  the  general  land  taxes  for  the  year 
next  succeeding  the  year  in  which  the  decision  of  the  court  is  rendered 
and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  such  general  land  taxes. 
Each  succeeding  installment  shall  become  due  and  payable  at  the 
same  time  as  the  general  land  taxes  for  the  corresponding  year  and 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner:  Provided,  however.  That  the 
owner  of  any  lot  may  also,  if  he  so  desires,  at  any  time  before  it 
becomes  due,  pay  any  installment  of  the  costs  taxed  against  such  lot. 

"Sec.  16.  Whenever  in  proceedings  under  this  Act  the  court  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the  public  or  of  the  parties  themselves 
require  that  a  partition  be  made  of  land  included  in  the  petition  and 
held  by  various  persons  in  common  or  jointly,  the  court  may  order 
that  such  partition  be  made  and  for  that  purpose  may  appoint  two  or 
more  disinterested  and  judicious  persons  to  be  commissioners  to  make 
the  partition,  and  shall  order  a  writ  of  partition  to  issue  to  the 
commissioners,  commanding  them  to  make  partition  of  the  land  and 
to  set  off  to  each  of  the  parties  in  interest  such  part  and  proportion 
of  the  land  as  the  court  shall  order.  By  agreement  between  the 
coowners  or  copossessors  of  land  included  in  the  partition,  land  not  so 
included  but  held  by  said  coowners  or  copossessors  in  the  same  manner 
and  by  the  same  tenure  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  court,  be 
included  in  the  same  partition  proceedings,  and  in  such  cases  the 
court  may  order  a  survey  to  be  made  of  such  land.  In  case  that  there 
should  have  been  commenced  separately  or  that  there  should  be 
pending  in  the  same  court  or  any  other  court,  any  separate  case  in 
which  a  petition  is  made  for  the  partition  of  such  lands,  the  judge 
of  first  instance  may  order  said  case  pending  to  be  tried  and  decided 
as  soon  as  possible;  and  shall  abide  by  the  decision  rendered  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section. 

"Sec.  17.  Before  making  the  partition  the  commissioners  shall  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  that  they  will  faithfully  perform  their  duties  as  such  commis- 
sioners, which  oath  shall  be  filed  in  court  with  the  other  proceedings 
in  the  case. 

"Sec.  18.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  the  commissioners 
and  the  court  in  making  the  partition  shall  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  one  hundred  and  eighty-five,  one  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  one  hundred  and  ninety,  and  one 
hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  the  Com- 
missioners shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  court  may  determine, 
but  not  to  exceed  three  pesos  per  day  for  the  time  actually  and 
necessarily  employed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

"Sec.  19.  The  order  of  the  court  effecting  the  partition  shall  state 
definitively,  by  adequate  description  the  particular  portion  of  the 
estate  which  is  apportioned  to  each  party  in  interest  and  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  the  final  judgment  in  partition  proceed- 
ings under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.     In  all  cases  in  which  such 
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order  fully  accepts  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  such  order  shall 
be  definitive  and  conclusive;  in  all  other  cases  an  appeal  shall  lie  to 
the  Supreme  Court. 

"Sec.  20.  The  guardian  of  minors  and  persons  of  unsound  mind 
shall  represent  them  in  the  partition  proceedings  authorized  by  this 
Act.  Where  no  guardian  is  appointed,  or  where  he  fails  to  appear, 
the  court  may  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  to  represent  the  minors  or 
persons  of  unsound  mind  in  the  proceedings.  Such  guardian  or 
guardian  ad  litem  may  on  behalf  of  his  ward  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  court  do  and  perform  any  act,  matter,  or  thing  respecting  the 
partition  of  the  estate,  including  amicable  partition  thereof,  which 
such  minor  or  person  of  unsound  mind  could  do  in  the  partition 
proceedings  if  he  were  of  age  or  of  sound  mind. 

"Sec.  21.  The  proceedings  in  partitions  authorized  by  this  Act  shall 
be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  land  registration  case  in  connection  with 
which  the  partition  is  ordered,  and  no  special  fees  shall  be  charged 
by  the  clerk  of  the  court  for  any  service  performed  by  him  in  such 
partition  proceedings,  but  the  compensation  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  and  additional  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the 
partition,  including  the  costs  of  additional  surveys,  may  be  taxed  as 
costs  in  the  case  and  apportioned  among  the  parties  interested  in  the 
partition  to  such  an  extent  and  in  such  a  manner  as  the  court  may 
deem  just  and  equitable.  Upon  the  order  taxing  and  apportioning 
such  costs  becoming  final,  an  execution  may  issue  therefor  as  in 
partition  proceedings  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  unless  the 
court  direct  that  payment  be  made  in  installments  as  provided  in 
section  nineteen  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  22.  If  the  property  partitioned  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
constitutes  the  estate,  or  part  of  the  estate,  of  a  deceased  person, 
which  has  not  been  settled  by  administration  proceedings  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  heirs  or  devisees  of  such 
deceased  person  shall,  for  the  full  period  of  two  years  from  the  date 
of  the  order  effecting  the  partition,  be  jointly  liable  to  the  creditors 
of  the  deceased  for  his  debts:  Provided,  however.  That  no  heir  or 
devisee  shall  be  liable  for  a  greater  amount  than  the  value  of  the 
property  received  by  him  as  his  share  in  the  estate:  And  provided, 
further,  That  for  the  purpose  of  contribution  between  the  heirs  or 
devisees  themselves  the  amount  of  the  debts  of  the  estate  for  which 
each  shall  be  liable,  shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to  the  value  of  his 
share  of  the  estate  as  the  total  amount  of  the  legal  debts  paid  by  the 
heir  or  devisee,  demanding  contribution,  bears  to  the  total  value  of 
the  estate.  Any  heir  or  devisee  who,  under  a  final  judgment  rendered 
in  an  action  brought  under  this  section,  pays  more  than  his  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  debts  of  the  estate  shall,  with  reference  to  the 
excess,  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  creditors  under  such  judg- 
ment against  each  of  the  other  heirs  or  devisees  to  the  extent  of  their 
respective  proportionate  shares  of  the  debts  so  paid  by  him. 

"The  judgment  rendered  in  any  action  brought  under  this  section 
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by  a  creditor  against  the  heirs  or  devisees  of  a  deceased  person  shall, 
if  favorable  to  the  plaintiff,  specify  the  maximum  amount  for  which 
each  heir  or  devisee  shall  be  liable  under  such  judgment. 

"Sec.  23.  In  the  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the 
rules  of  construction  laid  down  by  sections  one,  two,  three,  and  four 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  section  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  of  the  Land  Registration  Act  shall  apply.  The  word  "court" 
as  used  in  this  Act  shall  mean  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the 
proper  province. 

"Sec.  24.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

"The    rental    or    installment   or    interest    so    suspended    shall    be 
distributed  through  the  periods  remaining  on  the  contract  of  lease  or 
the  sale  certificate."

The  proposed  Act  is  not  accompanied  by  any  information  as  to 
the  number  and  extent  of  parcels  of  land  which  would  be  transferred 
to  municipalities  under  its  provisions,  but  your  committee  has  en- 
deavored to  obtain  information  on  this  point  and  so  far  as  can  be 
learned  the  number  of  such  parcels  is  small,  as  is  their  size.  The 
proposed  Act  could  not  become  effective  without  the  approval  of 
Congress  and  it  would  hardly  seem  worth  while  to  request  Congress 
to  interest  itself  in  a  matter  of  such  relatively  small  importance. 

It  occurred  to  your  committee  that  the  desired  end  might  be 
attained  by  the  sale  at  a  low  price  to  the  municipalities  in  question 
of  the  lands  which  they  desire  in  so  far  as  they  are  public  lands,  but 
it  was  found  that  the  Attorney- General  had  rendered  an  opinion 
to  the  effect  that  under  existing  provisions  of  law  municipalities  of 
the  Philippines  are  not  authorized  to  receive  and  administer  such 
lands  in  any  event,  so  that  if  the  obvious  purpose  of  the  bill  were  to 
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be  attained  there  would  be  necessary  enabling  legislation  to  make 
it  possible  for  municipalities  to  receive  and  administer  lands  which 
might  be  conveyed  to  them  under  its  provisions.

the  President  of  the  Philippine  Commission.

Assembly  Bill  No.  902  was  thereupon  read  the  second 
time  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  standing  com- 
mittee thereon,  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.

The  Commission  then  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  considering  Commission  Bill 
No.  179,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  public 
works."

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  was  accepted. 

Pending  further  consideration  of  the  bill, 

RECESS. 

At  12  o'clock  and  50  minutes  postmeridian,  the  President 
declared  a  recess  until  4  o'clock  postmeridian. 
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reconvened. 

At  4  o'clock  postmeridian  the  Commission  reconvened. 
The  President  in  the  chair. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  ON  ASSEMBLY  BILL  NO.   902. 

The  Commission  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  consideration  of 
Assembly  Bill  No.  902,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  a  uni- 
form method  of  entering  into  a  contract  and  requiring  a 
certificate  from  the  Insular  Auditor  showing  funds  duly- 
appropriated  which  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  indicated 
in  a  proposed  contract  entailing  the  expenditure  of  money." 

After  some  consideration  the  committee  rose  and  reported 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  pass  with  the  follow- 
ing amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  Before  a  contract,  agreement,  or  other  obligation 
entailing  the  expenditure  of  money  from  Insular  funds  amounting 
to  two  thousand  pesos  or  more,  for  construction,  equipment,  or 
supplies  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  a  copy  of  such  proposed  contract  shall  be  made  and  submitted 
to  the  Insular  Auditor  with  a  request  for  a  certificate  to  be  made 
by  him,  showing  that  there  are  sufficient  funds  duly  appropriated 
to  be  expended  for  the  object  set  forth  in  said  contract  in  the 
Treasury  in  excess  of  all  outstanding  contracts  and  obligations  con- 
nected with  or  affecting  such  appropriation;  the  Bureau,  board, 
committee,  or  officer  submitting  this  request  shall  transmit  therewith 
a  statement  in  writing  of  all  obligations  incurred  against  said  appro- 
priation not  yet  presented  for  audit;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Insular  Auditor  upon  receipt  of  such  written  request  for  a  certi- 
ficate and  said  statement  to  immediately  make  such  certificate  in 
writing  showing  whether  or  not  there  are  any  funds  duly  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  execution  such  said  proposed 
contract  in  excess  of  all  obligations  and  indebtedness  chargeable  to 
such  said  appropriation. 

"Sec.  2.  No  contract,  agreement,  or  other  obligation  involving 
the  expenditure  of  two  thousand  pesos  or  more  shall  be  entered 
into,  by  any  Bureau,  board,  committee,  or  officer  of  the  Government 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  of  any  province  or  municipality  thereof 
for  construction,  equipment,  or  supplies  unless  the  Insular  Auditor 
shall  first  certify  to  said  Bureau,  board,  committee,  or  officer  who 
proposes  to  enter  into  such  contract  that  the  money  required  for 
the  contract,  agreement,  or  other  obligation,  or  to  pay  the  appro- 
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priation  or  expenditure,  is  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  fund 
from  which  it  is  to  be  drawn,  and  not  appropriated  for  any  other 
purpose,  which  certificate  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of 
the  proposed  contract;  and  the  sum  so  certified  shall  not  thereafter 
be  available  for  expenditure  for  any  other  purpose  until  the  Govern- 
ment or  the  province  or  municipality,  as  the  case  may  be  is  dis- 
charged from  the  contract,  agreement,  or  obligation;  and  all  con- 
tracts, agreements  or  other  obligations,  entered  into  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  void,  and  no  person  whatever  shall 
have  any  claim  or  demand  thereunder  against  the  Government  or 
any  branch  or  political  sub-division  thereof;  nor  shall  a  Bureau, 
board,  committee,  or  officer  of  the  Government,  or  any  province  or 
municipality  thereof,  have  pcwer  to  waive  or  qualify  the  limits  of 
this  Act  or  fasten  upon  the  Philippine  Government  or  any  province 
or  municipality  thereof  any  liability  whatever  for  any  excess  of  such 
limits,  or  release  any  person  from  an  exact  compliance  with  his 
contract  under  this  Act,  except  as  authorized  under  the  provisions 
thereof;  a  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  disqualify 
the  person  violating  it  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in 
the  Philippine  Government  or  in  that  of  any  province  or  municipality 
thereof,  and  render  him  liable  to  the  Philippine  Government,  or 
province  or  municipality  thereof  as  the  case  may  be,  for  any  damages 
resulting  from  such  violation,  and  if  in  office  he  shall  be  dismissed 
therefrom:  Provided,  however.  That  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into 
such  contracts  ninety  per  cent  of  the  estimated  revenues  and  receipts 
of  the  government  for  any  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  contract  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  the  treasury:  And  provided  further,  That  such 
requirements  shall  apply  to  contracts  extending  for  more  than  one 
year,  and  that  before  expenditures  may  be  made  in  any  year  during 
the  continuance  of  any  contract  such  said  certificate  must  be  first 
had,  showing  that  the  funds  for  the  carrying  on  of  such  contract  for 
that  year  are  in  the  treasury  as  above  provided. 

"Sec.  3.  The  same  procedure  shall  be  followed  when  any  existing 
contract  for  works  of  construction  and  repair  is  altered  or  amended 
if  such  alteration  or  amendment  involves  an  expenditure  of  funds 
in  excess  of  the  original  contract  price. 

"Sec.  4.  All  contracts  for  works  of  construction  and  repair  entered 
into  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  be  executed 
in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  division  of 
archives,  patents,  copyrights,  and  trade-marks  of  the  Executive 
Bureau,  and  one  copy  shall  be  furnished  to  the  contractor,  and  a 
certified  copy  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Insular  Auditor  and  to  the  Bureau,  board,  committee,  or  officer  who 
entered  into  the  contract. 

"Sec.  5.  When  requisitions  are  made  upon  the  Purchasing  Agent 
by  any  Bureau,  board,  committee,  or  officer  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  or  of  any  province  or  municipality  thereof,  for 
two  thousand  pesos  or  more,  it  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
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of  the  Auditor  as  in  this  Act  required,  and  no  further  certificate 
shall  be  required  to  be  secured  by  the  Purchasing  Agent  before 
entering  into  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  articles  so  requisi- 
tioned." 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Elliott,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  and  read  the  third  time 
by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows : 

An  Act  requiring  a  certificate  from  the  Insular  Auditor  showing 
funds  duly  appropriated  which  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  in- 
dicated in  a  proposed  contract  entailing  the  expenditure  of  money, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission.

REPORTS  OF   STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  419.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on 
January  27,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  977,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing 
Mauro  Prieto  and  associates  to  establish  a  mortgage  bank  under 
certain  conditions,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
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report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"  Section  1.  There  is  hereby  granted  to  Mauro  Prieto  of  the  city 
of  Manila,  Philippine  Islands,  and  his  associates,  the  right  and  power 
to  found,  establish,  and  maintain,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  a  mortgage  bank,  to  be  known  as  the  Mortgage  Bank  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  -bank:  Provided, 
That  within  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  approval 
of  this  Act,  which  period  may  be  extended  to  one  year  by  the  Governor- 
General  if  in  his  opinion  there  are  reasonable  grounds  therefor, 
said  Mauro  Prieto  and  his  associates  shall  organize  a  corporation 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"Sec.  2.  The  bank  shall  have  the  general  powers  which  all  cor- 
porations in  the  Philippine  Islands  have  under  existing  laws,  and 
also  the  special  powers  set  out  in  this  Act.  Its  corporate  existence 
shall  be  for  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation. 

"Sec.  3.  The  head  office  of  the  bank  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Manila. 
Branches  of  the  bank  may  be  established  or  discontinued  in  the 
capitals  of  provinces  or  in  other  parts  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  and  agencies  of 
the  bank  may  be  established  in  the  United  States  or  in  foreign 
countries,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General  and  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  such  foreign 
countries. 

"Sec.  4.  In  addition  to  the  business  in  which  under  existing  law 
savings  and  mortgage  banks  may  engage,  the  bank  is  authorized  to 
engage  in  the  following  classes  of  transactions: 

"(a)  Discounting  bills  of  exchange  and  commercial  promissory 
notes. 

"(b)  Making  collections  of  drafts  and  other  negotiable  paper,  and 
advancing  money  thereon. 

"(c)  Negotiating  or  drawing  bills  of  exchange,  whether  domestic 
or  foreign. 

"(d)  Making  loans  or  opening  current  accounts,  upon  the  security 
of  deposits  with  the  bank  as  collateral  of  articles  of  commerce, 
products  of  the  country,  negotiable  securities  and  industrial  and 
commercial  bills  which  are  easily  and  safely  realized  upon  at  any 
time.  Such  collateral  securities  shall  be  accepted  only  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  their  market  or  appraised  value. 

"(e)  Making  loans  on  bills  of  lading  when  invoices  and  insurance 
policies  sent  to  the  Bank  are  attached  thereto:  Provided,  That  the 
amount  of  such  loans  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  the  current 
market  value  of  the  articles  covered  by  such  bills  of  lading. 

"(/)   Receiving  money  on  time  deposit  and  investing  such  money 
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in  bonds  or  in  loans  secured  by  bonds,  bullion,  or  real  estate  mort- 
gages as  hereinafter  provided. 

i((g)  Making  loans  or  opening  current  accounts  by  the  pledge  to 
the  bank  of  gold  and  silver  bullion:  Provided,  That  such  amount 
shall  not  exceed  ninety  per  centum  of  the  value  of  the  pledge  by 
which  the  loan  is  secured. 

"(k)  Buying  and  selling  or  otherwise  negotiating  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  bonds  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
bonds  of  the  city  of  Manila,  or  any  other  municipal  stocks  or  bonds 
of  railways  or  mortgage  bonds  upon  which  interest  or  principal  has 
been  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and 
borrowing  money  on  such  bonds. 

"(i)  Making  loans  or  opening  current  accounts  upon  the  security 
of  the  bonds  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  paragraph:  Provided, 
however,  That  such  loans  shall  not  exceed  the  face  value  of  such 
bonds  or  the  market  value  thereof,  whichever  may  be  the  smaller. 

"(j)  Making  loans  or  opening  current  accounts  on  mortgages  or 
deeds  of  trust  to  the  bank  on  unencumbered  improved  real  estate 
in  cities  and  centers  of  population  of  municipalities  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  or  on  actually  cultivated  and  improved  agricultural  lands 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  at  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum 
per  annum,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  sixty  per  centum  of  the 
actual  cash  market  value  of  the  real  estate  which  is  security  for 
the  loan,  or  the  assessed  value  thereof,  whichever  may  be  the  smaller. 

"(k)  Making  loans  or  opening  current  accounts  on  first  mortgages 
transferred  to  the  bank  as  collateral  security  on  improved  and 
otherwise  unencumbered  real  estate  in  cities  and  centers  of  popu- 
lation of  municipalities,  or  on  actually  cultivated  improved  and 
otherwise  unencumbered  agricultural  lands  in  the  Philippine  Islands: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  mortgages  transferred  to  the  bank  as 
collateral  security  with  interest  accrued  and  due  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  per  centum  of  the  actual  cash  market  value  of  the  real  estate 
which  secures  such  mortgages,  or  of  the  assessed  value  thereof, 
whichever  may  be  the  smaller. 

"(I)  Acquiring  credits  secured  by  mortgages  already  existing 
which  comply  with  the  conditions  expressed  in  the  last  two  preceding 
paragraphs. 

"  (m)  Loaning  to  the  Insular  Government,  provinces,  municipalities 
or  other  official  corporations  legally  authorized  to  contract  loans 
such  amounts  as  they  are  authorized  to  borrow,  with  or  without 
mortgage  security,  provided  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
is  guaranteed  by  the  permanent  revenues  of  such  corporate  bodies. 

"(ri)  Acquiring  or  discounting  credits  of  the  Insular  Government, 
provinces  and  municipalities,  or  other  official  corporations,  provided 
such  credits  are  secured  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  last  preceding 
paragraph. 

"(0)  Issuing  mortgage  bonds  to  the  amount  of  its  loans  guar- 
anteed by  mortgage  on  real  estate:  Provided,  however,  That  current 
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accounts  guaranteed  by  such  mortgages  shall  not  be  included  in 
such  loans.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  manager  and  the 
cashier  of  the  bank,  and  each  shall  bear  a  serial  number  and  a 
correlative  number  within  each  series,  and  each  bond  shall  be  for 
not  less  than  one  hundred  pesos  Philippine  currency.  The  redemption 
of  these  bonds  shall  be  made  in  such  amounts  and  manner  that  the 
remaining  unredeemed  bonds  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
loans  secured  by  real  estate  mortgages  which  are  owing  to  the  bank. 

"Sec.  5.  No  loan  of  the  bank  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than 
ten  years;  and  no  loan  secured  by  real  estate  mortgage  shall  be 
made  unless  the  title  to  such  real  estate,  free  from  all  incumbrances, 
shall  be  in  the  mortgagor,  and  unless  the  mortgage  shall  be  a  preferred 
claim  on  the  property  therein  described  as  against  the  whole  world. 
Property  liable  to  destruction  by  fire  which  is  accepted  as  security 
shall  be  insured  against  fire. 

"Sec.  6.  The  capital  of  the  bank  shall  be  four  million  pesos  Phil- 
ippine currency,  represented  by  forty  thousand  shares  of  one  hundred 
pesos  each :  Provided,  however,  That  the  bank  may  increase  its  capital 
to  ten  million  pesos.  The  bank  shall  not  commence  operations  until 
there  shall  be  subscribed  and  fully  paid  twenty  thousand  shares 
of  the  capital  stock.  The  remaining  shares  may  be  issued  in  one 
or  more  series  when  at  a  stockholders'  meeting  regularly  called  for 
the  purpose  stockholders  representing  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  corporate  capital  stock  subscribed  shall  favor  an  increase  of 
the  capital  stock. 

"Sec.  7.  The  management  of  the  bank  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  directors  composed  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  eleven 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  and  each  of  whom  shall  be 
the  owner  of  at  least  fifty  shares  of  the  capital  stock.  The  board 
of  directors  shall  choose  from  its  members  a  president  and  vice- 
president. 

"Sec.  8.  In  so  far  as  applicable,  and  when  not  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  bank  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  relating 
to  corporations. 

"Sec.  9.  Before  beginning  operations  the  bank  shall  adopt  for  its 
government  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  or  with  the  Cor- 
poration Law,  which  shall  make  provisions  covering  the  following 
points : 

"(a)  The  method  of  election,  remuneration,  powers,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  directors. 

"(6)  The  duties,  salaries,  and  bonded  security  required  of  officers 
of  the  bank. 

"(c)  The  number,  method  of  appointment,  term  of  office,  remu- 
neration and  duties  of  auditors. 

"(d)   Rules  as  to  stockholders'  meetings. 

"(e)   Rules  of  declaration  and  payment  of  dividends. 

"(/)   Rules  for  the  valuation  of  real  property  offered  as  security. 
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"(g)  The  maximum  amount  that  may  be  granted  to  a  single 
borrower. 

"(h)   The  manner  of  issuance  and  redemption  of  mortgage  bonds. 
"(i)   The  amount  of  and  the  manner  of  forming  the  reserve  fund. 
"(j)   The  conditions  which  will  lead  to  liquidation  and  the  method 
thereof. 

"(k)  Rules  for  such  other  matters  as  may  be  considered  necessary 
or  desirable. 

"The  by-laws  adopted  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Governor-General."

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation: 

That  the  amendment  recommended  by  the  standing  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in  with  the  following  further  amend- 
ment: 

In  section  2,  insert  between  the  word  "for"  and  the  words  "fifty 
years"  the  words  "not  to  exceed." 

In  section  4,  subsection  (/) ,  strike  out  the  word  "improved"  before 
the  words  "real  estate  in  cities;"  and  strike  out  the  words  "actually 
cultivated  and  improved"  before  the  words  "agricultural  lands"  in 
the  same  subsection.  Same  section,  subsection  (k),  strike  out  the 
words  "improved  and"  before  the  words  "otherwise  unencumbered 
real  estate;"  and  strike  out  the  words  "actually  cultivated  improved 
and"  before  the  words  "otherwise  unencumbered  agricultural  lands" 
in  the  same  subsection.  Same  section,  subsection  (o),  strike  out  the 
word  "correlative"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "corresponding." 

In  section  5,  strike  out  the  words  "preferred  claim"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "first  lien;"  strike  out  the  words  "as  against 
the  whole  world"  in  the  same  section,  and  add  at  the  end  thereof 
after  the  words  "against  fire"  the  words  "for  the  benefit  of  the  bank." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 
The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 
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On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  passed,  Commissioner  Worcester 
voting  in  the  negative. 

The  title  was  read  and  approved.

EXPLANATIONS   OF  VOTES. 

Commissioner  Worcester.  I  vote  "No"  because  I  do  not 
think  a  bill  of  this  sort  should  be  passed  at  the  last  moment 
on  the  last  night  when  everybody  is  tired  and  we  do  not 
know  what  goes  with  it.  It  is  probably  all  right,  but 
earlier  in  the  session  we  would  not  think  of  passing  a  bill 
like  this  without  having  the  amendments  carried  into  it 
and  having  it  sent  back  here  for  consideration  and  every- 
thing carefully  looked  over.  We  have  rapidly  run  over  it 
and  made  some  hurried  amendments  of  a  general  nature. 
We  should  have  more  time  in  order  that  the  information 
required  for  a  thing  of  this  sort  could  be  gathered  up  suc- 
cessfully and  have  proper  consideration.  If  not  it  should 
be  held  over  until  such  consideration  could  be  given. 

Commissioner  Elliott.  I  agree  with  what  Mr.  Worcester 
says  as  to  the  general  proposition,  but  apparently  this  bill 
grants  no  substantial  powers  that  are  not  already  possessed 
by  banks  under  the  existing  Corporation  Law.  The  pro- 
posed bank  will  have  no  special  powers  and  privileges.

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  Article  fifty-six  of  the  Penal  Code  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  56.  The  penalty  of  cadena  temporal  shall  carry  with  it  the 
following  penalties: 

"  '1.  Civil  interdiction  of  the  convict  during  the  term  of  the 
sentence. 

"  '2.  Perpetual  absolute  disqualification. 

"  '3.  Subjection  to  the  surveillance  of  the  authorities  for  a  term 
equal  to  that  of  the  principal  sentence,  which  surveillance  shall 
commence  upon  the  expiration  of  said  principal  sentence/ 

"Sec.  2.  Article  fifty-seven  of  said  code  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  57.  The  penalty  of  presidio  mayor  shall  carry  with  it  the 
penalties  of  temporary  absolute  disqualification  to  its  full  extent, 
and  subjection  to  the  surveillance  of  the  authorities  for  a  term  equal 
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to  one-half  that  of  the  principal  sentence,  which  surveillance  shall 
commence  upon  the  expiration  of  said  principal  sentence.' 

"Sec.  3.  Article  one  hundred  and  six  of  said  code  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  106.  Persons  sentenced  to  cadena  temporal  or  cadena  per- 
petua  shall  labor  for  the  benefit  of  the  Government;  they  shall  be 
employed  in  hard  labor,  and  shall  not  receive  any  assistance  from 
without  the  institution. 

"  'Nevertheless,  should  the  court,  taking  into  consideration  the  age, 
health,  condition,  or  any  other  personal  circumstances  of  the  convict, 
believe  that  he  should  serve  his  penalty  by  laboring  within  the  institu- 
tion, it  shall  so  provide  in  the  sentence.' 

"Sec.  4.  Article  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  said  code  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  250.  Persons  committing  any  offense  defined  in  the  last 
preceding  article  shall  be  punished  by  the  penalties  of  arresto  mayor 
in  its  maximum  degree  to  prisión  correccional  in  its  minimum  degree 
and  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pesetas,  should  the  offense 
be  committed  under  any  of  the  following  circumstances: 

"  '1.  If  the  aggression  was  committed  under  arms. 

"  '2.  If  the  offenders  were  public  officials. 

"  '3.  If  the  offenders  laid  hands  upon  any  person  in  authority. 

"  '4.  When,  in  consequence  of  coercion,  any  person  in  authority 
acceded  to  the  demands  of  the  offenders. 

"  'If  no  one  of  said  circumstances  be  present,  the  offense  shall  be 
punished  by  the  penalties  of  arresto  mayor  in  its  medium  degree  to 
arresto  mayor  in  its  maximum  degree  and  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  nor  more  than  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pesetas.' 

"Sec.  5.  Article  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  said  code  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  252.  Persons  who,  not  falling  within  the  provisions  of 
article  two  hundred  and  forty-nine,  shall  resist  or  grossly  disobey 
any  person  in  authority  or  his  agent  while  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  official  duties,  shall  be  punished  by  the  penalties  of  arresto 
mayor  in  its  minimum  degree  to  arresto  mayor  in  its  medium  degree 
and  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pesetas.' 

"Sec.  6.  Article  three  hundred  of  said  Code  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  300.  The  penalties  of  presidio  mayor  and  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  eight  thou- 
sand five  hundred  pesetas  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  public  officer 
who,  taking  advantage  of  his  official  position,  shall  commit  a  falsi- 
fication : 

"  '1.  By  counterfeiting  or  imitating  any  handwriting,  signature, 
or  rubric. 
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"  '2.  By  causing  it  to  appear  that  persons  participated  in  any  act 
or  proceeding  who  did  not  participate  in  it. 

"  '3.  By  attributing  to  persons  who  participated  in  an  act  or  pro- 
ceeding statements  different  from  those  which  they  made. 

"  '4.  By  making  an  untruthful  statement  in  what  purports  to  be 
a  narration  of  facts. 

"  '5.  By  altering  true  dates. 

"  '6.  By  making  in  a  genuine  document  any  alteration  or  inter- 
polation which  changes  its  meaning. 

"  '7.  By  issuing  in  authenticated  form  a  document  purporting  to 
be  a  copy  of  an  original  when  no  such  original  exists,  or  by  including 
in  such  a  copy  a  statement  contrary  to,  or  different  from,  that  of  the 
genuine  original. 

"  '8.  By  interpolating  any  instrument  into  an  official  protocol, 
registry  or  book. 

"  'The  penalties  provided  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  article 
shall  be  imposed  upon  any  ecclesiastical  minister  who  shall  commit 
any  of  the  wrongful  acts  described  in  the  numbered  paragraphs 
hereof  with  respect  to  any  record  or  document  which  may  affect 
the  status,  relationship  or  civil  rights  of  persons/ 

"Sec.  7.  Article  three  hundred  and  one  of  said  code  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  301.  Any  private  person  who  shall  commit  any  of  the 
falsifications  enumerated  in  the  last  preceding  article  in  any  public 
or  official  document,  bill  of  exchange,  or  other  commercial  instru- 
ment shall  be  punished  by  the  penalty  of  presidio  correccional  and 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor 
more  than  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  pesetas.' 

"Sec.  8.  Article  three  hundred  and  three  of  said  code  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  303.  Public  officers  employed  in  the  telegraph  service  who 
shall  fabricate  a  fictitious  telegraphic  message  or  falsify  a  telegraphic 
message  shall  suffer  the  penalty  of  prisión  correccional  in  its  mini- 
mum degree  to  prisión  correccional  in  its  medium  degree. 

"  'Any  person  who  shall  use  such  false  or  fictitious  message  with 
intent  to  profit  thereby,  or  to  injure  another,  shall  suffer  the  same 
penalty  as  that  prescribed  for  the  author  of  the  false  or  fictitious 
message.' 

"Sec.  9.  Article  three  hundred  and  sixteen  of  said  code  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Art.  316.  Whenever  the  profit  which  persons  guilty  of  falsifica- 
tions mentioned  in  this  title  have  received,  or  which  they  expected 
to  receive,  can  be  computed,  the  fine  imposed  upon  them  shall  be  a 
sum  not  less  than  the  amount  of  such  profit  and  not  more  than  three 
times  such  amount,  unless  the  maximum  of  such  fine  shall  be  less 
than  the  minimum  of  that  prescribed  for  the  offense,  in  which  case 
the  latter  shall  be  imposed. 
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"  'If  the  said  profit  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  pesetas,  or  if 
the  damage  which  the  guilty  persons  produced  or  intended  to  pro- 
duce is  of  little  importance  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  which  imposes 
sentence,  the  court  may  reduce  by  one  degree  the  penalty  of  impris- 
onment imposed  for  the  crime.' 

"Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  amend,  repeal 
or  supersede  any  of  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  enacted  October  ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven. 

"Sec.  11.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage." 

The  bill  as  recommended  for  passage  by  your  committee  is  the 
same  as  the  bill  on  the  same  subject  recommended  by  the  Code  Com- 
mittee passed  by  the  Commission  on  October  24,  1911,  and  which  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Assembly  for  consideration.

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Araneta,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed. 

Commissioner  Araneta  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows : 

An  Act  amending  articles  fifty-six,  fifty-seven,  one  hundred  and 
six,  two  hundred  and  fifty,  two  hundred  and  fifty-two,  three  hundred, 
three  hundred  and  one,  three  hundred  and  three,  and  three  hundred 
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and  sixteen  of  the  Penal  Code,  by  making  certain  changes  in  the 
penalties. 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission. 

[Committee  Report  No.  423.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  Jan- 
uary 23,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  966,  entitled  "An  Act  further 
amending  section  twelve  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety, 
entitled  'An  Act  providing  a  Code  of  Procedure  in  Civil  Actions  and 
Special  Proceedings  in  the  Philippine  Islands/  as  amended,  by 
providing  for  the  continuation  of  the  Spanish  language  as  the 
official  language  of  the  courts  until  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  comment  and  recommendation: 

The  date  at  which  English  is  to  become  the  official  language  of 
the  courts  is  a  subject  which  has  received  so  much  discussion  and 
which  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  is  so  clear  that  any  consid- 
erable discussion  of  the  matter  now  would  almost  seem  superfluous. 

When  civil  government  was  organized  in  these  Islands  it  was 
officially  declared  that  the  policy  would  be  to  give  Filipinos  from 
time  to  time  as  considerable  a  share  in  the  government  as  they 
showed  themselves  fitted  to  undertake,  in  order  that  they  might  be 
trained  in  political  life  and  unified  as  a  nation.  It  was  at  once 
apparent  that  the  first  requisite  for  carrying  out  this  purpose 
was  the  adoption  of  some  common  medium  of  expression,  without 
which  there  could  certainly  be  no  unification  and  little  training  in 
modern  political  ideas.  English  was  adopted  as  this  medium.  The 
reasons  therefor  were  many.  The  first  and  most  natural  was  be- 
cause the  people  of  the  United  States  assumed  the  responsibility, 
and  the  language  of  the  United  States  is  English.  Besides  English 
is  the  language  of  the  commercial  world,  and  certainly  in  a  very 
large  degree  the  language  of  people  who  live  under  democratic 
governments.  It  did  not  seem  more  difficult  then  to  introduce  Eng- 
lish as  the  common  language  than  to  introduce  Spanish.  The 
use  of  Spanish  was  extremely  limited  and  to  have  endeavored  to 
make  this  the  common  tongue  would  have  required  the  introduction 
of  teachers  from  Spain  rather  than  from  America,  or  the  training 
in  Spanish  of  the  thousand  American  teachers  who  were  brought 
to  the  Islands  before  sending  them  to  the  provinces;  this,  of  course, 
was  out  of  the  question.  In  addition,  when  English  was  first  adopted, 
Spanish  was   the  language   of  the  nation   against  whom  the   Phil- 
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ippines  had  been  in  armed  rebellion,  and  no  doubt  there  would  have 
been  vigorous  protests,  if  only  for  sentimental  reasons,  against  its 
adoption. 

But  whether  or  not  the  Government  was  right  the  fact  remains 
that  it  did  adopt  English  and  merely  because  it  did  not  wish  to 
work  a  hardship  on  the  comparatively  small  number  of  people  who 
were  in  positions  of  authority,  but  who  spoke  Spanish  and  not  Eng- 
lish, it  was  decided  to  continue  for  a  few  years  the  use  of  Spanish 
until  these  people  had  had  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  English. 

The  result  of  this  action  was  an  enthusiastic  and  widespread 
study  of  the  English  language  by  the  mature  population  of  the 
Philippines,  particularly  by  those  who  had  been  intrusted  with 
Government  offices,  and  it  is  evident  from  the  reports  which  your 
committee  submits  herewith,  signed  by  the  division  superintendents 
and  other  officials  and  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Education  who 
are  actually  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching  and  who  have  a  first- 
hand knowledge  of  facts,  that  had  the  Government  remained  firm 
in  its  requirement  the  use  of  English  by  Filipino  officials  would 
now  have  been  universal.  The  first  postponement  was  a  severe 
blow  to  the  work  of  the  public  schools,  and  further  postponements 
have  only  intensified  the  harm.  The  people  everywhere  have  come 
to  believe  that  the  Government  is  not  fixed  in  its  determination  to 
make  English  the  common  and  official  language,  with  the  result 
that  English  is  seldom  studied  by  the  adult  population,  and  more 
and  more  the  use  of  Spanish  is  spreading.  The  result  is  that  the 
generation  which  is  now  being  graduated  from  our  public  schools 
finds  itself  severely  handicapped  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  trained  in  English  and  not  in  Spanish.  Your  committee  be- 
lieves that  it  is  altogether  unfair  for  the  Government  to  train  these 
youths  in  American  ideals  and  in  the  English  language  and  then 
practically  disqualify  them  for  public  office,  and  for  their  greatest 
usefulness  in  commercial  life  by  continuing  Spanish  as  the  language 
of  the  courts  and  as  the  language  of  practically  the  entire  Govern- 
ment except  the  central  administration  in  Manila. 

Your  committee  further  believes  that  nothing  would  bring  the 
Filipinos  and  Americans  in  the  Islands  closer  together  and  into 
more  sympathetic  and  intimate  relations  than  the  possession  of  a 
common  language.  At  present  few  Filipino  officials  speak  English 
and  the  interchange  of  ideas  is  often  difficult  and  leads  to  misunder- 
standings, and  the  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  population  speaks 
English  and  another  portion  Spanish  often  creates  an  artificial 
contrast  between   them. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  striking 
out  in  line  9,  page  1,  the  word  "seventeen"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
therefor  the  word  "thirteen."  In  line  12,  page  1,  strike  out  the 
word  "English"  and  insert  the  word  "Spanish."  In  line  1,  page  2, 
strike  out  the  word  "English"  and  insert  the  word  "Spanish."     In 
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lines  4  and  5,  page  2,  strike  out  the  words  "if  at  the  same  time  he 
accompanies  it  by  a  correct  Spanish  translation."  In  line  8,  page 
2,  strike  out  the  word  "English"  and  insert  the  word  "Spanish." 
In  line  8,  page  2,  strike  out  the  words  "and  in  such  cases  the  record 
of"  and  all  the  remainder  of  the  section.

Assembly  Bill  No.  966  was  thereupon  read  the  second  time 
and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  standing  committee 
thereon,  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation : 

That  the  amendment  recommended  by  the  standing  com- 
mittee be  concurred  in  with  the  following  further  amend- 
ment: 

Section  1,  page  1,  lines  7  to  16,  and  page  2,  lines  1  to  23,  strike 
out  in  their  entirety  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  12.  Official  language. — The  official  language  of  all  courts 
and  their  records  shall  be  the  Spanish  language  until  the  first  day 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen.  After  that  date  Eng- 
lish shall  be  the  official  language.  But  the  Supreme  Court  or  any 
Court  of  First  Instance  or  justice  of  the  peace  court  may  in  its 
discretion  order  the  record  to  be  made  in  the  Spanish  language: 
Provided,  That  any  party  or  his  counsel  may  examine  or  cross- 
examine  witnesses  or  make  an  oral  argument  in  Spanish,  which 
shall  then  and  there  be  clearly  interpreted  into  English  by  a  court 
interpreter  whenever  the  judge  shall  so  require;  and  the  party  or 
his  counsel  may  submit  the  application,  pleading,  or  brief  in 
Spanish:  And  provided  further.  That  in  cases  in  which  all  the 
parties  or  counsel  so  stipulate  in  writing,  the  proceedings  shall 
be  conducted  in  Spanish." 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  accepted. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  unanimously  carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time 
by  title  only. 
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The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  passed,  Commissioners  Palma  and 
Sumulong  voting  in  the  negative. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  moved  to  amend  the  title  to  read 
as  follows : 

An  Act  amending  section  twelve  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred 
and  ninety,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  a  code  of  procedure  in  civil 
actions  and  special  proceedings  in  the  Philippine  Islands,"  as  amended, 
by  providing  for  the  use  of  the  Spanish  language  in  certain  cases 
after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  title  as  amended  was  read 
and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of 
the  Assembly  in  the  amendment  of  the  Commission. 

EXPLANATIONS   OF  VOTES. 

Commissioner  Palma.  I  have  voted  against  the  adoption 
of  the  report  because  I  understand  that  it  is  not  yet  time  to 
establish  English  as  the  official  language  in  the  courts.  The 
great  majority  of  the  people  who  have  business  to  transact 
in  the  courts  are  persons  of  mature  age.  These  persons 
do  not  speak  English  nor  are  they  apt  to  learn  it.  The 
same  is  true  with  regard  to  the  great  majority  of  the  Fili- 
pinos who  practice  law  in  the  courts. 

To  make  English  the  official  language  as  proposed  in  the 
amendment  is  to  impose  an  unnecessary  hardship  upon  the 
majority  of  the  public  that  is  in  need  of  the  courts. 

The  language  spoken  by  the  courts  should  be  that  of  the 
majority  of  the  persons  making  use  of  them.  The  intention 
of  the  Government  to  give  a  common  language  to  the  people 
is  praiseworthy  and  I  am  in  favor  of  it.  But  it  is  one  thing 
to  teach  that  language  in  the  schools  in  order  that  the  new 
generation  may  speak  it,  and  another  to  deprive  the  present 
and  past  generations  who  speak  another  language  and  can 
not  learn  a  new  one,  of  their  right  to  speak  to  the  courts 
and  hear  the  same  in  the  language  they  know,  without 
obstacle  or  impediment. 

It  is  necessary,  moreover,  to  consider  the  fact  that  the 
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Government  has  not  sufficiently  developed  academic  in- 
struction so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  replace  the  Filipinos 
now  practicing  law  in  Spanish  by  Filipinos  educated  in 
English.  Only  a  year  ago  an  English  college  of  law  was 
established  in  the  university.  I  hope  that  from  it  will  come 
the  persons  who  will  prepare  the  way  for  the  establishment 
of  English  in  the  courts  of  justice. 

Under  the  present  circumstances  the  establishment  of 
English  as  the  official  language  of  the  courts  would  probably 
result  in  the  withdrawal  of  a  considerable  number  of  the 
older  lawyers  of  experience  and  skill.  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  just  to  deprive  the  public  of  the  services  of  these 
intelligent  men  whose  assistance  to  the  courts  is  of  great 
value. 

Commissioner  Sumulong.  It  is  advisable,  in  my  judgment, 
to  postpone  for  ten  years  longer  the  time  after  which  Eng- 
lish must  be  the  official  language  of  the  courts  of  justice. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  immediate  adoption  of  English 
as  the  official  language  will  not  produce  the  expected  effect 
of  increasing  amongst  Filipino  attorneys  the  desire,  unques- 
tionably great  and  widespread,  of  learning  said  language. 
The  fact  that  many  of  the  existing  laws  have  been  originally 
drafted  in  English  and  that  the  jurisprudence  for  their 
interpretation  is  not  accessible  to  persons  who  have  not  a 
knowledge  of  that  language,  is  a  sufficient  stimulus,  without 
the  need  of  legislative  pressure,  for  young  Filipino  attor- 
neys to  try  to  possess,  moved  by  self-interest,  the  necessary 
knowledge  of  English  to  conscientiously  practice  their  pro- 
fession and  not  find  themselves  in  a  condition  of  inferiority 
in  relation  to  their  American  and  Filipino  colleagues  who 
speak  said  language.  The  bill  under  discussion,  if  passed, 
would  cause  little  or  no  harm  to  those  young  Filipino  lawyers 
who  can  cherish  the  hope  of  being  able  to  learn  English 
well.  But  there  are  a  number  of  Filipino  attorneys  who, 
on  account  of  their  relatively  advanced  age,  are  no  longer 
able  to  acquire  the  necessary  knowledge  of  the  English 
language.  For  them  the  adoption  of  English  as  the  official 
language  at  an  early  date  would  practically  amount  to  the 
deprivation  of  their  right  to  practice  their  profession,  con- 
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sidering  the  difficulties  that  they  would  surely  encounter 
at  every  step. 

It  is  evident  that  the  day  is  fast  approaching  when 
English  will  be  the  language  used  by  the  official  element  as 
well  as  by  all  educated  persons  in  the  Islands,  not  only  by 
the  small  number  who  speak  Spanish  now  as  compared  to 
the  greater  number  of  young  persons  educated  in  English 
turned  out  by  the  public  schools,  but  because  of  the  general 
conviction  that  a  knowledge  of  the  English  language  will 
bring  this  country  in  contact  with  the  most  advanced  peoples 
of  our  own  times.  It  seems  much  better  to  allow  that  day 
to  come,  in  the  natural  course  of  events,  without  causing 
harm  or  injustice  to  any  one,  than  to  try  to  hasten  an  event 
which  must  necessarily  come  about  of  itself. 

For  these  reasons  I  vote  against  the  bill. 

[Committee  Report  No.  424.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 
30,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1010,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  school 
prizes,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 
That  the  bill  do  pass. 

Your  committee  knows  that  the  strictest  economy  in  expenditure 
is  necessary,  and  it  submits  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Commission  having  this  condition  in  mind.  If  it  should  be  the  sense 
of  the  Commission  that  the  revenues  will  permit  of  expenditures  of 
this  character  no  doubt  the  awarding  of  prizes  to  children  would 
stimulate  interest  in  the  public  schools.

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  be  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  were  adopted. 
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[Committee  Report  No.  425.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  31, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  946,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
creation  of  seventy  scholarships,  at  least  one  for  each  of  the  provinces 
and  subprovinces  organized  under  Act  Numbered  Eighty-three,  known 
as  'The  Provincial  Government  Act/  and  for  the  special  Provinces 
of  Palawan,  Mindoro,  and  Batanes,  in  the  Government  Forest  School 
established  at  Los  Baños,  La  Laguna,  and  appropriating  twenty-four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven  pesos  and  fifty  centavos 
for  such  purpose/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  without  amendment  in  the  event  that 
the  annual  appropriation  bill  fails  to  pass.  In  the  event  that  it  passes 
with  an  allowance  to  the  Bureau  of  Forestry  of  a  percentage  on 
internal-revenue  collections  on  forest  products,  your  committee  rec- 
ommends that  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  provisions  relative  to 
the  appropriation  of  funds  cut  out,  it  being  understood  that  under 
this  arrangement  the  Bureau  of  Forestry  will  meet  all  expenses 
of  the  Bureau  and  the  school  from  the  funds  derived  from  this 
source. 

In  the  event  that  the  annual  appropriation  bill  passes  with  the 
provision  relative  to  the  payment  of  a  percentage  of  the  collections 
on  forest  products  disapproved,  your  committee  recommends  that 
the  items  appropriated  in  this  bill  be  included  in  the  regular  annual 
appropriation  bill,  and  in  the  event  that  this  is  not  practicable,  that 
the  bill  be  passed  as  it  stands.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  January 

30,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  773,  entitled  "An  Act  establishing  the 
prescription  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  bill  merits  careful  study.  The  Spanish 
Penal  Code  contains  provisions  relative  to  the  prescription  of  crimes 
and  misdemeanors.  There  is,  however,  no  provision  relative  to 
offenses  not  covered  by  the  Penal  Code.  Your  committee  believes 
there  should  be  uniform  legislation  on  this  subject.  The  Assembly 
bill  endeavors  to  provide  a  uniform  law  covering  the  prescription  of 
all  offenses,  whether  punishable  by  the  Penal  Code  or  under  other 
laws.  The  bill  contains,  however,  a  provision  to  the  effect  that  with 
respect  to  the  time  when  prescriptions  shall  begin  to  run,  and  inter- 
pretations thereof,  the  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code  shall  govern. 

The  times  fixed  by  this  bill  are,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee, 
very  short.  The  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code  referred  to  are  not 
applicable,  being  based  on  a  criminal  procedure  distinct  from  that 
now  in  effect. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  legislation  sought  to 
be  enacted  requires  more  careful  consideration  than  is  permitted  by 
the  short  time  at  its  disposal.

The  first  section  of  this  bill  prohibits  the  admission  in  evidence 
of  the  confession  of  the  accused  unless  such  confession  is  made  in 
the  presence  of  the  accused's  attorney.  This  is  entirely  contrary  to 
the  rules  of  evidence.  There  is  no  reason  for  not  admitting  in 
evidence  the  confession  of  the  accused,  not  made  in  the  presence  of 
the  accused's  attorney,  when  such  confession  is  voluntarily  made. 

The  second  section  provides  that  witnesses  summoned  by  the 
accused  and  present  in  court  cannot  be  called  as  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  accused.  Your  committee 
sees  no  reason  for  this  provision.     Under  it  the  accused  could  sub- 
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poena  the  Government  witnesses  for  the  defense,  and  thus  completely 
annul  the  testimony  of  the  prosecution.

Gentlemen:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor- General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  January  24,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  845,  entitled  "An 
Act  repealing  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the 
Philippine  Commission,  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One 
hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of 
Manila,"  as  amended,  by  providing  that  appropriations  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  said  city  shall  be  made  by  the  municipal  board,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor- General,  and  for  other  purposes,'  "  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  repeal  Act  No.  1765,  providing  a 
continuing  annual  appropriation  of  not  to  exceed  W,250,000  for  the 
support  of  the  government  of  the  city  of  Manila. 

The  argument  advanced  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  bill  is  that 
the  Insular  legislative  body,  by  Act  No.  1765,  has  attempted  to 
delegate  to  the  Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor-General,  the  right  to  appropriate;  that  the 
power  to  appropriate  is  a  purely  legislative  power  and  that  all 
legislative  power  is  vested  in  the  Insular  legislative  body,  so  that  Act 
No.  1765  is  void  and  should  be  repealed. 

In  spite  of  the  wording  of  Act  No.  1765,  that  the  Municipal  Board 
of  the  city  of  Manila  "shall  make  all  appropriations  for  the  expenses 
of  the  government  of  said  city,"  the  real  result  of  that  Act  is  to  make 
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a  continuing  annual  appropriation  from  the  Insular  Treasury  for  the 
support  of  the  government  of  the  city  of  Manila,  the  amount  of  this 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  ^1,250,000,  but  the  exact  amount  within 
this  limit  to  be  arrived  at  each  year  in  accordance  with  certain  rules 
laid  down  by  the  Act.  Act  No.  1765,  therefore,  is  an  appropriation 
bill  passed  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  which,  at  that  time,  was 
the  only  legislative  body.  This  appropriation,  being  a  continuing 
annual  appropriation,  remains  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  words  "subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  the 
Municipal  Board  of  the  city  of  Manila  to  make  all  appropriations  for 
the  expenses  of  said  city,"  which  have  led  to  misapprehension,  do  not 
provide  for  the  appropriation  of  funds  from  the  Insular  Treasury 
by  the  Municipal  Board  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Manila,  but  only 
for  the  designation  of  the  channels  in  which  funds  already  appro- 
priated from  the  Insular  Treasury  by  the  Insular  Legislative  body 
may  be  used.  This  is  no  more  an  Act  of  appropriation  than  the 
direction  of  a  Bureau  chief  or  head  of  Department  that  certain 
funds  appropriated  for  his  Bureau  or  Department  shall  be  used  for 
certain  purposes. 

In  other  words,  the  legislative  body  of  the  Government  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  has  not  delegated  to  the  city  of  Manila  its  power  to 
appropriate  funds  from  the  Insular  Treasury,  but  has  made  a  con- 
tinuing annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  city  of  Manila 
and  authorized  the  Municipal  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor-General,  to  use  these  funds  as  it  may  see  fit.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  January  31, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1005,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  sale 
of  the  lands  known  as  the  San  Lázaro  Estate  to  the  present  tenants 
thereof,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back 
to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  consideration  be  postponed  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the 
time  available  for  the  consideration  of  this  bill  before  the  close  of 
the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Your  committee  is  by  no  means  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be  well 
to  authorize  the  Director  of  Lands  to  sell  the  lands  of  the  San  Lázaro 
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Estate;  but  if  this  is  done,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why 
these  lands  should  not  be  sold  on  terms  as  advantageous  to  the 
Government  as  possible;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  estate  is 
a  trust,  a  very  good  reason  can  be  alleged  why  this  should  be  done. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  trust,  the  Government  would  seem  to  be 
bound  to  consider  the  interests  of  the  beneficiaries  rather  than  those 
of  the  tenants  when  the  two  clash. 

An  objection  to  the  bill  in  its  present  form  is  that  it  provides  that 
the  land  shall  be  sold  at  its  present  assessed  value  for  taxation,  plus 
5  per  cent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  lands  of  this  estate,  not  being 
taxable,  have  never  been  assessed  for  taxation.  The  city  assessor 
has  been  requested  to  assist  us  in  fixing  a  value  for  the  land  which 
could  be  used  as  a  basis  for  fixing  rentals,  and  this  is  all  that  has 
been  done.  Improvements  are  now  in  process  of  construction  on 
the  estate  which,  in  a  short  time,  will  materially  increase  the  value 
of  adjacent  land. 

Your  committee,  while  not  opposed  to  the  sale  of  the  lands  of  this 
estate,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  should  not  be  passed  in  its 
present  form,  or  without  full  preliminary  investigation  and  con- 
sideration.

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two,  do  hereby  order  that  a  special  session  of  the  Philippine  Legisla- 
ture be  convened  in  the  city  of  Manila  on  the  second  day  of  February, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  said  session  to  endure  from  February 
second  to  February  sixth,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  February  fourth,  to 
consider  only  those  bills  which  have  been  passed  by  one  House  of  the 
Legislature  but  which  have  not  yet  been  approved  by  the  other,  and 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  submitted  hereafter  from  time  to  time 
by  executive  message  before  the  closing  of  the  special  session  herein 
provided  for.

Pending  the  receipt  of  a  message  to  the  effect  that  the 
Assembly  had  organized  and  was  ready  to  proceed  to  busi- 
ness, the  Commission,  by  unanimous  consent,  proceeded 
with  the  regular  order  of  business. 

INFORMAL  CONSIDERATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  Commission  then  engaged  in  an  informal  discussion 
with  the  members  who  are  Secretaries  of  Departments  on 
the  subject  of  the  appropriation  for  1913. 

Presently  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  appeared  and 
stated  that  he  had  been  instructed  to  announce  to  the  Com- 
mission that  a  quorum  of  the  Assembly  was  present  and 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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announcement  to  the  assembly» 

Thereupon  on  motion  by  the  President  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  inform  the  Assembly  that 

the    Commission    is    assembled    and   ready   to    proceed   to 

business. 

The  Secretary  then  repaired  to  the  Assembly  Hall  and 

notified  the  Assembly  accordingly. 

MESSAGE  FROM   THE   ASSEMBLY   BY   COMMITTEE. 

Delegates  Reyes,  Fuentebella,  and  H.  Villanueva  were 
announced,  and  being  admitted  to  the  Session  Chamber 
stated  that  they  had  been  appointed  a  special  committee 
of  three  to  join  a  similar  committee  of  the  Commission  to 
wait  upon  the  Governor-General  and  notify  him  that  the 
Legislature  was  ready  for  business  and  awaited  any  com- 
munication that  he  might  desire  to  make. 

Thereupon,  on  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Commission  be,  and 
is  hereby,  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to 
meet  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Assembly  for  the 
purpose  of  waiting  upon  the  Governor-General. 

Commissioners  Elliott,  Sumulong,  and  Branagan  were 
appointed  as  such  committee. 

Commissioner  Gilbert  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Commission  Resolution  No.  87.  Resolved,  That  all  bills  passed  by 
the  Commission  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  just  ended 
which  have  not  yet  been  finally  disposed  of  by  the  Legislature  be 
reintroduced,  read  once  by  title,  and  put  upon  their  passage. 

Resolved  further,  That  for  convenience  of  record,  all  such  bills 
retain  their  original  numbers. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  in  accord- 
ance therewith  the  following  bills  were  read  by  title  and 
unanimously  passed: 

25.  An  Act  providing  for  and  regulating  the  registration,  branding, 
conveyance,  and  slaughter  of  large  cattle;  the  disposition,  care, 
custody,  and  sale  of  estrays  and  large  cattle  captured  or  seized ; 
the  surrender  of  certificates  of  ownership  of  dead  cattle  and 
those  transferred,  slaughtered,  and  lost;  and  providing  penal- 
ties for  noncompliance  with  its  provisions,  repealing  all  prior 
laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  its  pro- 
visions, and  for  other  purposes. 
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35.  An  Act  to  make  the  fiscal  year  uniform  for  all  branches  of  the 
Government  and  coincident  with  the  calendar  year  and  to  fix 
the  time  for  making  annual  reports  for  officers  of  the  different 
branches  of  the  Government. 

109.  An  Act  to  correct  an  error  in  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections  twenty-two, 
twenty-six,  thirty-one  and  thirty-two  of  Act  Numbered  Seven- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-one,  referred  to  as  The  Opium  Act,  by 
providing  for  the  disposition  of  all  taxes,  fines,  and  all  other 
moneys  collected  under  this  Act,  increasing  the  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  sections  thirty-one  and  thirty-two,  repealing  section 
twenty-seven,  and  for  other  purposes."

subject  to  the  lower  tax  rate  per  gauge  liter. 

124.  An  Act  providing^  certain  special  proceedings  for  the  settlement 

and  adjudication  of  land  titles. 

125.  An  Act  making  it  unlawful,  without  authority  from  the  Director 

of  Navigation,  to  establish,  erect  or  maintain  in  the  navigable 
waters  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  any  light  as  an  aid  to  naviga- 
tion or  any  other  aid  to  navigation  similar  to  any  of  those 
maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  and  providing  a 
penalty  therefor. 

126.  An  Act  to  amend  section  eleven  of  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hun- 

dred and  eighty,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  creation 
of  a  commissioned  and  enlisted  service  within  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  the  creation  of  a  pension  fund  in  connection  there- 
with, and  for  the  punishment  of  offenses  against  good  order  and 
discipline  within  such  service,"  by  authorizing  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  Police,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  to  designate  any  commissioned  officer  to  act  as  sum- 
mary court  officer. 
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131.  An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighty-three 
entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila,"  by  chang- 
ing the  period  within  which  the  ordinances  of  said  city  shall 
be  published  and  take  effect,  increasing  the  powers  of  the 
Municipal  Board  in  certain  respects,  providing  for  special 
assessments  for  public  improvements,  amending  sections  forty- 
six  and  forty-eight  of  said  Act  relative  to  assessment  of  real 
property,  and  reducing  the  rate  of  the  annual .  tax  on  real 
estate  from  two  per  centum  to  one  and  one-half  per  centum. 

143.  An  Act  amending  section  nineteen  of  Act  Numbered  Four  hun-

An  Act  authorizing  the  granting  of  revocable  licenses  to  con- 
struct and  operate  tramways  on  public  roads  and  for  other 
purposes. 

184.  An  Act  appropriating  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
pesos  for  the  maintenance,  alteration,  and  repair  of  public 
buildings,  including  leased  buildings  the  contract  for  which 
provides  that  the  maintenance,  alteration,  and  repairs  shall 
be  made  at  the  expefcse;of  the  Government.

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"The  Board  shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  of  Manila,  to  be  assigned 
to  it  by  the  Governor-General,  in  some  available  building,  and  shall 
adopt  rules  for  its  meetings  and  the  discharge  of  its  business."

The  Board  shall  render  a  monthly  report  of  the  work 
done  by  it  to  the  Governor-General,  and  a  quarterly  account  of  its 
receipts    and    expenditures    to    the    Insular   Auditor. 

"Not  later  than  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  the  Board  shall  render  to  the  Philippine 
Legislature  a  complete  and  detailed  report  of  all  the  work  done  by 
it  to  the  date  of  said  report,  specifying  in  detail  it  expenditures  and 
disbursements,  and  giving  the  exact  condition  of  its  funds  and 
accounts."

Judging  by  the  title  of  this  bill,  its  purpose  is  to  equalize  the 
salaries  of  the  provincial  governors  and  treasurers  of  Bohol,  Samar, 
and  Nueva  Ecija,  respectively,  with  the  salaries  paid  to  officials  of 
the  same  rank  in  the  provinces  mentioned  in  Act  Numbered  Fif- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-one,  as  determined  in  paragraphs  (b)  and 
(c)  of  section  one  thereof.  However,  inasmuch  as  the  Province  of 
Misamis,  which,  according  to  existing  legislation,  belongs  to  the 
class  (d)  provinces,  has  been  omitted  in  the  text  of  the  bill  dis- 
cussed, your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  passed  by  the 
Assembly  should  not  be  passed  by  the  Commission  for  the  present, 
as  it  has  a  defect  which  is  that  it  deprives  the  governor  and  treas- 
urer of  said  province  of  their  respective   salaries.

is  a  change  in  the  economic  situation  of  the  immense  majority  of  the 
municipalities.  Moreover,  would  it  not  be  better,  instead  of  reward- 
ing informers,  to   impose  penalties  upon   persons   aiding  and   abet- 
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ting  cattle   thieves  or  failing  to   assist  the   police  in  effecting   the 
arrest  of  the  criminal  or  criminals?

tion of  Sisters  of  Charity  and  chaplains  to  and  from  Culion  when 
sick;  subsistence  of  Sisters  of  Charity  while  enroute  from  Manila  to 
Culion  and  return;  payment  to  the  Hospicio  de  San  José,  to  the 
Colegio  de  Santa  Isabel,  to  the  Saint  Vincent  de  Paul  Asylum  and 
other  charitable  institutions  for  maintenance  of  orphans,  indigent 
persons  and  insane:  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  the  marriage  of 
any  female  inmate  of  a  charitable  institution  who  is  maintained  at 
the  expense  of  the  Government,  a  dowry  equal  to  the  expense  of 
maintenance  for  two  years  may  be  paid  to  her  from  this  appropria- 
tion in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  aid  in  the 
maintenance  of  institutions  for  the  protection  of  infants;  laundry 
allowances  for  nurses  at  rates  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior:  Provided,  That  subsistence  and  quarters  of  medical  officers 
and  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  may  be  furnished  when 
assigned  to  duty  in  institutions  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Health; 
collection  of  lepers:  Provided,  That  the  Director  of  Health,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  proper  head  of  department  or  of  the  board  of 
control  of  the  Philippine  Medical  School,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
require  the  services,  without  additional  compensation  of  any  medical 
officer  or  employee  in  the  Government  service:  And  provided  further: 
That,  sanitary  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  shall  be  on  the 
same  basis  as  to  pay  and  promotion  as  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments of  the  city  of  Manila:  And  provided  further,  That,  the  Bureau 
of  Health  is  hereby  authorized  to  continue  the  construction  work  at 
Culion  without  the  intervention  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  or  the 
Consulting  Architect,  existing  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
from  funds  of  this  appropriation,  and  this  proviso  shall  be  considered 
permanent  legislation  until  specifically  amended  or  repealed. 

"So  much  of  the  funds  accruing  from  the  license  and  internal- 
revenue  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one,  as  amended,  as  may  be  necessary,  are  hereby 
made  available  for  the  payment  of  the  reasonable  expenses  in  some 
reputable  hospital  of  persons  desiring  to  cure  themselves  of  the 
opium  habit  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Director  of  Health,  of  the 
traveling  expenses  from  and  to  their  place  of  residence  in  the  prov- 
inces of  such  patients  as  reside  outside  of  Manila  and  are  in  needy 
circumstances,  and  for  other  expenses  incident  thereto:  Provided, 
That  no  patient  shall  be  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Government 
under  these  provisions  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  days:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  expenditure  of  funds  hereinbefore  made 
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available  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Director  of 
Health. 

"All  hospitals  in  the  Philippine  Islands  which  are  established  by 
the  authority  of  the  Philippine  Government  and  the  cost  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  which  is  defrayed  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  appropriations  or  revenues  of  the  Insular  Government,  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Health,  and  the  rules  governing  the 
admission  of  patients,  the  number  of  charity  patients  to  be  admitted, 
charges  for  hospital  service  and  hospital  administration,  shall  be 
made  by  the  Director  of  Health  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior:  Provided,  That  the  Director  of  Health  is 
hereby  authorized  to  furnish  the  care  of  Government  patients  as  now 
required  of  him  by  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and  seven,  at 
such  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  as  he  may 
deem  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  patient  and  of  the  Govern- 
ment: Provided,  That  the  Southern  Islands  Hospital  at  Cebu  and  the 
Sibul  Springs  Sanitarium  shall  be  divisions  of  the  Bureau  of  Health. 
The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  are  to  be  considered  as  permanent 
legislation  until  specifically  repealed.

Works  or  the  Consulting  Architect,  existing  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, from  funds  made  available  for  permanent  improve- 
ments; in  all,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  pesos.

"Sec.  38.  For  payment  of  legal  services  in  behalf  of  this  Govern- 
ment, or  any  branch  thereof,  before  courts  outside  the  Philippine 
Islands,  from  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve;  in  all, 
five  thousand  pesos. 

"Sec.  39.  Total  of  appropriations,  for  all  purposes  except  the 
Bureau  of  Forestry,  seventeen  million  eight  hundred  and  two  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  thirty-six  pesos. 
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"miscellaneous. 

"Sec.  40.  The  appropriations  herein  made  for  each  bureau,  prov- 
ince, or  office,  shall  be  available  for  payment  of  authorized  commuta- 
tions of  accrued  leaves  of  absence  of  the  officers  and  employees 
thereof,  and  for  payment  of  such  expenses  as  may  accrue  to  such 
bureaus,  provinces,  or  offices  by  reason  of  the  operations  of  Act 
Numbered  Fifteen  hundred  and  nine. 

"Sec.  41.  After  payment  of  all  obligations  actually  incurred  in 
the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  and  prior  years,  whether 
or  not  the  supplies  have  been  delivered  or  services  rendered  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  said  year,  including  completion  of  permanent  im- 
provements duly  authorized,  all  balances  of  appropriations  here- 
tofore made  for  the  current  expenses  of  bureaus '  and  offices  of 
the  Insular  Government  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund:  Provided, 
That  subject  to  approval  of  the  head  of  the  proper  Department, 
chiefs  of  bureaus  or  offices  may  expend  on  permanent  improve- 
ments funds  appropriated  for  current  expenses:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  concerned,  the  Governor-General  may  direct  the  res- 
toration of  any  part  of  the  funds  hereby  reverted  to  the  credit  of 
the  bureau  or  office  for  which  such  funds  were  originally  appro- 
priated: And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  transfer  of  funds  by  order  of  the  Governor- 
General  under  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred 
and  two. 

"Sec.  42.  The  appropriations  for  current  expenses  of  the  various 
bureaus  and  offices  of  the  Government  shall  be  available  for  the 
payment  to  the  credit  of  the  Fidelity  Bond  Premium  Fund  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  premium  fixed  in  pursuance  of  section  three  of  Act 
Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  on  behalf  of  Insular 
officers  and  employees  pertaining  to  the  respective  bureaus  and 
offices,  and  this  section  shall  be  considered  permanent  legislation  until 
specifically  amended  or  repealed. 

"Sec.  43.  The  fines  imposed  and  collected  through  the  efforts  of 
the  Philippine  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  its 
members  or  agents,  for  violations  of  the  laws  enacted  for  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  and  for  their  protection,  shall  belong 
to  said  Society  and  shall  be  used  to  promote  its  objects,  the  provisions 
of  section  five  of  Act  Numbered  Twelve  hundred  and  eighty-five  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

"Sec.  44.  The  Insular  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  to  bad 
debts  the  uncollectible  balance  due  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  from  J.  W.  Walsh,  Jr.,  amounting  to  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  pesos  and  ninety-seven  centavos. 

"Sec.  45.  In  the  event  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to 
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make  provision  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Works  in  the  Public  Works  bill  providing  for  permanent  improve- 
ments for  the  ensuing  year,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  same  appro- 
priation which  was  made  for  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works  in  Act 
Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  shall  be  held  to  be 
reenacted  effective  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 
"Sec.  46.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  as  of  date  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve." 

The  report  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  were  adopted.

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third  time 
by  title  only.

CHANGE  OF  REFERENCE  OF  A.  B.  NO.   103  0. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Gilbert,  Assembly  Bill  No. 
1030,  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriation  for  Public 
Works,"  was  recalled  from  the  select  committee  of  five  to 
which  it  was  referred  on  February  1,  1912,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Police  for  report  and  recommendation.

SECOND  READING  OF  BILL. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  837.  An  Act  creating  a  commission  to  secure, 
organize,  and  make  an  exhibit  of  Philippine  products,  manufactures, 
art,  ethnology,  and  education  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition  to  be  held  at  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  United 
States,  in  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  837  was  read  the  second  time  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

It  was  considered  in  committee  and  reported  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  recommendation  that  it  pass  with  the 
following  amendment: 

Section  13,  amend  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  12.  The   Governor-General   shall   appoint,   by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  a  disbursing  officer 
772 
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for  the  Board,  who  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  three 
thousand  six  hundred  pesos  per  annum.  In  addition  to  his  acting 
as  disbursing  officer  he  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Board.  The  Insular  Auditor  shall  fix  his 
bond.  The  disbursing  officer  thus  appointed  shall  be  subject  to  all 
requirements  imposed  by  existing  law  upon  the  disbursing  officers  of 
Bureaus  and  Departments  in  respect  to  rendering  accounts  to  the 
Auditor  and  in  his  drawing  of  moneys  from  the  Treasury  and  his 
custody  and  deposit  of  same.  Until  such  time  as  the  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  exposition  shall  necessitate  the  whole  time  of  the 
officers  or  employees  provided  for  in  this  Act  the  Governor-General 
may  detail  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government  to  perform  such 
duties,  but  such  work  shall  be  performed  without .  additional  com- 
pensation except  that  an  allowance,  in  no  case  to  exceed  two  thousand 
pesos  per  annum,  may  be  paid  to  officers  and  employees  so  detailed." 

Section  14,  line  13,  add  after  the  word  "Provided"  the  words  "That 
the  unexpended  balance  of  any  one  year  shall  be  available  for 
expenditure  in  the  succeeding  year  or  years:  And  provided  further." 

Section  15,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  14.  The  Civil  Service  Act  and  its  amendments  shall  not 
apply  to  appointments  under  this  Act  made  outside  of  the  Philippine 
Islands." 

The  report  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  were  accepted.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  798,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  con- 
solidation of  municipalities  for  health  purposes  and  the  reorganization 
of  the  municipal  boards  of  health  created  by  Act  Numbered  three 
hundred  and  eight,  defining  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  latter,  and 
creating  in  each  province  a  special  fund  called  "The  Health  Fund' 
for  expenses  in  connection  therewith,  and  for  other  purposes/'  has 
examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  namely : 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  amendment  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying draft. 

The  problem  of  providing  proper  sanitary  supervision  for  the 
municipalities  of  the  Philippines  has  proven  difficult  of  solution. 
Very  satisfactory  results  have  followed  a  plan  which  has  been  given 
a  practical  trial  in  the  Province  of  Pampanga  and  the  bill  under 
discussion  really  grows  out  of  the  above-mentioned  experiment.  As 
passed  by  the  Assembly  it  de-centralizes  governmental  control  in 
health  matters,  vesting  it  to  a  large  degree  in  provincial  boards.  In 
the  opinion  of  your  Committee  such  an  arrangement  is  neither 
desirable  nor  practicable  as  the  exigencies  which  must  often  be  met 
are  such  as  to  make  centralized  control  and  a  proper  inter-relation- 
ship between  the  several  organizations  and  individuals  concerned, 
imperatively  necessary.  The  necessary  changes  to  make  possible  this 
and  other  results  deemed  to  be  important  have  been  embodied  in  the 
bill  as  amended  and  submitted  to  the  Commission  herewith,  and  it  is 
believed  that  if  this  bill  could  become  a  law  at  this  time  the  cause

of    sanitation    in    these    Islands    would    as    a    result   be    materially 
advanced.

The  following  is  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior: 

Section  1.  Provincial  boards  are  hereby  authorized,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  health  administration,  to  divide  their  provinces  into  sanitary 
divisions,  which  may  comprise  one  or  more  municipalities,  and  these 
divisions  shall  become  effective  in  a  province  whenever  their  organiza- 
tion has  been  agreed  to  by  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  municipal 
councils  concerned:  Provided,  That  to  dissolve  such  sanitary  division, 
the  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  municipalities  concerned  shall  be  neces- 
sary. Any  group  of  municipalities  joined  to  constitute  a  sanitary 
division  may  have  a  divisional  board  of  health  organized  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and  eight, 
relative  to  the  organization  of  municipal  boards  of  health. 

There  shall  be  for  each  division  a  president  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Director  of  Health  on  the  nomination  of  the  provincial  board 
and  the  municipal  councils  concerned.  The  powers,  duties  and  remu- 
neration of  such  president  shall  be  fixed  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  The  President  of  a  sanitary  division  shall  be  a  duly 
qualified  physician  and  shall  fulfill  his  duties  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  district  health  officer :  Provided,  That  in  emergency 
conditions,  of  the  existence  of  which  the  Director  of  Health  shall 
judge,  persons  with  qualifications  satisfying  the  Director  of  Health 
may  be  appointed  to  act  temporarily  as  presidents  of  municipal 
sanitary  divisions. 

Sec.  2.  The  president  of  a  sanitary  division  shall  reside  in  the 
municipality,  the  location  of  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  district 
health  officer,  will  afford  the  greatest  facilities  for  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

Sec.  3.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  president  of  a  sanitary  divi- 
sion shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  He  shall,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  district  health  officer 
and  the  divisional  board  of  health,  exercise  general  supervision  over 
the  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  division,  including  the 
public  and  private  premises  therein,  and  shall  enforce  all  sanitary 
laws  and  regulations,  and  shall  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all  violators  of 
sanitary  laws  and  regulations  and  shall  enforce  all  regulations  made 
by  the  Director  of  Health. 
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He  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  abate  any  nuisance 
endangering  the  public  health  and  to  remove  the  cause  of  any  special 
disease  or  mortality,  and  to  enforce  any  quarantine  regulations 
applying  to  a  municipal  district. 

(b)  He  shall  provide  himself  with  the  necessary  appliances,  and 
also,  the  instruments  for  all  emergency  cases,  medical,  surgical  and 
obstetrical. 

(c)  He  shall  draft  and  recommend  to  the  municipal  councils  of  his 
division  the  necessary  ordinances  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraphs  (&),  (I),  (m),  (n),  (p),  (q)  and  (r),  of  section 
thirty-nine  of  the  Municipal  Code. 

(d)  He  shall  inspect  at  least  weekly,  and  as  much  of  tener  as  may 
be  necessary  each  of  the  municipalities  in  his  division,  and  shall  give 
free  consultation  to  the  indigent  poor  in  each  municipality  for  at 
least  two  hours  weekly  in  the  local  municipal  building  or  any  other 
local  available  building  found  to  be  more  suitable. 

(e)  He  shall,  when  requested,  attend  personally  and  gratuitously 
all  cases  of  dystocic  labor  among  the  poor  and  when  necessary  shall 
request  the  assistance  of  the  president  of  the  nearest  sanitary 
division. 

(/)  He  shall  prepare  and  forward  to  the  district  health  officer 
the  quarterly  report  and  other  health  reports  of  each  municipality 
within  his  division. 

(g)  He  shall  keep  such  records  and  statistics  as  may  be  required 
by  the  district  health  officer. 

(h)  He  shall  carry  out,  and  when  so  directed,  he  shall  supervise 
the  work  of  vaccination  and  disinfection  in  his  division. 

(i)  He  shall  visit  any  house  or  place  where  any  person  is  suffering 
or  is  dead  of  a  dangerous,  communicable  disease  and  shall  carry  out 
the  prescribed  and  other  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  such  disease.  He  shall,  whenever  practicable,  furnish  free 
medicines  to  indigent  patients  and  when  requested  he  shall  render, 
free  of  charge,  medical  services  to  all  government  officers  and  em- 
ployees, to  all  persons  in  custody,  and  to  other  persons  entitled  to 
such  service. 

(;)  In  the  case  of  accidents  or  serious  injuries  received  by  an 
indigent  person  whose  condition  is  such  as  not  to  allow  of  removal 
to  the  municipal  building,  he  shall  when  requested  afford  free  treat- 
ment at  the  person's  own  house  or  elsewhere. 

(k)  Whenever  required  by  the  Director  of  Health,  he  shall  co- 
operate with  the  presidents  of  other  sanitary  divisions  in  the  sup- 
pression of  any  epidemic. 

(I)  He  shall,  when  requested  by  the  district  health  officer,  examine 
the  bodies  of  persons  who  die  without  medical  attendance  in  his 
division,  and  shall  issue  the  necessary  certificate  of  death. 

(m)  He  shall,  once  a  year  or  more  frequently  if  necessary,  give 
in  each  of  the  barrios   or  other  convenient   areas  of   his    sanitary 
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division  a  public  lecture  in  the  local  dialect,  either  directly  or  through 
an  interpreter,  on  medical  and  sanitary  subjects  of  local  importance. 

(n)  He  shall,  whenever  so  directed  by  the  district  health  officer, 
attend  the  conferences  of  presidents  of  sanitary  divisions  which  the 
district  health  officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  call. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  maintained  in  every  municipality  a  suitable 
stock  of  drugs  and  medical  supplies  under  the  charge  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  President  of  the  sanitary  division.  From  any  such 
stock  articles  may  be  sold  at  cost  plus  the  necessary  reasonable 
surcharge  to  cover  cost  of  preparation  and  losses  due  to  transporta- 
tion, deterioration  or  other  causes.  The  permanent  value  of  such 
stock  at  any  dispensary  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  pesos. 
The  sa?e  of  medicines  from  the  public  stock  shall  dq  prohibited  when- 
ever a  pharmacy  is  opened  by  a  pharmacist  or  other  person  legally 
authorized  to  sell  medicines  in  the  locality,  and  whenever  such  phar- 
macy is  opened  the  municipal  supplies  shall  be  used  exclusively  for 
public  free  service. 

Sec.  4.  Each  municipality  of  a  sanitary  division  shall  have  one  or 
more  sanitary  inspectors,  appointed  by  the  provincial  board  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  district  health  officer  after  consulting  with 
the  president  of  the  sanitary  division.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency 
such  appointees  shall  be  selected  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Director  of  Civil  Service:  Provided,  That  with  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Health,  persons  who  have  previous  to  the 
passage  of  this  law  held  the  position  of  president  of  a  municipal 
board  of  health,  not  ex  officio,  may  be  appointed  sanitary  inspectors 
without  previous  examination. 

The  duties  and  powers  of  sanitary  inspectors  shall  be  determined 
by  the  district  health  officer  of  the  province  in  conference  with  the 
Presidents  of  the  local  sanitary  divisions. 

Sec.  5.  Each  municipality  shall  set  aside  each  year  an  amount  not 
less  than  five  per  cent  nor  more  than  ten  per  cent  from  its  general 
funds  and  each  provincial  board  shall  set  aside  a  like  amount  from 
its  general  funds,  which  amount,  added  to  that  appropriated  by  the 
municipalities  under  its  jurisdiction  shall  constitute  a  special  fund 
to  be  known  as  "health  fund":  Provided,  That  municipalities  whose 
general  funds  do  not  exceed  three  thousand  pesos  a  year  shall,  upon 
application  to  the  Director  of  Health,  be  exempted  from  the  require- 
ments of  this  section. 

The  "health  fund"  thus  created  shall  be  deposited  with  the  pro- 
vincial treasurer  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  salaries  and  traveling  expenses  of  presidents,  subordinate*  officers 
and  employees  of  the  sanitary  divisions  of  the  province  and  for  the 
purchase  of  medicines,  medical  supplies,  and  disinfectants  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  municipalities  concerned  for  sanitary  and  other 
medical  purposes:  Provided,  That  if  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
there  shall  remain  any  balance  in  the  "health  fund,"  provincial  boards 
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are  hereby  authorized  to  accumulate  such  balances  from  year  to  year 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  hospitals,  benevolent  institutions  in  the 
province,  or  of  carrying  out  other  permanent  sanitary  improvements: 
Provided  further,  That  whenever  in  the  course  of  official  service  any 
president  of  a  sanitary  division  travels  to  visit  or  attend  any  pay 
client  or  patient,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  any 
traveling  expenses  incurred  in  this  latter  regard  and  shall  state  in  a 
sworn  voucher  to  accompany  his  claim  for  reimbursement  that  the 
claim  does  not  include  any  such  expense. 

Sec.  6.  The  provincial  boards  shall,  in  accordance  with  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  health  officer,  when  approved  by  the  Director 
of  Health,  fix  the  salaries  of  the  presidents  of  sanitary  divisions  and 
other  sanitary  employees  of  the  province :  Provided,  That  the  salaries 
of  presidents  of  sanitary  divisions  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand 
two  hundred  pesos  per  annum  nor  more  than  three  thousand  six 
hundred  pesos  per  annum. 

Sec.  7.  Traveling  expenses  of  presidents  of  sanitary  divisions  and 
other  sanitary  employees  on  official  business  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  district  health  officer  of  the  province  with  the  approval  of  the 
provincial  board. 

Sec.  8.  Leave  of  absence  due  to  illness  or  other  cause  shall  be 
allowed  under  such  conditions  as  the  provincial  authorities  and  the 
district  health  officer  may  approve:  Provided,  That  during  epidemics 
no  leave  shall  be  granted  without  the  approval  of  the  Director  of 
Health.  In  case  of  illness,  or  authorized  absence  the  president  of  a 
sanitary  division  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  district  health  officer, 
arrange  with  the  president  of  another  sanitary  division  to  act  in  his 
stead,  such  service  to  be  without  additional  salary;  in  such  cases  the 
president  so  acting  shall  recover  the  traveling  expenses  and  per 
diems  to  which  the  regular  incumbent  of  the  position  is  entitled.  In 
the  event  of  any  officer  refusing  to  render  such  service  the  district 
health  officer  shall  designate  for  duty  such  president  as  he  deems  fit. 

Sec.  9.  Presidents  of  sanitary  divisions  and  sanitary  inspectors 
shall  not  be  removed  from  office  without  an  investigation  made  by 
the  provincial  board  and  the  health  officer  of  the  district.  In  any 
such  investigation  the  accused  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  defend 
himself  before  final  action  is  taken  and  he  shall  also  have  a  right  of 
appeal  to  the  Director  of  Health,  who  may  confirm,  rescind,  or  vary 
the  decision  of  the  provincial  board. 

Sec.  10.  Presidents  of  sanitary  divisions,  under  this  Act,  shall, 
within  their  divisions,  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  on  presidents 
of  municipal  boards  of  health  under  existing  laws  relating  to  public 
health. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  violating  any  regulation  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  or  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  sanitary 
laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  violating  a  written  order  issued 
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under  such  regulations,  shall  upon  conviction  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pesos. 

Sec.  12.  All  parts  of  Act  Numbered  Three  hundred  and  eight 
which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  held  to  limit 
the  existing  powers  of  the  Director  of  Health,  and  that  all  the 
functions  and  duties  under  this  Act  shall  be  under  his  supervision. 

Sec.  13.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this 
bill  the  passage  of  the  same  is  hereby  expedited  in  accordance  with 
section  one,  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the 
Philippine  Legislature,  and  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately 
upon  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  798  was  thereupon  read  the  second 
time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.

Last  year  for  the 
purpose  of  alleviating  the  distress  occasioned  by  the  rice  shortage 
the  Government  purchased  11,460  tons  of  rice*  Your  committee 
therefore  recommends  this  amendment,  fixing  the  limit  of  the  pur- 
chases to  be  made  by  the  Government  at  15,000  tons.

person  a  license  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
two  years.

unless  it  is  proved,  besides,  that  such  velocity  was  proper  and  reason- 
able considering  the  width  of  the  road,  the  traffic,  the  grade,  the 
crossings,  and  other  conditions  of  the  road,  atmosphere  and  weather."

and  all  other  persons  present  or  witnessing  the  accident  shall  give 
their  names  and  addresses  if  requested." 

Section  37,  strike  out  the  words  "appreciable  quantities"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "unreasonable  or  annoying  quantities." 
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Section  39,  amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  39.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  from 
time  to  time,  in  his  discretion,  to  prohibit  the  sale  in  or  importation 
into  the  Philippine  Islands  of  such  style,  kind  or  makes  of  tires  as 
in  his  judgment  tend  seriously  to  cut  up  or  otherwise  injure  or 
damage  public  highways.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  publication 
of  this  law  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  send  to  every  dealer 
in  motor  vehicles  in  the  Philippine  Islands  a  list  and  description  of 
the  prohibited  types  and  kinds  of  tires,  and  from  time  to  time  there- 
after as  such  other  types  and  kinds  shall  be  found  to  be  injurious 
to  the  roads. 

"Any  dealer  in  tires  who,  after  receiving  such  notice,  sells  any  of 
the  prohibited  kind  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished 
as  provided  in  the  next  succeeding  section. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  publish 
from  time  to  time  a  list  and  description  of  the  prohibited  kind  and 
type  of  tires,  and  thereafter  every  owner  or  dealer  using  or  per- 
mitting the  use  of  such  tire  or  tires  on  his  motor  vehicle  or  vehicles 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  as  provided  in  the 
next  succeeding  section." 

Section  40,  after  the  words  "not  less  than  five"  insert  the  word 
"pesos;"  and  strike  out  the  words  "or  by  imprisonment  of  not  more 
than  six  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment"  at  the  end 
of  the  section.

From  the  bank's  annual 
net  profits,  so  computed,  the  bank  shall  set  aside  forty  per  cent  at 
least  to  the  credit  of  the  reserve  fund  of  the  Bank  until  such  fund 
shall  be  equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  paid-in  capital  of  the 
bank,  and  the  rest  for  dividends  or  such  other  uses  consistent  with 
law  as  it  may  determine.  If  the  surplus  fund  shall  at  any  time  fall 
below  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  bank's  paid-in  capital  it  shall 
again  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  surplus  fund  until  such  fund  is 
restored  to  the  equivalent  of  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  bank's 
paid-in  capital."

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  456.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  De- 
partment of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on  February 
3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  949,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  munic- 
ipalities to  acquire  land  for  the  establishment  of  schools  or  for  the 
extension  of  lands  where  schools  are  established,  by  condemnation 
proceedings  under  existing  laws,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, namely: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  substitute  therefor 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  The  Governor- General  is  hereby  authorized,  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  exercise 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  conferred  upon  said  government,  when- 
ever in  his  opinion  it  may  be  necessary  or  advantageous  to  the 
Government  to  do  so.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General, 
when  so  directed  by  the  Governor- General,  to  cause  condemnation 
proceedings  to  be  begun  in  the  court  having  jurisdiction. 

"Sec.  2.  Municipal  councils  and  provincial  boards  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, for  and  in  behalf  of  their  respective  municipalities  or  prov- 
inces, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General,  to  acquire  real 
estate  for  public  uses  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain. 

"Sec.  3.  The  right  granted  in  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  be 
exercised  in  the  manner  provided  in  sections  two  hundred  and  forty- 
one  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-three,  inclusive,  of  Act  Numbered  One 
hundred  and  ninety,  as  amended. 

"Sec.  4.  When  condemnation  proceedings  are  brought  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  by  this  Act  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  plaintiff  shall  have  the 
right  to  enter  immediately  upon  the  possession  of  the  land  involved, 
after  and  upon  the  deposit  by  it  with  the  provincial  treasurer  of 
the  value  of  the  land,  in  money,  as  provisionally  and  promptly  as- 
certained and  fixed  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  proceedings, 
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said  sum  to  be  held  by  the  provincial  treasurer  subject  to  the  orders 
and  final  ^disposition  of  the  court :  Provided,  however,  That  the  court 
may  authorize  the  deposit  with  the  provincial  treasurer  of  a  certificate 
of  deposit  of  any  depository  of  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  in  lieu  of  cash,  such  certificate  to  be  payable  to  the  provincial 
treasurer  on  demand  in  the  amount  directed  by  the  court  to  be  deposited. 
The  certificate  and  the  moneys  represented  thereby  shall  be  subject  to 
the  orders  and  final  disposition  of  the  court.  And  the  court  is 
empowered  and  directed,  by  appropriate  order  and  writ  if  necessary, 
to  place  the  said  plaintiff  in  possession  of  the  land,  upon  the  making 
of  the  deposit. 

"Sec.  5.  In  case  it  shall  appear  from  the  pleadings  or  from  the 
report  of  the  commissioners,  or  the  court  shall  otherwise  be  satisfied 
of  the  fact,  that  the  true  ownership  of  the  lands  sought  to  be 
condemned  is  uncertain  and  that  there  are  conflicting  claims  to  and 
diverse  interests  in  any  parcel  of  land  sought  to  be  condemned,  the 
court,  if  satisfied  that  the  real  owners  of  the  land  have  been  notified 
and  are  before  the  court,  shall,  upon  rendering  judgment  for  condem- 
nation and  for  payment  of  the  sum  or  sums  fixed  by  the  court  as  just 
compensation  for  the  land  taken,  order  such  sum  or  sums  to  be  paid 
to  the  clerk  of  the  court  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  who  shall 
ultimately  be  adjudged  entitled  thereto.  The  sum  or  sums  so  awarded 
shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  section  two  hundred  and 
forty-four  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety.  Upon  the  pay- 
ment by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defendants  of  compensation  as  fixed  by 
the  judgment,  or  after  tender  to  the  defendants  of  the  amounts  so 
fixed  and  payment  of  the  costs,  or  in  case  the  court  shall  order  the 
compensation  paid  into  court  the  plaintiff  shall  have  the  right  to 
appropriate  to  the  public  use  defined  in  the  judgment  the  land  so 
condemned.  In  case  such  payment  is  made  into  the  court,  the  clerk 
of  the  court  shall  be  responsible  upon  his  bond  for  the  sum  so  paid 
and  shall  be  compelled  to  receive  it. 

"Sec.  6.  Any  party  claiming  an  interest  in  money  paid  into  court  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  may  litigate 
in  court  his  claim  thereto,  and  the  court  shall  apportion  the  sum  so 
paid  in  among  the  various  claimants  thereto  as  justice  shall  require, 
and  shall  award  such  costs  as  to  it  may  seem  equitable,  but  the 
plaintiff  in  the  condemnation  proceedings  shall  not  be  a  necessary  party 
to  the  proceedings  for  the  distribution  of  the  sum  or  sums  paid  into 
court,  nor  be  answerable  for  any  costs  arising  from  such  litigation. 

"Sec.  7.  The  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  province  wherein  such 
real  property  is  located  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of 
proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  real  property  for  a  municipality 
or  province  or  for  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"Sec.  8.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this  bill 
the  same  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage  in  accordance  with  section 
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one  of  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Philip- 
pine Legislature.

Section  5,  in  last  sentence,  strike  out  the  words  "In  case"  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "If." 

Section  8,  strike  out  in  its  entirety. 

And  that  as  so  amended  the  bill  pass.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  937,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  provinces  and  sub- 
provinces  of  the  Philippines  to  appropriate  from  their  funds  certain 
sums  for  the  purpose  of  granting  allowances  to  young  Filipinos  in 
their  respective  jurisdictions  to  enable  them  to  follow  a  career  in 
the  University  of  the  Philippines  or  any  other  official  educational 
centers  in  Manila,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
namely : 

That  the  annexed  bill  be  passed  with  the  amendment  hereinafter 
specified. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  promote  professional  and  scientific 
instruction  among  the  students  of  the  provinces  of  this  Archipelago, 
by  granting  them  aid  in  all  cases  in  which  the  candidates  have 
satisfactorily  completed  an  entire  course  in  the  High  School  of  their 
province,  are  persons  of  excellent  conduct  and  physical  constitution, 
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and  have  not  sufficient  means  for  continuing  their  studies  in  Manila; 
but  inasmuch  as  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  achieve  the  best  results, 
that  the  greatest  justice  prevail  in  the  selection  of  the  candidates, 
your  committee  proposes  the  following  amendment: 

In  section  1,  page  1,  line  10,  insert  the  words  "once  only"  between 
the  words  "reimbursement"  and  "of,"  so  that  said  section  will  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Any  provincial  board,  or  any  lieutenant-governor  with 
the  consent  of  the  provincial  board,  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  may 
appropriate  from  the  general  funds  of  the  province  or  subprovince, 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  amount  necessary  for  one  or  two 
permanent  allowances,  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  forty  pesos  a 
month,  payable  monthly  through  the  Bureau  of  Education,  for  one 
or  two  students  of  the  province  or  subprovince,  to  enable  them  to 
follow  a  professional  career  in  the  University  of  the  Philippines,  or 
in  any  official  educational  center  of  Manila.  In  addition  to  the 
allowance,  a  student  selected  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement,  once 
only,  of  the  actual  and  necessary  traveling  and  subsistence  expenses 
from  his  residence  to  his  place  of  study  and  vice  versa;  to  matricula- 
tion and  graduation  fees,  if  any;  and  to  be  admitted  into  and  cured 
in  the  Philippine  General  Hospital  free  of  charge,  in  case  of  illness." 

In  section  4,  page  2,  line  26,  insert  the  words  "as  well  as  the 
superintendent  of  schools"  between  the  words  "provinces"  and  "shall," 
so  that  said  section  will  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  4.  After  the  applications  have  been  presented  and  received, 
the  provincial  board  and  lieutenant-governor  in  the  provinces,  as 
well  as  the  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  proceed  to  the  selection 
of  the  students,  and  the  students  presenting  the  highest  general 
average  in  their  examination,  or,  other  conditions  being  equal,  those 
having  the  highest  averages  in  the  subjects  necessary  for  the  career 
to  be  followed,  or  whose  funds  are  most  limited,  shall  receive  pref- 
erable consideration,  and  in  the  last  recourse,  the  procedure  shall 
be  as  public  interest  may  advise."

Gentlemen:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  referred 
on  February  5,  1912,  the  amendments  of  the  Assembly  to  Commission 
Bill  No.  131,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Act  Numbered  One  hundred 
and  eighty-three,  entitled  'An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila/ 
by  changing  the  period  within  which  the  ordinances  of  said  city 
shall  be  published  and  take  effect,  increasing  the  powers  of  the 
Municipal  Board  in  certain  respects,  providing  for  special  assess- 
ments for  public  improvements,  amending  sections  forty-six  and 
forty-eight  of  said  Act  relative  to  assessment  of  real  property,  and 
reducing  the  rate  of  the  annual  tax  on  real  estate  from  two  per 
centum  to  one  and  one-half  per  centum,"  has  examined  the  same  and 
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has   the   honor   to    report   them   back   to   the    Commission   with    the 
following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  Assembly  amendments  be  not  agreed  to  and  that  a 
conference  be  requested. 

While  some  of  the  Assembly  amendments,  such  as  the  amendment 
to  section  1  (sec.  10),  providing  that  all  ordinances  be  published  in 
the  Official  Gazette  as  well  as  in  two  newspapers,  appear  to  be 
unobjectionable,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  others 
can  not  be  concurred  in. 

In  addition  to  removing  the  power  of  the  Municipal  Board  to 
make  special  assessments,  section  3  (sec.  17,  subsection  (kk)),  the 
city  tax  rate  is  reduced  to  1  per  cent,  section  5  (sec.  47).  In  the 
Commission  bill  one  of  the  reasons  for  reducing  the  tax  rate  was 
to  offset  the  burden  added  by  special  assessments.  Presumably,  to 
offset  this  loss  in  revenue,  the  Assembly  amended  the  bill,  section  6 
(sec.  48),  so  as  to  subject  all  church  property,  religious  property, 
and  cemeteries  to  taxation.  It  is  understood  that  this  would  add 
to  the  assessment  rolls  about  f*16,000,000  worth  of  real  estate,  which 
would  mean  about  1*160,000  additional  taxes  to  the  city.  This  would 
not  make  up  the  loss  of  revenue  incurred  by  a  reduction  of  the  tax 
rate  to  1  per  cent.  Other  changes  are  made  reducing  the  penalties 
for  the  nonpayment  of  taxes,  section  5  (sec.  47),  also  taking  away 
certain  privileges  of  the  taxpayer  of  paying  after  he  has  become 
delinquent.  The  power  of  the  Municipal  Board,  section  2  (sec.  17, 
subsection  (h)),  to  regulate  processions  and  to  regulate  the  display 
of  flags,  signs,  etc.,  on  the  streets  is  curtailed.  Although  the  Board 
is  given  power  to  compel  sewer  connections  from  abutting  property 
this  amendment  is  so  worded,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  that 
this  power  will  exist  only  with  respect  to  property  abutting  on  sewers 
which  may  be  built  hereafter,  section  3   (sec.  17,  subsection   (mm)).

[Committee  Report  No.  471.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  refer- 
red on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1041,  entitled  "An  Act 
amending  paragraph  (6)  of  section  one  of  Act  Numbered  Seventeen 
hundred  and  thirty-nine,  entitled  'An  Act  creating  the  fidelity  bond 
premium  fund,  providing  for  assurance  against  losses,  shortages,  and 
defalcations  by  officers  or  employees  accountable  for  public  funds  and 
public  property,  and  for  other  purposes/  by  extending  the  provisions 
of  said  Act  so  as  to  include  all  employees  in  the  offices  of  municipal 
treasurers,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz : 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment : 

Strike  out  everything  following  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following : 

"Section  1.  The  permanent  reimbursable  appropriation  created  by 
Act  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and  known  as  the 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund  shall  hereafter  be  available  for  the 
following  uses  and  purposes : 

"(a)  To  replace  losses,  shortages  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  all  Insular,  and  provincial  officers  and  employees  and  officers  and 
employees  of  the  city  of  Manila  who  are  accountable  for  public  funds 
or  public  property,  unless  such  officers  and  employees  have  been 
relieved  under  the  provisions  of  existing  law ; 

"(6)  To  replace  losses,  shortages  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  treasurers  of  all  municipal  corporations,  who  are  at  the  same  time 
deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  unless  such  officers  have  been 
relieved  in  like  manner ; 

"(c)  To  replace  losses,  shortages  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  all  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations  not  deputies  of  the  pro- 
vincial treasurer,  unless  such  officers  have  been  relieved  in  like 
manner ; 

"(d)  To  replace  losses,  shortages  and  defalcations  in  the  accounts 
of  employees  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations,  whether  such 
treasurers  are  or  are  not  deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  pro- 
vided that  such  employees  have  been  bonded  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  have  not  been  relieved  under  the  provisions  of  existing 
law; 

"(e)  To  repay  losses  to  such  persons  as  have  sufferred  losses  in 
money  or  property  intrusted  to  any  officer  or  employee  bonded  under 
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the  provisions  of  this  Act,  when  such  money  or  property  was  so 
intrusted  to,  or  received  by  such  officer  or  employee  in  the  regular 
course  of  his  official  duty,  in  accordance  with  law  or  authoritative 
regulations,  and  the  amount  of  the  loss  and  the  liability  of  the  officer 
or  employee  has  been  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  fourteen  of  this  Act; 

"(/)  To  pay  all  fees  and  costs  accruing  as  a  result,  and  in  conse- 
quence of  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  taken  against  any  bonded 
officer  or  employee,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  who  has  suffered 
losses  in  the  public  funds  or  public  property  for  which  he  is  account- 
able, or  who  has  defaulted,  or  in  whose  accounts  of  public  funds  or 
public  property  shortages  may  be  discovered  which  have  arisen  from 
whatever  cause,  or  who  has  suffered  losses  or  shortages  or  has  com- 
mitted defalcations  in  money  or  property  belonging  to  any  person  who 
has  intrusted  the  same  to  such  officer  or  employee  as  provided  in  sub- 
section (e)  hereof; 

(g)  To  pay  the  salaries  and  wages  of  such  persons  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
to  defray  all  the  expenses  which  may  arise  or  be  necessary  in  and 
to  the  proper  administration  of  the  fund  and  to  give  effect  to  the 
ends  and  purposes  of  this  Act. 

"Sec.  2.  All  sums  and  moneys  paid  by  any  and  all  officers  and 
employees  who  have  been  bonded  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
to  replace'  sums  or  moneys  paid  out  of  this  fund  on  their  behalf  or 
on  account  of  losses,  shortages  or  defalcations  incurred  by  them;  all 
payments  required  from  provinces  or  municipal  corporations,  and 
from  officers  and  employees  bonded  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
on  account  of  premiums ;  all  sums  paid  as,  or  on  account  of  premiums 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  out  of  funds  or  appropriations  of 
Insular  Offices  or  Bureaus;  all  sums,  fees  and  costs  recovered  for 
and  on  account  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  through  legal  or 
judicial  proceedings ;  all  interest,  repayments  of  loans,  and  other  accre- 
tions on  the  money  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund;  and  all  sums, 
funds  and  moneys  due  to  the  said  fund  on  the  date  of  the  passage 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  merged  in,  accrue  to  and  become  a  part  of  said 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 

"Sec.  3.  The  Governor- General  shall  fix,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
change,  the  annual  rate  of  premium  chargeable  for  insurance  of  the 
fidelity  of  officers  and  employees  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 
Two-thirds  of  the  premium  computed  at  the  rate  so  fixed  shall  be 
paid  to  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  on  behalf  of  every  Insular 
officer  or  employee,  out  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Bureau  or  Office 
of  which  he  is  such  officer  or  employee,  and  in  the  case  of  provincial 
officers  or  employees,  and  officers  and  employees  of  the  city  of  Manila, 
and  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations,  and  the  employees  in  the 
offices  of  such  treasurers,  two-thirds  of  said  premium  shall  be  paid 
by  the  province  to  which  the  particular  bonded  position  may  belong 
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or  by  the  city  of  Manila,  or  by  the  proper  municipal  corporation,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  one-third  of  such  premium  shall  in  all  cases  not 
exempted  under  sections  four  and  eleven  of  this  Act  be  paid  out  of 
the  personal  funds  of  the  officer  or  employee  whose  fidelity  is  insured 
in  said  fund.  The  Insular  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  full  amount  of 
premiums  from  the  various  Bureaus,  Offices,  provinces,  the  city  of 
Manila  and  municipal  corporations,  and  these  in  turn  shall  collect  from 
their  respective  bonded  officers  and  employees  their  proper  share  of 
premiums. 

"Sec.  4.  The  Philippine  Commission  may,  by  resolution,  exempt 
any  accountable  officer  or  employee  from  the  payment  of  his  part  of 
the  bond  premium,  and  any  officer  or  employee  now  exempted  from 
such  payment  shall  continue  to  be  so  exempted  unless  and  until  the 
Philippine  Commission,  by  resolution,  shall  otherwise  determine. 

"Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insular  Treasurer  to  prepare 
and  keep  an  exact  and  accurate  record  of  bonded  positions  in  such 
manner  and  in  such  detail  as  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of 
Finance  and  Justice,  and  to  make  such  changes  in  said  record  from 
time  to  time  as  changing  facts  and  conditions  may  require. 

"Sec.  6.  Whenever  an  appointment  or  designation  is  made  to  any 
bonded  Insular  or  provincial  position,  or  to  a  bonded  position  under 
the  city  of  Manila,  or  to  the  dual  office  of  deputy  provincial  treasurer 
and  treasurer  of  a  municipal  corporation,  or  to  the  office  of  treasurer 
of  a  municipal  corporation,  the  person  so  appointed  or  designated 
shall  ipso  facto  be  deemed  to  be  a  bonded  officer  or  employee  within 
the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  his  liability  as  such  shall  begin  on  the 
day  on  which  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such 
position ;  and  his  liability  for  the  payment  of  his  ¿hare  of  the  premium, 
and  the  liability  of  the  Insular  Bureau  or  Office,  the  province,  the 
city  of  Manila,  or  the  municipal  corporation^  as  the  case  may  be,  for 
its  share  of  the  bond  premium  of  such  person  shall  begin  on  such 
day.  No  formal  application  on  the  part  of  any  person  occupying  a 
bonded  position  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  make  him  such  bonded 
officer  or  employee,  but  the  fact  of  his  acceptance  of  the  position  and 
of  his  entrance  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  position  shall 
be  deemed  to  carry  with  it  his  consent  to  be  placed  upon  the  schedule 
of  bonded  officers  and  employees,  and  to  the  assumption  of  all  duties, 
premium  charges,  liabilities,  and  penalties  by  law  attached  to  such 
position. 

"Sec.  7.  All  premiums  shall  be  due  and  payable  semiannually  in 
advance,  and  no  refund  of  premiums  so  paid  shall  be  made  from  the 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund;  but  refund  of  unearned  premiums  shall 
be  made  to  the  officer  or  employee  who  has  paid  the  same  (a)  upon 
retirement  from  the  service,  by  his  successor,  or  (b)  in  case  there  is 
no  successor,  and  in  all  cases  where  by  reason  of  illness  or  other 
cause  an  acting  officer  or  agent  is  appointed  and  bonded,  from  the 
appropriations  or  funds  of  the  Bureau,  Office,  province,  or  municipal 
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corporation  concerned,  the  intent  Of  this  law  being  that  two  bonds 
shall  not  exist  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  time. 

"Sec.  8.  The  chief  of  the  Bureau  or  Office  to  which  any  bonded 
position,  now  in  existence  or  hereafter  created,  may  pertain,  shall 
at  once,  and  without  delay,  notify  the  Insular  Treasurer  of  the 
appointment  or  designation  of  any  person  to  fill  or  discharge  the  duties 
of  such  position.  In  the  provinces  this  duty  shall  be  performed  by 
the  provincial  treasurers,  in  Manila  by  the  secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Board,  and  in  the  case  of  treasurers  of  municipal  corporations  by  the 
officer  making  the  appointment.  Such  notification  shall  contain  the 
title  or  designation  of  the  position,  the  name  of  the  person  appointed 
or  designated,  the  name  of  the  person  relieved,  the  financial  or  prop- 
erty accountability  pertaining  to  the  position  and  the  maximum  of 
public  funds,  or  the  total  value  of  the  public  property  likely  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  incumbent  at  any  one  time,  the  salary  attached 
to  the  position,  the  amount  of  the  bond  required  of  the  position  by 
law  or  authoritative  regulation,  if  any,  and  if  not,  a  recommendation 
as  to  the  amount,  the  date  of  the  relief  of  the  preceding  incumbent 
from  the  duties  of  such  position,  and  the  date  on  which  the  person 
appointed  or  designated  assumes  charge.  Such  notification  shall  also 
state  the  opinion  of  the  appointing  officer  of  the  business  and  moral 
qualifications  of  the  person  appointed  or  designated  for  the  position 
in  question  and  any  such  other  information  in  the  possession  of  the 
appointing  officer  as  may  have  a  bearing  upon  the  amount  of  the 
bond  to  be  required  or  as  may  be  asked  for  by  the  Insular  Treasurer. 
Upon  receipt  of  this  information  the  Insular  Treasurer  shall  place 
the  name  of  such  person  upon  the  record  provided  for  in  section  five  of 
this  Act:  Provided,  however,  That  the  Insular  Treasurer,  if  in  his 
judgment  the  character,  associations,  or  habits  of  the  insured  person 
do  not  constitute  such  person  a  safe  and  conservative  risk,  may 
report  the  facts  to  the  Governor-General  for  proper  action. 

"Sec.  9.  When  an  official  is  acting  in  the  dual  capacity  of  deputy 
of  the  provincial  treasurer  and  treasurer  of  a  municipal  corporation 
notification  thereof,  as  prescribed  in  section  eight  of  this  Act,  shall 
at  once  and  without  delay  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular  Treasurer  by 
the  provincial  treasurer  whose  deputy  such  official  is.  In  such  case 
one-half  of  the  premium  payable  from  public  funds  shall  be  paid  by 
the  province  and  the  other  half  by  the  municipality.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Insular  Auditor,  to  collect  from  the  various  municipal  corporations 
in  his  province,  the  treasurers  of  which  are  his  deputies  and  from 
the  individuals  who  are  his  deputies,  the  amounts  respectively  due 
as  bond  premiums,  and  to  forward  the  same  to  the  Insular  Treasurer. 

"Sec.  10.  When  it  is  desired  to  insure  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium 
fund,  the  fidelity  of  any  employee  in  the  office  of  a  treasurer  of  a 
municipal  corporation,  except  in  the  city  of  Manila,  the  treasurer 
of  such  municipal  corporation  shall  make  an  application  on  behalf 
of  such  employee  giving  all  the  information  described  in  section  eight 
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of  this  Act.  Such  application  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular 
Treasurer  through  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  Insular  Auditor 
each  of  whom  shall  either  approve  the  application  or  set  forth  his 
reasons  why  he  disapproves  the  same.  Unless  such  application 
receives  the  approval  of  both  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  Insular 
Auditor  the  name  of  the  employee  shall  not  be  entered  upon  the 
schedule  prescribed  in  section  five  of  this  Act. 

"If,  however,  the  approval  of  the  two  officers  aforesaid  has  been 
given,  the  name  of  such  employee  shall  be  entered  upon  the  schedule 
aforesaid,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  sections  three,  six,  seven, 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of  this  Act  shall  apply  in  so 
far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  section. 

"Sec.  11.  Whenever  any  official,  employee,  or  agent  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  proper  authority  temporarily  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  head  of  a  Bureau  or  Office  or  of  any  subordinate  office  or  the 
duties  of  any  position  or  any  employment  under  any  Office,  Bureau, 
or  province  in  accordance  with  section  fifteen  of  Act  Numbered 
Sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  all  fidelity  and  premium  charges 
which  shall  be  due  or  accrue  on  account  of  such  temporary  designation 
shall  be  paid  wholly  from  the  appropriation  or  funds  of  the  Depart- 
ment, Bureau,  Office,  province,  or  municipal  corporation,  as  the  case 
may  be,  in  which  the  services  are  rendered. 

"Sec.  12.  All  persons  whose  names  are  listed  on  the  record  required 
in  section  five  of  this  Act  to  be  made  and  kept  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  bonded  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  for  the  benefit 
of  whom  it  may  concern  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties 
now  or  hereafter  imposed  by  law  upon  the  positions  occupied  by 
them,  and  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  all  public  funds  and  public 
property  coming  into  their  possession,  custody,  or  control  by  appro- 
priation, collection,  transfer,  or  in  any  other  manner,  and  for  the 
lawful  payment,  disbursement,  expenditure,  delivery  or  transfer  of 
all  public  funds  or  public  property  in  their  hands,  possession,  or 
custody  or  under  their  control  as  accountable  or  responsible  officers, 
and  for  the  faithful  accounting,  payment  and  delivery  of  funds  and 
property  not  public  coming  lawfully  into  their  hands  by  reason  of 
their  official  duties. 

"Sec.  13.  Every  person  whose  name  is  or  has  been  listed  on  the 
schedule  provided  for  in  section  five  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  or  to  have  been  a  'bonded  officer'  or  a  'bonded  employee'  within  the 
meaning  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred  and  ñve,  entitled  'An  Act 
forbidding,  under  penalty,  bonded  officers  or  bonded  employees,  or 
former  bonded  officers  or  bonded  employees,  of  the  Insular  Govern- 
ment, or  of  any  provincial  or  municipal  government  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  or  the  city  of  Manila,  from  leaving  or  attempting  to  leave 
the  Philippine  Islands  without  first  securing  a  certificate  from  the 
Insular  Auditor,  and  repealing  Act  Numbered  Eleven  hundred  and 
sixty-one/  and  within  the  meaning  of  every  other  Act  fixing  the 
responsibility,  accountability,  liability,  duties,  or  penalties  of  officers 
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or  employees  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  and  the  accounting  for  public  funds  or  public  property. 

"Sec.  14.  The  Insular  Auditor  shall  fix  the  amount  for  which  the 
various  positions  contemplated  in  this  Act  shall  be  bonded.  The 
Auditor  shall  determine  the  exact  amount  of  losses,  shortages,  and 
defalcations  which  may  be  found  in  the  accounts  of  any  bonded  officers, 
employees,  or  agents,  whether  of  money  or  property,  the  amount  to 
be  paid  in  order  to  replace  such  losses,  shortages,  or  defalcations, 
and  the  account  or  accounts  of  the  Bureau,  Office,  province,  or  munic- 
ipal corporation  to  which,  or  the  private  individual  to  whom  such 
sums  shall  be  paid  from  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund.  When  the 
Auditor  has  determined  such 'amount  he  shall  certify  the  same  to 
the  Insular  Treasurer,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  a  warrant  on  inter- 
Bureau  voucher  therefor. 

"Sec.  15.  The  powers  and  duties  vested  in  the  Insular  Auditor  by 
the  Accounting  Act  are  hereby  extended  in  their  entirety  to  the 
fidelity  bond  premium  fund. 

"Sec.  16.  The  moneys  in  the  fidelity  bond  premium  fund  may  be 
invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  in  any  or  all  of  the  ways  in  which  the  funds  of  the  Philippine 
Postal  Savings  Bank  may  be  invested  by  the  Postal  Savings  Bank 
Investment  Board  under  authority  of  section  eighteen  of  Act  Num- 
bered Fourteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  as  amended. 

"Sec.  17.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
sheriffs  of  provinces  or  to  provincial  governors  acting  as  sheriffs. 

"Sec.  18.  Section  twenty-three  of  Act  Numbered  One  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  23.  The  governor  of  the  province,  or,  if  he  declines  to  act 
as  sheriff,  any  person  lawfully  appointed  to  the  position  of  sheriff, 
shall,  before  being  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  sheriff  or  officer 
of  the  court,  execute  a  bond,  with  not  less  than  three  sureties,  run- 
ning to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  for  the  benefit  of 
whom  it  may  concern,  in  such  penal  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Insular  Auditor.  The  sureties  on  said  bond  shall  qualify  under 
oath  before  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance,  or,  in  his 
absence,  before  the  clerk  of  the  court.  The  bond  shall  be  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  himself  and  his  deputies 
as  sheriff  and  officer  of  the  court,  and  for  the  payment  to  the  Gov- 
ernment or  the  persons  entitled  thereto  of  all  sums  of  money  that 
shall  come  into  his  or  their  hands  officially.  Its  form  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Auditor,  who  shall  approve  and  forward  it  to  the 
Insular  Treasurer  for  file.  The  bond  shall  bear  an  indorsement  of 
the  provincial  treasurer  stating  that  after  due  investigation,  and  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the  sureties  collectively  own 
real  property  in  double  the  amount  of  the  bond  free  from  incum- 
brances and  over  and  above  any  liabilities  owing  by  them.  The 
bond  shall  thereupon  be  forwarded  to  the  Insular  Treasurer  and  be

kept  on  file  in  his  office.  The  bond  shall  be  available  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Government  and  of  any  person  in  interest.  Until  the  bond 
has  been  approved  by  the  Auditor  the  officer  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  fees  for  services  performed,  but  the  Auditor's  approval  shall 
be  effective  as  of  the  date  of  the  bond.  The  Governor  or  sheriff  may 
require  each  deputy  appointed  by  him  to  execute  a  sufficient  indem- 
nity for  his  protection  against  any  wrong-doing  on  the  part  of  such 
deputy/ 

"Sec.  19.  Acts  Numbered  Seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-nine  and 
Nineteen  hundred  and  one  are  hereby  repealed." 

The  bill  as  now  submitted  is  the  same  the  passage  of  which  has 
been  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments  in  making  its  report  on  Assembly  Bill  No.  717  which 
deals  with  the  same  subject.  The  changes  introduced  in  the  Assembly 
bill  make  it  possible  to  include  the  positions  of  the  employees  of  the 
municipal  treasurers  among  the  bonded  positions,  as  proposed.  How- 
ever, these  employees  will  not  be  bonded  officers  ex  officio,  beginning 
with  the  date  of  their  appointment  or  designation,  as  provided  in  the 
Assembly  Bill,  but  will  be  required  to  furnish  bond  only  upon  appli- 
cation of  the  municipal  treasurers  under  whom  they  serve,  which 
application  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Insular  Treasurer,  through  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  Insular  Auditor. 
It  has  been  deemed  wise  to  leave  it  to  the  municipal  treasurers 
whether  or  not  the  employees  in  their  offices  should  be  bonded,  for 
two  reasons:  in  the  first  place,  because  the  salaries  of  the  employees 
of  the  municipal  treasurers  are  in  many  cases  so  small  that  the  pay- 
ment of  premiums  on  bonds  would  be  onerous  for  them,  and  in  the 
second  place,  because  the  employees  mentioned  handle  funds  only  in 
the  discretion  of  the  municipal  treasurer  under  whose  orders  they 
are  working,  when  on  account  of  special  circumstances,  such  as  the 
great  area  of  the  territory  covered  by  the  municipality,  the  municipal 
treasurer  is  compelled  to  utilize  their  services  for  the  collection  of 
taxes. 

It  has  also  been  deemed  wise  to  make  possible  the  bonding,  not 
alone  of  the  employees  of  the  municipal  treasurers  who  are  deputies 
of  the  provincial  treasurers,  but  of  all  employees  of  municipal 
treasurers,  whether  these  be  deputies  of  the  provincial  treasurer  or 
not.  This  will  make  it  possible  to  apply  the  provisions  of  the  pro- 
posed law  to  the  employees  in  the  office  of  the  municipal  treasurer 
of  Baguio,  who  is  not  the  deputy  of  any  provincial  treasurer.  It  has 
not  been  endeavored  to  make  said  provisions  applicable  to  the  same 
employees  in  the  city  of  Manila,  because  these,  unlike  the  employees 
of  other  municipalities  are  ex  officio  bonded  officers  if  the  nature  of 
their  official  duties  is  such  as  to  place  funds  or  property  under  their 
custody. 

Lastly,  it  has  been  deemed  wise  to  use  this  opportunity  for  intro- 
ducing other  changes  in  the  existing  legislation  governing  fidelity 
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bonds,  and  though  the  changes  proposed  are  not  of  a  fundamental 
character,  yet  they  are  so  numerous  and  it  would  have  been  necessary 
to  amend  such  a  large  number  of  existing  provisions  of  law  that  it 
has  seemed  best  to  draft  a  new  bill  repealing  Acts  Nos.  1739  and 
1901,  which  include  the  fundamental  provisions  of  existing  law  gov- 
erning fidelity  bonds. 

The  purposes  of  the  most  important  of  these  changes  are: 

(a)  Increase  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the  fidelity  bond  premium 
fund;  and 

(6)  Provide  that  the  expenses  caused  by  the  administration  of 
said  fund  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  same. 

The  other  changes  introduced  are  of  secondary  importance,  their 
purpose  being  to  explain  existing  provisions  of  law  which  are  not 
very  precise,  or  adapt  such  provisions  to  the  fundamental  idea  of  the 
principal  changes  above  mentioned.

Mr.  President:  I  have  been  directed  to  inform  your  honorable 
body  that  the  Assembly  on  February  6,  1912,  passed  the  following 
Assembly  Bill  No.  1055,  in  which  it  requests  the  concurrence  of  the 
Commission:  An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  Fourteen  hundred  and 
seven,  as  amended,  by  extending  to  ten  years  the  period  during  which 
timber,  firewood,  resins,  stone,  earth,  and  other  forest  products  may  be 
cut  or  taken  from  the  public  forests  without  the  payment  of  forestry 
charges,  and  extending  the  benefits  to  agricultural  haciendas  under 
certain  conditions.

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By  unanimous  consent,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1055  was  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
for  report  and  recommendation. 

REPORT  OF   SELECT   COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  472.] 

Mr.  President  :  Your  select  committee  of  three,  to  which  was 
referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  497,  entitled  "An 
Act  on  marriage  and  divorce,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the 
honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, viz: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  motive  influencing  the  Assembly  in  formulating  its  bill  on 
marriage  and  divorce  is  worthy  of  the  greatest  consideration,  and  it 
was  no  doubt  for  this  reason  that  this  bill  obtained  a  majority  in 
that  House  when  it  came  up  for  passage. 

However,  considering  that  this  matter  constitutes  a  problem  of 
the  greatest  importance  and  difficulty  at  this  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Filipino  people,  the  bill  in  question  being  apparently  opposed  to 
the  common  thought  and  feeling  of  the  immense  majority  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Archipelago,  your  committee,  on  these  grounds, 
does  not  believe  it  advisable  or  opportune  that  said  bill  be  now  passed 
and  established. 

If  it  were  a  question  of  dealing  with  a  people  who  were  not  so 
eminently  catholic  and  whose  beliefs  and  customs  regarding  the 
indissolubility  of  marriage  were  not  so  rooted  as  those  of  the  Filipino 
people,  it  might  perhaps  have  been  possible  for  a  marriage  and 
divorce  law  so  formulated  as  to  prevent  abuse,  to  have  merited 
general  approval  from  public  opinion;  but  in  the  case  with  which 
we  are  dealing  it  is  not  possible  to  hope  for  such  a  result  and  fearing 
the  disturbance  which  might  be  produced  in  the  public  conscience 
by  the  enactment  of  so  radical  a  measure  as  the  one  which  we  have 
referred  to,  your  committee,  following  the  counsels  of  discretion  and 
prudence,  is  of  the  opinion  that  said  bill  should  be  laid  on  the  table, 
as  stated  in  the  beginning.

[Committee  Report  No.  473.] 

Mr.  President:  The  undersigned  does  not  agree  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  majority.  The  necessity  of  passing  a  divorce  law 
during  the  present  session  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  existing 
marriage  legislation  is  incomplete  and  inadequate  for  the  needs  of 
our  society.  General  Order  No.  68,  the  sole  existing  marriage  law 
since  the  American  occupation,  provides  only  for  the  annulment  of 
marriages,  but  not  for  their  dissolution  and  divorce.  Under  the 
present  law  these  are  governed  by  the  "Leyes  de  Partidas,"  an 
altogether  antiquated  and  obsolete  piece  of  legislation. 

Moreover,  the  passage  of  this  bill  is  necessary  because  it  provides 
a  legal  remedy  for  persons  who  have  failed  to  find  a  happy  or  at 
least  supportable  union  in  their  marriage.  The  fact  that  the  bond 
of  matrimony  is  considered  indissoluble  can  not  prevent  the  existence 
of  marriages  that  are  practically  divorced,  and  it  is  therefore  believed 
that  a  conservative  divorce  law  like  the  one  under  discussion  would 
have  a  tendency  to  moralize  society  and  would  give  unhappy  beings 
a  means  for  remedying  their  misfortune. 

For  this  reason  the  minority  of  your  committee  recommends  that 
the  bill  be  considered  and  passed  with  amendments.

Commissioner  Sumulong  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
minority  be  substituted  for  the  report  of  the  majority  and 
adopted  by  the  Commission. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Commissioner  Luzuriaga  then  moved  that  the  majority 
report  be  adopted. 

The  motion  prevailed,  Commissioners  Palma  and  Sumu- 
long voting  in  the  negative. 

EXPLANATION  OF  VOTE. 

Commissioner  Sumulong.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
divorce  law  which  the  report  proposes  to  lay  on  the  table, 
because  in  this  bill  two  tendencies  are  represented  which 
I  consider  essential  to  any  proper  divorce  law,  to  wit: 
Restriction  of  the  causes  for  separation  to  cases  in  which 
it  is  evident  that  the  felicity  of  the  home,  lost  through  the 
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infidelity  or  moral  perversity  of  one  of  the  spouses,  can 
not  be  reestablished  and  a  sincere  and  lasting  reconciliation 
of  the  spouses  can  not  be  reasonably  expected,  and  the 
granting  of  the  right  to  request  a  separation  to  the  offended 
spouse  alone.  I  would  develop  this  last  feature  still  fur- 
ther by  providing  that  in  certain  cases  the  court  granting 
a  divorce  may  prohibit  the  guilty  spouse  from  contracting 
new  nuptials,  for  a  certain  time  or  ad  perpetuam,  as  the 
circumstances  may  render  advisable  in  each  case.  To  sum- 
marize: In  principle  and  along  general  lines  I  agree  with 
the  bill  passed  by  the  Assembly,  though  I  .consider  it  sus- 
ceptible to  improvement  in  certain  points  and  details. 

As  to  the  argument  adduced  in  divers  forms,  that  a 
divorce  law  authorizing  absolute  separation  in  certain  cases 
is  not  good  for  the  Filipino  people  because  of  their  idio- 
syncracy,  or  because  our  present  social  condition  makes  the 
introduction  of  such  legislation  inadvisable,  I  can  only  say 
that  inasmuch  as  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  in  all  society, 
particularly  where  monogamy  has  taken  deep  root,  and 
whatever  may  be  its  peculiarities  or  degree  of  advancement, 
there  are  cases  of  matrimonial  differences  due  to  facts  or 
acts  establishing  a  deep  abyss  between  the  spouses.  The 
necessity  of  a  divorce  law  is  counseled  by  natural  law  in 
such  societies,  and  the  circumstance  whether  many  or  few 
persons  in  a  given  country  are  in  need  of  its  benefits  in 
order  to  recover  the  happiness  to  which  they  have  a  right 
and  which  they  have  lost  through  no  fault  of  theirs,  is  for 
this  reason  not  controvertible  in  principle. 

For  this  reason  I  vote  against  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

REPORTS  OF   STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  474.] 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill 
No.  1025,  amending  section  3  of  Act  No.  1733,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
provide  fire  protection  in  the  municipalities  having  no  paid  fire 
department,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  bill  be  passed. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  enable  the  municipal  council  when 
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the  number  of  policemen  is  less  than  ten  to  appoint  a  number  of 
volunteer  firemen  not  to  exceed  ten.  This  authority  is  not  contained 
in  the  law  amended  and  it  is  advisable  for  the  council  to  have  it  so 
that  there  may  be  a  sufficient  number  of  volunteer  firemen  in  the 
municipalities  where  there  is  a  small  number  of  policemen.

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Luzuriaga,  unanimously 
carried, 

The  bill  was  considered  urgent  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  XIV,  Rules  of  the  Commission,  and  read  the  third 
time  by  title  only. 

The  question  then  being  upon  its  passage,  the  roll  was 
called  and  the  bill  was  unanimously  passed,  and  the  title 
read  and  approved. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  notify  the  Assembly  thereof. 

[Committee  Report  No.  475.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  931,  entitled  "An  Act  providing 
for  the  reorganization  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance,"  has  examined 
the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  consideration  of  this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

This  bill  makes  radical  changes  in  the  organization  of  the  Courts 
of  First  Instance  and  the  Court  of  Land  Registration.  It  abolishes 
this  last-mentioned  court  and  confers  the  jurisdiction  exercised  by  it 
upon  the  Courts  of  First  Instance.  It  creates  thirty-two  judicial 
districts  instead  of  the  eighteen  now  existing,  making  a  district  of 
each  province,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  districts  which  are  com- 
posed of  two  provinces. 

Your  committee,  while  not  objecting  in  principle  to  the  judges  of 
the  Courts  of  First  Instance  exercising  the  jurisdiction  now  con- 
ferred upon  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  and  the  suppression  of 
this  last-named  tribunal,  fears  nevertheless  that  in  practice  serious 
objections  would  be  found  to  this  system.  The  Philippine  Commis- 
sion in  creating  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  as  a  special  tribunal 
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undoubtedly  had  such  objections  in  m,ind,  otherwise  there  would  have 
been  no  reason  for  the  creation  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration. 

A  change  of  such  importance  should  have  more  careful  considera- 
tion than  the  short  time  at  the  disposal  of  your  committee  and  the 
many  other  matters  pressing  for  attention  will  permit.  Aside  from 
this  fact,  and  even  if  there  were  no  objections  to  the  suppression  of 
the  Court  of  Land  Registration  and  the  conferring  of  its  jurisdiction 
upon  the  Courts  of  First  Instance,  the  following  objections  are  found 
to  the  Assembly  bill: 

There  are  now  a  number  of  provinces,  such  as  Iloilo,  Cebu,  Oc- 
cidental Negros,  and  Pangasinan,  in  which  the  business  of  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  is  so  great  that  the  time  of  the  judge  is  completely 
occupied,  and  it  would  be  by  no  means  possible  for  one  judge  in  these 
provinces  to  attend  to  the  work  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  and  to 
matters  now  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Land 
Registration.  In  the  Assembly  bill  no  remedy  for  this  state  of 
affairs  ic  provided,  since  section  4  of  the  bill  definitely  provides  that 
no  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  one  district  may  be 
designated  to  act  anywhere  else.  This  section  4  provides  that  in 
case  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  incapacity  of  the  judge  of  a  district 
to  hold  court  in  his  province,  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  capital 
of  the  province  shall  act  in  his  stead.  This  substitution  does  not 
refer  to  cases  where  the  judge  not  being  absent,  sick,  or  incapacitated 
to  act,  nevertheless  needs  the  assistance  of  another  judge  to  handle 
the  work.  This  objection  would  be  encountered  also  in  provinces  in 
which  the  judge  could  ordinarily  attend  to  the  work  both  of  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  and  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  in  case  of  the 
passage  of  the  Cadastral  Law.  Cases  of  this  character  occupy  the 
attention  of  the  judge  for  months,  during  which  time  the  ordinary 
matters  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  would  necessarily  be 
abandoned. 

On  the  other  hand  many  districts  are  composed  of  provinces  in 
which  the  cases  in  the  Court  of  First  Instance  and  in  the  Court  of 
Land  Registration  scarcely  take  up  the  judge's  time  for  half  the 
year. 

For  example,  the  Province  of  Antique  forms  a  district.  Under 
the  present  law  the  judge  of  the  Tenth  District  holds  court  in 
Antique  during  the  months  of  March  and  October  of  each  year,  and 
these  two  months  are  sufficient  to  attend  to  all  matters  in  that 
province.  According  to  the  statistics  of  the  Court  of  Land  Regis- 
tration from  1903  to  1909,  inclusive,  only  eight  applications  for 
registration  of  land  were  made  in  that  province,  or  an  average  of 
one  and  one-seventh  cases  a  year. 

Oriental  Negros  also  forms  one  district.  In  this  province  two 
terms  of  court  are  held  each  year.  Each  term  lasts  about  a  month. 
During   the   seven   years    since   the   organization    of  the    Court   of 
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Land  Registration,  there  have  been  forty-nine  land  registration 
cases  in  that  province,  or  at  the  rate  of  sewen  a  year. 

In  Isabela  the  Court  of  First  Instance  also  holds  two  terms  a 
year,  which  together  last  not  more  than  four  months.  The  num- 
ber of  land  registration  cases  in  this  province  during  the  seven 
years  was  thirty-four,  or  at  the  rate  of  five  cases  a  year. 

The  two  provinces  of  llocos  Norte  and  llocos  Sur  now  form  one 
district.  Under  the  proposed  law  each  of  these  provinces  would 
form  a  district.  In  llocos  Norte  in  seven  years  there  have  been 
only  sixty-six  land  registration  cases,  and  in  llocos  Sur  forty-two, 
a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eight  cases,  or  a  little  more  than  fifteen 
cases  a  year  in  the  two  provinces. 

The  Province  of  Capiz  also  forms  a  district.  The  terms  of  the 
Court  of  First  Instance  in  this  province,  including  Romblon,  last 
not  more  than  four  months  each  year.  There  have  been  in  this 
province  twenty-nine  land  registration  cases,  or  at  the  rate  of  four 
cases  a  year.     The  same  might  be  said  of  still  other  provinces. 

This  bill  provides  that  in  case  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  inca- 
pacity of  the  judge,  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  capital  of  the 
province  shall  act  in  his  stead.  Your  committee  believes  that  with 
the  salary  attached  to  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  of  provincial 
capitals,  the  services  of  lawryers  of  sufficient  ability  to  act  as  judge 
of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  in  the  cases  mentioned  can  not  be 
had. 

The  law  provides  that  the  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance 
shall  exercise  all  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Land  Registration,  except  those  which  are  by  another  Act  conferred 
upon  the  "Land  Registration  Bureau."  In  Assembly  Bill  No.  994, 
which  creates  a  "Land  Registration  Bureau,"  to  which  the  above- 
mentioned  provision  undoubtedly  refers,  it  is  provided:  "That  the 
Director  of  the  Land  Registration  Bureau  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  and  functions  which  by  the  Land  Registration  Act  are  in- 
vested in  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  except  those 
which  are  conferred  upon  the  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance." 
This  demonstrates  that  it  was  found  impossible  to  segregate  the 
duties  of  the  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  from  those  of 
the  Director  of  the  Land  Registration  Bureau  with  respect  to  regis- 
tration matters;  which  goes  to  show  the  difficulties  encountered 
in  the  suppression  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration. 

At  the  first  blush  it  appears  that  this  bill  would  entail  no  great 
amount  of  additional  expense,  since  the  difference  between  the  pres- 
ent salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  and  of 
the  Court  of  Land  Registration  and  the  salaries  assigned  to  the 
judges  in  the  proposed  Act  is  only  twenty-three  thousand  pesos, 
and  that  a  large  part  of  this  amount  would  be  set  off  by  the  sav- 
ing in  traveling  expenses.  But  when  it  is  considered  that  this  bill 
allows  the  salaries  of  the  present  judges  to  stand,  the  real  difference 
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is  found  to  be  forty-two  thousand  pesos;  that  is  to  say,  the  amount 
represented  by  the  salaries  of  the  six  additional  judges  at  seven 
thousand  pesos  per  annum  each.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  more- 
over, that  while  abolishing  the  Court  of  Land  Registration,  and 
giving  a  greater  .amount  of  work  to  the  judges  of  the  Courts  of 
First  Instance,  the  personnel  of  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  is  not 
increased,  except  that  the  Attorney- General  is  authorized  to  assign 
to  each  district  such  number  of  the  employees  of  the  Court  of  Land 
Registration  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  Granting  that  with  the 
additional  six  judges  a  greater  number  of  cases  would  be  disposed 
of,  the  personnel  would  not  be  sufficient,  and  undoubtedly  many 
of  the  present  employees  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  would 
be  needed  for  the  Land  Registration  Bureau  created  by  Assembly 
Bill  No.  994. 

Even  supposing  there  were  no  objections  to  the  abolishing  of  the 
Court  of  Land  Registration  and  to  the  judges  of  the  Courts  of  First 
Instance  trying  the  cases  now  assigned  to  that  court,  and  endeavoring 
to  utilize  the  services  of  an  equal  number  of  judges  as  that  provided 
for  in  the  Assembly  bill,  a  better  distribution  of  the  districts  should 
be  made,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  at  least  six  judges  at  large 
to  act  in  place  of  judges  who  are  absent,  sick,  or  incapacitated,  and 
to  assist  those  judges  in  whose  districts  the  work  is  so  great  that  it 
can  not  be  disposed  of  by  only  one  judge. 

All  this  requires  a  more  minute  study  of  the  statistical  data,  and 
a  more  careful  consideration  than  is  permitted  by  the  time  now 
remaining  of  this  session  of  the  Legislature.  And  further,  there 
is  no  reason  whatever  why  the  bill  should  be  passed  at  this  session 
of  the  Legislature,  since  the  bill  itself  provides  that  it  is  not  to 
take  effect  until  the  1st  of  July,  1913.  During  the  interval  between 
this  and  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  there  will  be  time  to 
carefully  study  the  matter,  and  it  can  be  taken  up  for  consideration 
at  the  next  session.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  994,  entitled  "An  Act  creating 
the   Bureau   of   Land    Registration,    and   for   other   purposes/'   has 
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examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Com- 
mission with  the  following  recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  consideration  of  this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

This  bill  is  open  to  the  serious  objection  that  it  seeks  to  create 
a  bureau  dependent  on  the  Courts  of  First  Instance  and  at  the 
same  time  under  the  executive  control  of  the  Governor-General. 
It  is  open  to  the  further  objection  which  might  arise  by  reason  of 
the  provision  in  said  bill  that  all  officers  and  employees  now  in  the 
Bureau  of  Lands  engaged  in  the  survey  of  lands  and  the  verifying 
of  plans  be  transferred  to  the  Land  Registration  Bureau,  thus 
depriving  the  Bureau  of  Lands  of  the  personnel  necessary  for  the 
work  of  that  bureau,  which  work  according  to  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  July  1,  1902,  and  Act  No.  926  of  the  Philippine  Commission, 
must  be  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

Moreover,  this  bill  is  intimately  related  to  and  is  contingent 
upon  the  passage  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  931,  the  consideration  of 
which  your  committee  has  recommended  be   indefinitely   postponed.

The  President  expressed  himself  as  in  favor  of  the  gen- 
eral object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  these  bills  which 
are  now  being  postponed,  viz:  The  extension  of  the  cadas- 
tral surveys,  with  a  reservation,  however,  as  to  the  form, 
of  which  he  utterly  disapproved. 

[Committee  Report  No.  477.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February 
3,  1912,  the  Assembly  amendment  to  Commission  Bill  No.  124,  en- 
titled "An  Act  providing  certain  special  proceedings  for  the  settle- 
ment and  adjudication  of  land  titles,"  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  viz: 

That  the  Commission  disagree  to  the  amendment  of  the  Assembly 
and  ask  a  conference  with  the  Assembly  thereon. 

It  is  difficult  for  your  committee  to  write  a  report  on  this  im- 
portant bill  without  first  knowing  the  fate  of  Assembly  Bill  No. 
931,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Courts 
of  First  Instance,"  and  of  Assembly  Bill  No.  994,  entitled  "An  Act 
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creating  the  Bureau  of  Land  Registration,  and  for  other  purposes," 
as  these  two  bills  are  so  intimately  related  to  the  bill  under  dis- 
cussion that  the  three  should  really  be  covered  by  one  report.  The 
two  bills  above  mentioned  provide  for  the  abolition  of  the  Court 
of  Land  Registration  and  the  creation  of  a  new  bureau  to  which 
is  transferred  the  entire  surveying,  drafting,  and  computing  force 
of  the  Bureau  of  Lands.  In  order  to  achieve  this  result  it  would 
be  necessary  to  amend  sections  nine,  seventeen,  twenty-nine,  thirty- 
four,  thirty-six,  forty-three,  fifty-eight,  sixty-five,  and  seventy  of 
the  Public  Land  Act. 

The  Legislature  is  powerless  to  do  this  of  itself  and  can  only 
pass  such  amendments  as  it  may  desire  to  make,  submitting  them 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  his  approval  and  to 
Congress  for  its  action,  approval  by  the  President  and  approval 
by  Congress,  or  failure  of  that  body  to  act  in  one  session,  being 
necessary   in   order   that   the   amendments   may   become   law. 

It  would  furthermore  be  necessary  to  ask  Congress  to  amend  the 
Organic  Act  passed  by  it  on  July  1,  1902.  Assembly  Bill  No.  994 
explicitly  repeals  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  its 
provisions.  Sections  thirty-seven,  forty,  and  forty-six  of  the  Or- 
ganic Act  would  be  included  in  this  list.  The  Legislature  is,  of 
course,  powerless  to  repeal  them  by  direct  action,  nor  can  it  ac- 
complish this  indirectly  by  passing  a  law  repealing  them  and  await- 
ing congressional  action  thereon.  Any  such  law  would  be  void  and 
without  effect. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  if  it  is  desired  to  pass  this  series 
of  bills  there  is  abundant  time  in  which  to  consider  the  proposed 
Cadastral  Bill,  as  essential  provisions  thereof  could  not  be  passed 
and  other  essential  provisions  could  not  become  effective  without 
prior  congressional  action. 

The  transfer  of  all  survey  work  from  the  Bureau  of  Lands, 
which  is  at  present  performing  it  efficiently,  to  a  new  bureau  not 
even  under  the  executive  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  which  the  Bureau  of  Lands  belongs,  would  be  an  extraor- 
dinary thing  from  an  administrative  point  of  view  and  would 
clearly  be  out  of  line  with  the  policy  which  Congress  had  in  mind 
in  passing  the  Organic  Act.  As  it  would  furthermore  involve  heavy 
increased  expense,  it  would  seem  that  favorable  action  on  the  part 
of  Congress  could  hardly  be  anticipated  unless  a  strong  reason  could 
be  shown  for  such  an  unusual  arrangement.  Your  committee  knows 
of  no  such  reason. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  under  the  proposed  Act 
the  right  of  private  surveyors  to  make  surveys  of  land  for  registra- 
tion is  unlimited  if  they  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
which  makes  no  provision  whatever  as  to  their  qualifications.  Such 
a  provision  enacted  into  law  would  result  in  the  making  of  these 
important  surveys  by  persons  absolutely  ignorant  of  surveying,  and 
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would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  result  in  an  amount  of 
harm  to  land  titles  in  the  Philippines  which  would  more  than 
balance  any  good  that  might  be  accomplished  under  the  proposed  Act. 

Not  only  is  the  proposed  Act  wrong  in  principle,  as  above  set 
forth,  but  many  of  the  remaining  carefully  considered  provisions 
of  the  Cadastral  Bill  passed  by  the  Commission  have  been  so  shot 
to  pieces  that  the  bill  in  its  proposed  form  is  unworkable,  such  an 
important  matter  as  reimbursement  for  the  work  performed  having 
been  entirely  overlooked  or  left  out  of  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  matter  and  of  the  short  time 
remaining,  your  committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  comment 
on  and  list  of  changes  made  by  the  proposed  bill: 

Section  1:  In  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  Commission  the  initiative 
was  entirely  with  the  Governor-General.  The  Assembly  bill  changes 
this  and  places  the  initiative  with  the  municipal  councils  or  property 
owners  representing  two-thirds  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land 
within  the  municipality.  The  Commission  bill  provided  that  the 
Governor- General,  of  his  own  initiative,  may  order  the  Director 
of  Lands  to  make  necessary  surveys,  whereas  the  Assembly  bill 
provides  that  the  petition  of  the  municipal  council  or  the  property 
owners,  as  the  case  might  be,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  judge  of 
the  Court  of  First  Instance  of  the  province  in  which  the  munic- 
ipality is  located,  and  that  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance 
should  certify  said  petition  to  the  Governor- General.  There  is  no 
particular  objection  to  that  part  of  the  Assembly  bill  providing 
for  the  petition  of  the  municipal  council  or  the  property  owners. 
There  is  no  apparent  reason  why  the  petition  should  be  directed 
to  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance  and  by  him  transmitted 
to  the  Governor-General.  No  provision  is  made  for  recommenda- 
tion or  nonapproval  of  the  judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance, 
and  he  is  therefore  nothing  more  than   a   forwarding   agent. 

That  part  of  section  1  of  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  Commis- 
sion providing  for  notice  to  be  issued  by  the  Director  of  Lands  for 
publication  in  the  Official  Gazette  and  posting  in  the  municipality 
is  omitted  in  the  Assembly  bill. 

Section  2  of  the  Commission  bill  providing  for  notice  to  the 
property  owners  to  be  issued  by  the  surveyor  is  also  omitted. 

Section  3  of  the  Commission  bill  referring  to  the  lands  surveyed 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  Act  is  omitted. 

Section  4  of  the  Commission  bill  empowering  the  surveyors  to 
enter  upon  any  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  cadastral  surveys  is 
omitted  in  the  Assembly  bill. 

The  second  paragraph  of  section  1  of  the  Assembly  bill  provides 
that  the  Attorney- General  shall  file  the  application  with  the  court. 
The  Coimmission  bill  provides  that  the  Attorney-General  shall  file 
the  petition  as  the   representative  of  the   Director  of  Lands,  thus 
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giving  the  Director  of  Lands  the  opportunity  to  intervene  and  pro- 
tect the  public  lands. 

The  proviso  in  paragraph  2,  section  1,  of  the  Assembly  bill  pro- 
vides in  substance  that  the  judge  may  dismiss  the  application  with 
reference  to  any  of  the  parcels  of  land  described  in  said  applica- 
tion without  prejudice  to  the  claimant  filing  an  application  for 
registration  at  a  later  date,  providing  the  land  has  not  in  the  mean- 
time been  decreed  in  the  name  of  some  other  individual.  This 
defeats  one  of  the  main  objects  of  the  Cadastral  Bill,  namely,  the 
definite  location  of  public  lands.  The  adoption  of  this  provision 
would  not  clear  matters  in  the  least  as  regards  the  administration 
and  disposition  of  public  lands  in  the  Islands,  as  the  proviso  is 
specific  on  this  point,  stating  that  such  dismissal  shall  not  be  reason 
to  deprive  said  applicant  of  the  possession  of  the  land  claimed 
by  him. 

Section  2:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  new  and  is  en- 
tirely unnecessary.  It  can  not  be  understood  why  the  Philippine 
Islands  should  be  divided  into  two  zones,  and  such  a  course  with  the 
attendant  restriction  as  to  distribution  of  surveyors,  would  need- 
lessly hamper  the  surveying  work. 

As  regards  the  twenty-five  surveyors  authorized  by  said  section 
2  of  the  Assembly  bill,  the  Bureau  of  Lands  has  approximately  one 
hundred  and  sixty  surveyors,  of  whom  forty  are  occupied  on  the 
Cebu  and  Iloilo  cadastral  projects.  For  the  purpose  of  economy 
in  executing  cadastral  surveys  there  should  be  not  less  than  ten 
surveyors  to  each  party.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  not  more  than 
two  projects  could  be  under  way  at  the  same  time.  It  would  consume 
approximately  three  hundred  years  to  make  a  cadastral  survey  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  with  twenty-five  surveyors.  It  is  therefore 
to  be  inferred  that  it  is  planned  to  have  private  surveyors  do  most 
of  the  work. 

Section  3:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  relates  to  the  petition 
and  plan  to  be  filed  and  contains  approximately  the  same  matter  as 
section  five  of  the  Commission  bill,  the  exceptions  being  as  follows: 

First.  In  line  4,  section  6,  Assembly  bill,  beginning  with  the  words 
"ó  por  agrimensores,"  it  is  provided  that  private  surveyors  may 
make  cadastral  surveys  if  the  property  owners  or  claimants  so  desire, 
Cadastral  surveys  should  be  executed  by  the  Government  under  all 
circumstances. 

Second.  It  is  provided  that  the  Land  Registration  Office  may  in  its 
discretion  accept  plans  made  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  this  proposed 
law. 

Third.  The  Assembly  bill  also  provides  for  the  placing  of  monu- 
ments on  the  lots. 

Fourth.  The  Assembly  bill  omits  that  proviso  of  section  5  of  the 
Commission  bill  relating  to  block  and  lot  numbers  within  cities  or 
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town  sites.  This  is  very  necessary  for  more  clearly  describing  sub- 
divisions in  cities  and  town  sites. 

The  last  sentence  of  section  3  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as 
section  6  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  that  the  titles 
"Director  of  the  Office  of  Registration"  and  "Judge  of  the  Court  of 
First  Instance"  are  used  instead  of  "Director  of  Lands"  and  "Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration." 

That  part  of  section  6  of  the  Commission  bill  relating  to  subdi- 
visions of  additions  to  cities  or  town  sites  is  omitted  in  the  Assembly 
bill.  Also  the  provision  of  the  Commission  bill  stating  that  all  sub- 
divisions shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  sections  44  and  58  of 
Act  No.  496  is  omitted. 

Section  4:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 

7  of  the  Commission  bill,  except  for  the  changing  of  titles  "Director 
of  Land  Registration"  and  "Judge  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance" 
for  "Director  of  Lands"  and  "Judge  of  the  Court  of  Land  Regis- 
tration." 

Section  5:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 

8  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  that  the  proof  of  service 
of  notices  as  required  in  section  32  of  Act  No.  496  has  been  added. 
This  addition  is  of  no  particular  importance,  as  the  matter  is  already 
covered  in  existing  law. 

Section  6:  Section  6  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 

9  of  the  Commission  bill  with  the  addition  of  that  part  of  section 
17  of  the  Commission  bill  reading  as  follows:  "Nor  shall  any  fee  be 
required  for  the  filing  of  an  answer  under  section  nine  of  this  Act." 

Section  7:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  treats  of  the  same 
matter  as  does  section  ten  of  the  Commission  bill.  A  remarkable 
change,  however,  is  made  in  the  procedure:  (1)  The  president  of 
the  Municipal  Board  of  Manila  has  been  inserted  after  the  word 
"provincial  governor;"  (2)  the  proviso  in  the  original  bill  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  court  in  its  discretion  might  detail  any  of  its  em- 
ployees, and  in  the  case  of  the  failure  of  the  provincial  governor 
to  make  suitable  provision  for  the  assistance  of  the  defendants  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  might,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice,  employ  for 
such  purpose  the  necessary  personnel  to  be  paid  out  of  the  pro- 
vincial funds.  The  Assembly's  proviso  is  to  the  effect  that  in  case 
the  provincial  governor  or  the  president  of  the  Municipal  Board 
should  fail  to  appoint  such  employee  the  provincial  governor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  provincial  board,  or  the  president  of  the  Munic- 
ipal Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Municipal  Board,  could  employ 
temporarily  a  practicing  lawyer  of  the  locality  or  province,  and 
that  said  lawyer  would  be  entitled  to  a  per  diem  of  not  to  exceed 
thirty  pesos  for  the  actual  time  employed.  There  is  hardly  any 
necessity  to  present  proofs  of  the  inadvisability  of  the  acceptance  of 
the  proviso  in  question  as  submitted  by  the  Assembly.     Either  the 
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proviso  of  the  Commission  bill  should  be  allowed  to  stand  or  the  per 
diem  of  the  Assembly  bill  reduced  to  not  to  exceed  i*10  per  day.  The 
work  in  connection  with  the  assistance  of  the  defendants  in  these 
cases  is  not  such  as  to  require  the  services  of  a  high-priced  attorney. 
It  is  hardly  to  be  presumed  that  all  the  judges  would  work  with  the 
same  alacrity  as  have  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration 
of  the  past.  The  judges  of  the  Court  of  Land  Registration  have 
disposed  of  sixty  or  more  cases  per  day. 

Section  7:  The  second  paragraph  of  section  7  of  the  Assembly  bill 
is  new  matter  and  provides  for  the  division  of  costs  in  the  payment 
of  attorneys  provided  for  in  the  preceding  paragraph  of  the  proviso. 

Section  8:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 
11  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  of  the  change  of  titles 
based  upon  the  supposed  reorganization  of  the  courts*  and  land  regis- 
tration offices. 

Section  12  of  the  Commission  bill  is  omitted  from  the  Assembly 
bill.     This  section  is  important  and  should  not  be  omitted. 

Sections  9,  10,  11,  and  12:  These  sections  of  the  Assembly  bill 
correspond  to  sections  13,  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Commission  bill. 

Section  17  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  of  that  part 
permitting  the  filing  of  answers  without  payment  of  fee,  is  changed, 
and  instead  of  the  remission  of  fee  for  assurance  fund  as  provided 
in  the  Commission  bill,  the  Assembly  bill  in  section  13  provides  for 
the  collection  of  this  fee.  This  has  its  advantages  but  slightly  in- 
creases the  cost. 

Section  13 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 

18  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  addition  of  that  part  relating  to 
the  fees  to  be  collected  for  the  assurance  fund. 

Section  14 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  corresponds  to  section 

19  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  omis- 
sions : 

First.  That  part  of  the  Commission  bill  relative  to  the  payment  by 
the  provincial  board  of  the  share  of  costs  when  municipalities  are  too 
poor  to  stand  the  expense. 

Second.  That  part  of  the  Commission  bill  exempting  properties 
previously  surveyed  or  registered. 

Third.  That  part  of  the  Commission  bill  providing  for  the  reim- 
bursement of  expenditures  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Lands. 

It  is  not  understood  why  the  first  exception  was  made.  As  regards 
the  second  exception  where  property  owners  have  incurred  the  expense 
of  survey  and  registration  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  again  assess 
them  for  any  part  of  the  costs  of  the  cadastral  survey  and  registration. 
Unless  an  enormous  appropriation  is  made,  there  is  no  way  by  which 
the  purpose  of  this  Act  could  be  accomplished.  There  certainly  must 
be  money  available  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  unless  the  provision 
for  reimbursement  contained  in  the  Commission  bill  is  adopted  or  a 
larger  appropriation  made,  the  Act  would  be  without  effect. 
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Section  15 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  the  same  as  section 
20  of  the  Commission  bill,  except  that  a  proviso  is  added  relative  to 
other  suits  pending  in  the  courts  in  connection  with  the  land  in 
question.     This  addition  is  not  objectionable. 

Sections  16  and  17 :  These  sections  of  the  Assembly  bill  correspond 
to  sections  21  and  22  of  the  Commission  bill. 

Section  18 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  corresponds  to  section 
23  of  the  Commission  bill  with  the  addition  relative  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  report  of  the  commissioners  and  an  appeal  therefrom  in  case 
said  report  of  commissioners  is  not  accepted  in  full.  This  addition 
would  appear  to  be  unnecessary,  as  sufficient  provision  is  made  for 
the  rendering  of  judgment  on  reports  of  commissioners  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure. 

Sections  19  and  20:  These  sections  of  the  Assembly  bill  correspond 
to  sections  24  and  25  of  the  Commission  bill.  The  word  "quince" 
in  the  last  sentence  of  section  20  should  be  changed  to  read  "catorce." 

Section  21 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  corresponds  to  section 

26  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  that  the  third  proviso 
of  the  Commission  bill  relative  to  the  nonmodification  of  the  existing 
law  relative  to  heirs  or  devisees  is  omitted. 

Section  22 :  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  corresponds  to  section 

27  of  the  Commission  bill,  with  the  exception  that  the  word  "juzgado" 
in  the  Assembly  bill  is  to  be  interpreted  as  Court  of  First  Instance, 
whereas  the  word  "court"  in  the  Commission  bill  is  to  be  interpreted 
as  meaning  the  Court  of  Land  Registration. 

Section  23:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  is  new  and  refers 
to  the  repealing  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  one  under  discussion. 

Section  24:  This  section  of  the  Assembly  bill  provides  that  this 
Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  January,  1913,  whereas  section  29 
of  the  Commission  bill  provides  that  same  shall  take  effect  upon 
passage.  Furthermore  Assembly  bill  No.  931,  without  which  this 
law  is  unworkable,  does  not  take  effect  until  six  months  later. 

The  above  comment  makes  it  evident  that  there  are  few,  if  any, 
advantages  attained  by  the  changes  made  in  the  proposed  bill  and  that 
the  remedying  of  its  very  numerous  changes  involves  rewriting  the 
bill  in  substantially  the  form  the  Cadastral  Bill  originally  passed.

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendment  of  the  Commission  to  Assembly  Bill  No. 
837,  entitled  "An  Act  creating  a  commission  to  secure,  organize,  and 
make  an  exhibit  of  Philippine  products,  manufactures,  art,  ethnology, 
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and  education  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  to  be 
held  at  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  United  States,  in  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,"  having  met,  after  full  and  free  conference 
have  agreed  to  recommend  and  do  recommend  to  their  respective 
Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Commission  amend  section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  organizing,  and  making 
an  exhibit  of  the  products,  manufactures,  arts,  ethnology,  education, 
and  customs  and  habits  of  the  country,  the  Governor-General,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Commission,  shall  appoint  a  board  to 
be  known  as  Philippine  Board  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition,  hereinafter  designated  the  Board,  and  to  consist  of  three 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  in  his  appointment  as 
president.  The  president  of  the  Board  shall  receive 'an  annual  salary 
of  ten  thousand  pesos  Philippine  currency,  and  the  other  members 
an  annual  salary  of  eight  thousand  pesos  Philippine  currency,  each. 
The  Board  shall  have  a  secretary  appointed  by  the  Governor-General, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Commission,  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  eight  thousand  pesos  Philippine  currency.  On 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  one  of  the  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  designated  as 
Director-General  and  shall  receive  additional  compensation  at  the 
rate  of  two  thousand  pesos  Philippine  currency  per  annum.  Any 
two  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

"The  Board  shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  of  Manila,  for  which 
purpose  the  Governor- General  shall  assign  to  it  one  of  the  buildings 
available,  and  shall  adopt  rules  for  its  meetings  and  the  transaction 
of  its  business." 
and  that  as  so  amended  the  Assembly  concur  therein. 

That  the  Commission  amend  section  12  of  its  amendment  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "Until  such  time  as  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  exposition  shall  necessitate  the  whole  time  of  the  officers  or 
employees  provided  for  in  this  Act"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "Until  such  time  as  the  work  in  connection  with  the  exposi- 
tion shall  necessitate  the  whole  time  of  the  directors,  officers  or 
employees  provided  for  in  this  Act,"  and  that  as  so  amended  the 
Assembly  concur  therein. 

That  the  Assembly  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the  amendment 
of  the  Commission  in  all  other  respects  and  concur  therein.

Section  6,  strike  out  the  words  "Director  of  Public  Works  or  his 
authorized  subordinate"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "mu- 
nicipal council;"  and  strike  out  the  words  "Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Police"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "provincial  board."

Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  divert  and  utilize 
certain  waters  of  the  Pagsipi  River,  in  the  municipality  of  Lucban, 
Province  of  Tayabas,  for  the  purpose  of  generating  power  for  the 
maintenance  of  an  electric  light,  heat  and  power  system,  and  to 
install,  operate  and  maintain  an  electric  light,  heat  and  power  supply 
system  in  the  municipality  of  Lucban,  Province  of  Tayabas,  and 
the  Governor-General  is  hereby  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  offer  for  public  bidding  the  fran- 
chise set  forth  in  this  Act,  and  to  grant  said  franchise  to  the  best 
bidder  upon  such  terms  as  to  the  percentage  of  gross  earnings  paid

CONFERENCE  REPORT  NO.   42. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendment  of  the  Commission  to  Assembly  Bill  No. 
611,  entitled  "The  Irrigation  Act,"  having  met,  after  full  and  free 
conference  have  agreed  to  recommend  and  do  recommend  to  their 
respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  both  Houses  agree  to  the  bill  as  it  appears  in  the  printed 
copy  attached  hereto  and  marked  "Exhibit  A"  with  the  following 
amendment : 

Amend  section  2  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  The  power  to  grant  appropriations  of  public  waters  is 
hereby  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  law,  upon  the  recommendation  and 
approval  of  the  irrigation  council  hereinafter  created. 

"There  is  hereby  created  an  Irrigation  Council  which  shall  consist 
of  five  members  as  follows:  The  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police, 
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who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  thereof;  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Agriculture  of  the  Philippine  Assembly;  the  Director  of 
Public  Works;  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Works  of 
the  Philippine  Assembly;  and  one  agriculturist  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor-General,  who  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  fifteen  pesos 
for  each  session  of  the  council  which  he  actually  attends:  Provided, 
That  the  officers  already  receiving  a  salary  or  per  diem  from  the 
Government  shall  serve  without  additional  remuneration:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  when  the  Philippine  Assembly  is  not  organized, 
or  is  without  officers,  the  persons  who  held  the  offices  of  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Works  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  session  shall  continue 
in  office  as  members  of  the  Irrigation  Council  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified. 

"The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  investigation  for  and  construction  of  irrigation  systems  by 
the  Government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  are  prescribed  herein. 

"The  Chief  Irrigation  Engineer  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  stated  in  his  appointment,  be  charged  with  those 
of  the  superintendent  of  irrigation  as  provided  in  Act  Numbered 
Eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four." 

Amend  section  3  by  placing  the  present  clause  lettered  (e)  before 
the  present  clause  lettered   (d) ,  relettering  the  clauses  accordingly. 

Strike  out  in  the  third  paragraph  of  section  9  the  words  "upon 
receipt  of  the  recording  fee,  which  fee  shall  be  three  pesos,  and  be 
paid  by  the  appropriator." 

Substitute  for  section  13  the  following: 

"Sec.  13.  In  the  event  of  the  appropriator s  not  organizing  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  section,  the 
system  shall  be  temporarily  administered  under  this  Act  as  follows: 

"(a)  By  the  municipal  council,  when  the  system  affects  one  mu- 
nicipality alone; 

"(6)  By  the  provincial  board,  when  it  affects  two  or  more  munic- 
ipalities of  a  province; 

"(c)  By  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  when  it  affects  two  or 
more  provinces. 

"The  regulations  issued  for  the  administration,  use,  and  distri- 
bution of  waters  shall  be  previously  approved  by  the  Irrigation 
Council  and  in  the  preparation  of  these  regulations  all  the  persons 
interested  shall  be  given  a  hearing. 

"The  cost  of  this  service  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  crops,  in  the  first 
place,  and  in  the  second  place  upon  the  land  of  the  water  users  and 
ditch  owners,  in  accordance  with  the  distribution  thereof,  as  shown  by 
the  accounts  of  the  municipal  council,  the  provincial  board,  or  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  which  distribution  shall  be  based  upon  the 
quantity  of  water  consumed  by  each  appropriator  or  ditch  owner,  in 
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proportion  to  the  total  quantity  delivered  to  all:  Provided,  however-, 
That  the  funds  necessary  to  defray  the  administration  expenses  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  each  agricultural  year  (the  period  intervening 
between  the  beginning  of  the  planting  and  the  completion  of  the 
harvesting  of  the  crops),  in  accordance  with  the  appropriation,  shall 
be  advanced  by  the  municipality  or  the  province  out  of  their  funds, 
or  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  out  of  the  irrigation  fund,  and 
shall  be  reimbursed  at  the  end  of  each  year  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  centum:  And  provided  further.  That  in  the  event 
of  the  municipalities  or  provincial  board  being  without  funds  to 
cover  these  expenses  the  administration  of  such  systems  shall  be 
given  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  for  such  time  as  the  funds 
advanced  to  meet  said  expenses  are  paid  from  the  Insular  Treasury. 

"The  municipal  and  provincial  treasurers  shall,  in  the  performance 
of  their  official  duties,  collect  the  charges  for  administration  expenses 
for  each  year  upon  the  completion  of  each  harvest,  acting  in  this 
respect  as  delegates  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.  Such  lien 
shall  have  preference  over  all  other  liens  except  that  for  taxes  on  the 
land  and  any  mortgage  lien  in  favor  of  the  Philippine  Agricultural 
Bank,  and  such  preferred  lien  shall  not  be  removed  until  all  charges 
are  paid  or  the  property  is  sold  for  payment  thereof.  Within  one 
year  after  default  of  payment  on  an  installment  payable  on  any 
parcel  of  land,  the  municipal  president,  the  provincial  governor  or 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  Court 
of  First  Instance  of  the  District  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  a 
list  of  all  lands  upon  which  default  has  been  made.  The  clerk  of  the 
court  shall  thereupon  publish  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  summons  in  a  civil  action,  a  list  of  the  lands  so  filed 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  accompanied  by  a  notice  requiring 
the  owners  to  file  an  answer  thereto  within  thirty  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  publication. 

"Upon  the  filing  of  an  answer  by  the  person  interested,  the  action 
in  respect  to  such  person  shall  proceed  to  judgment,  as  provided  for 
other  actions  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Upon  termination 
of  such  thirty  days,  judgment  shall  be  entered  against  such  persons 
as  have  not  answered,  and  their  lands,  or  the  portion  thereof 
deemed  necessary,  shall  be  sold,  after  ten  days'  public  notice,  at 
public  auctibn  by  the  sheriff  to  satisfy  such  preferred  lien. 

"Any  excess  over  the  amount  of  said  lien  and  the  cost  of  such 
procedure  shall  be  returned  to  the  interested  person,  who  shall  have 
one  year  thereafter  to  redeem  his  land  by  payment  of  the  amount 
of  the  judgment,  and  costs  with  interest  at  six  per  centum:  Provided, 
however,  That  in  the  event  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  being  so 
exceptionally  high  in  any  year  that  it  exceeds  fifty  per  centum  of  the 
net  profits,  such  exceptional  cost  shall  be  distributed  in  an  equitable 
manner,  over  two  or  more  years,  but  not  more  than  ñve:  And 
provided  further,  That  in  the  cases  in  which  a  crop  is  unharvested 
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at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  lien,  the  execution  shall  be 
levied  first  on  said  crop. 

"In  the  preparation  of  the  regulations  mentioned  in  this  and  the 
next  preceding  section,  the  customs  and  usages  of  each  locality  shall 
be  taken  into  consideration,  and  in  these  regulations  one  day  of  the 
year  shall  be  fixed  for  a  meeting  of  ail  the  persons  interested  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  an  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  next 
succeeding  year." 

Insert  after  the  word  "person,"  in  the  first  line  of  section  14, 
the  word  "hereafter." 

Add  after  the  word  "appropriation,"  at  the  end  of  the  second 
paragraph  of  section  15,  the  words  "and  shall  besides  be  published 
once  a  week  by  means  of  bandillos  or  public  criers." 

Substitute  for  section  16  the  following: 

"Sec.  16.  If  there  is  no  unappropriated  water  in  the  source  of 
supply,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  through  the  Director 
of  Public  Works,  shall  deny  the  application  in  writing,  a  record 
thereof  being  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  return  the  application 
so  denied  to  the  applicant,  who  shall  not  prosecute  any  work  under 
his  application.  If  the  applicant  shall  perform  any  work  under  his 
application  he  shall  be  guilty  of  and  punished  for  a  misdemeanor. 

"If  the  source  of  supply  be  a  navigable  stream,  the  application 
must  be  referred  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  the  Director 
of  Navigation,  who  shall  return  the  application  with  his  recom- 
mendation thereon. 

"If  there  is  unappropriated  water  in  the  source  of  supply  named 
and  the  appropriation  is  not  detrimental  to  the  public,  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce  and  Police,  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  shall 
approve  the  application,  indorse  such  approval  upon  the  application, 
a  record  of  such  approval  and  indorsement  being  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  and  shall  return  the  application 
so  indorsed  to  the  applicant,  who  shall,  on  receipt  thereof,  be  author- 
ized to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  perfect  such  appro- 
priation: Provided,  however,  That  in  case  there  is  an  insufficient 
supply  for  the  total  amount  of  water  applied  for,  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Police,  through  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  may 
approve  an  application  for  a  less  amount  of  water."

"Section  1.  Every  owner  of  agricultural  land  uncultivated  during 
the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  Act,  who 
shall  satisfactorily  demonstrate  to  the  municipal  council  of  the 
municipality  in  which  the  land  is  situated  that  such  land  has  been 
planted  to  rice  or  corn  and  cultivated  for  one  year  prior  to  the 
calendar  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  be  entitled  to 
reimbursement  for  the  tax  paid  by  him  for  such  year  on  such  land 
or  any  portion  thereof  so  cultivated:  Provided,  That  such  owner  has 
not  been  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  such  tax." 

Strike  out  all  of  sections  3,  4,  and  5,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

"Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Secretary  to  prepare 
and  publish  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  which  when  approved  by  the  Governor- General 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law  and  shall  govern  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  municipal  council  in  the  matter.  The  decision  of  the 
municipal  council  when  approved  by  the  Provincial  Board  shall  be 
final. 

"Sec.  4.  The  repayment  of  the  land  tax  ordered  by  the  municipal 
council  in  accordance  with  this  Act  shall  be  made  from  the  municipal 
treasury,  which  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  funds  of  the  Insular 
Treasury  for  one-half  the  amount  so  repaid  to  the  landowner.  For 
this  purpose  there  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any  funds  of  the 
Insular  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  a  sum  sufficient  to  make 
such  reimbursements  to  the  municipal  treasuries.  The  Insular 
Auditor  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  rules  for  effecting  such 
reimbursements. 

"Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
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by  the  Executive  Secretary,  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  Act, 
shall  make  an  oath  before  a  competent  tribunal,  officer,  notary  public 
or  other  person  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or 
by  said  rules  and  regulations  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  will  testify, 
declare,  depose  or  certify  truly,  or  that  any  written  testimony, 
declaration,  deposition,  or  certificate  by  him  subscribed  is  true,  and 
shall  willfully  and  contrary  to  such  oath  state  and  subscribe  to  any 
material  matter  which  he  does  not  believe  to  be  true  shall  be  guilty  of 
perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  pesos  and  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  five  years,  and 
shall  moreover  thereafter  be  disqualified  to  hold  any  public  office."

Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  passed  with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"Section  1.  Of  the  gold-standard  fund  as  fixed  in  section  one  of 
Act  Numbered  Two  thousand  and  eighty-three,  entitled  'An  Act  to 
fix  the  amount  of  the  gold-standard  fund,  created  under  Act  Num- 
bered Nine  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  authorizing  the  deposit  of  the 
excess  of  the  amount  so  fixed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  of  the 
Treasury,  and  authorizing  the  investment  of  a  portion  of  the  said 
gold-standard  fund/  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  pesos  may,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Governor-General, 
be  invested  by  the  Insular  Treasurer,  the  provisions  of  section  three 
of  said  Act  Numbered  Two  thousand  and  eighty-three  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  in  loans  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  years 
to  a  corporation  or  corporations  organized  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  banks  in  the 
provinces,  and  which  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  hereinafter 
provided. 

"Sec.  2.  No  loan  shall  exceed  the  subscribed  and  paid-up  capital 
of  the  corporation  to  which  the  loan  is  made.  The  loans  may  be 
repaid  at  one  time  or  in  installments,  and  the  interest  thereon  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

"Sec.  3.  The  loans  shall  be  guaranteed  by  any  of  the  following 
securities : 

"(a.)  Mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  to  the  Government  on  unencum- 
bered real  estate  in  cities  or  centers  of  population  of  municipalities 
or  on  agricultural  lands  in  the  Philippine  Islands  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  sixty  per  centum  of  the  actual  cash  market  value  of  the 
real  estate  which  is  security  for  the  loans  or  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  whichever  may  be  the  smaller.  No  loan  secured  by  real 
estate  mortgage  shall  be  made  unless  the  title  to  such  real  estate, 
free  and  clear  of  all  incumbrances,  shall  be  in  the  mortgagor,  and 
unless  the  mortgage  shall  be  a  first  lien  on  the  property  mortgaged, 
and  unless  mortgaged  property  which  is  liable  to  destruction  by  fire 
shall  be  insured  against  fire  for  the  benefit  of  the  Government. 

"(6)  Bonds  of  the  United  States,  bonds  of  the  Government  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  bonds  of  the  city  of  Manila  or  other  municipal- 
ities, or  any  other  bonds  or  securities  the  principal  or  interest  of 
which  is  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  the 
Philippine  Islands:  Provided,  however,  That  no  loans  on  such  secur- 
ities shall  exceed  eighty  per  centum  of  the  market  value  of  such 
securities. 

"(c)   On   other  bonds   or   stocks   which   in   the   judgment   of  the

Governor-General  provide  sufficient  security  for  the  loans:  Provided, 
however,  That  such  securities  shall  be  accepted  only  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  three-fourths  of  their  market  or  face  value. 

"Sec.  4.  No  loans  shall  be  made  unless  the  bank  shall  have  first 
submitted  to  and  obtained  the  approval  of  the  Governor-General 
to  articles  of  incorporation  which  shall  contain  provisions  covering 
the  following  points: 

"(a)   The  name,  domicile,  duration,  and  operation  of  the  bank. 

"(b)  The  number  of  members  of  the  board  of  directors,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine,  their  qualifications, 
method  of  election,  remuneration,  powers,  duties,  and  liabilities. 

"(c)  The  duties,  liabilities,  salaries,  and  bonded  security  required 
of  the  manager  and  the  cashier  of  the  bank. 

"(d)  The  supervision  which  the  Government  shall  have  over  the 
bank,  and  the  officials  who  shall  exercise  such  supervision. 

"(e)  The  manner  of  forming  the  fund  for  the  repayment  of  the 
loan  to  the  Government.  No  dividends  exceeding  six  per  centum 
shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders  while  the  loan  to  the  Government 
remains  unpaid. 

"(/)  Rules  for  the  valuation  of  real  property  offered  as  security 
to  the  bank. 

"(g)  The  conditions  requiring  the  liquidation  of  the  bank  and  the 
method  thereof. 

"Sec.  5.  The  interest  on  loans  made  by  the  bank  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  per  centum  per  annum." 

This  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  W ,000,000,  of  which  amount 
1*250,000  is  to  be  available  on  July  1,  1912,  and  a  like  amount  on 
the  same  date  of  the  three  following  years,  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing in  the  establishment  of  provincial  banking  corporations.  This 
assistance  is  to  be  rendered  by  the  Government  furnishing  an  amount 
of  capital  equal  to  that  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  any  bankim; 
corporation  established  in  any  province  organized  under  Act  No.  83, 
entitled  "The  Provincial  Government  Act,"  when  such  corporation  is 
organized  under  the  articles  of  incorporation  inserted  in  said  Bill 
No.  1011.  Said  articles  of  incorporation  are  in  substance  the  same 
as  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
as  amended  by  Assembly  Bill  No.  655,  with  the  exception  of  the 
articles  relating  to  the  issue  of  circulating  notes. 

The  powers  conferred  upon  the  banks  are  those  conferred  upon 
the  Bank  of  the  Philippine  Islands  under  its  present  articles  of 
incorporation,  and  in  addition  they  are  given  the  powers  of  trust 
corporations  and  are  authorized  to  do  a  surety  business,  under 
the  terms  and  conditions  as  requested  by  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  are  permitted  to  make  loans   guaranteed  by  growing 
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crops  and  forest  products.  It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  provincial  banking  corporations  are  authorized 
to  open  current  accounts,  the  articles  of  incorporation  omit  that 
article  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Bank  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  which  requires  said  bank  to  maintain  a  legal  reserve  of 
twenty  per  centum  of  its  deposits  in  current  accounts  payable  on 
demand. 

The  bill  provides  no  guaranty  for  the  capital  furnished  by  the 
Government.  The  Government's  money  is  subject  to  profit  and  loss 
in  like  manner  as  the  remainder  of  the  bank's  capital.  It  is  provided 
that  not  later  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  bank's  organiza- 
tion the  general  stockholders  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor- 
General,  provide  means  for  repaying  to  the  Government  the  amount 
of  money  it  has  furnished,  unless  the  Legislature  shall  extend  the 
time  or  otherwise  provide.  Such  repayment  may  be  made  at  one 
time  or  in  installments  extending  over  a  period  of  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  resolution  of  the  stockholders'  meeting. 

In  connection  with  this,  Article  XXI  of  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion provides  that  after  having  established  a  reserve  fund,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  per  centum  of  the  bank's  capital,  a 
part  of  the  profits  may  be  used  for  the  creation  of  a  fund  with  which 
to  repay  the  money  furnished  by  the  Government.  It  appears  to  be 
entirely  unjust  that  the  Government  should  be  repaid  with  a  part 
of  the  profits  of  a  corporation  in  which  the  Government  has  a  share. 

Aside  from  its  rights  as  a  stockholder,  the  Government  has  no 
further  intervention  whatever  in  the  bank.  On  the  other  hand,  it 
has  provided  that  the  Asociación  Económica  de  Filipinas  is  author- 
ized to  organize  banking  corporations  in  provinces  organized  under 
Act  No.  83,  and  the  board  of  directors  of  said  association  are  to 
have  control  and  supervision  over  the  banking  corporations  so  organ- 
ized— a,  provision  which  appears  to  your  committee  to  be  wholly 
unjustified,  as  it  would  give  the  control  of  the-  bank  over  to  a 
private  corporation  entirely  foreign  to  the  bank,  and  which  has  had 
nothing  more  to  do  than  to  assist  the  latter  in  its  organization. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Insular  Treasury  does  not,  in 
the  judgment  of  your  committee,  warrant  the  making  of  the  appro- 
priation provided  in  the  Assembly  bill.  But  even  if  such  appro- 
priation were  warranted  by  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  your 
committee  does  not  believe  it  safe  to  invest  Government  funds  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  bill.  The  bill  as  above  amended  seeks  in 
some  respects  to  accomplish  the  purposes  sought  by  the  Assembly 
bill,  that  is,  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  banks  in  the  provinces, 
but  instead  of  making  appropriation,  provides  that  out  of  the  gold- 
standard  fund  an  amount  not  exceeding  ^250,000  be  loaned  to 
corporations  established  for  that  purpose,  under  restrictions  which 
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in  the  judgment  of  your  committee  will  make  safe  the  investment 
of  such  funds  by  the  Government.

CONFERENCE  REPORT   NO.   45. 

The  committee  of  conference  on  the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two 
Houses  on  the  amendment  of  the  Commission  to  Assembly  Bill  No. 
1000,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  sections  three,  five,  twelve,  seven- 
teen, and  twenty-seven  of  Act  Numbered  Fifteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  known  as  the  Election  Law,  and  for  other  purposes,"  having 
met,  after  full  and  free  conference  have  agreed  to  recommend  and 
do  recommend  to  their  respective  Houses  as  follows: 

That  the  Assembly  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Commission. 

That  the  following  section  be  added: 

"Sec  2.  Section  twenty-seven  of  Act  Numbered  Fifteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  known  as  the  Election  Law,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"  'Sec.  27,  Election  contests. — The  Assembly  shall  be  the  judge 
of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  members.  The 
time  for  the  filing  of  the  contests,  the  notification  thereof,  and  the 
expenses,  costs,  and  bonds  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  the  Assembly, 
which  shall  be  effective  until  repealed.  Contests  in  all  elections  for 
the  determination  of  which  provision  has  not  been  made  otherwise 
shall  be  heard  by  the  Court  of  First  Instance  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  election  was  held,  upon  motion 
by  any  candidate  voted  for  at  such  election.  The  contest  shall  be 
filed  with  the  court  within  two  weeks  after  the  election  and  shall 
be  decided  by  the  same  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  hearing  of  the 
contest.  Such  court  shall  have  exclusive  and  final  jurisdiction, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  forthwith  cause  the  reg- 
istry lists  and  all  ballots  used  at  such  election  to  be  brought  before 
it  and  examined,  and  to  appoint  the  necessary  officers  therefor  and 
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to  fix  their  compensation,  which  shall  be  payable  in  the  first  instance 
out  of  the  provincial  treasury,  and  to  issue  its  mandamus  directed 
to  the  board  of  canvassers  to  correct  its  canvass  in  accordance  with 
the  facts  as  found.  If  in  any  case  the  court  shall  determine  that 
no  person  was  lawfully  elected  it  shall  forthwith  so  certify  to  the 
Governor-General,  who  shall  order  a  special  election  to  fill  the  office 
or  offices  in  question  as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided,  however, 
That  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  within  ten 
days,  from  any  final  decision  rendered  by  the  Court  of  First  Instance 
on  contests  of  elections  for  provincial  governors,  for  the  review, 
amendment,  repeal,  or  confirmation  of  such  decision,  and  the  pro- 
cedure thereon  shall  be  the  same  as  in  a  criminal  cause. 

"  'Before  the  court  shall  entertain  any  such  motion  or  admit  an 
appeal,  the  party  making  the  motion  or  filing  the  appeal  shall  give 
bond  in  an  amount  fixed  by  the  court,  with  two  sureties  satisfactory 
to  it,  conditioned  that  he  will  pay  all  expenses  and  costs  incident 
to  such  motion  or  appeal,  or  shall  deposit  cash  in  court  in  lieu  of 
such  bond.  If  the  party  paying  such  expenses  and  costs  shall  be 
successful,  they  shall  be  taxed  by  the  court  and  entered  and  be 
collectible  as  a  judgment  against  the  defeated  party. 

"  'All  proceedings  under  this  section  shall  be  upon  motion  with 
notice  of  not  to  exceed  twenty  days  to  all  candidates  voted  for  and 
not  upon  pleadings  or  by  action,  and  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
by  the  court  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  election  was  held 
regardless  of  whether  said  court  be  at  the  time  holding  a  regular 
or  stated  term.  In  such  proceedings  the  registry  list  as  finally 
corrected  by  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  who 
was  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election. 

"  'The  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  any  such  contest  is  instituted 
shall  give  immediate  notice  of  its  institution  and  also  of  the  deter- 
mination thereof  to  the  Executive  Secretary.' " 

That  the  bill  so  amended  be  accepted  by  both  Houses. 

That  the  title  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"An  Act  fixing  the  date  for  the  general  elections  for  Delegates 
to  the  Philippine  Assembly  and  for  provincial  and  municipal  officials, 
and  amending  section  twenty-seven  of  Act  Numbered  Fifteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two,  known  as  the  Election  Law,  by  granting  appeal 
from  the  decisions  of  Courts  of  First  Instance  in  contests  against 
elections  of  provincial  governors."

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 

[Committee  Report  No.  483.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  647,  entitled  "An  Act  declaring 
the  use  of  the  names  or  surnames  or  of  the  names  and  surnames 
of  José  Rizal  or  of  Apolinario  Mabini  illegal,  and  prohibiting  and 
punishing  such  use,  except  under  certain  conditions,"  has  examined 
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the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  end  sought  by  this  bill  is  unquestionably  a  laudable  one:  To 
prevent  the  profanation  of  the  names  of  Rizal  and  Mabini — whose 
memory  is  held  in  such  high  esteem  and  respect  by  the  Filipino 
people — by  prohibiting  their  use  in  connection  with  unworthy  objects. 
The  bill  prohibits  the  use  of  these  names  except  for  associations, 
establishments,  enterprises,  publications,  buildings,  or  purposes  of 
a  scholastic,  instructive,  or  educational  character. 

Your  committee  believes  that  these  names  may  be  applied  to  things 
other  than  those  mentioned  in  this  bill,  not  only  without  lack  of 
respect  to  these  revered  names,  but  to  their  honor  and  greater 
renown.  For  example,  a  ship,  a  theater,  a  hotel,  and  many  other 
things  that  could  be  mentioned  might  be  named  "Rizal"  or  "Mabini." 

Another  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  it  would  prejudice  those 
persons  who  without  any  disrespect  to  these  names  have  applied 
them  to  other  things  than  those  specified  in  the  bill.  It  is  difficult 
in  a  law  to  say  what  things  are  and  what  are  not  worthy  to  have 
these  names  applied  to  them.  Your  committee  believes  that  to  make 
it  a  crime  to  use  the  names  of  Rizal  or  Mabini  in  other  ways  than 
those  specified  in  this  bill  would  be  too  severe  and  in  many  instances 
would  cause  a  real  injustice  to  be  done.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

[Committee  Report  No.  484.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  987,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  municipalities  to  designate 
the  dates  for  the  fiestas  of  consolidated  pueblos,  under  certain  con- 
ditions," has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it 
back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Two  things  are  contemplated  by  this  bill,  to  wit:  First,  to  author- 
ize newly  organized  municipalities  to  change  the  date  of  their  local 
fiestas;  and  second,  to  authorize  municipalities  which  have  already 
fixed  the  date  of  their  local  fiestas,  but  which  have  not  yet  received 
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the  approval  of  the  provincial  board  to  such  change,  to  again  change 
the  dates  of  their  municipal  fiestas. 

As  regards  the  first  proposition,  no  legislative  action  is  necessary, 
as  under  subsection  (j)  of  section  40  of  the  Municipal  Code,  as 
amended  by  Act  No.  1909,  municipalities  established  by  executive 
order  of  the  Governor-General  or  by  special  Act  of  the  Legislature, 
may,  within  three  months  following  their  organization,  select  a  new 
date  for  the  municipal  fiesta.  As  regards  the  second  point,  your 
committee  believes  that  the  Legislature  should  not  anticipate  the 
action  which  provincial  boards  may  take  on  resolutions  of  municipal 
councils  fixing  the  dates  of  their  respective  fiestas,  for  the  reason, 
among  others,  that  if  such  resolutions  are  approved  by  provincial 
boards,  the  legislation  which  may  be  enacted  would  be  entirely 
superfluous.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments, to  which  was  referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly 
Bill  No.  868,  entitled  "An  Act  amending  Act  Numbered  eighty-two, 
entitled  'The  Municipal  Code'  as  amended,  authorizing  councilors 
to  appoint  as  barrio  lieutenants  and  substitutes  therefor  persons 
who  are  not  qualified  electors  in  case  other  persons  duly  qualified 
as  such  can  not  be  found  to  accept  the  appointment  and  granting 
such  appointees  certain  compensation,"  has  examined  the  same  and 
has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following 
recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  contemplates  the  amendment  of  subsection  (b)  of  section 
37,  as  amended  by  Act  No.  303,  so  that  municipalities  shall  bear 
the  cost  of  the  personal  cédula  of  lieutenants  and  assistant  lieu- 
tenants of  barrios,  and  also  in  order  that  persons  who  are  not 
qualified  electors  may  be  appointed  to  such  offices  in  case  qualified 
electors  can  not  be  found  to  accept  such  appointments. 

Your  committee  sees  no  reason  why  lieutenants  and  assistant 
lieutenants  of  barrios  should  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
personal  cédula  tax,  and  such  a  proposition  should  be  rejected  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  that  if  such  thing  were  done  other  mu- 
nicipal officers,  such  as  councilors,  for  example,  might  claim  the 
same  exemption  in  their  favor. 
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Nor  is  there  any  reason  for  authorizing  the  appointment  as 
lieutenants  and  assistant  lieutenants  of  barrios  of  persons  who  are 
not  qualified  electors,  as  a  knowledge  equal  at  least  to  that  usually 
possessed  by  persons  who  are  able  to  vote  is  required  satisfactorily 
to  perform  the  duties  of  such  offices.

SECOND  AND  THIRD  READINGS  OP  BILL. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  1042.  An  Act  amending  section  one  of  Act

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  two,  to  which  was 
referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  783,  entitled  "An  Act 
repealing  the  power  of  the  Governor-General  to  disqualify  any 
public  officer  subject  to  an  official  investigation,"  has  examined  the 
same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with 
the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  power  of  the  Governor-General 
to  disqualify  public  officers  found  guilty  in  administrative  proceedings 
of  charges  giving  rise  to  the  removal  from  office  of  such  officers  is 
in  principle  in  many  cases  a  necessary  protection  of  the  public 
service  and  a  means  of  ridding  the  service  of  persons  who  have  made 
themselves  unworthy  to  hold  public  office. 

It  is  very  probable,  however,  that  the  exercise  of  this  power  by 
the  Governor- General  could  be  made  subject  to  some  suitable  restric- 
tions. It  should,  perhaps,  not  be  exercised  in  the  same  manner  in 
the  cases  of  elective  officers  as  in  those  of  appointive  officers,  and 
it  would,  perhaps,  be  advisable  to  consider  a  method  of  not  having 
a  public  officer  who  has  been  removed  from  the  service  for  acts  of 
a  criminal  character,  after  being  disqualified  administratively,  suffer 
the  same  punishment  of  disqualification  again  by  sentence  of  the 
courts  of  justice  after  criminal  proceedings.  These  are  questions 
the  study  whereof  requires  time,  and  they  should  certainly  not  be 
decided  in  haste,  without  the  proper  consideration,  on  the  eve  of  the 
adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Your  committee  does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  recommend  the 
complete  abolition  of  the  power  of  the  Governor-General  to  impose 
the  penalty  of  disqualification,  as  proposed  in  the  attached  bill,  and 
much  less  the  acceptance  of  the  provision  contained  therein  making 
it  retroactive  with  regard  to  the  cases  of  officers  at  present  dis- 
qualified.

Gentlemen:  The  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  704,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  extend  to  municipal  treasurers  of  the  provinces  organized  in 
accordance  with  Act  Numbered  Eighty-two  the  privileges  of  the 
civil  service,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
namely : 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  expense  of  granting  leave  to  municipal  treasurers  would  come 
to  a  very  large  sum,  probably  in  excess  of  1*50,000,  an  expenditure 
which  it  is  not  considered  wise  to  incur  at  this  time.  However,  the 
most  important  reasons  against  the  passage  of  this  bill  are  the 
following:  The  peculiar  difficulty  of  applying  the  provisions  of  the 
Leave  Act  to  municipal  treasurers  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  would 
be  necessary  to  provide  substitutes  while  the  regular  treasurers  were 
on  leave;  the  necessity  of  transferring  the  liability  in  bond  from  the 
municipal  treasurer  to  the  substitute  and  vice  versa;  the  difficulty  as 
to  responsibility  for  shortages;  the  inaccessibility  of  many  of  the 
small  municipalities,  rendering  the  relief  of  municipal  treasurers 
expensive  and  difficult;  the  fact  that  the  requirement  of  certain 
fixed  hours  of  labor  daily  would  be  unnecessary  and  impossible  of 
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enforcement.     In  addition  to  these  reasons,  it  is  not  clear  why  the 
leave    privilege    should    be    extended    to    municipal    treasurers    and 
denied  to  other  municipal  officials.

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  996,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  amend  paragraph  (a),  section  25,  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  entitled  'An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the 
Philippine  Civil  Service/  "  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation, namely: 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Teachers  are  required  to  teach  forty  weeks  a  year,  and  they 
receive  twelve  weeks  or  eighty-four  days  of  vacation  on  full  pay 
during  each  year.  During  the  forty  weeks  of  teaching  they  do  not 
teach  on  Saturdays,  and  they  also  enjoy  many  religious  school  holi- 
days in  addition  to  the  legal  holidays  provided  by  law  for  officers 
and  employees.  The  eighty-four  days'  vacation  allowed  teachers 
each  year  is  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  leave  enjoyed  by  any 
other  class  of  employees.  Clerks  receiving  compensation  of  less  than 
f*3,600  per  annum  may  enjoy  a  total  leave  of  absence  on  full  pay 
during  the  year  (including  accrued  and  vacation  leave)  of  from 
forty-one  to  fifty-eight  days.  If  clerks  are  absent  from  duty  on 
account  of  illness  the  absences  are  charged  against  the  forty-one  or 
fifty-eight  days'  leave  allowable.  If  teachers  are  absent  on  account 
of  illness,  under  present  law  (section  25-a  of  Act  No.  1698)  the 
absence  is  "charged  against  their  vacations,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Secretary  of  Public  Instruction  they  may  remain  on  duty 
during  vacations  for  a  period  equal  to  that  lost  on  account  of  illness, 
in  which  case  no  deduction  of  pay  shall  be  made  on  account  of 
absence  caused  by  illness."  Thus  even  if  absent  on  account  of 
illness  they  may  be  allowed  to  remain  on  duty  during  vacations  for 
a  period  equal  to  the  absence  from  duty  due  to  illness  and  they  still 
receive  a  full  year's  salary  for  only  forty  weeks  of  work.  The  pro- 
posed amendment  provides  that,  in  addition  to  the  twelve  weeks  of 
vacation  now  allowed,  seven  days'  sick  leave  may  be  taken,  thus 
providing  for   each   thirty-nine   weeks   of   teaching   thirteen   weeks 
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or  ninety-one  days  of  leave  on  full  pay,  more  than  double  the  total 
leave  allowed  to  clerks  of  the  lower  grades.     It  is  believed  that  the 
present  leave  allowances  of  teachers  are  extremely  liberal  and  that 
no  further  allowances  should  be  provided.

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  Bureaus 
under  the  Executive  Control  of  the  Governor-General,  to  which  was 
referred  on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  961,  entitled  "An 
Act  amending  section  twenty-two  of  Act  Numbered  Sixteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  Act  Numbered 
Eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  so  that  the  office  hours  in  all 
bureaus  and  offices  in  the  Philippine  Civil  Service  and  in  the  City 
of  Manila  shall  be  seven  hours,  and  that  the  same  may  be  reduced 
to  five  from  the  first  of  April,  and  not  before,  to  the  fifteenth  of  June, 
and  not  later,  of  each  year,  and  providing  means  for  the  strict 
observance  of  the  same/'  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor 
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to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table,  as  it  is  deemed  unnecessary 
and  inadvisable.  The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Act 
fixes  the  minimum  hours  of  labor  on  work  days  other  than  the 
heated  season  and  Saturdays  at  seven  hours.  The  present  Civil 
Service  Act  requires  the  fixing  of  office  hours  by  Executive  Order, 
but  provides  that  these  shall  not  be  less  than  61  hours  of  labor  a 
day.  The  Executive  Orders  issued  under  this  Act  fix  the  minimum 
hours  of  labor  at  seven;  no  change  in  the  existing  office  hours  is 
therefore  made  by  the  bill. 

Section  2  provides  that  chiefs  of  Departments  and  Offices  shall 
themselves  render  and  require  all  of  their  officers  and  employees  to 
render  not  less  than  the  hours  of  labor  required.  The  present  law 
and  executive  orders  fixing  minimum  hours  of  labor  apply  to  chiefs 
of  Bureaus  and  Offices  as  well  as  to  their  subordinates,  and  the  law 
provides  that  "it  shall  be  the  duty  of  chiefs  of  Bureaus  or  Offices  to 
require  of  all  employees  of  whatever  grade  or  class  not  less  than 
the  number  of  hours  of  labor  authorized  by  law."  It  would  seem 
inadvisable  to  prescribe  by  law  the  office  hours  of  heads  of  Depart- 
ments. They  are  appointed  by  the  President  and  may  be  removed 
or  reduced  in  grade  only  by  him,  and  it  would  be  useless  to  attempt 
to  apply  to  them  the  penalties  proposed  in  this  bill. 

The  provision  that  chiefs  of  Departments  and  Bureaus  shall 
require  of  all  of  their  officers  and  employees  that,  under  no  con- 
sideration may  they  devote  themselves  to  private  matters  is  not 
clear.  Probably  it  was  intended  to  prohibit  engaging  in  personal 
matters  during  office  hours  only,  but  the  provision  is  general  and 
is  not  limited  to  office  hours.  At  present  judges  and  other  officers 
lecture  in  the  Government  School  of  Law  and  other  law  schools, 
receiving  compensation  therefor,  Bureau  chiefs  and  others  lease 
friar  and  other  public  lands,  and  many  clerks  and  teachers  teach  in 
public  and  private  night  schools.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  how 
much,  if  any,  of  this  would  be  prohibited  by  the  bill. 

The  bill  provides  that  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  strict  observ- 
ance of  office  hours,  chiefs  of  Bureaus  and  Offices  shall  designate  one 
of  their  employees  to  inspect  the  hours  of  entering  and  leaving  the 
office  of  officers  and  employees  and  compare  them  with  the  records 
now  in  vogue  in  official  centers  for  the  registry  of  hours  of  entering 
and  leaving  (time  clocks),  that  the  employee  so  selected  shall  take 
a  special  oath,  and  that  the  time  lost  by  arriving  after  the  beginning 
of  office  hours  or  leaving  before  the  termination  of  office  hours  shall 
be  charged  against  leave  or  pay  shall  be  deducted  therefor.  The 
present  law  and  civil  service  rules  provide  that  chiefs  of  Bureaus 
and  Offices  shall  require  a  daily  record  of  attendance  of  all  officers 
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and  employees  under  them  entitled  to  leave  of  absence  or  vacation 
to  be  kept  on  the  proper  form,  that  a  systematic  record  shall  be 
kept  showing  for  each  day  all  absences  from  duty  from  any  cause 
whatever,  and  that  all  undertime  shall  be  reported  to  the  Bureau 
of  Civil  Service.  In  addition  to  charging  undertime  against  leave 
or  deducting  pay  therefor,  the  present  law  (sec.  16  of  Act  1698) 
allows  the  imposition  of  fines  on  employees  for  violation  of  office 
regulations,  and  employees  are  frequently  fined  for  tardiness  sums 
far  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the  time  lost. 

All  employees  take  an  official  oath  that  they  will  obey  the  laws, 
legal  orders,  and  decrees  promulgated  by  the  duly  constituted  author- 
ities of  the  Government,  and  that  they  will  well  and  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  offices.  This  oath  fully  covers  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  assigned  by  chiefs  of  Bureaus  and  Offices 
to  the  time  clerks  of  the  different  Bureaus,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  necessity  for  a  special  oath.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Police,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  947,  entitled  "An  Act  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pesos,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Insular 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  distribution  to  certain 
provinces  and  disbursement  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  roads 
and  bridges,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report 
it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
namely : 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this  action.  The  first  and  con- 
trolling one  at  the  present  time  is  that  there  will  be  no  funds 
available  for  the  purposes  designated.  Even  if  the  Government 
were  in  a  financial  condition  to  expend  this  money,  the  present  bill 
is  objectionable  because  it  is  contrary  to  the  entire  system  and 
theory  upon  which  such  effective  and  efficient  work  has  during  the 
past  few  years  been  done  toward  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  a  complete  system  of  good  roads  for  the  Islands.  The  provision 
that  the  distribution  shall  be  according  to  the  population  is  the  same 
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principle  upon  which  the  larger  proportion  of  the  regular  appro- 
priation has  been  allotted,  and  while  not  exactly  equitable,  is  ap- 
proximately so,  and  in  connection  with  the  practice  of  making  special 
allotments  to  meet  particular  conditions,  has  proven  entirely  satis- 
factory. The  provision  in  this  bill  that  the  distribution  shall  be  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Police,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  a  legislative  committee,  would  introduce  a  practice  which  is  con- 
trary to  good  administrative  principles,  and  can  not  be  considered.

recommendation,  namely : 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  bill  is  somewhat  similar  to  Assembly  Bill  No.  530,  entitled 
"An  Act  providing  for  the  creation,  appointment,  and  attendance 
of  assessors  in  criminal  matters  in  the  Courts  of  First  Instance 
and  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  provinces  and  municipalities  of 
the  Philippine  Islands,  not  included  in  the  provisions  of  Act  Numbered 
Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  and  its  amendments,"  of  the  First 
Legislature,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  on  recommendation  of  your 
committee  on  May  20,  1909  (p.  616,  Journal  of  the  First  Legislature, 
second  session),  and  while  it  is  an  improvement  on  that  bill  in  that 
the  duty  of  preparing  the  list  of  persons  who  may  act  as  assessors 
is  placed  upon  the  judge  instead  of  the  provincial  board,  and  applies 
only  to  Courts  of  First  Instance,  yet  it  is  still  open  to  the  serious 
objection  that  under  it  such  assessors  shall  be  entitled  to  collect 
§*5  per  day  for  the  actual  time  by  them  employed  in  the  trial  and 
in  advising  the  judge  as  to  the  decision  thereof,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  provincial  funds,  but  to  be  taxed  as  costs  against  the  defendant 
in  the  event  he  is  convicted.  The  amount  of  this  additional  expense 
has  not  been  estimated,  but  undoubtedly  if  this  privilege  were 
exercised  as  often  as  might  be  expected  the  total  would  be  much 
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larger  than  the  present  resources  of  the  provincial  governments  would 
justify,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  most  of  the  defendants 
are  persons  with  no  property  out  of  which  to  pay  this  expense.

The  Govern- 
ment should  employ  an  exceptionally  high  grade  of  physicians  in 
its  work  and  the  mere  fact  that  a  man  is  authorized  to  practice 
medicine  is  not  sufficient  reason  for  his  employment  by  the  Govern- 
ment.

The  Philippine  Islands  are  rich  in  mineral  springs  of  undoubted 
therapeutic  value.  The  development  of  the  more  important  of  these 
springs  and  the  establishment  of  baths  in  connection  with  them  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  is  a  legitimate  and  desirable  end,  for  the 
attainment  of  which  the  expenditure  of  Government  funds  would 
be  both  proper  and  desirable.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
this  work  should  proceed  as  the  resources  of  the  Government  make 
it  reasonably  possible,  but  it  is  further  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
that  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Treasury  the  Legislature 
ought  not  to  go  further  in  this  direction  during  the  present  year 
than  it  has  already  gone.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  was  referred  on  February  3, 
1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  1043,  entitled  "An  Act  appropriating  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  pesos  to  be  expended  in  testing  the  special 
formula  of  Doctor  Eliodoro  Mercado  for  the  cure  of  leprosy,  and 
appointing  a  technical  committee  to  report  on  cases  of  said  disease 
reported  as  cured  up  to  the  present  time,"  has  examined  the  same 
and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the 
following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

This  is  a  remarkable  measure.  Section  2  provides  that  all  lepers 
now  at  the  San  Lázaro  Hospital  and  at  Culion,  and  those  who  may 
hereafter  be  isolated  at  both  places  shall  invariably  have  a  certain 
definite  treatment  administered  to  them.  So  far  as  the  undersigned 
is  aware  this  is  the  first  attempt  ever  made  to  provide  legislatively 
that  one  kind  of  treatment  and  no  other  shall  be  given  to  persons 
suffering  from  some  certain  disease.  The  Director  of  Health  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  have  always  held  and  still  hold  that 
they  are  without  authority  to  compel  lepers  to  submit  to  any  kind 
of  treatment  whatsoever  if  they  object  thereto.  Your  committee  does 
not  believe  that  the  Legislature  has  authority  to  pass  a  law  providing 
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that  some  2,500  people  at  present,  and  others  in  the  future,  should 
be  given  a  certain  medical  treatment  whether  or  not  they  desire 
to  submit  to  it. 

Section  3  provides  that  the  preparation  of  "Mercado's  Formula" 
shall  be  exclusively  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Eliodoro  Mercado. 
Chaulmoogra  oil  has  been  used  quite  successfully  in  other  countries 
for  some  time  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy.  Several  years  since  this 
oil  was  brought  into  the  Philippines  by  the  Director  of  Health  and 
the  treatment  of  lepers  with  it  on  a  considerable  scale  was  begun. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of  this  oil,  together  with  hot  carbonate 
of  soda  baths,  produces  remarkable  improvement  and  probably  occa- 
sional cures  in  the  cases  of  lepers  whose  stomachs  will  tolerate  it. 
Unfortunately  it  is  very  nauseating  to  most  persons,  and  Filipinos 
who  have  taken  it  until  all  external  symptoms '  have  disappeared 
usually  decline  to  continue  to  take  it  longer,  believing  themselves 
cured.  The  result  of  discontinuing  the  treatment  is  a  relapse. 
Various  combinations  of  the  oil  with  other  medicines  have  been  tried 
and  in  order  to  avoid  the  nauseating  effect  which  it  commonly 
produces  when  taken  by  the  mouth  it  has  been  injected  either  alone  or 
together  with  other  drugs.  The  formula  referred  to  in  this  Act 
as  Mercado's  Formula  calls  for  a  mixture  of  chaulmoogra  oil  with 
two  other  drugs,  the  oil  being  the  essential  thing.  It  is  intended 
to  be  administered  hypodermically.      (See  Note  below.) 

The  appropriation  of  f*30,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  use  of  this 
remedy,  is  entirely  unnecessary.  Doctor  Mercado  has  always  been 
and  will  always  be  furnished  such  quantities  of  chaulmoogra  oil 
and  other  drugs  of  possible  utility  as  he  may  reasonably  require 
in  his  treatment  of  leprosy.  Article  5  provides  for  a  technical  com- 
mittee made  up  of  a  representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  a 
representative  of  the  University  of  Santo  Tomas,  and  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Medical  Pharmaceutical  College,  to  inform  the  Phil- 
ippine Legislature  whether  nine  persons  isolated  in  the  hospital  at 
San  Lázaro,  said  (by  what  person  or  persons  is  not  stated)  to  be 
cured,  as  well  as  those  who  may  hereafter  seem  to  be  cured  by  the 
formula  in  question,  are  actually  cured.  There  is  not  the  slightest 
need  of  a  commission  to  determine  whether  certain  persons  are  or 
are  not  cured  of  leprosy.  This  disease  is  caused  by  a  specific  or- 
ganism and  so  long  as  that  organism  is  demonstrably  present  in 
the  body  of  any  person  we  know  that  the  disease  is  not  cured.  When 
that  organism  disappears  from  those  portions  of  the  body  of  any 
person  which  are  accessible  from  the  exterior  we  do  not  know  whether 
that  person  still  has  leprosy  or  not  and  nothing  but  observation 
during  a  considerable  period  of  time  can  settle  the  question.  If  the 
disease  is  still  present  it  will  ultimately  manifest  itself.  If  the 
disease  is  not  present  the  patient  will  continue  sound.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  Doctor  Mercado  is  himself  skilled  in  the  diagnosis  of  leprosy. 
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He  is  furthermore  a  trusted  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  who 
has  won  the  respect  and  regard  of  his  associates  on  account  of  the 
courageous  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  his  duties 
in  connection  with  the  care  of  lepers.  His  own  determination  as  to 
whether  a  given  individual  was  or  was  not  cured  of  leprosy  would 
be  final  if  he  found  that  he  was  not,  while  he,  like  any  other  physi- 
cian, would  have  to  defer  his  judgment  in  the  case  of  an  apparently- 
cured  patient  until  time  had  demonstrated  whether  or  not  the  cure 
was  more  than  apparent. 

Note. — The  chaulmoogra  oil  is  the  principal  thing  depended  upon, 
the  purpose  of  one  of  the  other  drugs,  namely,  the  oil  of  camphor, 
is  to  expedite  its  absorption,  while  the  other  drug  is  of  doubtful 
utility.  There  is  nothing  exceptionally  good  about  the  results  ob- 
tained and  it  is  still  doubtful  whether  the  hypodermic  administration 
of  this  particular  combination  of  the  drug,  which  has  been  so  long 
and  so  successfully  used,  with  two  other  drugs,  which  also  have  been 
long  in  use,  is  as  satisfactory  in  its  result  as  the  administration  of 
the  oil  alone  by  the  mouth.  There  is  certainly  absolutely  nothing 
up  to  the  present  time  to  justify  the  exclusive  use  of  this  particular 
formula  as  against  the  plain  oil,  much  less  is  there  anything  to 
justify  the  entire  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the  X-ray  for  instance 
as  they  produce  very  satisfactory  results  in  certain  cases.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  which  was  referred  on  February 
3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  905,  entitled  "An  Act  prescribing  the 
procedure  in  all  cases  of  the  detention  or  arrest  of  male  offenders 
under  twenty-one  years  and  of  female  offenders  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  as  well  as  the  form  of  trial  and  criminal  proceedings 
against  them;  containing  also  provisions  relative  to  the  correction  of 
minors  rebellious  to  paternal  authority  and  the  detention  or  arrest 
of  older  persons,"  has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to 
report  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation, 
namely : 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  for  the  treatment  of  juvenile 
offenders   in   a   manner   different   from   that    accorded   to   hardened 
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criminals,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  purpose  is  a  good 
one.  The  bill  was  evidently  written  by  a  man  who  is  much  interested 
in  the  subject,  and  who  is  actuated  by  high  motives  and  purposes, 
but  it  contains  so  many  provisions  which,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
committee,  should  not  be  enacted  into  law  that  to  attempt  to  amend 
it  so  as  to  make  it  desirable  legislation  would  require  a  rewriting 
of  the  bill  and  such  study  as  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  subject 
in  the  few  hours  remaining  in  this  session  since  the  bill  was  first 
presented  to  the  Commission.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the 
ages  fixed — 21  in  the  case  of  males,  and  25  in  the  case  of  females — 
are  far  greater  than  is  desirable  in  legislation  of  this  character. 
Generally  speaking,  under  its  provisions,  an  offender  within  the 
prescribed  limit  of  age  can  not  be  arrested  in  the  same  way,  nor 
by  the  same  uniformed  officer,  nor  conveyed  in  the  same  vehicles  as 
other  arrested  persons,  nor  pending  trial  can  he  be  detained  in  jail 
or  subjected  to  surveillance  resembling  a  jail  or  prison.  When  he 
comes  to  his  trial  he  can  not  be  tried  in  the  same  court  room,  or  if 
so  not  at  the  same  hour,  nor  can  ordinary  terms  be  used  in  addressing 
him  nor  in  speaking  within  his  hearing  of  the  offense  of  which  he 
is  accused.  If  a  discussion  arises  in  which  it  is  necessary  to  use 
the  proper  legal  terminology  in  referring  to  the  cause  of  his  detention, 
it  will  be  necessary  either  for  the  prisoner  to  be  removed  or  the 
court  officers  and  others  to  speak  in  whispers. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  the  bill,  of  course,  is  to  prevent  an  im- 
mature offender  from  gaining  an  exaggerated  idea  of  the  importance 
of  his  role  as  a  culprit  and  from  being  thereby  attracted  into  the 
life  of  a  hardened  criminal,  but  it  may  be  doubted  if  the  means 
adopted  would  really  tend  to  this  desirable  end.  It  might  be  found 
that  the  novel  and  extraordinary  method  hereby  provided  would 
excite  the  imagination  of  the  youth  quite  as  much  as  the  form  of 
procedure  usually  adopted.  There  is  also  an  appreciable  danger  that 
this  excessive  minimization  of  the  gravity  of  the  violations  of  the 
law  would  itself  tend  to  inculcate  unsound  ideas  in  immature  minds. 
These  various  provisions  which  run  throughout  the  entire  bill  would 
certainly  cause  so  much  inconvenience  in  attempting  to  apply  them, 
and  their  value  from  a  penological  aspect  is  so  doubtful,  that  it 
seems  wise  to  defer  the  bill  until  a  full  and  complete  study  can  be 
made  of  the  matter. 

Sections  4  to  10,  inclusive,  define  what  may  be  done  with  those 
found  guilty  of  crimes.  These  sections  contain  some  wholesome 
provisions  if  they  were  limited  to  persons  who  might  properly  be 
considered  juveniles,  but  the  age  limit  is  fixed  so  high  that  such  is 
not  the  case.    . 

Your  committee  recommends  that  while  this  bill  should  be  laid 
upon  the  table  the  general  subject  of  dealing  with  juvenile  offenders 
should  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  Finance  and  Justice  for  study, 
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with  a  request  that,  should  he  deem  it  advisable,  a  bill  be  prepared 
for  introduction  at  the  next  session  of  the  Philippine  Legislature.

"including  agricultural  lands";  but  inasmuch  as  the  word  "real" 
property  includes  in  its  accepted  meaning  agricultural  lands,  your 
committee  understands  that  there  is  no  need  for  this  clarification, 
and  that  the  bill  should  be  laid  on  the  table  as  recommended.

The  purpose  of  the  annexed  bill  is  to  amend  subsection  (a)  of 
section  1  of  Act  No.  1625  by  repealing  the  provisions  of  said  Act 
limiting  the  salary  of  the  municipal  president  and  consolidating 
the  positions  of  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  by  increasing  the  salary 
of  the  municipal  president  and  separating  the  positions  of  secretary 
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and  treasurer,  which  involves  a  considerable  increase  of  the  expenses 
for  salaries  of  municipal  officers  of  the  municipality  of  San  Juan 
del  Monte. 

The  aforesaid  Act  No.  1625  made  it  a  prerequisite  to  the  segre- 
gation of  the  pueblo  of  San  Juan  del  Monte  from  the  municipality 
of  San  Felipe  Neri  that  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  be 
held  by  one  person  and  that  the  salary  of  the  municipal  president 
be  not  in  excess  of  a  certain  sum,  doubtless  because  the  revenues  of 
the  municipality  did  not  allow  of  greater  expenditures. 

Supposing  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  municipality  of  San 
Juan  del  Monte  has  improved,  this  fact  should  be  established,  either 
by  administrative  investigation  or  by  any  other  suitable  means,  before 
the  Legislature  takes  any  action  in  the  sense  proposed  by  the  annexed 
bill.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 
[Committee  Report  No.  504.] 

Mr.  President:  Your  select  committee  of  one,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred on  February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  975,  entitled  "An  Act 
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creating  a  committee  for  the  investigation  of  the  public  services," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Government  Offices  and  Departments  have  been  investigated 
and  reinvestigated  with  completeness  and  thoroughness  by  the  Legis- 
lature since  that  entity  was  first  created,  and  each  year  the  Legis- 
lature, through  its  committees,  by  personal  conferences  with  the 
heads  of  Bureaus  and  personal  examination  into  their  working,  in- 
vestigates the  need  of  each  position  in  the  Government  service  and 
of  the  work  which  the  occupant  thereof  is  actually  doing.  Your 
committee  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  need  for  the  appointment  of 
a  special  committee  to  serve  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  to 
make  further  examinations  with  a  consequent  considerable  expend- 
iture of  Government  funds  and  the  loss  of  time  on  the  part  of  em- 
ployees which  is  always  occasioned  during  these  examinations.  If 
.  the  executive  officers  of  the  Government  are  performing  their  duties 
properly  there  is  no  need  for  the  committee  provided  for  in  this 
bill,  and  if  they  are  not  performing  their  duties  properly  the  Legis- 
lature has  every  opportunity  of  ascertaining  the  facts  and  taking 
the  necessary  action  to  remedy  conditions. 

There  is  one  feature  of  this  bill  to  which  your  committee  wishes 
to  call  special  attention.  It  provides  for  the  payment  of  funds  from 
the  Insular  Treasury  without  a  definite  appropriation  therefor  having 
been  made,  despite  the  fact  that  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature 
are  definitely  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  payment  of  any  moneys 
from  the  Insular  Treasury  unless  under  the  authority  of  an  appro- 
priation duly  made  by  law.  The  sums  which  tííe  committee  proposed 
by  this  law  could  expend  would  be  limited  only  by  what  the  Auditor 
should  consider  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  men  who  were 
among  other  things  investigating  his  office.

the  Bureau  of  Supply  and  the  Philippines  Library  board  and  printing 
to  be  done  by  the  Bureau  of  Printing,  and  certain  provisions  of  section 
three  of  Act  Numbered  Nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  shall  not 
be  applicable  to  the  Philippine  Commission  and  the  Philippine  Assem- 
bly," has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to 
the  Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  this  bill  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Government  has  created  certain  service  Bureaus  in  order  to 
concentrate  the  purchases  of  the  Government  and  its  printing  and 
binding.  If  each  Bureau  or  Office  were  permitted  to  make  its  own 
purchases  the  Government  would  be  unable,  in  the  majority  of 
instances,  to  make  the  advantageous  terms  which  can  always  be 
obtained  when  orders  are  placed  in  quantity,  to  keep  itself  so  readily 
informed  as  to  prices  and  available  stocks,  and  to  eliminate  in  large 
measure  the  possibilities  of  scandal  and  abuse  creeping  into  the 
matter  of  Government  purchases. 

It  is  the  general  practice  of  governments  to  have  their  printing 
and  binding  done  in  their  own  establishments,  and  the  reasons  therefor 
are  so  obvious  as  scarcely  to  make  it  necessary  to  recapitulate  them. 
Your  committee  has  already  stated  in  a  separate  report  its  reasons 
for  believing  that  greater  usefulness  will  be  obtained  by  continuing 
the  libraries  of  the  legislative  bodies  under  the  control  of  the  central 
library  board. 

If  these  service  Bureaus  are  proper  and  necessary  for  the  work 
of  the  Government,  it  is  believed  that  the  legislative  bodies  should 
make  use  of  them,  if  only  for  the  reason  that  these  bodies  desire 
to  give  to  their  laws  the  authority  and  dignity  which  comes  from 
placing  themselves  beneath  these  laws.  If  the  Legislature  excepts 
itself  from  the  operation  of  laws  which  are  useful  and  beneficial 
such  exception  may  create  in  the  public  mind  the  impression  that 
it  considers  too  lightly  its  own  handiwork.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  the  Legislature  should  show  the  public  its  high 
respect  for  the  laws  which  it  passes  by  a  rigid  and  scrupulous  obe- 
dience to  their  provisions.

The  purpose  in  placing  the  libraries  under  the  general  control 
of  a  central  board  was  to  prevent  the  duplication  of  purchases 
where  such  action  should  be  taken  without  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  any  library,  and  also  to  provide  a  general  catalogue  so  that 
the  books,  periodicals  and  documents  of  the  Government,  wherever 
located,  might  serve  their  greatest  usefulness.  In  the  library  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  in  that  housed  in  the  Bureau  of  Science,  and 
in  the  Philippine  Library  there  are,  without  doubt,  many  books 
which  would  be  of  distinct  service  to  members  of  the  Legislature. 
There  is  no  reason  why  all  of  these  libraries,  as  well  as  the  libra- 
ries of  the  two  legislative  bodies,  should  not  be  at  the  disposition 
of  all  branches  of  the  Government,  and  this  can  only  be  obtained 
by  maintaining  the  central  control  which  has  already  been  estab- 
lished over  the  libraries.  The  funds  of  the  Government  are  limited, 
and  only  comparatively  small  amounts  can  be  spent  for  books  and 
periodicals.  It  is  believed  that  a  much  more  useful  purpose  would 
be  served  by  endeavoring  to  create  one  general  library  as  complete 
and  well  equipped  as  possible  than  by  endeavoring  to  build  up  a 
number  of  small  libraries,  separate  in  their  organization  and  control.

Your  committee  does  not  make  this  recommendation  because  it  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  measure  is  undesirable,  but  does  so  because 
the  bill  has  come  before  the  Commission  and  your  Committee  at  such 
a  late  hour  in  the  session  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  it  the  con- 
sideration which  so  important  a  matter  merits.  #  Being  unable  at 
this  late  date  to  examine  and  consider  the  subject  and  the  provisions 
of  the  bill,  as  they  should  be  considered,  your  committee  can  not  in- 
form itself  sufficiently  to  make  any  except  the  above  recommenda- 
tion. A  similar  proposition  to  authorize  the  creation  of  agricultural 
credit  associations  came  before  the  Commission  (A.  B.  62)  in  1908, 
when  it  was  carefully  considered  by  the  then  President  of  the  Com- 
mission and  laid  on  the  table  at  his  recommendation  (Journal,  First 
Legislature,  first  and  special  sessions,  p.  284  et  seq.)

It  would  be  impracticable  for  one  auctioneer  to  attend  to  the  sales 
of  property  at  different  points  in  the  Islands,  while  the  Bureau 
of  Audits  has  representatives  in  all  the  different  provinces. 
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Your  committee  does  not  see  any  need  for  such  a  law,  and  there- 
fore recommends  that  the  bill  do  not  pass.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Matters  Pertaining  to  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Justice,  to  which  was  referred  on 
February  3,  1912,  Assembly  Bill  No.  603,  entitled  "An  Act  declaring 
the  ports  of  Tabaco  and  Legaspi,  Province  of  Albay,  ports  of  entry," 
has  examined  the  same  and  has  the  honor  to  report  it  back  to  the 
Commission  with  the  following  recommendation,  namely: 

That  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  following  comment  made  by  your  committee  in  report  No. 
148  on  Assembly  Bill  No.  155,  during  the  first  session  of  the  present 
Legislature  is  repeated  as  equally  applicable  to  this  bill  (see  pp. 
480,  481,  Journal  of  the  Commission  No.  4)  : 

"The  opening  of  Tabaco  or  Legaspi  as  a  port  of  entry  has  been 
discussed  a  number  of  times  before  and  the  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sion has  always  been  that  there  was  no  apparent  need  for  a  port 
of  entry  at  either  Tabaco  or  Legaspi  and  that  the  expense  of  main- 
taining such  a  port  would  in  all  likelihood  be  greater  than  the 
revenue  collected  thereat. 

"This  also  has  been  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  and  nothing 
has  occurred  since  this  subject  was  last  discussed  to  change  that 
opinion. 

"It  is  improbable  that  any  foreign  boats  carrying  import  cargoes 
or  any  foreign  boats  seeking  their  export  cargoes  would  go  to  the 
port  of  Tabaco  to  discharge  or  receive  the  same.  The  marketing  of 
the  produce  which  is  grown  within  the  territory  adjacent  to  the  port 
of  Tabaco  is  virtually  controlled  at  the  port  of  Manila  and,  even 
if  Tabaco  were  an  open  port,  it  is  believed  that,  under  present  con- 
ditions, this  produce  would  still  come  to  the  port  of  Manila  for  sale 
and  shipment. 

"On  October  11,  1907,  the  Commission  passed  Act  No.  1775,  au- 
thorizing the  Insular  Collector  of  Customs  to  clear  foreign  vessels 
for  the  ports  of  Legaspi  and  Tabaco  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  he  might,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Finance 
and  Justice,  impose.  Section  76,  Act  No.  355,  also  permits  collectors 
of  customs  to  perniit  bulk  cargo,  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  to  be 
unladen  under  the  supervision  of  customs  officers  at  places  other 
than  ports  of  entry  within  their  respective  districts. 

"The  undersigned  can  remember  no  instance,  since  the  passage 
of  Act  No.  1775,  where  a  foreign  vessel  has  requested  permission  to 
proceed  either  to  the  port  of  Legaspi  or  Tabaco  for  the  purpose  of 
discharging  bulk  cargo  or  taking  on  board  export  cargo.  There 
have  at  different  times  been  a  number  of  minor  entry  ports  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  such  as  Aparri,  north  Island  of  Luzon,  Davao 
on  the  southeast  coast  of  Mindanao,  and  Siasi  on  the  Island  of 
Siasi,  Jolo  Archipelago.     None  of  these  ports  ever  did  a  sufficient 
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business  to  justify  their  maintenance  as  ports  of  entry  and  all  have 
been  subsequently  closed  under  the  authority  of  existing  law."
